26tl^ of January 1739, al^d fucceeded 
to the honours and titles of the fa- 
mily on the demife of his fathier in

THE SKAT OF Htt 0RAC8 THB DVlCB OP MAaLBOROUOlt. 

THIS palace or cafiU of Blenheim, firade ai)d ftatu^s. This is the gran4

which* is fupportedj.by Corinthian 
pillars, in' ekgance and dimenfions 
almoft unrivallea. The cieling, 
which is the height of the building, 
is painted by Sir James Thornhill; 
and allegorically "reprefents Vidlory 
crownijrig John puke of Marlbo- 
rough, as Ihe points to a Plan of the 
Battle pf Blenheim. ' This room con- 
tains a pufl of John Duke of Marl- 
borough, a Venus de Medicis and 
Faun m bronze, 'from the original in 
the Grand Duke of Tufcany's Col- 
ledlipnj fevefal marble Termini, and 
twabeautiful flatues of a Nymph .and 

Bacchanal. . .„ • 

From the Hallj^we enter the Bow- 
window Room, the tapeftry of which 
repi'efents the Battle ot Blenheim, aqd 
other exploits of John Duke of Marl- 
borough i in the moll jglowing co- 
lours, and moft exact, proportion's. 
Among other elegant paintings of 
approved artifts, this room is adorned 
Avith a moft cdpitnl original pifture of 
the Virgin and Child, St. John, and 
St. Nicholas, by Raphael; formerly 
belonging to the Cappela degli An- 
"fidei, at] Perugia, and brought over 
by the Right Honourable Lord Robert 
Spencer, orother of the prefent duk^. 
" Adjoining to this, is the duke's 
/DrefFing Room; which, belidcs a va- 
rriety of other celebrated productions of 
the pencil, contains a very fine Holy 
' Family by R uberis ; Our Saviour in the 
Virgin's Lap, crowning two" Female 
Mariyjrs, by Titian ; and an enchant- 
ingly beautiful pidlure by.Sir Jofhua

Grand Cabinet is filled with 
fome t>f the molt capital original 
paintings in any coUe^ion : amon^ 
which we.muft not forbeat; to npticft' 
a Madona (landing on a Globe, fur* 
rounded by Angels, by Carlo Mar- 
ratti; Chrift Blefling the Little Chil- 
dren, by Vandyck; with the Roman 
.Charity; Lot*s Departure out of , So- 
dom, a prefent from the town of An- 
twerp; the Flight into Egypt; a Por- 
trait of Paracelfui; and the Head of 
Rubens, himfelf; all by that great 
mailer. Pope Gregory m his Robes, 
and a Female Martyr with a palm- 
branch, by Titian; a Magdalen of in- 
imitaSle tints by Carlo Dolci; and a 
Holy Family by Ludovico Carracci. 
, The Blue Drawing Room, like- 
wife, contains fever .1 elegant paint- 
ings; the principal of which are, Ci- 
tharinede Medicis, by Rubens ; Time 
clipping Cupid's Wings,, by Van- 
dycK; an Aftronomer and his Family^ 
by Dobfon; two Family Portraits^ 
and a coUedion of beautiful Minia- 
tures, in one frame,' with a curtaia 
before them. 

The tapeftry ?n the adjoining Win^ 
ter Drawing Room is of the xnotL 
vivid beauty, and attradts the notic^e 
of every fpe^ator of tafte. It reprcr 
fent« the Fpuf Cardinal Virtues, with 
their proper emblems, and approaches^ 
nearer to painting, tlian any thing of 

the 
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the kind we ever remember to have 
feen. Vandyck's pencil has produced 
a ¥ery fine portrait of Mary Dutchcfs 
of Richmond, Lord Stafford and his 
Secretary, and two Favourites of 
King Charles II. which arc the only 
paintings in this room. 
. We next enter the Dining Room, 
which is remarkable for a very capi^ 
tal painting of the prefent Duke, 
Dutchefs, and Children, by Sirjoihua 
Reynolds. The figure* are as large 
as life, and afford the mod ftriking 
likenefTes that were perhaps ever diu 
played on canvas. This is much 
^he largeil piece Sir Joihua ever exe- 
cuted, and is moft defervedly ad- 
mired. In this room arc likewife 
elegant paintings by Rubens, of Lot 
and his Daughters, and Venus and 
Adonis, both prefents from the Em- 
peror of Germany. A Bacchanalian 
piece, by Vandyck; and a glowing 
iandfcape, by Claude. 

From the Dining Room we pro- 
ceed to the Saloon; which is a noble 
and highly- finifhed room, lined in 
the lower part with marble, feveral 
compartments above containing re- 
prefentations of the different nations 
of the world in their charafteriilic 
jdre/Tes and exprelfions, by La Guerre. 
.The cieling, which is executed by 
the fame artifl, emblematically de- 
fcribes John Duke of Marlborough, 
in the midfl of his vi^kories, arreSed 
by the hand of Peace, while Time 
reminds him of the rapidity of his 
own flight. . 

Several of the viftories of John 
Duke of Marlborough are delineated 
in the^tapellry of the Drawing Room, 
to the right of tjie Saloon; and, over 
the chimney, there is a bull of the 
Emperor Adrian. . The principal 
©aintings ar^Meleager and^Ajtalantai 
by Rubens;, the Adoration of the 
Shepherds, by Lucca Giordano; and 
fome pieces of Poulfin. 

The tapcftry of the Middle Draw- 
ing Room, to the right of the Saloon, 
exhibits more battles of John Duke 
of Marlborough; and contains a capi- 
Cal^aintiiigoabbck marble^ by Alef* 
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fandro Veronefe, with fomtf otherl 
of lefs importance. 
• From this room we enter the State 
Bedchamber; the chimney of whicK 
is adorned with a Buil of Diana, and 
over it is a fuperb painting by Luccit 
Giordano, reprefen ting the Death of 
Seneca. A portrait of Edward VL 
by Holbein; the Burning of Troy, 
by Old Frank; and two pieces of 
Still Life, by Maltefe; are the only 
other paintings which deferve parti* 
ctilar attention in this apartment. 

From this (lately fuit of rooms, 
where the profufion of fplendid ob- 
jeds is apt to dazzle the organs of 
fiffht, the eye is both charihed and 
relieved on entering the Library^ 
This noble room is one hundred and 
eighty-three feet long, and- thirty* 
one feet nine inches wide. 

It is impoilible to conceive any 
thing more highly finifhed, than the 
folid columns of marble, which fup- 
port a rich entablature, the Doric 
pilaflers of the fame, thefurrounding 
bafement of black marble, and tho 
ftuccoed compartments of the lofty^ 
vaulted cieling. 

. This fpacious room was originally 
intended as a Gallery for paintings; 
but has fince been furnifiied with a 
noble collection of books, compriz- 
ing near twenty- four thoufand vo- 
lumes, in various languages, arts, and 
fciences. . - . '-

neft or luxuriance of the view. Indeed, 
the effeftof polifhed taile, ami the fti* • 
blime in defign, is no where more 
perceptil^le th^n in the bfoundlefi 
profpe^s which continually preieiit 
themfelves, the walls of the park being 
in general quite concealed, and the 
whole furrounding country, varier 
gated with hills and vales, fpires, tow** 
ers, and villas, appearing as one wide- 
extended landfcape. In this park 
originally ftood a magnificent royal 
palace, which was the favourite re^ 
treat of feveral kings of England^ 
at various periods^ fill the r^ign of 
Charles I. when the fucceeding in* 
terval of civil diiTenilon and anar^ 
chy laid it almoil wholly in ruins.

The pleafi»rei- 
grounds and garden occupy abdet sod 
acres, and are laid out with afb3niflnng 
tafte, principally under the infpe^on 
cf the prefent duke^ whofe love of the 
fine arts, and of rural and elegant iim«> 
piicity, is ^^try where confpicueus;

caufes concur to alter the gravity of 
the air over any particular place; and 
where it becomes greater, the clouds 
rile higher j( and one feries above an- 
other,. reHe6ling the Kght of the fun 
above or below the horizon, which 
traints the delightful views and land- 
fcapes difplayeain the air. At other 
times, when the gravity of the air is 
leilened, the clouds defcend of courfe, 
and, running together, mix and con-* 
denfe into a large and more opake 
(ody; in which cafe they generally 
fill the vifible atmofphere, eclipfe the 
iun froni our fight,, ihut out the light 
of the fuperior air, and make all 
dark and gloomy about us% 

tlGHTNINd AND THUNDER. 

When, by the con dan t heat of the 
fun, in fummer, great ^antit^es.of 
exhalations, from fulphureous and 
Other combuflible niatters, ar^ raife4 
into the upper regions of the air, and 
there meet and mix with the nitrous 
particles, an inc^lefcence will im-' 
mediately en fue, and, oftentimes real 
acceniion, or produ^on of flame; 
and this, if it happens in the evening. 
or night-time, and in any one particu^ 
hoc part of thehe^yens, is what is yul« 
garly called Lightning. But when 
fhe atmofphere is jnore generally re- 
plete ..wit|i :thefe exhalations, the/ 
^aufe a more .g^n^ral conflagration^ 
ai^d burn.W(i.tKbne continiuea flame,' 
ijiuminating. all that part of the. hea-. 
Yens in a. mpft, tremendous, manner; 
tp thoCe.who have been unaccuft9me4 
to fee or.reafon about fuch things: 
llk^ie-hTt by philofopher^ denomir* 
Mte^ the Aurwa Bonalis, or Norths 



em Lights: and» indeed, a fummer 
feldom paiTes without producing feme; 
of them, (chiefly about autumn.) not 
only in |the northern, but in ^verjr 
other quarter of the heavens* 

What is denominated a Fallen Stetr, 
is only a light exhalation, . almofl 
wholly fulphureous, which is inflamed 
in the free air, much after, the fame 
manner as thunder in a cloud, by the 
blowing of the winds, or by the ac- 
tion ofthe fubtle matter, and an acid 
in the fulphur. , The fuperior part 
of the exhalation kindles firfl, becaufe 
it is lighter; and, as it is moreelevat- 
ed, it IS at the fame time more infianiV. 
mable. The inflammation is commu- 
nicated to the inferior part ofthe ex- 
halation, as in a train of powder; 
hence, this fortof ilar feems to fall: 
and becaufe the communication hap- 
pens fo rapidly, that the infiammation. 
IS in the bafe ofthe exhalation, whea^ 
the impreflion which it makes upon 
the eyes yet fubfifts, we fancy we fe* 
a long train of fire, which pro^erly^ 
has no other exigence than in our ov/ik 
imagination. '

mena in the air,']nav be acccmntei^ 
for on fimilar principles. * * ' 

The Jgnes Fatui, which feem to 
A)ort upon the fur face of the earth, 
flying from thofe who do not fe^r 
them, and. pu^fuing thofe .who dpi 
are exharlafibniariilihg frfafti'chWcH- 
yards, arid othel- fitilpnureous or mar* 
fhy places.- If they* feem to fiy iVom 
us when we -advance towards them, 
it is becaufe we puih the air forward 
on which they are-borne ; and if tk^, 
feem to pu/fue us when we retreilit 
from them, it is becaufe the, air 
which be^rs them takes immediiate, 
pofTeffion of the place which we have* 
quitted. i ■ 

Thunder f properly fpeaking,; is. 
neither a phoenomenon, nor a meteor;- 
confifling wholly.'in found; for when 
the comb uflible matters in the hea* 
vens take fire; if there be no:refiflancej 
they flafh av^ay t^ithout any thin^. 
more than the.phoenpmenon ofLighU 
mng, which is generally the cafe of^ 

^ rare 
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nte and onconfined air, as we often 
fee dbring the aotumnal evenings. 
Bnt it is far otherwife when thefe >£r- 
jnenting matters are contained in tlie 
denfe body of a cloud: the great re* 
fiftance they then meet with occafions 
mi equatl povrer of re-adion, which 
is fpent wholly on the body of the 
cloud and ambient air; which air^ 
hy thia means, having it's yibrations 
excited in the higheft degree, occa* 
ions thofe load reports from the up- 
per regions y and expanding over all 
the innrior parts of the atmofphere, 
propagate thofe awful found| which 
we call Thunder. 

. A Thunder Bolt, being a phaeno- 
menon of the moft folemn kind, the 
confideration of it fhould certainly 
£11 every ierions mind with awe, when 
the many dreadful effects freauently 
produced bv it are confiderea. In- 
fant death is the immediate eifed of 
it's fb-oke in animals, the ftrongeft 
trees are rent and torn afunder, the 
fineft buildings are at oncedemoliihed, 
and the harden metals in a moment 
dlflblved ! Such are (he effeAs of the 
greateft and moil formidable powers 
m nature ; and they have lately been 
but too evidently di(jplaycd*. The 
fnbftance of thefe bolts confifls of a 
compact and undiilblved bod^ of ig- 
Bited nratter, which not having fuf- 
ficient time to explode in the air, is 
darted, with the velocity of lieht it- 
felf> to the objedls on the furtace of 
the earth, which it ftrikes with an in- 
conceivable and irrefiitlble force, de- 
(Iroyiag at once the nature and tex- 
ture ofevery thing that flands in it's 
way,

Thb alteradon in the weight of 
the air is the general caufe of rain f 
by which means the clouds defcend» 
intermix, and thereby become much 
heavier: their weight now forcing 
the aqueous particles toeether, they 
attrad each other, and the cloud be* 
comes liquified, much after the fame 
manner as a heated fteam or vapour 
condenfes, or runs into drops, againft 
any cold fnrface. The water of the 
cloud, as faft as it is produced by 
this coalefcence and condenfauon^ 
being heavier than the air; muft 
neceuarily difUl through it, and de« 
fcend in drops of rain; and thus, 
from the bafis or lower part of th^ 
cloud, proceed thofe. (howers which 
the bounty of ' Providence beftowt 
on every part of the earth, as there 
is occaiion or nece£ity for them- » 

The . winds are another general 
caufe of rain, driving the clou^ds to* 

f ether, forcing them to coalefce, con- 
enfe, and become heavier, and there<^ 
fore to fall in rain. Thofe winds 
which blow from the ocean, (as the 
fouth and weft) brine large recruits 
of vapours to the clouds, and are 
thereiore more likely to produce rain 
than the north and north-eaft winds » 
which blow from the land, and ge- 
nerally difperfe the vapours, and drive 
the clouds away. 

THE aAlNBOW. 

Among the various meteors which 
refult from the reflexion of light, the 
Rainbow is certainly the mcft plea-* 
iing and extraordinary: it's colours 
not only charm the eye with the mild* 
nefs of their luftre, but convey de*^

The difference between the bows is, 
that in the internal bow each drop 
receives the rays of the fu4fi on it^6 
upper furface ; whereals, on the ^on* 
trary, in the great external bow, cACh 
drop receives the fun's rays at it*s 
bottom, from whence the ray being 
twice rcfrafted, and twice riefleded. 
It comes' to the fpedlator's eye with 
diminifhsd'luftre, and in rtn inverted 
order. 

If, with our backs turned towards 
the fun, we fquirt water from our 
mouths, or look a-t the i\:attering 
drops of a fountain or water- ftfout^ 
the rainbow will appear pretty accu- 
Tfttely imitated on thediTperfed dropj?; 
ftnd we ihall ffen«rally, at the fame 
time, diftinguifh two rainbows. 

/Jefides the common rainbow, oc- 
caiioned by the rays of the fun, there 
IS fometimts alfo alun^r one, formed 
exadllyin tbe fame manner, by th*J 
bright beams of the moon ftrikingori 
the bofom of a Ihower* This meteor, 
Ariftotfe boafts. Was Firft remarked 
by himielf ; and he ailures as, that, in 
Kis time, fach a rainbow was (een-^ 
with the colours extremely lutid. 
Similar meteors have beeen frequenti 
ly obferved fiiice ; aiid,among our own 
coujitr-ymen, Mr. Tliarefiryha&gtveti 
Xhe -defcQption of one in the ,Phii 
lofophical Tranfaftions.

de^eof heat, ufu ally called s^ode* 
rate: and it is well known that fome 
bodies will liquify with .one degree 
of heat, and become Bxed w:tth anoc- 
ther. With one degree. o£ warmth^ 
water will appear in a fluid ftatie^ 
witha lefs, it's particles will.be found 
to be £xed, congealed, or - frozen. 
Thus the vapours, in a»rara.air, ar« 
in a ^uid ftate; and when condenfed 
by the coldnefs of the evening ythctr 
defcend,* adhere to the piles of graft 
in the liquid form of pearly drc^s^ 
gnd are in that (late denominated 
Dew: but thefe very .particles^ ia 
a ftill colder air^ will be.i&xed, and 
while they are floating in the air, 
make what is termed a Rimy Fog, or 
Frozen Mift, Defcendiiig upon the 
grafs, and the twigs of \fhrubs and 
trees; they make a beautiful iacruf^ 
tation, called a Hoar or Wiiitc Frbft, 
in 'Contradiftin6\ioTi to anothf r fort, 
termed theEiackFrofl, only becauie it 
does not appear white; and (this Black 
Froft differs from the other, becaufe it 
is not accompanied with a mifl or fog.

The infeds generally ^x themfelves 
fo clofe together, and in fuch num- 
bers, that I imagine only one in £x 
can have room to compleat her cell : 
the others die, and are ^t up by va*: 
rious inle6ls. The extreme brandies 
appear aj if they were covered with 
a red dull, and their fap is fo mnclt 
exhaufted, thst they Vithier and pro- 
duce no fruit, the leaves drop off, or 
turn to a dirty black colour.. The{e 
infedls are tranfptanted by birds: it 
they perch upon thefe branches, they 
muft carry off a number of the in-* 
feds upon their feet to the n^xt tree 
they reft upon. It is worth obferv- 
ing, that thefefig- trees, when wound*^ 
ed, drop a milky juice, which in-. 
fl:antly coagulates into a vifcid ropey 
fttbflance, which, hardened in the 
open air, is flmilar to the cell of the 
Coccus Lacca. The natives boil 
this milk with oils into a bird-lime^ 
which will catch peacocks, or the 
largefl birds.

. ^ By the muddinefs of the river there 
is a darknefs at only two 'fathoms 
from the furface, that cannot be de- 
fcribed; from the fmallncfs of the ma- 
chine, which contained only forty-' 
cdghtEngUfli gallons, it was impoflible 
to make this attempt with a candle 
burning in it, which would cohfume 
the air too quickly for any man ^9 be 
able to work, and at t?^e fame time 
pay attention to receiving the necef- 
fary fupplies of air, that important 
ffFpport of life. Two days after we 
failed for Leith, where we happily 
arrived at four o'clock next morning. 
The trials I had hitherto made, were 
only preparatory to my views at the- 
Stares, hoping that the experience I 
had acquired. Would enable me to 
furmount the dangerous difficult/ of 
the unequal rOiJky bottom I had to 
Contend with there j Jbut in the pre- 
ceding trials and different alterations 
of the machinery, fo niuch time had 
beeb loft,, tfiat I could not' fail' for 
Bambrough before tfie firft of Septem- 
ber; the weather then bieing ftormy; 
it, was thre6 days before 1 arrived 
there in my fmall open boat, yet 
though fone^r the equinox, I was in 
hopes I iliould ftill have a few days 
<5f calni weather; but, after many un- 
fuccefsful attempts, could make no 
H-ial until the end of September. 

This tedious, and vexatious inter- 
val was greatly ibftencd by the kind- 
Aefa and hofpitality of the Rev. Doc- 
tor Sharpe., Archdeacon of North urn - 
oerland, his lady and family, at Bani*' 
Woiigh Caftle, Whafe friendly con-

my brother and three failo^s I had* 
brought with me from Leith, alfo- 
two pilots from Bambrough and "- 
Warren . 

By the calmnefs of the weather, it 
was four in the afterrioon, about high 
water, before T could go down, at a 
fmall dillance from the place where 
I Judged the wfeck tp lie: the depth 
was about ten fathoms. I hiippily. 
alighted on a flat part of the rock, 
within a fmall fpace of a dread fal 
chafra, and had juft gone two fteps 
with my machine, when the terror 
of the two pilots was fo great, that, 
in fpite of my brother, they brougfht 
me- up*' very precipitately, before I 
had in any degree examined around 
mc: on coming into the boat, they 
remonilrated on the danger of the 
machine being overturned, either on' 
the wreck or the rocks, and alfo on 
the impoflibility of raifmgany of the 
weighty goods with fo ftnall a pur- 
chafe, in an open boat; where at this 
ftafon no large veflel would veniure 
to lie, as the nights were now fo 
long, and only two paiT^ges fojT a 
fmall veflel to run through, in cafe^ 
of a gale of eafterly or foutKerly 
wind; one of the pSflages extremely 
narrow, and both of them dangerous.' 
As the tide now ran in the face of 
the rock we lay at, the pilots would 
riot (ionfent to lie at anchor any 

'Ibhger ; left, wind and tide being both 
contrary, they should not be able to 
condud us fafely through the iflands 
before it was dark. 

I was obliged to comply, very 
unwillingly, with their intreati^s; 
though part Of their aflfertions came 
too truly to. pafs ; for, in failing home, 

^we cleared the rocks and iflands with 
difficulty, but not before eleven ' 
o'clock at night, and even then with • 
hard labour. 

Convinced, from this, that with an 
Open boat nothing could be accom*- 
pliflied to purpofe, and except in June- 
and J uly; no irtaii would rifk himfelf 
with nie in a floop, to continue tt ' \ 
few days and nights at anchor there; 
I- was obliged' to abandon this ulti- 
mate -aioi *of |lt Qfiy attempts: 'y«t 

D though V 
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though my boat was too fmall to raife 
any great weight, L determined to 
tfke a view of th? guns of a Dutch - 
fhip of war loft in the year 1704, 
and as they lay two or three miles 
nearer the land, I could execute this 
defign with lefs difficulty,, efpecially 
fts the weather continued ftill.favour- 
able. Having procured all intelli- 
gence poflible, we went to the place; 
and, being joined by Mr. Blacket, 
tackfman of the iflands, kis fon, 
and fever al other brave fellows, my 
two pilots, though ftill with me, 
having no ftoma^h for- the fervice, I 
\yent down four different times, but 
could find no marks of any wreck, 
notwithftanding my walking about 
in five and fix fathoms water, as far as 
it was thought fafe to allovy rope to 
the bell ; continuing generally twen- 
ty minutes Of mo^e each time, at 
the bottom. On this occafion I was 
obliged to carry a cutting hook and 
knife, to clear away the fea- weeds, 
which at this place are very thick and 
l|rong; without this method I could ' 
not move about. At the fifth going 
down^ each trial being in a diffei'ent 
place, I was agreeably furprized to 
find a large grove of tall weeds, all 
of them from fix to eight feet ,high, 
with large tufted tops, moftly grow- 
ing in regular ranges, as far as the 
eye could reach; a variety of fmall 
lobfters, and other (hell fifh, fwim- 
ming about in the intervals. 
, On a furvey of the ground, I found 
myfelf on the extremity of the place 
where the long looked for cannon 
lay, and one very large piece was 
nearly covered with round Hones, 
thrown upon it by ftorms from the 
fouth-eaft. 'By the appearance and 
fbiindj; 1 judged'it to be iron; but, to 
form ^ more certain idea, I tried to 
pull up a ftrong weed, expeding fome 
part oftheruft, if iron, would ad- 
here to the fibres of the root; but my 
ilrength was nowexhauftedalmoA to 
,faintnefs, by fuch violent ex^tions 
in moving about during a /pace of 
near three hours, yet ftilj I deter- 
mined, if poffible, .to have this weed. 
I twined the buihy top XQUjkd one. of 



the hooka at the mouth of the bell ^ 
on which part of the weight for fink- 
ing the machine hung, then giving 
the iignali -brought the weed along 
with .me. To one fide of the root 
was faftened a piece pf rock, about 
feven pounds weight; in the middle 
a piece of decayed oak, very black, 
on the other fide a black fubftance^ 
which on a few hours expofure to the 
air, changed into a dull reddiih co- 
lour, refembUng crocus martis. 

Preffing bufinefs requiring me at 
home the Monday following, I fet 
fail forLeith; bur compafs being at- 
tracted by the great quantity of iron-^ 
work in my boat, we were, diiring 
the night, in the greateft danger, 
being twice entangled amongft the 
rocks, and very much chilled with 
the cold for -want of proper cover; 
butefcapingthefe dangers, we fafely 
next morning arrived at Leith. 

The propofed alterations in con- 
ftr.udling a Diving-bell to hold two 
perfbns, which can be managed by, 
a floop of one hundred tons, or a lit- 
tle under that burden, are — 
' To have the n^iachine on the com-, 
mon circular plan, able to contain 
two hundred gallons Englifh, or a 
little more, with proper pullies with- 
in, by which the weights which bring 
it to the full finking degree, can be 
lowered down to the bottom: on pull- 
ing the rope fixed to this weight, 
the perfpn or perfons in the bell can 
lower the machine to the bottom, or 
raife themfelves with the bell, fo as 
to take in air from the barrels, as 
often as neceffary; by the fame me- 
thod they may bring the b^U to the 
furface, and the balancing weight 
can be taken in afterwards. The great 
and .obvious importance of this alte- 
ration is, that the bell, as conftru£ked 
formerly, coul4 never be lowered- 
fafely with a man, on any wreck or 
rocky bottom; but, on the contrary,, 
with the utmoft hazard (till theground 
was known) of being overturned: by 
the prefent amendment no danger

TH O U G H the Ifland of Suma- 
tra, in point of Situation and 
extent, holds a conspicuous rank on 
the terraqueous globe, and is fur- 
pa5ed by few in the bountiful indul- 
gences of nature, it has been unac- 
countably negleded by writers; fo 
that, in fad, except a fhort iketch 
of the manners prevailing in a parti- 
cular diftrift, pobliflied in the Phi- 
bfophical Tranfaftions of the year « 
1778, riot a finale page of in form a- 
Holi has been communicated to the 
public by any Englifhman who ever 
rcfidfed there. 

Indeed, -to form a general and to- 
lerably accurate account of this coun- 
i:ry, ztd it*s inhabitants, is a work 
of great difficulty. The neceflary 
information is by txo means to be pro- 
cured from the natives, whofe know- 
ledge and enquiries are to the lail 
degree confined, and the internal 
* parts of Sumatra have feldom been 
vifited by Europeans. The great va- 
riety, of independent governments, 
and confe^uent diverfity of natiotial

taflt of properly difcriminating mor^ 
difficult than it is eafy to conceive- 
not fo much from the number of thefc 
diflinft governments, or the diffimi- 
larity in their languages or manners^ 
as from the perplexed and uncertain . 
ftare of their many local divifions, 
and th(» innovations on. the originali- 
ty of the ancient cuftoms and maa-> 
ners of the people, by fettlers from 
diiferent countries. 

Thefe obj eft ions, Mr. Marfdtfn db - 
ferves, would have deterred him froxi^ 
an undertaking apparently fo ardti- 
ous; had he not r-fleded, that thofe 
circumftances in which the principal 
diiScalty confifted, were in faft tht 
leaft interefting to the public, and 
of thfc leaft utility in thcmfelves. Hi 
therefore very properly determinfea 
to give rather a comprehenfiye tliai| 
k circumftantial defcription of the 
divifions of the couAtry intd it's vari:. 
Qus governments; aiming at a more 
particular detail in What refpeds th^ 
cuftoms, opinions, arts, -and induf-^ 
try, of the original inhabitants, in 
fheir moft genuine ftate: and though 
the interefts of European powera 
eftabli{hcd on the ifland, with thtf 
hiftory of their fettlements, and re- 
volutions of commerce, form no part 
of Mr. Marfden*s plan, he has occa- 
fionally introduced them, where they 
were materially conneded with fh^' 
accounts of the native inhabitants.. ' 

Much the- greateft portion of what 

obfenre4 at Sumatra by .this geatUmao, Pa^e ia« 
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our author defcribes, has fallen with- 
in hi^ own immediate obfervation; 
the remainder is either matter of com- 
mon notoriety to every perfon refid- 
ing on the ifland, or received upon 
the concurring authority of gentle, 
inen, whofe £tuation in the Eaft 
India Company's fervice, extenfive 
knowledge of the language, long ac- 
quaintance with the natives, ajid re- 
fpedability of charadler, render them 
worthy of the utmoft credit. 

We ihall endeavour to give our 
rea4ers a general idea of die method 
"Mr. Marfden has purfued m this ela- 
borate work; which is judicioufly 
arranged under a variety of heads, 
though they are not numbered as 
books, chapters, or feSiions: this, we

in 3 degrees ^46 minutes fouth lati- 
tude, (the only point where the lon- 
gitude has been determhied by adtual 
obfervation) is found to lie 102 de- 
grees eaft of Greenwich. Sumatra 
lies expofed on the fouth -weA fide to 
the great Indian Ocean; the north 
point ftretches into the Bay of Bengal :

fouth by the Straits of Sunda, which 
feparate it from the Ifland of Java. 
Sumatra is one of the largeft iflands

and it is, indeed, the lefs excufable, 
as no table of contents is prefixed to

Our author, in what we fhall call 
Jiis/r/? dMJim, fets out with. obferv- 
ing, that, notwithflanding fome ob- 
fcure, and cdntradidtory paifages in 
ytoleniy and Pliny, Sumatra was un- 
known to the ancient Greek and Ro- 
^an geographers, whofe difcoveries, 
or rather conjectures, extended no 
farther than Ceylon, which was pro- 
bably their Taprohane, though this 
Dame^ during the middle ages, was 
uniformly applied to Sumatra*' The 
idea of this ifland's being the coun- 
try of Ophri, whither Solomon fent 
his fleets, he confiders as too vague 
to merit difcuflion; and though there 
IS in Sumatra a mountain called 
pphir, this^ name has been given to 
it by Europeans in modern days. He 
then proceeds to defcribe the fitua- 
tion of Sumatra; which, he fays, is 
the moil weftern of the Sunda Iflands, 
and conllitutes, on that flde, the boun- 
dary of the eaftern Archipelago. The 
general diredlion of this ifland is 
nearly north-wefl and fouth-eail. The 
Equator bifeds it in almofl^ equal parts; 
one extremity being in 5 degrees 33 
mihutes north, and the other in 5 de- 
grees 56 minutes fouth latitude. Fort 
Marlborough, or Oojong Carrang 



ficies mufl be liable to very confi* 
derabJe error. Like Great Britain^ 
it is broadeft at the fouthern extre- 
mity, narrowing gradually to* ^he 
north; and to tnis ifland it is per- 
haps in fla^e more nearly allied thait 
in fhape. The remainder of this firft 
divifion is employed. in a general de- 
fcription of the country, it's moun^ 
tains, lakes and' rivers; air, and me- 
teors; mon Toon's, and land and fea* 
breezes; minerals and foflils, volca- 
noes, earthquakes, furfs, and tides* 
^ Having thus exhibited a genera^ 
view of the ifland, our author, in hit 
fecond divifion, diflinguifhes the dif^ 
ferent inhabitants, under five feveral 
clafTes; viz. the Malays, or natives 
6f the empire of Manancabow, the 
Achenefe, the Battas, the RejangSj» 
and the Lampoons. From thefe lie 
felefts the Rejangs for general de-- 
fcriptions, though a nation of but 
fmall account in the political fenfe; of 
the ifland ; as well becaufe their form 
of government and laws extend with 
very little variation over a conflder- 
able part of the ifland, and princi- 
pally where the coniicdlions of the 
Englifh lie; as becaufe they have a 
proper language, and a perfedl writ- 
ten character, which is become of 
general ufe in many remote diflri£ls: 
to w|iich our author adds^ that his 

own 
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own fitaation and connexions on the 
ifland^ led him to a more intimate 
and minute acquaintance with their 
laws and manners, than with thofe of 
any other clafs. It is, however, 
thought necefTary to be premifed, 
that as the cufloms of the Malays 
have made their wav, in a greater or 
leiTe;* degree, to every part of Suma- 
tra, he cannot poflibly difcriminate, 
with entire accuracy, thofe which are 
original from thofe which have been 
borrowed; and, of courfe, what is 
faid of the Rejanes will for the moil 
part apply not only to the Sumatrans 
in general, but may fometimes, in 
firiSnefs, be proper to the Malays 
alone, having perhaps been taught by 
them to the mgher ranks of country ' 
people. 

After fixing this general (landard, 
Mr. Marfden enters on a defcription 
of the perfons and complexions of thd 
inhabitants, their cloathing and or- 
naments ; and, in this and the fuc- 
ceeding diviiions of his work, sives 
us the following articles. Agricul- 
ture — the Cultivation of Rice — Plan-

* The fairnefs of the Sumatrans, 
comparatively with other Indians, 
iituated as they are, under a perpen- 
dicular fun, 'where no feafon of the 
year affords an alternative of cold, is^ 
I think, an irrefragable proof, that 
the diiFerence of colour in the various 
inhabitants of the earth, is not the 
immediate tffeSt of climate. The 
children of Europeans born in this^ 

iilaiid. 
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ifland, are as fair, and perhaps in 
general fairer, than thofe boril in the 
country of their parents. I haveob- 
fcrved the fame of the fecond gene- 
lation, where a mixture with the peo- 
ple of the CQuntry has be^n avoided. 
Oh the other hand, the offspring and 
jILlI the defcendants of the Guinea and 
.other African flaves, imported there, 
continue in" the laft inllance as per- 
fectly black as In the original ftock. 
I do not mean to enter into the merits 
of the queftion which naturally con- 
Hefts with thefe obfervations; but 
fhall Only remark,. that the fallow and 
zduH countenances, fo (Commonly ac- 
quired by Europeans who have long 
felided in hot'tJlimatcs,- are more a^ 
.^ibable to the' effect of bilious dif- 
tempers, vvHich almoft all are fubjedl 
to irt a greater or lefs degree, than of" 
their expofure to the influence of the 
Weather, which few but feafaring peo- 
ple are liable to, and of which theim- 
preflion is feldom permanent. From 
this circumflance I have been led to 
cohjedlure, that the general difparity 
of complexions in difTerent nations, 
might foj/iily be owing to the more or 
lefs copious fecretion, or redundance 
of that juice, rendering the fkin more 
Or lefs dark according to the qualities 
of the bile prevaiTing in the conflitu- 
tions ofeach,^Butrrear fuchanhypo- 
theiis wo'iild not Hand thetefl of expe- 
li ment,as it mufl follow that, upon dif- 
ftftion,th?c6nt€ntsofthenegro*sgaIl- 
bladder, or at leaft the extravafated 
bile, fhould uniformly be found black. 
Perfons fkilled in anatomy will deter- 
mine whether it 'is polfibl^ that the. 
qualities of any animal fecretion can 
fq far affeft the franie, as to render 
thcir-confequences liable to be tranf- 
initted to pofterity in their full force. 
' * The natives of the hills through 
the whola extent of the ifland, are 
iiibjeft to thofe monflrous wens from^ 
Ihe throat, which have been obferved 
of the Vallais, and the inhabitants of 
othermountainousdiftrifts in Europe. 
It has been ufual to attribute this af-

My experience 
enables me tapronoUnce without hefi- 
tation, that the difqrder, ^fo^ fuck it 
is, though il appears here to mark a 
diflinft race of people, {orong goonong) 
is immediately eonne^ed with ihehil- 
linefs of the country, and of courfe, 
if the circumftanccs of the water they 
ufe contribute, it mufl be only fo far 
as the nature of that water is affected 
by the i neq uality or heightof the land . 
Buton Sumatraneitherfnownorother 
congelation is ever producedy which 
,militates againft the molt plaufible 
conjecture that has been adopted con- 
cerning the Alpine. Goiters. From 
^vtry refearch that I have been ena- 
bled to makcj I thinly I have reafon 
to concludq, that the complaint is. 
owing, among the Sumatrans, to the 
fogginefs of the air in the valines be- 
tween the high mountains, where, 
and not on the fummits, the natives 
of thefe parts refide. I before re- 
marked, that between the ranges of 
hills., the cdboot or denfe mift, was 
vifible for feveral hours every morn- 
ing; rifing in a thick, opake, and well 
defined body, with the fun, and fel- 
dom quite difperfed till after noon. 
This phsenojtienon, as well as that of 
the wens, being peculiar to the regr-- 
ons of the hills, affords a prefumption 
that they may be ^connected ; exclu- 
fiye of the natural probability, that a 
cold vapour, grofs to an uncomnaon 
degree, and continually enveloping 
the habitations, fhould affedt with 
tumors the throats of the inhabitants, 
I cannot pretend to fay how far this 
folution may apply to the cafe of the 
Goiters, but I recollect it to have been 
mentioned, that the only method of 
curing thefe people, is by removing- 
them from the valleys, to the clear- 
and pure air on the tops 6f the hills; 
which feems to indicate a iimilar 
fource of the diftemper with wh^t I" 
hive pointed otrt. The Sumatrahs do • 
not appearto attempt any remedy fo^ 
it, the wens being con liftent with the "

The unhappy obje^, whether prifo- 
ner of war, or malefactor, is then tied 
to a ftake; the people aflembled throw 
their lances at him from a certain dif- 
taoce, and when mortally wounded, 
they run up to him, as if in a tranf- 
port of paifion; Cut pieces from the 
body with their knives; dip them in 
the diih of fait and lemon-juice; 
ilightly broil them over a fire pre- 
pared for the purpofe ; and fwallow 
the morfels, with a degree of favage 
enthufiafm- Sometimesr (I prefume 
according to the. degree of their an i- 
mofity and refentment) the whole is 
devoured; 'and inftances hai^e been 
known, where with barbarity ftill ag- 
gravated, they tear the fieihfrom the 
carcafe with their mouths. To fuch 
a depth of deptavity may man be 
plunged, when neither religion nor 
philofophy enlighten his fteps! All 
.that can be faid in extenuation of the 
horror of this diabolical ceremony, 
is, that no view appear^ to be enter- 
tained of torturing £he fufferers; of 
encreafing or lengthening out the 



pangs of death : the wh6le fury is di«^ 
reftcd a gain ft the corfe; warm indeed 
with the remains of life, but paft the 
fenfation of pain. 'I have found a 
diiFerence of opinion in regard to 
their eating the bodies of their ene* 
miei Jlain in battle. Some perfont 
long refident there, and acquainted 
with their proceedings, afTert that U 
is not cuftomary; but as one or two 
particular inftances have been- given, 
by other people, it is jufl to con- 
clude, that it fometimes take place» 
though not generally.

(Df'fenfe: he has, to be fare, in fome 
places made what we think very vio- 
lent tranfpoiitioTis ; but perhaps thi^ 
flyle, if hot carried quite fo high, 
tiro old be lefs improper for mofl: of 
liis prefent fobje^fts, tnan at firft fight 
may apppatj and, as it evidently par- 
ialtes af the genius of the French 
language, it may oh that account 
Ixave it's admirers, l^or our pwri 
parts, we are willing to acknowledge, 
that niany of thisgentleman's periods 
ire to .OS not wnpleaftng.

iiror^ nor food for them ; and attributing fuch 
■£^5 of cruelty, barbarity, andrapine^ to our go^^ 
vernors in India, as were (hocking to every man 
pf feniibility. H^ then declared his difapproba- 
t'lOQ c4 the motion relative to the dividend, but 
faid be would neverthelrfs have fupported it, if 
he d\^ jpfm believe that a new fyftcm iot the go* 
vernment of India would be adopted.

ardly ; chat they did not take away any of the 
ladii's, but that the whole of them were treated 
without diftin^ion very ill; that they were every 
night obliged to light ^res t?o keep off the wild • 
Ipeafts, which wsre very numerous, and had de- 
ftroycd fome of their party; that feveral had 
been milled, and fome had died before they left 
tbem; that they only knew of ^x men, includ- 
ing themfelvei, bei;ig fate, four of whom ac- 
companied them to a Dutch fettleihent, where 
efaey were impiifoned. Thefe men efcaping, 
got on board the Dane, wfaieh failed the X4th of 
March, and reached the Cape on Chriftmas-eve.

A Court of aldermen was held at GuildhaU^ 
The Recorder and C<Mnmon Seijeant made a

THIS great princefa, who is the 
daughter of the late Chriftian 
Auguflas, Prince of Anhalt-Zerbft, 
was born the zd of May 1729; mar- 
ried to Peter HI. grandfon Qt the ce< 
lebratedPeter I. ufually diftinguifhed 
by the apjp ellatipn of Peter the Great, 
the ift of September 1745; arid pro- 
claimed fole Emprefs of all the Ruf. 
fias, on the depofition of her hulbandy 
Julyp, i7$2. Her maiden name was 
Sophia Augufta; button her marriage 
with the late Emperbr^ fhe afTumed 
that of Catharine Alexicwna.

Yet all thefe precautions were not 
fuffifient to prevent an abandoned 
profligate from committing at Schluf- 
ielburg, with unparalleled wicked- 
nefs^ and at the rifqUe of his own life, 
an outrage, the enormity of which in- 
fpires horror. A fecond lieutenant of 
the regiment of Smoleniko^ a native of 
the Ukraine, named Bafil Mirowitz, 
trandfon of the iirft rebel that fol- 
^ Towed Mazeppa, and a man in whom 
the perjury of his anceftors fecms to 
have been infufed with their blood ; 
this profligate, having pa/Ted his days 
^n debauchery and diilipation, and 
. being thus deprived of all honourable 
means of advancing his fortune; hav- 
. ing alfo loft fight of what he Owed to 
the law of God and of the oath of 
allegiance he had taken to us, and 
Icnowing Prince Ivan only by name, 
without any knowledge either of his 
bodily or mental qualities, took it 
' ijito his head to make ufe of this 
jprince to advance his fortune at all 
events, 'without being reftrained by 
a contideration of the bloody fcene 
that fuch an attempt was adapted to 
occafion. In order to execute this 
deteftable, dangerous, and defperate 
jirojedl, he denred, (during our ab- 
sence in Livonia, to be upon guard, 
out . of his turn, in the fortrefs of 
Schluflelburg, where the guard is 
relieved every eight days; and, on 
the 15th of laft month, about two 
o'clock in the morning, he, all of a 
fudden, called up the inain guard, 
formed it into a line, and ordered 
*the foldiers to load with ball. Be* 
reriikofF, governor of the fortrefs, hav- 
ing heard a! noife, came Out of his 
.""apartment, and alked' Mirowitz the 
reafon of this diftiirbance ; but re- 
'.ceived no other anfwer from this're- 
Ibel than a blow on the head with the 
'bo'ttreild' oY ill's mufket. "Mirowitz 
"having WouKH'ed and arrefted the go- 
.'Vernbr, l^d^'dn his troop with fury, 
* Snd' ' artfkicklfd with • ' ftre-arm s the 
.handful of foldier? that guarded 



Prince Ivan. But he was fo warm-* 
ly received by thofe foldiers undei* 
the command of the two officers men- 
tioned above, that he w.is obliged to 
retire. By a particular direction of 
that Providence that watches over the 
life of mart, there was that night a 
thick mift, which^ together with the 
inward form and iituation of the for- 
trefsj had this happy effed, that noe 
one individual was either killed ot 
Wounded. The bad fuccefs of this 
firft attempt could not engage this 
enemy of the public peace to ddifl 
from his rebellious purpofe* Driven 
on by rage and defpaxr, he ordered 
a piece otcannon to be brought front 
one of the baftions, which order 
was immediately executed« Captain 
Wlafieiff, and his lieutenant, Tfche* 
kin, /eeing that it was impofUble to 
refift fuch a fuperior force, and con* 
iidering the unhappy confequences 
that muft enfue from the deliverance 
of a perfon that was committed to 
their care, and the eiFufion of inno- 
cent blood that muft follow from the 
tumults it was adapted to excite, took^ 
after deliberating together, the only 
ftep that they thought proper to main- 
tain the public tranquillity, which 
was to cut fhort the days of the un« 
fortunate prince. Confidering alfo> 
that if they fet at liberty a prifoner, 
whom this defperate party endea- 
voured to force with fuch violence 
out of their hands, they ran the rifque 
of being punifhed according to the 
rigour of the laws, they aflaffinated 
the prince, without being reftrained 
by the apprehenfion of being put to 

^death by a villain reduced to defpair. 
The monfter (Mirowitz) feeing the 
dead body of the prince, was fo con- 
founded and ftruck at a fight he fo 
little expeded, that he acknowledg- 
ed that very inftant his temerity and 
his guilt, and difcovered his repett- 

' ta^ce to the troop, which about an 
hour before he had fcduced from their 

' duty, and rendered the accomplices 
of his crime. 

* Then it was, that the two officers, 

' who had nipt this rebellion in the 

* bud, joined with the governor of the 

N for trefi 
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fortrefs in fecuring the perfon of this 
rebels and in bringing back the fol- 
tiiers to their duty. They alfo fent 
to our privy-counfellor Panin, under 
whofe orders they afted, a relation of 
this event; which, though unhappy, 
has neverthelefs, under the protedion 
cf Heaven, been the occafiort of pre- 
venting ftill greater calamities. This 
fenator difpatched immediately Lieu- 
tenant- tblonel Cafdhkin, with fuf- 
£cient inflrudlions to maintain the 
public tranquillity, to prevent dif- 
©rder on the fpot, where the af- 
faflination was committed; and fent 
us, at the fame time, a courier with 
a cirqumllaTitial account of the whole 
affair. In confequence of this, we 
ordered Lieutenant- General Wey- 
jnarny of the divifion of St. Peterf- 
burgh, to take the neceffary informa- 
tions upon the fpot; this he has done, 
and has fent us, accordingly, the in- 
terrogatories, depofitions, and the 
confclfion of the villain himfelf, who 
has acknowledged his crime. 

* Senfible of the enormity of his 
crime, and of it's confbquences with 
regard to the peace of our country, 
we have referred the whole affair to 
the cotifideration of our lefiate,which 
we have ordered, jointly with the {y^ 
nod, to invite the three firft claffes, 
and die prefidents of all the colleges, 
to hear the verbal relation of Gene- 
ral Weymarn, who has taken the pro- 
sper informations, to pronounce fen- 
tencc in confequence thereof, and 
after that fentence has been iigned, 
to prefent it to us for our confirmation 
of the fame*

To this it will "be only neceffary for 
us to add, that Mirowitz was pub- 
licly executed on the 26th of Sep- 
tember 1764. 

While this event excited the atten- 
. tion of the P.uffians, the flames of 
civil war broke out with great vio- 
lence in Poland; and, as -the internal 
tranquillity of that country is an im- 
portant objea with Ruflia, the.Eip- 
prefs fent a body of troops into Po- 
land, and Count Poniatowiki\va3 by 
her influence eleded to the throne. 



This condu£l gave fuch offence to 
the Grand Seignior, that he imme- 
diately imprifonedObrelkoff, the Ruf- 
fian minifter, in the Seven Towers, 
declared war againft the Emprefs,^ 
and marched a numerous army to th# 
confines of Poland and Ruflia. 

It would lead us into too wide a 
field, were we to purfue thchiftoiy of ♦ 
the war between thefe powerfiil em- 
pires; and we mufl therefore content 
ourfelves with obferving, that the 
Ruffians were in general fuct efsful ; 
that feveral attempts were at length 
made to negotiate a peace betweea 
thefe mighty powers; and that hofti- . 
lities were repeatedly fufpended and 
renewe'd, till at length a treaty was 
concluded, on the 21ft of July 1774* 
highly honourable and advantageous 
to the Emprefs, who obtained the li- 
berty of an uninterrupted navigation 
on the Black Sea, and a free trade 
with all parts of the Ottoman empire* 

Before the conclufion of the war 
with the Turks, a very alarming re- 
bellion broke out in Ruflia. A Cof^ 
fac, named Pugatcheff, having af- 
fumed the name and character of the 
late unfortunate Emperor, appeared 
in the kingdom of Ruffia, and pre- 
tended that he had, through an exj- 
traordinary intcrpofition of Provi- 
dence, efcaped from the murderers 
who were employed to affaflinate him, 
, and that the report of his death was an 
invention of the court to pacify the 
minds of the people. His perfon very* 
flrikingly refembled that of the dc- 
ceafed fovereign ; and as he poffefl!e^ 
confiderable abilities and addrefs, his 
adherents foon became numerous. 
Indeed, they were at length fo pow- 
erful, being well armed and provided 
with artillery, that they adlually en- 
gaged feveral of the li>ell Rufllan ge- 
nerals at the head of large bodies of 
troops, and committed great depre- 
dations. He was, however, at lail 
totally defeated; arid, being taken 
prifoner in the engagement, was caf- 
Tied to Mofcow in an iron cage;.whete? 
he was_ pat to death igji the ipff of 
January 177 5". 

Having thus given an account of 
the' chief moIelTations t&e* Emprefs 
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Kas met with fince her accefliony we 
/haJI with pleaifure turn to the more 
tranquil p^rts of her reign; on which 
we way {peak decidedly, without the 
imputation of prejudice^ or the al- 

.moil equal cenuire of partiality- 
It is on all hands allowed, that 
the Einprefs of RuITia has filled her 
exalted Itation with the moH diflin- 
guifhcu reputation and ability, as far 
as reluttis to the improvement and 
civilization of her country, and the 
idea -.v iiich fh« entertains of the true 
haL^ioefs of all her fubjedls. 

Her Imperial Majefly has efFefted 
many beneficial and important regu- 
lations in the interior police of her 
vail empii-e: ilie has wholly abo- 
liOied torture^ and has adopted an 
excellent plan for the reformation of 
prirows in general. 

Though the extreme defpotifm of 

' the Ruffian government is a great im- 
pediment to the progrefs of the arts 
^nd fciences,as well as to the real prof- 
peri ty of the empire, the Emprefs* has 
jgreatly encouraged learning and the 
arts, and conflantly direded her at- 
tention to the exteniion of commerce. 
But, perhaps, the moft remarkable 
tranfaflioa or her reign is the efla- 

* blifhment of the Armed Neutrality, 

. for the protedlion of the trade of na- 
tions not at war, from any infults 
which they might be liable to receive 
on the coafls of belligerent powers. 

The Manifeflo late publifhed, in 
juflification of the Kmprefs's taking 

. pofTefRon of the Crimea, is another 
important enterprise, and will pro- 
bably be the means of producing a 

. new contefl with the Ottoman Porte. 

Thefe are the larger features in the 

political character of her Imperial 

Majefly: let us now take a view of 

the more limited but not lefs amiable 

_ traits which diHinguifh her in domef- 
tic life. 

The great attention fhe paid to the 
education of her fon, the Grand Duke 
of Ruffia, will appear from the fol- 
lowing letter which fhe wrote to M, 
P'Alembert, at Paris, on his declin- 
ing her invitation to fettle inRuflia, 



for thepurpofe of inflruding the illof- 
trious youth; and this we the more 
readily infert at length, that ourrea- 
-den may have an opportunity of fee- 
ing the literary talents which this great 
prince fs pofTeiTes. 

* M. d'alembert, 

' I HAVE jufl received the anfwer 
you wrote to Mr. Odar, in which you 
xefufc to tranfplant yourfelf to alfift 
in the education of my fon. I ca- 
iily conceive that it cofls a philofo- 
pher, like you, nothing to defpife 
what the world calls grandeur and 
honour; thefe, in your eyes, are very 
little; and I can readily agree with 
you, that they are fo. Confidering 
things in this light, there would be 
nothing great in the behaviour of 
Queen Chriflina [of Sweden] which 
hath been fo highly extolled, and 
often cenfured with more ju (lice. But 
to be born and called to contribute 
to the happinefs, and even the in- 
ilrudlion of a whole nation, and yet 
decline it, is, in my opinion, refufing 
to 4o that good which you wifh to 
do. Your philofophy is founded in 
a love to mankind: permit me then 
to tell you, that to refufe to ferve 
mankind, whilfl it is in your power, 
is to mifs your aim. I know you too 
well to be a good man, to afcribe 
your refufal to vanity. I know that 
the fole motive of it is the love of 
eafe, 'Und leifure to cultivate letters 
and thefriendfhipof thofe you elleem. 
But what is there in this objection? 
Come, with all your friends; Ipro- 
mife both them and you every con- 
veniency and advantage rhat depends 
upon ngie; and perhaps you will find 
more liberty and eafe here than in 
your native country. You refufed 
the inyitation of the King of Pruffia, 
notwiihflanding your obligations to 
him; but that prince has no fon. I 
own to you, that I have the educa- 
tion of my fon fo much at heart, and 
I think you fo neceffary to it, that 
perhaps I prefs you with, too much 
earneftnefs. Excufe my indifcretion 
for the fake of the occafion of it; and 

N ? be 
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well as for the relief of indigence and 
diftrefs. 

The fplendor and dignity of the 
empire are objefts of her never- 
ceafing attention : Ihe buys up every 
thing which can ferve to enrich her 
own country from the imprudent, the 
unfortunate, or the ingenious, of fur-» 
rounding nations; and encourages 
fcientific and fkilful men, from ev6ry 
part of the globe, to fettle in her do- 
minIons« 

In the year 1772, in the midft of 
her expenfive war with the Turks, 
ihe purchafed of Gregory SifFra, a 
Greek, one of the richeft diamonds 
in the world, to adorn the Imperial 
crown: it weighed 779 carats, and 
coll loOjOooL flerling. 

To this may be added, from Eng- 
land., alone, the purchafe of tho 
Houghton Colledlion of Paintings, 
and the fpJendid carriages fent over 
by Mr/ Hatchctt, who has the ho* 
nour of being coach-maker to the 
Emprefs of Ruffia. ' 

On the 28th of November 1768, 
flie fubmitted to be firft inoculated fpr 
the fmall-pox by Mr. Dimfdale, (on 
that occafion created a baron) who 
was purpofely fcnt for from England, 
and moft munificently rewarded. 

Her benevolence to the unhappy 
fufFerers by the ftorm and inunda- 
tion at Peterfburgh, in 1 777, and by 
the dreadful fire in 1780, as well as 
on every other occafion where fuch 
public or private calamitous circum- 
ilances have occurred as had ihe 
fmalleft claim on humanity, are fuffi- 
ciently known. 

The Emprefs has been for fome 
years building, at Mofcow, a moft 
ftupendous palace, near three tniles 
in circumference; which will, how- 
ever, pofTefs all that barbarous gran- 
deur of tafle, for which the public edlm 
fices of this country are fo remarkable. 

The royal palace of Zarfco-Zelo 
is the favourite retreat of her impe- 
rial Majefty, which was built by Eli- 
zabeth, and is the compleateft tri- 
umph of the rude tafte j uft mentioned 
that is any wh«re to be feen. The 
fituation is. low, and hardly contains

' In this whole letter I have argued 
only from what I have found in your 
writings: you will not contradi^ 
yourfelf,' 

This letter brings to our remem- 
brance another, which the Emprefs 
fent to Voltaire, under circumftances 
which will tend to illuftrate the cha- 
rafteriftics of a liberal and a benevo- 
lent heart, 

' SIR, 

* The brightnefs of the northern 
(lar IS a mere Aurora Borealis. It is 
nothing more than giving from our 
fuperfluity fomething to our neigh- 
bours: but to be the advocate of hu- 
man kind, the defender of oppreffed 
innocence, that indeed is the way to 
immortalize you.^ The two caufes of 
Galas and Sirven have given you the 
veneration due to fuch miracles. You 
have combated the united enemies of 
mankind, fuperftition, fanaticifm, ig- 
norance, chicane, bad judges, and 
the power repofed in them, all toge- 
ther. To.furmount fuch obftacles, 
required both talents and virtue. 
You have carried your point. You 
defire. Sir, fome fmall relief for the 
Sirven family. Can I poffibly refufe 
it? Or (hould you praife me for the 
aflion, would there be the leaft room 
for it? I own to you, that I fhould 
be much better pleafed if my bill of 
exchange could pafs unknown; ne- 
verthelefs, if you think that my name, 
unharmbnious as it is, may be of any 
ufe to thofe vi^ims of the fpirit of 
perfecution, I leave it to your difcre- 
tion, and you may announce me, 
provided it be no way prejudicial to 
the parties,

The revenue of the Emprefs is 
very confiderable, and'fhe diffufes it 
with a bounteous hand for the en- 
couragement of induftry and art, a$ 
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«ny profpe&5 nor has it the fmalleft 
iegree of natural advantage to claim 
iach apreference. It is very large, and 
the front extends to agreat leneth^ as 
there is only a iingle Itory hefides the 
ground-floors. I'he capitals of the 
pillars, the ftataes, and many other 
-parts of the external ftrafture, are 
richly gilt, and the eye hardly en- 
coanters any thing but gold in the 
internal parts of this fplendid palace. 
One room is in a very peculiar ftile 
of magnificence, the fides being en- 
tirely compofed of amber, decorated 
with feft^oons and ornaments of the 
iaoie. The tranfparency of the am- 
ber, added to the confcioufnefs of it's 
iingularity and richnefs, all confpire 
to render it aftonifhingly delightful. 
The embellifhment of this room was 
aprefent from the King of Prulfia 
to the late Emprefs. 

Among other inilitutions eftablifh- 
cd by the Emprefs, there is one which 
can hardly be exceeded in utility by 
any in Europe: the edifice was 
ere6led by her predecefTor Elizabeth, 
• who intended it for a nunnery. It is 
-iituated juft without the city of Pe- 
terfburgh, and is a moft magnificent 
building. The Emprefs, who pre- 
fers real utility to vain fuperftition, 
has converted it into a public place 
of education, where- females of all 
ranks are compleatly inllrudled in 
every necefTary and elegaat accom-^ 
plifhmen?, at her fole expence; the 
children of noble families being kept 
quite diflinft from thofe of inferior 
birth. In this admirable feminary 
about two hundred and fifty girls of 
the firil defcription, and five hundred 
of the latter, are fuppofed to be con- 
ftantly maintained. 

The FoundlingHofpital atMofcow, 
which was founded by the Emprefs, 
and is fupportcd by voluntary contri- 
butions, is another excellent inflitu- 
tion. This is an immenfe pile of 
' building, of a quadrangular fhape, 
intended to contain a compleat efla- 
blifhment for eight thoufand found- 
lings. The children are carefully at- 
tended, and at the age of fourteen 
have the liberty to chufe their own 
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profefltons, for which purpofe fereral 
manufa^ures are eftablifhed in the 
hofpital, At the expiration of their 
flpprenticefhip, they are prefented 
with a certain fum, fulHcient to place 
them in a little way of bufmefs; and 
are permitted to carry on trade in any 
part of the Ruffian empire. 

There are likewife feveral other 
eftablifhments, for the promotion of 
fcience and arts, under the immedi- 
ate patronage of the Emprefs; who 
is, as we have before obferved, indc-» 
fatigable in promoting ufeful know-? 
ledge throughout her dominions, ' 

Previous to the appearance of the 
tran fit of Venus over the fon, in 1 769, 
the Imperial Academy of Sciences at 
Peterfburgh received the Emprefs'* 
orders to provide, at her expence, 
every necefTary aftronomical inftru^ 
ment for making accurate obferva- 
tions in eight dilferent parts of her 
dominions. 

- The Academy of Arts, which has 
been but a few years com pleated, if 
a fuperb edifice : it is well furnifhed 
with mafters in the different branches 
of polite letters, aAd filled with cafls 
from the moft renowned models of 
< Greek and Roman fculpture. 
. To fum up the whole in a fingle 
fentence^^ — fhe is the true counterpart 
of her celebrated predecefTor, Peter 
the Great, whofe plans for the civili- 
jcation of this vafl empire fhe is every 
day augmenting and compleating. 

Indeed, her veneration is fo ex- 
ceflive for this famdus anceflor, that 
about twelve years fince Archbifhop 
Platon was ordered to pronounce an 
oration at his tomb; and fhe has 
lately eredled an equeflrian flatue to 
his memory, executed by the cele-^ 
brated Monfieur Falconette, incon- 
teftibly the moft matchlefs produftion 
of it's kind in Europe. 

The winter-palace of the Emprefs, 
which is large and heavy, greatly re- 
fembles Sir John Vanbrugh's ftile of 
architefture : it is enchantingly fitua- 
ted on the banks of the Neva, and 
in the centre of the town. Conti- 
guous to this ftupendous edifice is a 
unall palace buUt by the Emprefs, 

and 
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and called the Hermitage ^ though it no 
more refembles our idea of a building 
entitled to that appellation, than it 
does a temple ; indeed, not fo much. 
But, perhaps, it receives this name 
from it's being a fort of retreat for 
the Eropreffi, who has no drawing- 
room or CQurt when fhe refides there. 
The apartments, which are very ele- 
gant, are furniihed with great tafte ; 
and there are two fine galleries of 
paintings, pur chafed at an immenfe 
xxpence in Italy. 

The palace of PeterihofF, where 
the. court is ufually kept, was begun 
by Peter I. but has been enlarged and 
^mprove^ by his fucceflbrs. It is fitu- 
ated in the midil of fpacious and de- 
lightful gardens, which extend along 
.the ihore of the Gulph of Finland, 
-and are waflied by it's waters. In the 
front there is a canal feveral hundred 
yvds. in length, uniting with the 
gulph, from which three fine jets 
4i^€au are fupplied, which are con- 
tinually playing; and not, likethofe 
,of Verfaiiles, only ufed on extraordi- 
nary occafions. The apartments are 
all very fplcndid; and, in the draw- 
ing-rpopi, there are five matchlefs 
portraits of the fovefeignp of Ruifia, 
all whple-length pieces. » 

On public occafjons, there are 
mafqueradas, illuminations, and fire- 



works, in the gardeni, where all per<r 
fons are admitted, without diilin^ion • 
There are, however, few or no fajacy- 
drefies ; nor is any charnSw (upport- 
ed. The company appear in oomi- 
nos, and her Imperial MajeHy ufu- 
ally joins them in the fame drefs» and 
plays 4t cards great part of the evea- 
ing. Her hair i& in genejral richly or?* 
namented with diamonds; and thougK 
ihe is rather corpulent, there is 9- dig^«- 
nity, tempered with gracioufnefs^ in 
her deportment and manner, which 
ftrikingly.imprciTes a ftranger. 

Rufiian and French comedies are 
performed generally once a week at 
the Imperial Palace, where the feats 
are adjuiled by rank: no. money is 
paid for entrance ; as it is efteejned 
the Emprefs's own amufement, aaid 
limited to perfons of quality. 

In fhort, there is not only a mag- 
nificence and pomp in the court of 
Petcriburgh, which far exceeds what 
is to be met with in moll other na- 
tions, but every thing appears on 3 
vail and colofial fcale, as if adapted 
to the fizeof this prodigious empire* 

By her confort, Peter III. the £m- 
prefs had ifi'ue Prince P.aul Pctro- 
.witz, born the firft of Oftober 1754, 
and a daughter. The Grand Duke 
has been twice married, and hasifiU^ 
three children.

OF THE 
WORKS OF NATURE AND ART. 

NUMBER VIII. 

TH^ EARTH. 

HAVING furveyed the fevera^ 
wonders of the univerfe, which 
may in general be confidered as de- 
tached from our earth, though in- 
difputably moil important parts of one 

. llupendous fyflem; we (hall next pro- 
ceed to defcribe fuch of the conftituent 

. particles of the * great globe weinhe- 
rit,* as, from their approximity to the 
furface, have been fufficiently invefti- 
gated by man, to enable us to give con- 
fiderable fatisfa^ipn to all thofe who 
have not hicherto been inilia'ted into 



the grand arcana of nature. There is no 
doubt that the general form and compQ-* 
nent particles of the earth were^ways 
the fame from the beginning as they at 
prefent appear, and will fo continue 
. till the end of time. The method of 
philofophizing about the phenomena 
of it's operation and interior produce 
depends upon three fundamental prin- 
ciples. The firil is an univerfal pow- 
er, energy, or fpirit, which is the Di- 
vine Agent, or efficient principle, by 
which tbe wh:)!e mafs of matter in t]|e 
earth is a^uateJ, agitated, and pr^- 
(erved in ccnftant motion. The fc- 
cond principle is, an univerfal. power 
of vegetation, by which all bodies in 
the e^rth incfeafe in bulk. The third 
principle is, an univerfal plaftic power. 
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whereby every body iti nature receires 
it's peculiar and fpecific form, and fuch 
a particular texture and confiftence, 
as makes it diiFer from all other bodies. 
With refpeft to the firft principle, 
or imiverfal agency, it is manifcfted by 
CTcry thing we fee. . We find a genial 
warmth in- the earthy and all it's parts, 
iblid or fluid. There can be no 
warmth in any thing, where there is 
no motion of it's parts; for it is that 
motion which excites the fenfation of 
warmth or heat. Matter is of itfelf 
abfolntely inert, and motion muft there- 
fore be communicated from fome ex- 
ternal agent.- Now, as we find more 
or lefs heat in all parts of the earth, 
all it's parts muft of neccffity be more 
or lefs in motion, and confe^uently an 
vniverfal agent, fpirit, or divine power, 
mnft cherifh and adbaate every part, 
and blend itfelf with the whole mafs. 
It is well known that the earth is com- 
pofed of fuch parts as are always ac- 
txratin? each other, and producing 
^eat degrees of warmth and heat, and 
fometimes even of fire and flame: hence 
thofe wonderful phenomena of hot 
fprings, and terrible volcanos, in al- 
moft all parts of the world. We ob- 
ferve a conftant perfpiration in the 
earth, as well as in animals and vege- 
tables: dxts perfpirative matter is in- 
deed inviiible in the fummerheat, but 
it is condenfed into fogs and mifts by 
the winter cold, as we may perceive by 
crar own breath. The various mate- 
rials of which the earth is compofed, 
natnraHy ferment in greater or lefs de- 
^ees; as filings of fteel and fulphur, 
snade into a pafte, ferment, and con- 
tinue gradually to grow warm till they 
"become very hot, and at length kin- 
dle into flame. Not only warm and 
'cheri(hing vapours conftandy exhale 
^om the earth, but in fome parts vcrj 
hot ones; and, in others, it breathes 
fmoke, and even fire itfelf. There 
arc many other phaenometia to prove 
•» conftant nnotton of the earth from 
"t!he central parts towards the furfacc: 
among thefe are, tftecbnftdnt fupply 
-of fbliginous atidinflatnm^ble matter to 
'volcanos throngh all ages of the world; 
Iflands rifing out of thcfeas where

none h?id been leen before— a re- 
markable inftance of which has lately 
occurred in the Iceland feas, which will 
probably be vifited in it's infant ftate 
by the lovers of fcience from the dif- 
ferent parts of Europe*; the conftant 
rifing of ftones from the internal parts 
of the earth to it's furface, though 
gathered from thence every year; and 
the frequent appearance of fra^ured 
ftones and flints, in gravel and chalk- 
pits, which muft be the eflTeft of the 
internal heat, as thefc ftones, and the 
pieces belonging to them, are never 
found together m the beds or layers 
where they were formed and broken, 
and muft of courfe be urged and car- 
ried by fome power in difterect direc- 
tions from each other. Thefe, with 
many other arguments that might be 
adduced, infallibly prove a conftant 
internal agency throughout the whole 
mafs or body of the earth. 

The fecond principle, vi2. an uni- 
verfal vegetation in the e»-th, is fup- 
ported by the plaineft matters of faft. 
All kinas of fpar grow and increase 
in bulk by the peculiar juices and fluids 
of the rocks from which they are pro- 
duced. Various and beautiful efflo- 
refcences are every day fcen to iflue 
from the furfaces of hard ftones and 
rocks; and a great variety of white 
purecryftals, in pyramidal forms, grow 
extremely numerous and beautiful 
from many ibrts of ;rocky fubftances^ 
particularly that moft wonderful fpe- 
cie&, called Ifland Cryftal, which flioots 
from the rock to pyramids of an enor- 
mous fize, and fmall and large co. 
lumnar cryftals, rifing together in bun- 
dles from the rock. Even metals 
themfelves fometimes aflnme the form 
of cryftals, and grow in large heads 
from the mineral ftone or ore; thofe 
of copper in particular, which glow 
with all their native glorious azure in 
the mines of Cornwall, kc. In fome 
pieces of ilTand cryftal, whole crops of 
naundic may be fecn rifing in flender 
ftems, with their black heads filled 
with yellow fluning bronze, as plainly 
as corn in the fields. All kinds of 
talcs, and even that wonderful one 
called Mofcovy. Glafs, grow naturally 

64 and 159. 
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irom hard earth > and Hony fabftances. 
That fingular foffil, called Afbeftos, 
moft evidently grows from an earthy 
TOOt* Thofe produdions^ named Brain- 
Stones, have all their radical parts by 
which they grow from fubmarine rocks. 
Pyrites, or fire-ftones, exhibit the root 
from which they- flioot upwards in 
curious forms and configurations; and 
even many common pebbles have the 
moft evident figns of a root or radical 
part from whence the fubftance of the 
ftone gradually proceeded. Metals, too. 
In their pureft forms, adually prefent 
vs with arborefcent vegetations: thus 
we find real fprigs and branchery of 
mafly and malleable copper in the 
mines. All kinds of meials grow in 
their proper earths or ores; and filver, 
in particular, difcoversas perfect a Ve- 
getation, in branches and leaves, as 
even fern : gpld grows in grains of dif- 
ferent fizes; tin is 'frequently found 
in the form of pebbles; and iron in 
that of very large ftones of the pebble 
kind. The copperas- (lone evidently 
grows from a root; as well as that 
called the Starry Waxen Vein, which 
exhibits, when broke, a moft curious ir- 
radiation in the form of a flar. Num- 
berlefs other in (lances might be ad- 
duced, to prove the exillence of this 
univerfal power of vegetation, in and 
through all parts of the earth, and the 
various bodies it contains. 

The third great principle in nature, 
viz. an univerfal plaftic power, is what, 
in the beginning, gave birth to the 
beautiful order and frame of the mun- 
dane fyftem, which we every where 
behold; and to that regularity, diliri- 
bution, and diHindion, obfervedtobe 
permanent, and at all times uniformly 
the fame, amongft all the myriads of 
diB^erent kinds and fpecies of beings 
and bodies found therein . This power 
imprefles on matter thofe general marks 
and chara£leri(lic forms, fhapes, traits, 
and lineaments,' by whichr bodies are 
diAinguifhed into their primary kinds 
and claiTes, and which ever continue 
the fame. Thus earth, fand, gravel, 
clay, loam. Sec. are iaall parts of the 
world of the fame unchangeable form 
and nature. Stones, flints, pebbles. 
Hate, marble, m area A tes, and metals,are 



conilantly the fame in every part of the 
elobe. Spars, cryftals, and precious 
(tones, are invariably the fame for ever. 
Skins,fliells, feathers,&C are always the, 
fame for the fame animals. All matter, 
while it retains it's original form, will 
coo^litute the fame kind of body. If*, 
the form of a fcollop-fhell be impreffed 
upon the fubftance of hard ftone, it 
will make a fcollop-ftone, though not 
a fcollop-ihell : and many fuch forms 
of fbells we find every where exiiling 
in mere earth, fand, loam, pebbles, 
the hardeft rocks, and on the higheft 
mountains. But the perfedl impref- 
fion of a cockle-fliell in the middle of* 
a fmall pebble, fcarce half an inch 
wide, and of the very fame matter with 
the pebble, is an infallible proof that 
it was folely the effedt of this plaftic 
power, ill at this power forms fhells 
at land the fame as thofe in the fea 
when it has .the fame materials to work 
upon, is evident from numberlefs fmall 
fhells conftantly formed from the fpray 
of the fea, at the didance of a mile from 
that element; and though they are de« 
ftroyed every year by the ploughing of 
the ground, they arfc yet as conflantly 
regenerated. In many parts of the 
earth, fiiells are formed in beds with^ 
out the lead admixture of earth be 
tween them. Some hard ftones con<* 
fill of nothing but Ihells throughout. 
Lumps of foft moift fand, in a fand- 
pjt, appear with the lineaments of 
cockle-lhells more orlefs vifible; while 
by the touch only they would crumble 
to powder. Not only the impreffions 
of ihells, but of plants and animals of 
many forts, are found in all parts of 
the earth : the figures of the fern and 
the fifh may as well be ftapiped in ftone 
as in the fubftance of a plant or ani- 
mal. We find nature, as it were, fpor- 
tive with this power, fometimes in prc- 
fenting us with the figures of many 
forts of (hells, animals^ &c. which w^ 
never feen, or known to exift in any 
part of the world. The moft remark si<- 
ble inftance of this kind is the £brpexvt> 
ftone, coiled up in folds lik^ a ferpent 
or fnake, from the (malleft fize to the 
enormous one of two leetin diameUi;, 
bpth in foft Wch, iOkd. in the hardeft 
ftone.

IN the following paper I fliall lay 
before the Society the refult of 
fome experiments, whith I made in 
the courie of the fammer 1780, on the 
power that aniJiiaU, when placed iii 
certain circiUnftances> pofleis* of pro- 
dttcinfir cold> having premifed a few 
remarks on the profi;reffive ira|)toveo 
nents which have been made in the 
knowledge, of heat ift gener^L 

The opinions of the ancientft» fe- 
fpe^ag the nature and properties of 
.£re» conftfted of bold conje^ures^ 
which feem rather tb have been the 
.OiFspring of .a lively and vigorous 
imagination) than of a j aft and. cor«- 
re£^ judgments their ideas on this 
fa^ed being evidently derived » not 
£» much i&om . an . accurate obferva-^ 
tion of fads, as from thofe fentjments 
of admiration and awe which many 
of the ph8enomenax>f fire are calcu- 
lated to excite* Thtts> this element 
was fappofed> on die original forma- 
tion of the univerie> to have afcended 
to the hi^heft place, and to have oc* 
•cupied the region of the heavens; 
it was conceived to he the principle 
which firft communicated life and 
aflivityto the animal kingdom^ it 
.was confidered.as conftituting the ef. 
fence of inferior inteliedualt>eings ; 
and, by many of the;ancientnations> 
-it was reverenced as the Supreme 
]>eify» Indeed, the profound vend* 
lotion with which the element bf ikte 
was contemplated, for a long fuccef. 
fion of ages, by a great part of man- 
kind» appears to be one of the moft 
xiitioiis cirenniftances in the hiftory 
cf ancient, opiaioiis., To account 
fyfp MB^ifte may chferve^ that thei^e 
is no principle: in nature, obvious to 
the fettfesi. which produces fuch im* 
portant effe^s in the material {fAtm^

mode of it^s operationi Is (b dkknrt 
and incompreheniible. 

It appears to be accumulated in an 
immenfe quantity in the fun aad 
fixed ftars, from whence it's benefickl 
influence feems to be continually dif-^ 
fufed over the univerfe: it is the 
great infirutiient by means of which 
the changes of the feafons are effe^ed) 
the diverfity of climates is chiefly 
owing to the various nroportions in 
which it is dfftributed tnroughout the 
earth. If we add to this the might/ 
alterations which have been prb« 
duced in humaik affairs by the iftti^- 
dudion of artificial fire, by it*^ eih« 
ployment in the feparation of metali 
from their bres> and in the various 
arts which are fubfervient to the coiii* 
fort, the ornament, and the preftrva* 
tion of the fpecies, it will not a^* 
pear furprizing that> in a rode add 
Ignorant age, this wonderful priilk* 
ciple fhould have been confidered as 
endued with life and intelligence, and 
that it fhould have become the objeO 
of religious veneration » 

In the dark ages the alchybiAs tt^ 
garded pure fire as the refidence 0/ 
the Deity: they conceived it to be 
uncreated and immenfe, and attri« 
bated to it's influence mod of the 
pha&nomena of nature* Indeed, it 
is hot wouderful that they (houKl 
have afligned it a high rank in the 
fcale of oeing, as it was the great 
agent which they employed in the 
•chymical analyfis bf bodiesj aftd waft 
the inflruinent of thofe difi:bveriea 
that attraded fuch univerfal adinirik^ 
tion, and that enabled them fo fne« 
.cefsfully to Impbfe upbn the ignd* 
ranee and credulity of the tim^es. 

Upon the revival bf literatarci the 
import^fi^e of this braiich of ftience 
began very foon to engage the atten- 
tion ot philc^pher^ ' It coiild not 
efcape the general obfervatib^h/ in a 
penetrating anA inquifitive.age. When 
the powers of the human ifiTnd weihe 
employed with fo much ardour ^tiA* 
fuccefs in exploring the operatlbilJ 
of nature, that the element bf fire ads 

a principal part rn the fyflem of tWd 
worldj thatb)^|beinAit^«^^f|his-el#« 
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ment thofe motions are begun and 
fupported in the animal and vegetable 
kingdoms, which are efTential to the 
proda^on and prefervatign of life ; 
and that it is the great agent in thofe 
fucceilive combinations and decom- 
poiitions^ by which all things on the 
furface of the earth, and probably 
throughout the univerfe, are kept in 
a continual fluduation. 

. But though the utility of this 
branch of fcience was perceived, yet 
the progrefs that was made in the 
cultivation of it did not keep pace 
with the opinion which men enter- 
tained of it's importance. Our fenfes 
inform us, that heat has a real exift- 
cnce, but they give us no direfl in- 
formation with regard to it's» nature 
and properties: it is endowed with 
fuch infinite fubtlety, that it has been 
called, by a very eminent philofopher, 
. an occult quality; by fome it has 
even been confidered as an immaterial 
. being. It is, therefore, with great 
. diiHcttlty> that it can be made the fub- 
jedl of philofophical invelligation ; and 
hence the opinions of men concerning 
it have been fludluating and various, 
. and the words which exprefs it vague 
. and ambiguous. 

The firft ftep that Wais taken with 
* a view to the cultivation of this branch 
of f(:ience, was the conflrudion of a 
machine for meafuring the variations 
of fenfibleheat; obferving, that heat 
has the power of expanding bodies, 
; and confid^ring the degree of expan- 
. iion as proportional to the increafe 
.of heat, philofophers have endear 
. voured by means of the former to 
. render the latter obvious to the fenfes. 
' To this iinportanc invention, the 
-author of which cannot be difiinftly 
. traced; we are indebted for all the 
fucceeding improvemeilts in the phi* 
lofophy of heat. By means of it men 
; vf.ere enabled to eftabliih a variety of 
Jntereiiinjg fa£ls, and to bring fome 
'4)f the moftobfcure and intricate phe- 
nomena of nature to the tell of experi- 
;ment. The opinion, that the heats 
in)ierent in various heterogeneous 
;fub(lancef differed from each other 
.in kind J as well as in de^iree^ was now 



exploded, fincc all were found to pro- 
duce limilar effects upon the thermo- 
meter. The increafe and diminution 
of temperature in the different fea- 
ibns and climates, the laws which 
nature obferves in the heating and 
cci^ling of bodies, the melting, the 
vaporinc, and fhining points, and the 
degrees of heat in the animal, the 
mineral and the vegetable kingdom s« 
were accurately determined. ' in con- 
fequence of the attention that was 
paid to this fubjedl, many curious 
queftions afofe, which have long 
exercifed the ingenuity of philofo- 
phers. That property of heat by 
• which it is capamle of expanding the 
denfeft and hardeft bodies ; it*s power 
in producing fluidity; it's tendency 
to an equilibrium ; and the canfes of 
it's various diftribution throughout 
the different fubftance» in nature, 
have become the objedls of philofo- 
phical enquiry. It was obferved, 
that fome bodies, on expofure to heat, 
become red and luminous, but are 
incapable of producing flame, or of 
maintaining fire: that, on the con- 
trary> others, by the application of 
Brcy and the contad of freih air, kin- 
dle into flame, and continue to emit 
light and heat, iapparently from a 
fource within diemfelvcs, till they 
are confumed . Hence arofe the quef- 
tions concerning the pabulum of 
fire, the ufe of the air in inflamma- 
tion, and the diffin6liott of bodies ih* 
to combttftible and incombuffible. 

From the &r& dawnings of philo- 
fophy it muff have been perceived* 
that moft animals have a higher tem- 
perature than the medium in which 
they live; and that a conflant fucceC 
iion of frefli air is neceffary to the 
fupport of animal life. The canfes of 
thefe phxnomena have afforded mat- 
ter for much fpeculation. in ancient 
as well as modem times : but the dif- 
covery that animals hare, in certain 
cirtumffuices, the power of keeping 
themfelves at a lower temperature 
than the furrounding mediurm, was 
referved for the indnffry of the pre- 
.ient age. 

This difcovery ieems originally to 

have 
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liave mfen from obfenrations on the 
]ieat of the human bDdy ih warm cli- 
jnates. . It was mentioned by Gover- 
nor Ellis ia 1758; it was taught by 
Do&or Cullen before the year 1765; 
and at length it was compleatly efta- 
bliihed by the experiments of Do&or 
Fordyce in heated rooms, which were 
laid before the Society in 1774. 

In the coorfe of thefe experiments, 
the doctor remained in a moift air 
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circulation of the blood, in confe* 
quence of which the warmer fluids 
are continually propelled from the 
furface towards the . c^tre, where 
they are mixed with blood at a lower 
temperature; and hence the animal 
is (lowly heated, in the fame manner 
as the water in a d^ep lake, during 
the winter, is flowly cooled, and not 
without a long continuance of froft 
congealed, no part of it becoming 



heated to 1 50 degrees for the fpace of folid till the whole is brought down 
fifteen minutes » during which time the to the freezing point 



thermometer under his tongue ftood at 
100 decrees, his pulfe maoe 139 beats 
in a minate, his refpiration was but 
little affeded, and ftreams of water ran 
down over his whole body, proceed- 
ing from the condenfation of vapour, 
a^ evidently appeared from a (imilar 
condenfation on the fide of a Ploren-* 
tine Haik that hjad been filled with 
water at 100 degrees. 

. He found, however, that he could 
bear a mack greater deeree of heat 
when the air was dry. In this iitua- 
tion, he frequently fupported^ naked, 
for a confiderable time, without much 
inconvenience, the heat of 260 de- 
grees, his body preferving very nearly 
it's proper temperature, being never 
raifed more than 2 degrees above the 
natural ilandard. 

Various opinions have been enter- 
tained with regard to the caufes bf 
the fads which were eflablifhed' by 
thefe experiments. Some have at- 
tributed the cold folely to evapora-* 
tion, and have conceived that the 
fame degree of refrigeration would 
have ^een produced by an equal mafs 
of dead matter, containing an equal 
gjiantity'of moiflur^. Others have 
affirmed, that the cold did not arife 
folely from this.canfe; buthav^main- 
tained, thai it depended partly upon 
the energy of the. vital principle. 



The following experiments were - 
made with a view to determine with • 
greater certainty the caufes of the 
refrigeration in the above inflances. 

To difcover whether the cold pro- 
duced by a living animal, placed in 
air hotter than it's body, be not 
greater than what would be produced 
by an equal mafs of inanimate mat- 
ter, I took a living and a dead frog, 
equally moifl, and of nearly the fame 
bulk, the former of which was at 67, 
the latter at 68 degrees, and laid 
them ujpon flannel in air which had 
been raifed to 106 degrees. In the 
coui^fe of twenty.five minutes the or- . 
der of heating was as follows*.

Small, quantities of blood beinff 
. drawn from the femoral artery,, and 
from a contiguous vein, the tempera-*

' that of the latter. 

In this experiment. a remarkable 
change was produced in the appear-* 
ance of the venous blood: for it ia 
well known that, in the natural lEate^i 
the colour of the venous blood is si 
dark red, that of the ^terial being, 
light and florid; bwl after the ani- 
mal, in the experiment in queiliouj;. 
had been immerfed^in warm water . 
for half an hour, tlie venous blood 
aiiiuned very nearly the hue of the 
arterial, and refembled it fo much ia 
appearance, that it was diScult to 
dilinguifh between them. It is pro- 
per to obferve, that the animal whicli 
was the fubje^ of this experimeAtji^ 
had been previouily weakened by 
loEnff a confiderabie quantity of;

Thefe experiments prove, that liv^ 
ing fiDgs have the faculty of refilling 
Jieat, or producing cold, wlien ini- 
inerfed in wa^m water; and the ex- 
periments of Dodor Fordyce prove, 
that the hu^an body has the fame 
power in a moiil as well as in a dry 
air; it is therefore highly probable', 
that this power does not depend folely 
iipon evaporation. 

It may not be improper here to 
obferve, that healthy frogs, in an at- 
|XM)fphere above 70 degrees, keep 
themfelves at a lower temperature 
fhan the external air, but are warmer 
internally than at the furface of their 
bodies; for when the air was 77 de« 
greesji a frog was found to he 68, 
the thermometer being placed in con-* 
ta(t with thefkin; but when the ther- 
mometer was introduced into the ilp- 
inach, it rofe to 70^, 

It m^y likewife be proper to men- 
tion, that an animal of the fame 
irpe^ies placed in water at 6t, was 
found to be nearly 6|^ at the fur* 
face, and internally it was 66^^ 
Thefe obfervations are meant to ex- 
tend only to frogs living in air or water 
^t the common temperature of the at- 
jiiofphere in fummer. They do not 
Jbold with refped to thofe ank&als, 
when plunged fuddenly into a warm

States (b as to bind the whole of them ; 

. and that, in faft« no treaty is at pre-- 

lent neceflary* 

* We trade with feveral very con- 
£derab]e nations, without commercial 
'treaties. The novelty of the cafe, and 
the neceflity of enquiry and full con- 
lideration, make it improper for us 
to hurry into any engagements, that 
may poffibly injure our navigation. 
When men talk of liberality and re- 
ciprocity, in commercial matters, it 
IS clear, either that they have no ar- 
gument, or no knowledge of the fub- 
jed, that they are fupporting a favou- 
rite hypotheiis, or that they are ihte- 
reiled: it is not friendihip or favour, 
but e^cadneis and punftuality, that 
is looked for in commerce. Our great 
national object is to raife as many fai- 
lors, and as m uch (hipping as poffible: 
fb far afts of parliament may have 



efPeft; but neither afts of parliament 
nor treaties, in matters merely com- 
'mercial, will have any force, farther 
than the interefts of individuals coin* 
dde; and where advantage is to begot, 
the individual will purine it.' 

After objefline to the foggefted 
eftabliihment of tree ports at Bermu* 
da, the Bahamas, the Weft Indies, 
Sec* as prejudicial to our carrying- 
trade— ^and enumerating the various 
advantages which the Americans 
themfelves will derive from trading 
with Britiih merchants, in preference 
■ to thofe of every other nation— in ter- 
fyerCed with fuch ftriking proofs of 
Undoubted information, and genuine 
politicial and commercial knowledge, 
as render it much the moft intereft- 
, ing performance on American affairs 
We have ever feen— *his lordihip thils 
concludes. 

' The fa£ks on which thefe obferira^ 
tions are founded, were ifot by any 
means lightly taken up; they have 
been minutely and carefully enquir* 
ed into, and fh'idlly examined, efpe*. 
ciaUy thoie which are in any degree 
material; but there may be miftakes, 
although tvtry precaution has been 
taken to avoid them. The obferva* 
tions have been thrown out as they 
occurred, in a hurry, and without 
a nice attention to method or orna- 
ment. The purpofe, however, will 
be anfwefed, if they fhould lead men 
to fee the neceffity of maintaining 
the fpirit of our navigation laws, 
which we Teemed almoft to have for- 
got, although to them we owe our 
confe^uence, our power, and almoft 
every great national advantage. The 
Navigation Adt, the bafis of our great 
power at fea, gave us the trade of 
the world : if we alter thzt <a6t, by 
permitting any ftate to trade with our

.Minifters will find* when the country 
!underftands the queftion^ that the 
principle of the Navigation Afijmuft 
be kept entire, and that the carrying- 
trade muft not in any degree be 
given up. They will fee the precipice 
en which they ftandj any negled or 
mifmanagement in this point, 9r a- 
bandoned policy to gain a few v^tcs, 
,will inevitably bring .on their dow;n- 
fal, even more defcrvcdly than the 
•miftrable peace brought on that of 
.their predeceflbrs; and as themifchief 
will be more wanton, their fall will 
he^ as'it'ought— more ignominious. 
Their conduft on this occafion ought 
to be the teft of their abilities, and 
•good management, and to decide the 
degree of confidence which ftiould be 
placed in them for the future. This 
.country has not found itfelf in a more 
intcreftiiig fituation than it is at pre- 
icnt. It is now to be decided whe- 
•ther we are to be ruined by tke in*, 
dependence of America, <)r not. The 
peace, in comparifon, was a. trifling 
objcft; and if the negled of any one 
iiitereft more than another deferves 
impeachment, furely it will be the 
inegled of this, which involves in it 
not merely the greatnefs^ but even

purfvit, it naturally tends, by afford- 
ing the means of extending the ^rati-. 
fications of fcnfe beyond their proper^ 
bounds, to deftroy that due balance 
which nature has formed between 
corporeal appetites and mental en- 
|oyments: it fumiihes means to de- 
lude the imagination, by an end- 
lefs variety of fantaftic obje^ of 
happinefs; and though it muft be al- 
lowed to foften thut barbarous fierce- 
nefs, which the want of means, or. 
the want of incentives towards a ge- 
neral communication, pi-oduced in the 
manners of our ancefters; yet as men^ 
lire much more prone to copy the 
vices and follies of thofe with whom 
they aiTociate, than their good qua- 
lities » and as vice is a much more 
glaring feature, in all focieties, than 
virtue, fo commerce .has a£ted with a 
prevalence and an univerfality fupe- 
xlor to every other caufe, in the fpread-' 
ing the contagion of a flagitious lux-. 
nry : beiides, the efiential principles 
of commerce tend to increafe that 
Telfiflinefs in man, which moft power- 
fully militates againll: the qualities of 
honefty, integrity, frugality, mode- 
ration, fobriety, and a confcientious 
regard to the interefts of the commu- 
nity at large, and to the private good 
of individuals. 

• ' Some confe^uences, and, indeed, 
ftich as, by a pipper attention to our 
fuperior intereft» may be rendered of 
a very important nature, are annexed 
to the more general ^fe of letters and 
the extenfivenefs Of commerce; bat„ 
if civilization is any thing more than 
an alteration in the modes of .vice and 
errors WjiJave not yet attained to any 
laudable degree of civilizajtion. 

. f Itis:trne« wehaye got rid of fome 
prejudices', which are found, by ex- 
perienoe,; tO:have a (c^ndency^to nar-- 
row our pieafiires and enjoyments, 
and to 'be.produSive of mutual and .

in war; and, by that uninterrupted

rit of commerce ha$ intrc^uced, the 



unfriendly prejudices which one man 
itfed to entertain of another, from 
the accidental circumilances of not 
l^ng born in the fame .part of ther 
globe, in the fame city, or on the 
ume' fpot of ground, is greatly 
and kappily diminiihed. But thefe^- 
with aa almoil univerfal abatement, 
of that fpirit of perfecution, which, 
ufed to harrafs the more religioua 
ages of the world, are, 1 think, the 
only points on which the fo much 
boailed civilization and pioffrefs of 
improvement turns. How far thefe im- 
provements may, in their confequen*, 
ces, tend to the general enlightening, 
the underllandings of manKind to^ 
wards a cultivation of their rational 
interefl^ remains yep in the fecrets of 
futurity; for, furely, no real and 
univerfal melioration of the ftate of 
morals can reafonably be expe^ed,. 
whilil men are fettered with illiberal 
prejudices: but though thefe circum-- 
fiances may, probaluy, lead to the 
attainment of that wifdom on which 
the excellence and happinefs of man. 
depends, yet they never caik be con- 
fidered as an attainment of the prin-, 
ciple itfelf. 

. ' It is true, that men have agreed to 
{pare one another, for the confide^ a- . 
Uons of mutual fecurity, when noin- 
terefl tempts them to cut one ano-. 
ther's throats; yet aie wars lefs fre- 
-quent than they were of old; an4 
does a fentiment of juftice forbid the 
Carnage of the human race, when in- 
tereft prompts and opportunity gives 
the word ? It is true, that merchants 
and travellers converfe together free* 
ly , and without moleilatioii, in almoft 
all, the kppwn parts of the' globe: but, 
are public trnfts lefs ahufed; are pub- 
lic offices held with greater integrity, 
tlian in former times;. has. fuch an 
improvement in the law^, manners, 
and the police of modern focietiesj 
taken place, as to spread thofe ad- 
yantagei of opulence iind plenty* 
which commerce furniQies in a man-, 
ner As fhall be feniiMy 'felt by alt 
thefr citizens; is the ri^ht of proper* 
ty in' the perfons oT.biii' fpUow-crea-* 
tures given up ; o^ . are flayes led^ 
abufed? When treachery, interell,' 

and 
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and impunity^ are found in union, 
are the tranfa^iiotts of private life, 
even among the more elevated daflei 
of men, more fair and honourable; 
have we fewer executions; have we 
fewer lawyers; have we fewer de« 
bauchees; are the enormities of vice 
decreafed; or rather , as one vice de- 
creafesy does not another gain ground; 
does not gaming, and a lenfelefs dif« 
fipation, aiTume the place of a more 
general inebriety; liave we not an 
increafed, though perhaps a more 
refined /enfuality; dp not the tri* 
umphs of a CenkltCs vanity often over- 
power all coniiderations arifing from 
the fentiments of jullice and benevo- 
lence? In ihort, have we fewer illi-. 
ctt deiires ; or are illicit deiires more, 
rarely gratified; do we feel lefs the; 
Mnes of envy, or are we lefs adua-> 
ted by that paffion; or have we more 
charity, in the extendve.fenfe of the 
word, than formerly? 

* If thefe queries cannot be fairly 
anfwered in tne negative, I think the . 
(trefent times have no reafon to boaft 

of having made any jprogrefs in that 

higher part of civilisation, which 

affeds the rational intereft of man, 

and conftitutes the excellence of his 

nature: as for that fpirit of tolera- 
tion, which is happily prevailing all 

over the world, its growth, I am 

afraid, arifes not from an improve- 
ment of religious principle^ but from 

the total lois of it.

at Car^t find., the UaaWy i^ftate^where 
Br» John Fot&epgiM w^s born oii the

the daughter of Thomas Hough, a 
pe»£»fk OTibtirairtev who refided n^ai: 
Fi^Nllh*li^; itt Cte^ire, flom un^er 
wkbfe*€a|pe« lid ^sCk piticei at fchoolih • 
th* 4kiae town. Where he contifttke<d 
till hl^ tvl^li^ year, and wa9 aft^r- 
wards rett^oived 10 Sedberg fehoo) in*

of about fixteen; with Mr. Benjamin 
BitMlett, a» eminent spothecary at'

This fource of his e»rly introdu6lion ' 
it mentionedy heciru'fe Dr. Fothergill 
often acknowledged to his friend l^r* 
tettf<$m, hoHr'muck he was indebted 
to this clafs of grateful though pen* 
irylefs fupplitaht^; and, in his turq^ 
he acknowledged the obligation > by 
humamoly C4>n tinging to give the poor 
advice gratis as long as he lived, and- 
of cour-le loi>g after their fufFrages 
could tend to elevate his reputation. 
Abeot this time he made anexcuriiGa 
t» the Continent; aft*r which he re- 
turned toLoftdon^ and took up his 
rafidetice in Gracechurch Street* f he 
cemniencement of his pradice is there.- 
fore dated from the year 1 740 ; the 
preceding time having been chiefiy* 
emj>loyed in laying that foundatioA' 
upon which was afterwards to be raifbd 
a^ dt&inguiihtd fuperftruf^ure. In 
1746, he wa^ admitted a licentiate of 
the Royal College of Phyficians ; and » 
lA 1/48, having previoufly produced 
feveral medical eifays, he pubHihed- 
his celebrated ' Account or the Sore- 
Throat attended virith Ulcers.? The 
difeafe which he now elucidated^ in 
ii's general havock in London bel6re» 
this time, had fwept away the hopel; 
of fome noble families, and particu-- 
larly the two fons of the late Henryi 
Pelhani, brother to the late Duke of 
Newcaflldf aftd had hence excited- 
very generiil alarms; the difcove^/. 
there^roi of a new and fuccefsuif 
treatment of fo f<>rmidable and fatai 
a difeafe, Was critically fortunate. Hm 
was now introduced into th^ fivft fa^* 
miiies in the metropolis; and ho was. 
rarely ever employed, but in ^kitr*^ 
gencies he was fought for again. 

After this infc»matio*,Dr.Lettfoiir 
enters into' a difciiffion of Da Fotker^ 
gill's charafter'as a naiufaM^ men*:

from ait quarters of the globe; his 
cabinets aadcoliedrioiis of infe^s^ CO- 
rai, fhelis, ores, and minerals; hit lite- 
rary patronage; his encouragement of 
the arts; his remarkable benevolencp 
And relief of diilreis ; his plan for fup^ 
plying fifh by land-carriage, and warm 
;recommendatian of this article of 
food; his anonymous effays, which 
were continually appearing in nevvf- 
papers and magazines, to promote 
.public convenience $ his e(labli(hment 
of Ackworth School; and the honours 
he received from public bodies of dif- 
ferent countries. To thefe are added, 
ids literary, general, and political chj^- 
rafters; a defcription of his pcrfon; 
and an account of his death. 

With fome few extracts from theft 
laft articles we (hall clofe our account 
of Dr. Lettfom's prefent publication; 
referving ourobfervations on his exe- 
cution of the whole defign, till we 
fee the finiihtng volume of I>r, Fa- 
thergill's Works. 

' * If,' fays Dr. Lettfom, * his lan- 
gu^age was not always minutely cor- 
real, probably owing to want of time> 
it ^as eafy and fluent; and, 'tx^hat in 
fuch compofitions is more valuable, 
it was accurately defcriptive* 

* His epiftolary writing was inftruC- 
tive and fprightly. As he was not 
confined to thedidaftic folidity of me- 
dical difquifitions, where knowledge 
ispai&ve« and genius fuperfluous, ana 
where fa^s and experiments, rather 
than ornament and elegance, are the 
leading bbj'edts, his language was lefs 
retrained; it was more Driuiant, but 
te& gorre^; it way moi'e varied ^nd 
sumi^ng, and 9^t the fame time it was 
chaile and iti^rujftive; and, like hii 
converfation,the fame fentiments were 
conveyed, in a liveliniefs of colouring 
and franknefs of expreflion, that in 
any other point of view might have 
aSdrded no emation of pleafure, or 
proof of fuperior endowjnent. There 
was indeed a charm in his converf^ 
aiid addrefs, as hath^beertingenioufly 
remarked, tkat affei^ed fome with a 
fifanfport. of admiration> and com- 
manoed'^the high regard and opinion 
of tlTofe who empToyed him ; whilfti 
by a difcreet uniformity of conduft.

< Aa the higheil ilations are <nDpe{M 
to peculiar inconveaieaces, fo the 

brighteil genius is Hot tmiirequeutfy 
clouded with a counterpart: the laind 
that is endowed with the auickeik 
jierception^ whilft iiitereiked xn mnU 
tifarious concerns, is not only liable 
to acquire a habit of deciding hafiily^ 
but a tenacioufnefs of it's oecifioua. 
In this epitome of Dr, Fothergill'j 
character, 1 have endeavoured to de- 
lineate the outlines with impartiality^ 
to appreciate his faults as well as his 
virtues: and, though the briUiatief 
of the latter hath ihoae through the 
clouds of the former, I coniider this 
promptitude of adopting aa opintoa. 
and tenacious retention of it, as ik^ 
moH: cenfurable part of a life (Co far 
as 1 know, and I knew it well) other- 
wife blamelefs. Perfedionis fcarcely 
the lot of humanity; and iuexteiiu4r. 
tion of this difpofition it might fee 
argued, that whilft he formed ahafty, 
his iblidity of judgment prevented a 
wrong, determination: like the bal- 
laft of a ihip, it kept fteady the fail* 
that were expofed to the fudden ^uils 
of a ftorm.* 

Though fome thinking perfonsmajr 
probably doubt . the propriety of a 
phyfician's embracing occajional tppw- 
tunities^ of fuggejiing his opinion of the 
pre'v ailing Jyjiem of politics, in fat- 
milieu ofthejirfi difiinciion njobcre he had 
profejjienalaccefsi it muft be acknow- 
ledged, that Dr. Fothergill's infof^ 
mation ' refpedting American affairs 
was very confiderable; and, by hur 
mourin^; that vanity and felf-impor- 
tance ot which moll men have a luffi- 
cientftiare, adminiflration might pol^ 
fibly have materially availed them- 
felves of his intimacy with Dr. Frank- 
lin. 

The following paffage, in a letter 
written by Dr. Fothergill, recom- 
mending commiffioners to be fent oat 
to America, Auguft 1775, juftifies u^ 
'to ourfelues in this idea. Let our rea- 
ders judge fot" tbem/elyes, 

" It is much to be wifhed lYiKl/ome 
*^ fuch perfons might be pitched upon- 
*'■ and fent out, rather in a pri<umi0 
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*' than with a pttbltc authoritatiye 
** commiffion: for if thofe who are 
'* now in veiled in America with power

* Dr. Fotherjfill was, on the I2th of 
December 1700^ feized with a fup- 
)>reirion of orine, which no art could 
remove^ and died on the 26th of the 
fame month. His remains were depo- 
£tedin the burial-ground of Winch- 
teore Hill, about twelve miles from 
|«ondon, on the 5 th of January 178 1* 

AaT. V. TbiVillage: a Poim^ InTw 
Bwks, By the Rev. George Crahhe, 
Chaplain to bis Grace the Duke tf 
Rutland^ 4to, 2s. 6d. Dodfley. 

THIS poem has greatly difap- 
pointed us; we expected, from 
the title, to have feen a barren imi- 
tation of T>t. Goldfmith's Defcrted 
Village; but it is, in reality, a for- 
midable rival of that excellent pro- 
dudlion. 

Mr. Crabbe, indeed, has chofen to 
reprefent rural fcenes in a new point 
of view: but, if he has availed nim- 
(elf of the licentia foetica, in fome- 
what magnifying the wretchednefs 
and vice ufually met with among 
yillagers, he certainly has not de- 
viated To prepofteroufly from truth 
and nature, as moil of thofe who 
have taken the oppofite jlde. 

We mean not, however, the fmal- 
left imputation upon the memory of 
Dr. Goldfmith, or the condnA of his 
delightful poem: and we beg leave 
to inform Mr. Crabbe, that we are 
as much convinced there are fome 
Auburns, as that there are too many 
villages refembling that which he fo 
ably defcribes: fmuggling^ that moft 
important fourceof rural corruption, 
is yet happily unknown in many of 
the inland counties. 

But we are impatient to introduce 
this very promiiing bard to a more in- 
timate acquaintance with our readers. 

Mr. Crabbe's deiign, in this poem» 
is to defcribc— 

< The villa|e lifct and evfrv care that reigns- 
0*er youthful peafants, and declining fwains: 
What labour yields; and what, thatTaboarpaft^ 
i^e, in U*f hour of laiiguor,.fiad5 at Hf^«* ' 



He begins with a lively fatire on 
nodern paftoral poetry; and points a 
fevere, but jaft larcafmi, at the great 
Mantuan bard. 

' Fled are thofe times, if e^er fuch times werefeeo^ 
When rufUc poets prais*d their native green; 
No ihepherda now, in fmooth aleeraate verfe. 
Their country** beauty or theirnymphs*rehearfes 
Yet iUU for thefe we frame the tender ftrain. 
Still in our lays fond Cor)'dons complain. 
And (hepherds boys their amorous pains reveal. 
The only pains, alas I they never ieel. 
On Mincio*s banks, in defar's bounteous reign^. 
If Tityrus /bund the goldtn age again, 
Muft ileepy bards the flattering dream prcrfong. 
Mechanic echoes of the Mantuan fong? 
From truth and nature /hall we widely ftray. 
Where Viigil, not where fancy leads the way V 

The prevalence of this fort of writ.- 
ing is thus judiciouily accounted for. 

' From one chief caufe thefe idle praiies ipring. 
That, themes fo eafy, few forbear to iing; 
They aik do thought, require no deep defign, 
But fwell the fong, and liquify the line : 
The gentle lover takes the rural ftrain, 
A nymph his mlftrefs and himfelf a fwatn; 
With no fad fcenes he clouds his tuneful prayer. 
But all, to look like her, 15 painted fair* 
I grant, indeed, that fields and ftocks have charma 
For htm that gaaes, or for him that farms \ 
But v^en, amid fuch pleafing fcenes, I trace 
The poor laborious natives of the place. 
And fee the mid -day fun, with fervid ray. 
On their bare heads and dewy temples play j 
While fome,with feebler hands and fainter hearts^ 
Deplore their fortune, yet fuftain their parts) 
Then ihall I dare thefe real ills to hide. 
In tinfel trappings of poetic pride ? 
No, caft by Fortune on a frowning ctfaft. 
Which can no groves nor happy vallies boaftj 
Where other eares than thofe the mule relates. 
And other ihepherds dwell with other mates} 
By fuch examples taught, I paint the cot. 
As truth will paint it, and as bards will not/ 

The fterility of the foil in the 
neighbourhood of Mr. Crabbe's vil^ 
lage is beautifully defcribed. 

* Lo ! where the heath,lrith withering hrakegrown 
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Lends the light turf that warms the neighbouring 

poor: 
From thence a length of burning fand appears. 
Where the thin harveft waves it*s wither d ears* 
Rank weeds, that every art and care defy. 
Reign o*er the land, and rob the blighted rye: 
There thiftles ftretch their prickly arms afar. 
And to the ragged infant threaten warj 
There poppies, nodding, mock the hope of toil. 
There the blue buglofs paints the fterile foil} 
Hardy and high, above the (lender iheaf, ., 

The (limy mallow waves her filky leaf} 
0*er the young (hoot the charlock throws a ftaie^ 
And te Wild tait cUngs round the ficldy biad^ 
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With mingled tints the rocky coafts abound. 
And a fad fplendor vainly ihines around/ 

Nor are the inhabitants of fuch 
a village reprefented with a lefs ina>- 
llerly pencil. 

' H^ie jpylefs roam a wild amphibious race^ 
With fullen woe difplay*d in every Face \ 
Who far from civil arts and fociai fly, 
And fcowl at Grangers with fufpicious eye« 
Hci^ too| the lawk^ vagrant of the main 
Draws from his plough th* intoxicated fwaini 
Want only claimM the labour of the day. 
But vice now (leals his nightly reft away! 
Where are th6 fWains, who, d^ily labour ddnci 
With rur^ gamea pls^*d down the fetting funrf 
Whoftruck withmatcblefsforcethe bounding ball, 
Or made the ponderous c^uoit obliquely fall; 
While fome huge Ajax, teifrible and ftrong, 
£ngag*d ibme artful ftripliag qf the throng, 
And, foirdy beneath the young UlyfTesfell, 
When peals of pratfe the merry mifchief tell ? 
Where now are thefe ? Beneath yon cliff they ftand,

Our poet is aware that more fer- 
tile ipots may be found than that in 
which he feelingly regrets he was 
long reiidenc< 
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* But y<!t in otlier fcenes more fair in view, 
Wh«re Plenty fmilcs— alas ! flie frailes for few ; 
And thofe who tafte not, yet behold her ftore. 
Are as the flaves that dig the golden ore. 
The wealth around them makes them doubly 

poor. 

Or will you deein them amply paid ?n health, 
Labovr^s fair child, that languifhes with wealth ? 
Go, then ! and fee them rimig with the fun, 
Through a long courfe of daily toil to run j 
Like hixb, to make the plenteous harvefts grow, 
And yet not fhare the plenty they beftow$ 
See them, beneath the dog^ftar's raging heat, 
When the knees tremble, and the temples beat^ 
Behold them leaning on their fcythes, look o^er 
The labour paft, and toils to come explore $ 
See thtfm alternate funs and fhowers engage. 
And hoard up achesr and anguifli for their age ; '

Which real pain, and. that alone, can cure j^ 
How would ye bear in real pain to lie, 
Defpis'd, neglcfted, left nlone to die? 
How would ye bear to draw ypur lateft breathy 
Where alf that's wretched paves the way for death? 
Such is that room, wliich one rude beam divides^ 
And nak^d rafters form the Hoping fid^si 
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Where the vUe bands that bind the thatch are jeen> 
And lath and mud are all that lie between;

We have extended our account of 
this deliehtfal poem to an unufual 
length, that all our readers may be. 
enabled to jlidge for themfelves of 
it*s extraordinary inerit; but though 
our cxtra£ls are copious, we have 
bfwyn rather ftudious to give a con- 
neded account of the whole, than to 
feleft the moit beautiful pafiTages; and 
canndc toa ilrongly recommend the 
perufal of Mr. Crabbe's VUlage to

This piece is the produdion of Mr. Wilfiam- 
fpn, who performed the character of Charlet 
Powys, and is faid to be only part of a much 
larger plan : thus thfeateninc^ us with a comedy 
in five ads, on a deiign which by no means 
appears to furniih soore than fofficient intereft 
for two. 

Ma. Jewell prefented, at his benefit, eii the 
^3d inftant, what the bills call a Dramatic Pro' 
verh'-'zn unmeaning term, which, w*.th other 
raihions,we have lately imported from theFreoch* 
Jt was entitled, Sxxing is Bslibving^ and 
is written by Mr. Jodderell, author of Widow and 
Ko Widow. Tbe piece coniifts of two fcenes 
only; apd tbe isiuthor appears to have intended 
fervin^; up the two (landing dlHies of modern 
farce, humbug and equivoque, in fuch an over- 
trained a^id sbfurd point of view, as fully to 
expofe them to tbe contempt of the audience. 
Jn this he has wonderfully fucceeded. Every 
thing is moft laughably ridiculous; and though 
it is fo diftant from nature, and fo broad in ic*s 
9bfurdity, the whole is pleafant, and the au* 
dlencc enjoy it as much, and for the fame rea- 
fon, as they do a pantomime. An old gentle- 
man, who is conftantly fancying himfclf ill, and 
who is the dupe of (juacks, is perfuaded by his 
fervants and daughter that he has loft his fight-*- 
The room \s darkened to give effeft to the ftra- 
tagem. An ocolift is fent for; and, in this 
Hate, the old gentleman figns a promife of giv- 
ing his daughter in marriage to Captain Night- 
ftade. The darknefs of the fcene, the impo- 
fition op Citdule^ and the circumftances that 
hnpofition produce, compofe all together fuch a 
whimOcal medley of incidents* that their effed 
on the mofcles is irreiiftible, and criticSfm is 
drowned in laughter. 

Perhaps, however^ this whimfical piece of 
drollery could not have fuftained itfelf on the 
ilage, if it had not been remarkably adifted by 
the very excellent performance of the adors, 
eyery one of whom kept up the laugh with un- 
common fpirit; /carce giving us leifure to re- 
iic£t how oddly we were amufed, ^nd obliging 
us to be merry rather than tvjftf and fo ilWf> 
t^atlng one pro-verb under the fandion of another , 

On Wednefday tiie ftyth inflant, Mifs Ban- 
mfler made her firft appearance on tbe ftage, at 
her father's benefit, in the charaAer of Ame- 
}«a in the Englifli Merchant. Mifs Bannifter 
difpiayed many natural requifites for this unr 
dertaking; but wanted, as might be esrpe^ed, 
the laft poliih and refinement of art. Her de« 
portment appeared rather embarraffed, and con- 
ftrained; but her figure ispleaBng, her counte- 
nance expreffive, her voice mufical, and her elo- 
cution juft, varied, cle^r, and articulate. On 
the whole, fhe appears a refpei^able branch of 
her theatrical family, and feems likely, with 
proper attention, to lyecon^ a valuable addition 
X» the theatre*

The ftage is f aid to be the mirror of the times ; 
andj taken in a general view, it perhaps really 
reprefents the true prevailing features of thf 
people* But there is, we are of opinion, a pro- 
ptT\:f% which the drama very importantly dif- 
fers from a mirror : the fpedators often recekte 
tfiein features yrom the ftage* Confidered in this 
trght, (and we fhall not halftily be induced to give 
trp otir opinion that it is a true one) the Manager 
df a Theatre is a more Important charadler than i^ 
neifii^s generally fuppbfed. If a frivdity prevails 
m our public amufements, this will, we appre- 
hend, be likcl)r to induce a frivolity of manners 
in the people who are thus entertained* And 
that thefe amufements are not to be excufed. 
under the pretence that the age is too depravea 
to accent of thofe of any other defcription, is 
fufiiciently evident, from the umverfaJ applaufe 
which conftantly attends the very few noble 
and virtuous ibntiments met with in moderd 
performances. The trOih feems to be,however hu- 
miliating It may appear — dfegrading it certainly 
i$ not — that the public in this refpeft exa^ly 
refembie children: conflrantly place before them, 
fn your own condudt and precepts, (both, or 
either)' an ififigniflc»ncy or" bafenefs of con- 
da^, aind they wiUtoo generally ^dopt themS 
on the other hand, afliduoufly recommend in- 
tegrity, virtue, and honour, and the odds are' very 
<bnfidferablt that they will well repay your atten- 
tion. Weconfefs, we greatly efteem Co Mtny^ 
but it roufl be good comedy; that is, contain 
novelty, (if it be called new) charadler^ moralj 
natural fituations, and genuine wit, humour, 
and fentiment* Perhaps, however, when Tra- 
gedy preponderates, the ftage is in it*s moft 
defirable fituation, if judged by thofe who wiili 
to fte it~what it ought to bcr—the fchool of 
virtue and honour* 

If, as we have fome faint reafon to hope, the 
celebrity of Mrs. Siddons, and the introdudtion 
of her brother, Mr. Kcmble, on the Londoi^ 
^age, of whom report fpeaks Joiidly, fliould in- 
duce MVs. Crawford and Mifs YouQ%t ferioujlf 
tgi enter the liihj and, above all, if Mrs* Yates 
fhould be prevailed on to exhibit txm digoityy* 
native elegance, and ^lailical propiiety, for the 
information ana advaniag/? of rifing genius, a^ 
well as for the amufement of a grateful public9,. 
who never beheld her but with admiration afl4 
applaufe; we may expe*^ to fee the tarniihed 
luftre of the fta^^e by degrees wear off, and the- 
public tafte again too much refined, for an au- 
dience to fit patient fp^^ators of fach illiterate 
pieces of buffoonery as would abfolutely do no 
great honour to the exKibitions at Bartholo* 
mew Fair, even in it's prefei^t degraded ftate^ 
It might feem invidious to point out particulas 
ramef; but, furely, there are no inconfidcrable 
number of dramatic writers, as they are called^ who

PASSED the Eaft Indta, St. Ann^s^ and 
Covent Garden Paving bilisy with the bill 
far rsfiealing the n€t relative to Volunteers. 

Read a Brft time the Hanril ^lofyrp biH. 

The clerk was then proceeding to read tho 
order of the day for the I/>an. btl!, when Lord 
3heH>arne faid he wiihed to fubmit to the con- 
iideration of the Ho^fe a few refolutions which 
had beea fuggefted by a noble vUeo^nt, (Lird 
StormonC) who in a fpeech in that Houfe, fome 
^ttk time fince, had alledged, that the Commons 
«lttmed not only a peciriiar, but an exclufive pri- 
yil^e, in the management and .iaftittttion of 
money-bills. This was a poiition, he faid^ nei- 
ther founded in common' fenfe nor juftice, con- 
feqtieatly ihoUld- ever meet with his reprobatibq. 
There were, it was true, pri^leges peculiar to 
{hat Houfe, but this was coMmon to both 
Sionfes-, their united intercft being involved in 
^1 pecuniary grants. Dodrmes of this com-' 
plexion had prevailed for a century paft, sas& a 
f;onftant innovation had tafken place in the other 
Houfe; it was their lorddxipsdutyy therefore, as 
they valued the conftitudon, to refift encroach- 
sbeats tending to annihilate that equilibrium - 
which had made it the admhratibn of mankind. 

The wifeft men, fince the reign of Wiiliam^ 
the Third, his lordihip faid, had remarked and 
deplored this innovation, as the order, beauty, 
regularity, and even the very exigence of our 
political liberty, depended on the exaffc confine- 
ment of the feveral branches of the legiflaturc to 
their refpe^ive jurifdifHons. 

Thisv however, was not a new complaint; 
^re having bden a folema decifion, fo early as 
the year 1673,^ in favour of the Lords, on a 
^pieftion iimilar to the prelbnt'; when it was de« 
flared, that the Upper Houfe had a right to in- 
tefpofe, controu), advife, pafs, or rejedb, any mo- 
fKy-bfU which 4i4 not meet with their appro- 
bation. 

Uppn this ground he fopported himfelf in 
moving refolutions which appeared to him necef- 
fary and expedient, on account of many hints and 
pablic aflertions of men, that the Lords had no 
ri^pfit to l^%tf§9t9^if^ tk&-^Cf9(a\ of money bUl^ 



But how can any man in hts fenfes (contiifuai^ 
his lordihip) pretend to affertj that the Peers^ f(> 
conilJerable a body of the component fociety^ 
have not a right to exercife their judgment in thff 
difpofal of public money } And if at anyperio^ 
they could be juftifiable in their vigilance, it muft 
be at this hour, when a loan was negotiated Oi^ 
terms the moft difadvantageous that ever wert 
recorded; for they were^ not only more e^trava* 
gant than thfy had ever beei> in times of peace^ 
but they were as bad as could be complied with 
even in ti me of war. Men boafted of economy^ 
and a£led with profufionj they coalefced, it wts 
certain, in many meafures feemingly irreCoAcilev 
ablcj but hovf they could reconcile the loan with 
tlieir profeifioito of oico^omy and public virtue^ 
he was at a lofs to coojedture* The loans of ch« 
five laft years were uniformly reprobated by men 
whufe taleucswefe now exerted in recommend- 
ing and ^fending the pitfen^ one on the prin- 
ciple of rteceflity. 

It was in the recolle&ion of their lordftilps^ 
and ftrongly imprefled on the memory of a fuffering 
people, that in the year 1782, a noble peer, then 
at the head of affairs, was ftigmatized for nego- 
tiating a loan at that time thought prodigal, and 
which contributed to his removal perhaps aa 
much as all his ruinous meafures of blood and 
calamity : yet the prefent loan was infinitely 
worfe, though padegyriaed by the very men who 
cenfured the former. .Such were the fruits of co- 
alition, and the happinefs derived from an oppo* 
fition to men, whi> had at lea{( the merit of ter- 
minating the unnatural carnage which difgraced 
and reduced us to the verge of ruin. 

'His lordihip then nioved, firft, that all future 
loans ftibuld be fo coxidu^d, as to have a ten- 
dency to reduce the national debt: and, fecondly,- 
tlifat fuch a fyftcm of ceconomy fliould hereafter 
be adopted in all negotiotiuns of this fort, as 
fhodld evidence a difpoiitioh to retrenchment in 
every department of the fhite. 

Several. members of the Houfe then fpoke up- 
on the bill j but being divided in their opinions. 
Lord Shelburne faid he would chearfuUy meet 
the inveftigation' of the fabje£t> and dared the* 
prefent, coalition to try the queftion. He had' 
the confidence of the public to fheiter him from 
any threats, of which many had been ufed ; . and 
the t^ma^ temper that orged them would carry 
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Hiem Into ezecutioni if thcrt was any fappoit for 
theniy or the lead fbajidttldn in truth or honour 
in the charges that were infinuatfd. What cre- 
dit thefe tutllitiet obtained with a people re- 
lieved by his beit esertiotta from the horrors of 
11 civil Mnar^ and an unequal conteft with the 
freateft powers in Eoropei every day furnifhed 
mnple teftiniony» 

' The quei^iooa upon the feveral refoltttioni be- 
ing tlxB pttt^ were negatived,

^ The roya! afTeat was givf n by commiffion to 
mne public and three private bills. The com- 
snliBoners were, the E^rls of Mansfield and Car- 
lifle, and Lord Vifcount Stormoiit. 

Kead a fecond time the Hanvll Inelofofe billi 
Ordered the judges to be fummoned for the 
SDorrow, to gire their opinions in a vwit of errors 
«|]d on Baynton*8 Divorte bill. 

Counfel was then called to tlie bfr on Lewis's 
Divorce bill| when witneflTes were produced to 
'Jirove diat a feparation had taken place between 
Mr. Lewis and his wife, and that a child had 
(een born during that feparation. One of the 
vritneiies depofed, that Hie had given a letter tso 
Mr. Lewis, written by Mrs. Lewis juft before 
lier lying-in, but not delivered till after that cir" 
cumftance. This latter contained a full con- 
feflion of her criminality. 

Lord Thurlow, however, gave it as his opinion, 
that the reading it would be totally Improper, an- 
lefs their lordflups thought it neceflary to deviate 
Isom the general rule Which had hitherto beert 
adopted, that of reprobating every circomft^ance in 
a bufinefs of that nature which had the appear- 
ance of CuUufion, and h^re, he thought, w^s a 
pretty prefumptive proof of fuch an appearance^ 
Their lordfliips were told, that the gentleman and 
Ills vrife had determined to feparate, for what 
aeafon^ or on what account, they were left to 
form their own opinion; not the lead charge of 
aven a fufpicion of incontinence being urged ) nay, 
the arguments had rather turned to prove there 
was no fufpicion, for Mr. Levna had not only 
naintained her during that feparation, but had 
kept up a regular correfpondence with her, which 
was more, in his opinion, than any man would 
do, if he thought his wife was living in adultery. 
She had left him from whim, and he fuppofed the 
fame whim had induced her to wiih for a dt^ 
vorce; therefore any confeflion, according to his 
ideas, ought not to be admitted as evidence at 
their lordships bar. 

- Lord Sydney faid, he did not mean to Tindi- 
Cflte the praOice of admitting fuch evidence in 
general, but merely to fubmit to their iordfhips, 
whctlier, in the prefent cafe, fome little atten- 
ti 'H might not be paid to the circumftances un- 
der which the letter had been written. It had 
been written in one cf the moft awful moments, 
when /he had 'her difTolution in view; nor had 
ihe at that time meant it for her huiband*8 eye, 
unlefti /he Hiould not furvive. This bad (i^ruck 
him as a forcible argument in it*s favour, and he 
bad therefore mentioned it for their lordihips 
confideration. 

Lord Mansfield feemed fearful, if the letter 
WJS admitted aa evidcsp^e, that it would be a 



moft dangerous precedent. If it had been meant to 
corroborate any fa^s they Jiad to produce, m 
that cafe he mould have no objedion to itV 
being received ; bat, from what he underftood^ 
the letter was to eftablifli thofe fa£b. The noble 
lord had obferved, ihe had written it at a moft 
awful moment^ but the danger was over when 
the letter was delivered by her for her hufband. 
Who htd moft fortanately difcovered her place of 
retreat, though ihe went by another name, on 
that very identical day flie had fo much appre- 
hended : this was certainly a moft lucky circum- 
ftance for him to ground his petition for a di:* 
vorce apon, ai dthcrwifethe huiband would have 
been a total ftranKr to his wife^s having been 
pref niot, Theiriordihipe ought likewife to re- 
coiled, that ihe wat not charged with having an 
unlawful eonne^Kon with any particular perfon, 
nor Mjfotim unknown^ ndr had fheftt up any 
defence, either at their lordfliips bar, or in the 
courts below; he did not, therefore, think that 
her letter ought tb be paid any particular atten- 
tion to, unlefs tbeyr could produce fadts whidbi it 
might ferve to corroborate. 

The ^ueftion being now put, whether the let- 
ter ftiould be read, ^e fame was negatived ; and 
on tlie conafel^s dedaring they had no fardier 
evidence, the committinf of it was likewife ne- 
gatived, and the bill reje^d.

The order of the day being read for proceed* 
ing on the caufe between the Bifliop of London 
and Mr. Ffytche, 

Lord Thurlow entered largely into the quef- 
tSoo, confidering the appeal in every point of 
View, and condemning the idea of a clergyman'^ 
giving a bond to his patron for any confideration, 
on his being prefented to a living t among many 
other matters, he fuppofed the patron to differ 
in fome points of religion from the eftablifiied 
church; and, with a view of having thofe points 
omitted where he had a right of prefentation, 
thought he might oblige the incumbent, before 
poflfeffion of the living, to enter into a refignation-v 
bpnd, by which the incumbent would be entirely 
fubje^ to the patron^s will, and of courfe bo 
obliged to acquiefce in his requifitions; though 
for the doing this the bifhop had likewife an un- 
doubted right to difpojieis him s if the incumben^ 
continued in the dofbine, contrary to the in- 
junction of his patron; even here, admitting the 
bond to come witlun the charge of fimony, the 
patron might fue for the penalty, and come upon 
the tithes for the recovery. The patron, how- 
ever, he confidered as nothing more than a truftea 
for the public in the difpofal of the living; and 
that thofe livings (hould not be improperly be- 
ftowed, it was requifite there (hould be a right 
fomewhere to examine into the merits of tho 
prefented. This right he thought juftly* vefted 
in the biibopric^; but the ccclcfiaftical i»w went 
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^U farther, there being a check over thefe, by 
RQ appeal to the metropolitan; fo that it was not 
In the power •€ any biAop to rejeft the peiibn 
preienced by the patron, unless he was deAitute 
of the qualifications necefiary for the chaise* 
His lordfliip adduced a rttnahrr of finular cafes, 
and urged a variety of judidottt remrka to iiluC- 
trate the impropriety of fuch bondt being legal} 
and in defence of the biihop'i hnving re^'ufed to 
admit the cletk prefented by Mr J^fy tdM^ thought 
there were grounds to fuppofe fuch a bond bad 
adually been given, as the parties had refused to 
prove the contrary ; but a£ the decifion in a cafo 
of this nature was of fo mateml'a conicquence, 
his lordihip wiihed the Houfe to coniider it on 
the moft copious grounds, and foSsr him to take 
the opinion of the judges then preient upon a 
few queftions he had drawn up. His lordihip 
concluded by moving his queftioos) which went 
principally to know, whether bonds given in fuck 
cafes, under a variety of different circumftances, 
were to he confidered as fimoniacal, or legal. 

Lord Mansfield begged leave to add two quef- 
tions more, which he was of opinion would fet 
the matter in a clearer light. This being com- 
plied with, it was propofed to allow the judges 
proper time to reply j and for this reafon the 
farther con/ideration of the appeal was deferred 
till Monday fortnight.

The royal aflent was given by commiiiion to 
four bills, viz. the American Intercourfe, Militia 
Pay, Clerkenwell Poor, and Mr. GrejQey^s Eftate, 
bills. 

Sir John Skynner, chief baron of the Exche- 
f uer, then delivered to the Houfe the opinion of 
the twelve judges on the following queftion— 

* Whether the iiOue bom of a woman, after tweh* 
months from the day of her elopement fram her 
huibaiid, and living apart from him in open 
adultery ; fuch hufl>and, having inilituted a fuit 
in the Eccl'efiaiHcal Court, and no aicefs proved, 
be, or be not, a baftard ?* Which opinion was, 
— * That no matter of law being fubmitted 
to them in the propofition, they did not think 
themfelves competent to decide on a condufion 
offaas.' 

• Lord Thurlow recapitulated the arguments h« 
had before ufed on Bayntun's Divorce bill^ ad- 
hering ftill to the principle, that the Houfe wera 
not competent to decide upon the point of baf^ 
tardy, that being a matter of property. He de- 
fended his fentiments with refpe£t to the pre- 
fomption of the child being legitimate, wher* 
iht non^accefs of the huiband was not proved; 
and ftated feveral cafes and a^s of parliament 
to the fame purpofe, particularly thofe of the 
iith of Henry IV. and the 38th of Henry UL 
which, he faid, did not take away the conti- 
fiency of the woman, in cafe of a baftard, unlefs 
the non-accefs was proved. The learned lord, 
among other circumi^ances, mentioned one of a 
woman married to a man, who was fo debilitated 
by debauchery, as to make him incapable of 
generation $ but which woman, notwithftandiog» 
had a child. The f^St of baftacdy was to be 
Xttbftantlated by the cvidsnceof thf furgeoa who 



attended the hnfband, and the non-accefs of tHt 
parties} yet, though the debility was proved, it 
was not fufficient, as the huiband had been in 
London, where the woman lived, once Wttlua 
the year of her pr^ftancy t and had it not been 
for the bare-faced perjury of a wltnefs brought 
to prove aco«(s, the child would not ha^ been 
baftardised. His lordAlp then entered into the 
recital of the evidence given in the courfe of 
the trial; which, be faid, amounted to this-^ 
that a huiband found his wife unfaithful to , 
his bed 1^ and being of a Cbft, eafy, good-natureJ 
difpofition, accepted with tears die ring Ike re^ 
turned him, recommending her to the care of the 
adulterer, and feeking a divorce, to enable her to 
marry the man who had defiled his bed, and con^ 
tlnued to live within eight miles of her for m 
confiderable time after the feparation. Lord 
Thurlow concluded with wiihing that Mr. Bayn- 
tun had put his defign in execution, of going ooC 
of the kingdom from the firft day of fufpcding 
the adultery till the time of obtaining the di- 
vorce, as that would have been clear proof of 
fion-accefs. 

Lord Bathurft contended that the learned 
k)rd*8 quotations went againft his argument; as« 
in civil law, the child is baftardieed on proof of 
the adultery; and in this cafe there was fuffici<* 
ent proof to fubftantiate the prefumption of noi^ 
accefs. 

The bill was then ordered to be reported.

Several petitions were preientedy praymg a re- 
formation in the reprefentation of the people in 
parliament: one by Mr. Maiham, from the free^ 
holders of the county of Kent} another from 
thofe whole freeholds lie in the city of London; 
a third by Mr. Byng, from the houiholders of 
the Tower Hamlets j and a fourth by Mr. Fovj 
from the eledors of Weftminftcr. 
- Mr. W. Pitt then opened the bufinefs, by de- 
darings that he had never felt more embar- 
raflment or anxiety than at that moment, when 
he found himfelf obliged, for hiR country's good, 
to lay before the Houfe the imperfeflions of that 
conftitutlon to which every Engliihman ought 
to look up with reverential awej a coniHtution 
which, while it continued as it was framed by 
bur anceftors, wasjuftly efVeemed the effedl of the 
m'jft c >nfummate wifdom. Raifed by chat con- 
fUtution, to greatnefs and gloryi England had 
heen at once the envy and pride of the world ; 
Europe was taught by experience, that liberty was 
the foundation of true greatnefs; and that while 
England remained under a free government, fhe 
never failed to perform exploits which dazzled 
the neighbouring nations: but a melancholy chain 
of events, which had eciipfed the glory of Britain, 
exhibited a reverfe of fortune, which could only 
be accounted for upon this principle, that during 
the laft fifteen years, there had been a deviation 
from the principles of that happy conftitution, 
under which the people of England had fp long 
flouri&ed. It was not for him, with unh Allowed 
hands, to touch the venerable pile, and deface 
the fabric ; to fee it ftand in need of repair was 
fufficiently melancholy; but the more he revered 
It, the more he wlihed to fecure it^s duration to 
the latcft pofterity, the greater he felt the hccef • 
ilty of guarding againft it's decay. Innovations 
were at all times dangerous; and ihould never be 
attempted, but when abfolutely neceifary. Upon 
this principle he had given up the idea he had 
fuggefted to the Houfe laft year; and his objed at. 
prefent was not to innovate, but rather to renew 
and invigorate the conilitution. When he fub- 
mitted his propofitions to the Houfe laft year, he 
was told the fubjed was not to be difcuflcd amidft 
the din of arms^; the objed:ion was not widsout 
it's force; but at prefent it could not be repeated, 
as we were now in the enjoyment of peace. This,' 
therefore, was a proper time to enter upon the 
bufinefs of a reformation, which every roan muft 
be fatisfied was abfolutely neceflary. An Engli/h- 
man who fhould compare the floiiriihlng f^te of 
this coontiy but twenty years ago, with that of 
her prefent humiliation, muft be convinced, that! 
the ruin now brought on her has come- on by 
flow degrees, and almoft imperceptibly, from 
fomething vnrong in the conftitution: that fpme 
radical «rror exifted,- no one fremed to xlbubt ; all 
were cleaAy fatisfied of it, and various remedies 
had been devifed by thofe who wiihed to remove 
it* The Houfe itfeif had difcoverfed'thatfc-fccret. .

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The Commons, in former parlitinciiti, bad been 
bafe enough tofieed the inAuence which enflaved 
them, and to become at once the parent and 
offspring of corruption. This influence had now 
rifen to fuch a hdght, that men were afhamed 
any longer to deny it, and the Houfe had been 
driven to the neceffity of voting that it ought tA 
be diminifhed. Various were the e)cpedients which 
had been thought of for this falutary purpofe. 
Among them, was one to extend the right of vo- 
ting for members of parliament, at prefent fo 
confined, to all the inhabitants cf the kingdom; 
fo that every man without diftinAlon (hould en- 
joy that franchife. This expedient, he under- 
ftood, had been thought by fome the only one 
confiftent vrith a free conftitution. For his own 
part, he difapproved of this mode; as it was im* 
pof)ibIe to adopt it without reproaching our foi%» 
fathers, who had framed the coofUtution with fo 
much wifdom : for if this do^inc were to ob* 
tain, nearly one half of the people would be 
flaves, as it was impofiible that (he giving te 
every man a right of voting, however pleafing it 
might appear, could be reduced topra&ce. And 
thoiigh it were practicable, ftili one half of the 
nation would be-Aaves, as all who voted for the 
unfucc-dsful candidate, could not^ according ta 
this do^rine, be faid to be reprefeuted iiipariia* 
ment. It wks ftill harder with thofe memben 
who ihoulcKthemielves be made flaws, to be go- 
verned by bws to which they had not given 
their confent, and againft which • they actually 
voted. His idea of reprefentation, however, was 
this, that the members chofen were the repre- 
fentatives of che people at large; and this being 
his principle, he could not confent to an inno- 
vation founded on doftrines which- wen tfo far as 
to fay, that neither the prefent, nor any other 
Houfe of Commons, had ever been a true and 
conftitutional reprefentation of the people; as no 
Houfe of Commons had ever yet beeen elected 
by all the men in the kir^gdom. The country 
had profpered for a confiderable period, and even 
attained the fummit of glory, though this doc- 
trine had never been adopted; and he hoped no 
one would ever attempt to introduce it, or treat 
it in any other light than as a mere fpeeulative 
propofition. The fecond expedient he had heard 
of was, to aboliih the franchifeenjoyedbyfeveral 
boroughs of returning members to ferve in par- 
liament. Thefe places were known by the po- 
pular appellation of rotten boroughs. - He con- 
fefled there was fomething very plaufible in th»s 
idea, but fKll he was not for adopting \t} be con- 
fidered thofe bordughs in the light of deformities, 
which disfigured the ccn'f^itutionj but which, he 
beared, could not be removed vrithout endanger- 
ing the whole fabric. It was true that the re- 
prefentation of ithe people could not be right, 
uolefs the interefts of the rcprefentativei and 
the repi«feni«d weie the fame : thfe moment they 
became fjffhrett, the liberty of the people was-

door to door. Suffer me to recommend thofe of 
tills defcription, belonging to your State, to the 
Varmeft patronage of your excellency and your 
kgiflature. 

It is neccffary to fay but a few words on the 
third topic which was propofed, and which re« 
gards particularly the defence of the Republic. 
As there can be little doubt but Congrefs will 
recommend a proper peac6-ei):abli(hment, for the 
United States, in which a due attention will be 
paid to the importance of placing the militia uf 
the union upon a regular and refpediable footing; 
if this ibould be the cafe, I (houid beg leave to urge 
the great advantage of it in the ftr.:ngeft terms. 

The mHitia of this country muft be conAdered 
as the palladium of our fecurity, and the firft 
efte^oal reforc in cafe of hofliiity: it is effential, 
therefore, that the fame fyftem ihould per\'ide 
the whole; thftt the formation and difcipline of 
the militia of theConunent ihould beabfoluiely 
uniform; ftnd that the fame fpecies of arms, 
accoutrements, and military apparatus, fhou'd 
be introduced in every part of the United States. 
No one, who has not learned it from experience, 
<fan conceive the difficulty, expcnce, and confu- 
fion, which refult from a contrary fyftcir., or the 
vague arrangements which have hitherto pre- 
vaUed. 

If, in treating of political points, a greater la- 
titude than ufual has been taken in the courl'e'of 
thisaddrefs, the importance of the critis, and the 
magnitude of the obje£ls in difcuffiun, muft be 
tr»y apology: it is, however, neither my wifh nor 
tjKpeaation,thatthe preceding obfervations ihould 
tlaim any regard, except fo far as they ihalf 
appear to be dictated by a good intention; con- 
Ibnant to the immutable rules of jufrice, calcu- 
lated to produce a liberal fyftem of policy, and 
founded on whatever experience may have been 
acquired by a long and clofe attention to public 
bunnefs. Here 1 might fpeak with more conli- 
dence, from my aAual obfervations j and, if it 
would not i^well this letter, already too prolix, 
beyond the bounds I had prefcribed myfclf, I 
could demonilrate to every mind open to convic- 
tion, that in lefs time, and with much lefs ex- 
pence than has been incurred, the war might 
have been brought to the fame happy conclufiun. 
If the refourccs of the Continent couW have been 
l^roperly called forth; that the dif^refTt^s and dif- 
appointments which have very cftn occurred, 
have, in too many inf^nces, refuttcd more from 
a want of cfleiyy in the Contlnentat gd\ etnment. 



than a deficiency of means in the particular' 
States : that the inefHcacy of meafures, arifing 
from the want of an adequate authority in the 
fupreme power, from a partial compliance with 
the requiiitions of Congrefs in fome of the States^ 
and from a failure of punctuality in others, while 
they tended to damp the zeal of thofe who were 
more willing to exert themfelves, fenced alfo t« 
accumulate the expences of the war, and to fruf. 
Irate the beiV-concerted plans; and that the dif- 
couragement occaAoned by the complicated dif- 
ficulties and cmbarraiTmcnts, in which our af- 
fairs were by this means involved, would have long 
ago produced the diiTolucion of any army, left 
patient, lefs virtuous, and lefs perfevering, than 
that which I have had the honour to command* 
But while I mention thofe^things which are noto* 
rious fafts^ as the defedh of our foederal conili- 
tution, particularly in the profecutlon of a war, 
I beg it may be under Aood, that as I have ever 
taken a pleafure in gratefully acknowledging 
the aiTiilance aiid fupport I have derived from 
every clafs of citizf-ns; fo ihall 1 always be happy 
to do juilice to the unparalleled exertions of the 
individual States, on many intereiling occafions. 

I have thus freely difclofcd what I wiihed to 
make known before I furrendered up my public 
truft to thofe who committed it to me: the talk 
is now accompliihed. I now bid adieu to your 
excellency, as the chief magiihrate of your 
State; at the fame time I bid a laft farewel to 
the cares of ofhce, and all the employments of 
public life. 

It remains, then, to be my final and only re- 
quei^, your excellency will communicate thefc 
fentiments to your legiilature, at their next meet- 
ing; and that they may be confidcrcd as the legacy 
of one who has ardently wiihed, on all occafions, 
to be ufeful to his country; and who, even in 
the ihade of retirement, will not fail to implore 
the divine benediAion upon it. 

I now make it my carneft prayer, that God 
would have you, and the State over which you 
prefide, in his holy protection; that he would 
incline the hearts of the citizens to cultivate a 
fpiritof fubordination and obedience to Govern- 
ment; to entertain a brotherly affeClion and love 
for one another, for their fellow-citiacns of the 
United States at large, and particularly for their 
brethren who have fcrved in the field ; and finally, 
that he would moit gracioufly be plcafed to dif- 
pofe us all to do juilice, to love mercy, and to 
demean ourfelves with that charity, humilit)', 
and pacific temper of mind, which were the cha- 
rafteriitics of the Divine Author of our bleiled 
religion! without an humble imitation of whofc 
example, in thefe things, we can never hope to 
be a happy nation.

It muft not, however^ be forgot, 
that Mr. Sheridan produced a noble 
culogium on the death of Mf. Gar- 
rick, under the title of a Monody, 
which was feveral times recited by 
Mrs. Yates, atDrury Lane Theatre,-, 
with constant and defervedapplaufe *. 

* Previous to the laft general eleftion, 
Mr. Sheridan had turned his thoughts' 
towards politics, joining Mr. Fox as 
a Wefi^mmfter aiTociator, and diflin- 
guiihing himfelf as one of the Aiofl 
adive partizans of that gentleman. 
And, procuringhimfelfto be returned 
one of the members for Stafford, he 
began his political career, giving up 
even the formality of attendme to the 
buHnefs of the theatre, his mare ,in 
which was now difpofed of. 

Having thus obtained a feat in par- 
liament, he joined his friend Mr. Fox, 
and other members of the then op- 
pofition, with all that virulence for 
which thofe gentlemen were fo emi- 
nently remarkable. The event is 
fufficiently known. Having joined in 
driving out Lord North, at the be- 
ginning of lafl year, he received his 
mare of the fpoil, in an appointment 
to the under- fecretaryfhip for, the 
Northern Department ; but religned, 
with the refl of the Rockingham par- 
ty, on the Earl of Shelburne's fuc- 
ceeding the deceafed marq^^uis; and, 
in coniequence of the late coalition, 
again came into office. 

As an orator,. Mr. Sheridan h^s not 
very much diftinguilhed himfelf; nor 
is he, in our opinion, at all calculated 
to fhine as a great ilatefmaji. .His 
wit, however, may be ufeful in thofe 
entertaining converfations which of 
late years 10 frequently fupply the' 
place of eiTential builnefs in the houle, , 
arid ferve to ward off the 'farcafms 
which ^ight otherwife be levelled at. 
His good friends and colleagues, ]by! 
f\xc\i country gentlemen as may dread' to 
encounter the Ihafts of ridicule'. His. 
attack on Mr. Pitt, under the appeUa- 
tion'bf the;4»^ry ^^y, was greatly bfei'' 
lieath theTtnator; and we. could not. 



help reHedling, that the manlinefs of 
Mr. Sheridan himfelf was in age little 
fuperior, and in political experience 
much left, than that of the gentleman 
whom he treated with fuch grofs afpe-^ 
ri*y; to fay nothing of' the refpecl 
which is due to afon of the immortal 
Chatham, who inherits all his father's 
virtues, and a very ample (hare of hi« 
tranfcendent abilities. 

But we will now fay no more of 
Mr. Sheridan's polittcal talents, the 
extent of which time will fufficiently 
develope. 

Confid^red as a dramatic writer, 
we fhall vtvy freely affert, that the 
drama feems td us very little indebt- 
ed to him. The aftonifliing fuccefs 
of hift Duenna, led the way to a falfe 
tafle in our theatres, which was not 
much .improved by the moral of the 
School for Scandal, pleaiing as both 
thefe pieces undoubtedly are. Nor 
do we mean to infinuate that they 
are fo defedtive in literary merit as 
many perfons have contended. We 
gr£int Mr. Sheridan the greatefl dra« 
matic powers, were his genius dired- 
ed to proper objeds ; but to this im* 
portant article he appears to have 
paid littleo'r no attention. On the con- 
trary, we may almoft fay that he gave 
the Tragic Mufe her death-wound, ia 
his entertainment of tlic Critic, which 
we have always coniidered as the off- 
fpring of a pen that had in vain at* 
tenjpted to write a tragedy, and there- 
fore felt a malicious pkafure in decry- 
ing a fpecies of compoiition which has 
been deemed fuperior to it's own. 

It is to be remembered, that though 
the Duke of Buckingham, and Mr. 
Fielding, both wrote performances 
^^hich furnifhed the idea of Mr. She- 
lidan's, thefe celebrated writers con- 
iihed their farcaims to the real defeds 
of tragedy, and not to the imaginary 
ones* This was made fufficiently evi- 
dent^ by the publication of a Key 
which accompanied the one, and by 
Explanatory -Notes' at the bottom of 
the other: but the moft curfory exa- 
miner of Mr. Sheridan's Critic, or 
Tragg^j^r I^eheirfedi is continually 
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difgufted at his 9uire reorcfcnUtion 
of fuch incidents as maft neceiTaril/ 
occur in the bed tragedies. 

The infJercnce is obvious : andtho 
prefent ftate of the drama fufficiently 
illuftrates what we have advanced. 

One circum (lance we had nearly 
forgot, which feems to oppofe our ge- 
neral affertion, that Mr. Sheridan is 
not qualified to be a great ftatefman—x 
during his dramatic premierihip, (or 



we are mifin/brm^d) no mhiifter on 
earth ever promifed fairer to thofe 
who attended his levee; nor fooner 
forgot, or found the impropriety or 
impofiibility of granting, the favours 
he had too haflily confented tobeftow. 
With thefe qualifications and de- 
fedts, Mr. Sheridan is nniverfally al- 
lowed to poiTefs a heart that means 
well to all mankind.

FOSSILS AND MINERALS. 

THOUGH Chalk is among the 
fofteft and white^ft fubftances, it 
produces flint, the hardeftand blackeft 
df bodies, and is by art converted into 
lime and whiting. It is the moft re- 
markable abforben tin naturc,and prc- 
fer^le to all the earths imported from 
foreign countries, being an infallible 
fpecific for the heart-burn. Chalk- 
hills afford the beft fprings of foft wa- 
ter, and foften hard water admirably. 

Fuller's earth, from the peculiar 
property it poflefles of fcourmg and 
cleanfing cloths and flufFs from the 
oil and gjreafe neceffarily ufed in ma^ 
nufa^lunng them, has become an ef- 
fential article in the fulling- trade, 
is of the greateft confequence in com- 
merce, and confequently entitled to 
a diiliingttiihed rank among foflils. In«> 
deed, the microfcope fhews nothing 
in the particles of this earth diifercnt 
from tnofe of any other; fo that the 
caufe of this imporunt efie£fc is yet 
unknown. 

The earth from the Soapy Rocks ill 
Cornwall, near the Lizard's Pdint, 
has all the appearance of a natural 
ibap,both to the eye and to the touch* 
in refped to fmoothnefs aiid lubri- 
city, at the fame time that it has none 
of the cffefts of foap or fuller'searth. 
This earth is monopolized^y the ma- 
nufadurers of Englifli ^ina, o'fi^ 
goimt^of It's whiteaefiiv finenefs, and 



firm grain; but it is txot comparable 
with that of Nankin or Drefden. 

What is commonly called Mufcory 
Glafs is the principal and moft noble ^ 
fpecies of talc that the earth produ- 
ces. It is dugout of the mountains in 
the northern parts of Ruilia, from a 
hard earth to which it adheres, as is 
evident from the various forms in 
which it isbrought to us : the internal 
part confifts of an infinite number of 
plates or flakes of a tough tranfpa- 
rent fubflance, refembling thin plates 
or iheetsof glafs. It is eanly fplit, and 
feparated into plates, or pieces, more 
or lefs tranfparent as they are thinner 
or thicker, and which are often fo very 
thin as to float in ur, and to produce 
by reflefiion the moft intenfeandbril- 
liantcolours. They havenothing brit- 
tle in their compofltion, but are ver^ 
daftic, ftrong, and pliant; hence their 
jrreat utility in optics, for holding ob- 
jeds placed between tWo of them to 
be viewed in. the holes of Aiders under 
the microfcope : and. As they may be 
taken of any thicknefs, length* or' 
breadth, that Ian thorns may require, 
they are much more convenient to 
put into thofe utenfils than glafs, 
which is brittle, or horii, which is 
lefs pellucid. Befides, it is not fooin. 
affe^ed by fire ; for if a piece be hefd 
in the flame of a candle till it is yed- 
hot, when it is removed, noillteraCiOtt' 
c^a be perceived in it^s traufparlfeh-' 
cy^ or any other prcrperty; thOMh by* 
a' long continuance in very ftrong. 
fire it win become calcined and* quite* 
0|tatee,.itafldi rdcmbling leaf- tin. 

The true origin aad natllt of VUki- 

ber* 
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to move freely, will place itfelf in on^ 
and the fame pofitaon with refped to 
the points of the compaf^, for many 
years together, without any fenfible 
alteration. If an artificial magnet, or 
what is ufually called a magnetic nee« 
dle,has a brafs cap fixed in it's centre^ 
with a conical hole on the lower fide^ 
by which it may be fufpended oa 
the point of a pin in the centre of « 
circle divided into thirty-two equal 
parts, then this needle being truly 
equipoifed, will, after fcvcraTvibra- 
tions, fettleitfelf in apofition dire£bd 
to one of thofe divifions on tne cird^ 
called the thirty-two points of the 
compafs. The noble art of navlgatioa 
depends wholly upon the magnet, or 
the variation of the needle it occa- 
fions. This variation of the needle is 
in itfelf variable, the fituation and di- 
redlion of the needle in any one place 
gradually altering, fo ^s, in acourfe o^ 
years, to become fenfible: thus, it 
London, the variation was a whole 
point to the eail about a centurv ago; 
afterwards it veered to the nortn, an4 
at lafl came precifely into the plane 
of the meridian of London, fo that 
then there was no variation at all. 
Ever iince that time it has been veer- 
ing weflward> and is now more than 
twenty-one degrees to the weftward 
of our meridian. But this proves np 
impediment to navigation ; becaufe, 
if the quantity of itoe known at any 
time, there is nothing more requifiteu 
In order to render a needle magnetic 
cal, the north part muilbemadefome- 
what lighter than the fouthern, for 
otherwiie' it would not ftaad levd^ 
T)ut dip below the horizon : but thi^ 
dipping of the needje, apd the vari- 
ation,: tend to the fame, things only 
the former is in a vertical plf u^, whilp 
the latter is in a Eorizont^l one. Th^ 
needle dips with us about feven ty. de- 

frees 'hctovf the hqrizoo; but this 
ipping is of no ufe to mariners, be^* 
caule .BE^ade in the plane of the merir 
dian. * In communicating this virtue 
tq the needb>,threetkdngs are. very 
carefully to be obferved: 5rfl, that it 
be touched by an artificial magnet, 
^s the power is much gr<?ater t^an in 
4 natural one; fecondly, that each

ber, as a foflii, is unknown, but it is 
probably of a mineral fpecies, being ar 
&ind of bitumen, that was once in a 
fluid or very foft date, as is evinced by 
the number of extraneous objects ob* 
ieiy^ in it, fuch as ftraws, or fmall in- 
fefls, and that it was hardened into it's 
prefent Hate by a mineral acid of the 
nature of fpirit of fulphur, oil of vi- 
tripl, &c. The native colour of an^- 
ber is yellow; it is tranfoarent to a 
conitderable degree, of a hard, com- 
pa£l confiftence, admits of a very high 
poliih, and is of an inflammable na- 
ture,^ and fuppofed to be foluble in 
certain menllruums. 

Tourmalin^ is a g^m* or jewel, 
which the Dutch artiSs firft difcover* 
«d to poflefs an ele£lric power; for, 
in heating it by grinding and polifli- 
ing, they ob^rved that it attrad- 
ed aihes, and other light bodies near 
it. As^le£tricity is of two forts, am- 
ber pofleires one, and glafs the other : 
but the tourmalin poflefles them both; 
or, rather, both forts may be excited 
in it, the pofitive on one ude, and the 
negative on the other. The mode of ex- 
citing eledridty, in amber and glafs, 
is by rubbing; out, in the tourmalin, 
by heating it only. Thus, if it be 
heated by fire or hot water, one fide 
will attra£l and the other repel light 
bodies; but it is of too fmall a bulk to 
afford theie powers in quantities and 
llrenf th fuffident forpra£lical ufes. 

The Maenet, or Loadftone, is a 
foffil which nas the fingular property 
of attrading and repelling iron, but 
no other body, unlefs it be the iame 
in fttbfiance. There are two parts in 
every mf^gnet, called it's poles, from 
oneof wKich iSUes an attra^^ive, and 
from the other a repulfive power. 
This is univer&Uy the cafe in tytry 
piece of magnet, groat or fmall; and 
U^a power IS communicat^le to iron^ 
^Ht to uo other iubitance. . Thepag*- 
aetic Iron is then called an artificial 
magnet* anda&s in every refpe^^ like 
the iiaxural.pae* This power circu- 
lates from one pole to tne othei*, on 
f^trf 44c ;^ thw^re, cvtxy magnet 
is in tbe cen^e eSf a magnetic vortex 
or atmp^ph^'e of (t*& own powen 
"Every ^Bo^i^f^ ^^wjic* iff * scwlitipa 
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end of the needle be touched at the 
fame time, the north end of the nee- 
dle by the fouth pole of the magnet, 
and the fduth end of the needle by the 
north pole of the magnet; thirdly^ 
that, in touching, the magnets are al- 
ways to be drawn from the middle to 
the ends of the needle This lall cau- 
tion is particularly neccflary, becaufe 
what is gained by drawing the mag- 
net one way, is loft by drawing it the 
other; and the fecond precaution is 
,aIfo neccflary, becaufe the fame polar 
Virtue inthe ends of the magnet and 
needle makes them repel each other, 
and confequently the end of the nee- 
dle that was touched by the fouth 
pole of the magnet will be repelled 
afterwards by it, Thougii there 
muft be a fomething to aftuate the 
needle at fea, nothing that is abfo- 
.Iiitely invifible can affeft the needle 
tut magnetifm : it is therefore evi- 
dent that nothing befides th^ earth 
itfelf can be the magnet in queftion; 
*£nce a magnetic vortex from the earth 
alone canl>e fufiicient to account for 
thephaenomenaof the needle on every 
part of it's furface. But the poles of 
It's magneti(m can ijever be in the 
i>oles of the globe, or in the ends of 
It's axis, becaufe in that cafe there 
could be no variation of the needle, 
'but a drp|)ing only. Neither can they 
*be fixed in anyother partof the earth's 
furface, for in fuch cafe, there would 
4>e a conftant variation in the fame 
•place. There muft, therefbre, ne- 
xeiTarily be an internal tnagnet in the 
>arth, which is moveable, and con- 
•ftantiy altering it'sppfitionji or. direct- 
tion-of it'fe axis. THe ftre^itth of na- 
tiiraP irnagnets is eftimatedb)^ their 
blat'krnersv hardnefs, and the weight 
'thef are citable of lifting conipared 
'with their own. TJiofe which will 
tafke u|) twenty times their own 
weight are reckoned .very good. 
Others will take up thirty times their 
tnvii weight, but fucK ate rarely to be 
^eV^ith. "\ '

in It's common appearance, much like 
other cl*yftals, pellucid and clear as 
water: it alfo grows, lik>? them, from 
the hardcft rock and ftone, in form ojf 
liexagonal pyramids, with very ftiarp 
points'. When thefe large cryftals 
are broken off the ftone, and into 
many different pieces, each piece, 
whether large or fmall, is precifeljr 
of the fame form, or auadradgle, hav^ 
ing fix fides, and the two oppofitie 
ones exadly parallel to each other. 
Every piece has the fame form and 
attribliteis. It has thejpi^culiar pro- 
perty of "doubie refraftion; fo that a 
beam of light,' inftead of palling 
through' it .ingly, and entire, as in 
glafs, is divided into two 6r more 
beams of light; and* the obj eft view- 
ed by thefame light is divided in like 
manner into two or more objects. 
Naturalifts have hitherto con fid ered 
only two refradled beams in this cry.. 
ftal;, but it has beenfdund, on grind- 
ing and poliftiing feveral pieces into 
the form of prifms, that the refrac- 
tion is. not only doufble, but manifold; 
and that a variety of prifins produce 
a great variety of refradtions, and 
prefent as great a nuniber of images 
to the view of one and the fame ob- 
jeft. Some fhew but two images, 
others three, four, fix, twelve, fixteen, 
and even twenty; which demonftrates 
that there is a refraftion of oncbeam 
of light into as many different partsr. 
Each image is at the fame time tinged 
with a variety of prifmatic colours, 
fome of which a^-e intenfely ftrong and 
bright when the obje£l is luminous^ 
as t|ie window, a c^ndle^' or the fun. 

The Aft)eftbs, or Aipian^us, is 
poffefled of very lingular and lextra- 
ordinary qualities ; and that ftrang^ 
and furprifing one, peculiar to this 
foffil, by which it refifts the force 
of the firongeft fire, renders it a fub- 
jeft of the greateft admiration. One 
fide of the Afl)eftos exhibits nothing 
remarkable in it's appearance; but the

From the eicperimeats on venous 
and arterial bUxi, recited in the third 
ibaion of that wprk, it appears, that 
the capacity of the blood ^ cos.* 
taining heat is fp niuch augmented 
in the lungs, that, if it's temperature 
were not fupported by the heat whic^ 



revolution, is lefs imparegnated with 
phlogifton; for' we have feen, that 
the venons. blood, in thefe circ«»» 
ftances, becomes gradually paler an^ 
paler in it's coJonr,. till at length it 
acquires ircry nearly the appearance 
.of the arterial: and it is fendere4

Dr. Frieftley, that the dark and livid 
cobur of the blood in the vein$ de- 
pends upon^ it^s combinalafDs witli 
phlogifton in the minute veiMs. 
Since, therefore, in a heated medium^ 
this fluid does not aflujne the bfiie li- 
vid hue, we may conclude, that it does 
•ot attrad an equal quantity of iKe 
pfaJbgiftic principle*.

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capillaries will not be equal to that 
which it had abforbed in the greater 
vcffch, or pofitive cold will be pro- 
daced. tf the blood, for example, in 
it's paifage to the capillaries, abforb 
from the greater vedels a quantity of 
heat as 30 degrees, and if in confe- 
^iience of it's receiving a lefs impreg- 
nation of phlogidon than formerly, it 
l^ave off at the extreme velTels a quan- 
tity of heat only as 20 degrees, it is 
manifeil, that upon the whole a de- 
gree of refrigeration will be produ- 
ced as 10 degrees, and this caufe of 
refrigeration will continue to aA while 
the venous blood is gradually afl\im- 
ing the hue of the arterial, till the 
diferehce between them is obliterated ; 
after which it will ceafe to operate. 
Thus it appears, that when animals 
are placed la a warm medium, the 
fame procefs which formerly fupplied 
them with heat becomes for a time 
tbeinflrument of producing cold, and 
probably preferves them from fuch 
rapid alterations of temperature as 
ought be fatal to life. 

Upon the whole, the increafed eva- 
poration, the diminution of that pow- 
er by which the blood in the natural 
flate is impregnated with phlogillon, 
and the conftant reflux of the heated 
ft aids towards the internal parts, feem 
to be the great caiifes upon which the 
refrigcradon depends. Having (bund 
that the attra&ion of theblood tophlo. 
gi^on was diminiihed by heat, it ap- 
peared probable, on the other hand, 
that it would be increafed by cold. To 
determine this, a dog at 100 degrees 
was immerfcd in water nearly at 45 
4egr6«s. In about a quarter of an hour 
a miall quantity of olood was taken 
from the jugular vein, which was cvi- 
deirtly much deeper in it's colour than 
that which had been taken in the warm 
bath, and appeared to me, as well as to 
feveral other gentlemen, to be the 
dkrkeft venoms blood we had ever feen . ' 

P/om this exjfyedment, compared 
11^ thofe which hare been recited 
atbove, wc may jpcrccive the reafon 
why anhnals prcferve an eqoal tem- 
j^eratare, notrnthftanditrg the great 
▼ariatbns in the heat of the atmo- 
^ertg arifing frojo the viciflitudes 



of the weather, and the difference of 
feafon and climate: for, as foon aa 
by expofure to external cold, an un« 
dfuat diffipation of the vital heat ia 
produced, the blood, in the coarfeof 
the circulation, begins to be more 
deeply impregnated with the phlo- 
giftic principle. It will therefore 
furnifh a more copions fupply of this 
principle to the air in the lungs, and 
will imbibe a greater quantity of fire 
in return. 

In fummer, on the contrary, the 
reverfe of this will take pUce, lefa 
phlogiflon will be attra6led in the mi« 
nute veflels, and lefs fire will be ab« 
forbed from the air. 

And hence the power of generating 
heat is in all cafes proportioned to 
the demand. It it increafed by the 
winter colds, diminiihed by the fom<^ 
mer heats: it is totally fuipended 01* 
converted into a contrary power, ac- 
cording as the exigences of the ani<^ 
mal may require. 

From the changes which are pro- 
duced in the colour of the venona 
blood by heat and cold, we may like*' 
wife perceive the reafon why the tern- 
peratureofthebody is frequently in-« 
creafedby pi unging fuddenly into cold 
water, and why the warm bath haa 
fuch powerful effe^s in cooling the 
fyftem, and in removing a general or 
partial tendency to inflammation*

The 
Aim total of the mortality in both Ca- 
labrias^ and in Sicily, by the earth- 
quakes alone, according to the returns 
in the Secretary of State's office at 
Naples, is 32,367; but I have good 
reafon to believe, that, including llran- 
gers, the number of lives loft mufthave 
been coniiderably greater; 40,000 at 
leafl may be allowed, and> I believe^ 
without any exaggeration* 

Prom the fame office intelligence we 
likewife^heard, that the inhabitants of 
Scilla, ion the Arfi (hock of t^e earth- 

. quake, the 5th of February, had efca- 
ped from their houfes on the rock, and, 
following the example of their prince, 
taken (helter On the fea*ihore; but that 
in the night-time the fame (hock which 
had raifed and agitated the- iea fo vio- 
lently, and done fo much damage on 
the point of the Faro of Mcffina, had 
aded with ftill greater violence there, 
for that the wave (which was repre- 
fentcd id have been boiling-hot, and 
that many people had been fcalded by 
it's rifing to a great height) "went fu- 
rioufly three miles inland, and'fwept 
of in it's return 2473 of the inhabi- 
tants of Scilla,' with, the prince at their 
head, who were at that time ei ther<m the 
Scilla fband, or in boats near the fhore. 
' All accounts agreed, that of the 
number of fhocks which have been felt

it WAS this laft fliock that affeded moft 
the upper.part of Calabria Ultra, and 
the lower part of the Citra, an authen- 
tic defcription of which you will fee 
hereafter, in a letter which I received 
from the Marquis Ippolito, an accurate 
obferver, refiding at Csitanzaro in the 
Upper Calabria. The firft and the 
laft fhotks muft have been tremendous 
indeed, and only thefc two were fen- 
£bly felt in this capital. 

The accounts which this govern- 
ment has received from the province 
of Cofenza, are lefs melancholy than 
thofe from tbe province of Calabria 
Ultra. From Cape Suvero to the 
Cape of Cetraro, on the weilern coaft» 
the inland countries, as well as thofe 
on the coaft, are iiud to have fuffered 
more or lefs, in ; proportion to their 
proximity to the fuppofed centre of 
the earthquake; and it has been con-> 
ftantly obferved, that it's greateft vio- 
lence has been exerted, and'ftill con- 
tinues to be fo> on the weftern iide of 
the Ajpennines, precifely the celebra- 
ted Sila of the ancient Brutii, and that 
all thofe countries fituated to theeaft-^ 
ward of the Sila ha,d felt the (hocks pf 
the earthquake, but without having 
received any dapage from them. In 
the province of Cofenza, there does not 
appear to be above 100 lives loft. In 
the laft accounts from the moft abided 
part of Calabria Ultra, two iingular 
phenomena are mentioned: at about 
the diftance of three miles from the 
ruined city of Oppido, there was a hill 
(the foil of which is a fandy clay) 
about 500 palms high, and 1 300 in cir- 
.cumference at it's bafis; it was faid 
that this hill, by the fhock of the 5ih 
of February, jumped to the diftance of 
about four miles from the fpot where 
it ftood, into a plain, called the Campo 
d} Baflkno. At theiame time the hill 
on which the town of Oppido ftood, 
which extended about three miles, di- 
vided into two, and as it's (ituation 
was between two rivers, it's ruin^ fill- 
ed . up the valley and ftoppcd the

From Sicily the accounts of the moft 

' ferious nature were thofe of the de- 
f(ru£lioa of the greateft part of the 
noble city of Memna, by the ihock of 
the 5 th of Febraary, and of the re- 
maining parts by the fubfeqaent ones; 
that the quay in the port had funk 
coniideriably, and was in fbme places a 
palm and half under water; that the 
fuperb building, called the Palazzata, 
which gave the port a more magnifi. 
cent appearance than any port in Eu- 
rope can bbaft of, had been entirely 
rdined; that the lazaret had been 
greatly damaged, but that the citadel 
had fuiFered little; that the mother- 
church had fallen : in ihort, that Mef- 
fina wai no more; that the tower at : 
the point of the entrance of the Faro 

- was half deihoyed; and that the fame 
hot wave that had done fuch mifchief 
at Scilla, had paiTed over the point 
of land at the Faro, and carried off* 
about 24 people. The viceroy of Si- - 
cily like wife gave an account of fome 
damage done by the earthquakes, 
but' nothing confiderable, at Melazzo, 
Patti, Terra di Santa, Lucia, Caflro 

< Keale, and in the Ifland of Lipari. 
This, Sir, was the intelligence I was 
polTefied of at the end of lafl month: 
out, as I am particularly curious, as you 
know, on the fubje£l of vokanos, and 
was perfuaded in my own mind (from 
the pre fen t earthquake's being con fined 
to one fpot) that fome great chemical 
operation of nature of the volcanic fort 
was the real caufe of them; in order 
to clear up many points, and to come 
at truths, which you alfo well know, 
Sir» is exceedingly difficult, I took the 
fudden refolution to employ about 
twenty days (which was as much as I 
could allow, and have time tobeoutof 
Italy, in my way home, before the heats 
itt in) in making the tour of fuch 

■ parts of Calabria Ultra and Sicily as 

• liad been, and were ilill, moft afFedled 
by the earthquakes, and examining 
with' my own eyes the phsenxunena 
above-mentioxied. I accordingly hired 



for that purpofe a Mattefe fperonara for 
myfclf, and a Neapolitan felucca for my 
fervants, and left Naples on the 2d of 
May. I was furuifhed, by command 
of his Sicilian Majefty, with ample 
pailports, and orders to the command* 
ing ofiicers of the diiferent provinces 
to give me every affiftance and protec* 
tion in the purfuit of my objed. I had 
a pleafant voyage in my Maitefe fpero- 
nara (which are excellent boats, and 
the boatmen very ikilful) alone the 
coaft af the Principaio Citra and Ca- 
labria Citra, after having paiTed the 
Gulph of Policaftro. At Cedraro, I 
found the firil fymptoms of 'the earth- 
quake, fome of the principal inhabi- 
tants of that city having quitted their 
houfes, and living in new.ereded 
barracks, though not a houfe in the 
whole town, as I could fee, had fuf- 
fered. At St. Lucido I perceived that 
the baron's palace, and the church- 
ileeple, had fuiFered, and that moil of 
the inhabitants were in barracks. The 
barracks are juft fuch fort of buildings 
as the booths of our country-fairs, 
though indeed many I have feen are 
more like our pig-flyes. As my ob- 
jedl was to get as fail as poifible to the 
centre of the mifchief, having little 
Ume, and much to fee» I contented 
myfelf with a diHant view of Maida, 
Nicaftro, and Santo Eufemia, and 
puihed on to the town of Pizzo, in 
Calabria Ultra, where I landed on the 
evening of the 6th of May. This 
town, iituated on the fea, and on a 
volcanic cuiFa*, had been greatly da- 
maged by the earthquake of the 5th 
of February, but was compleatly ruin- 
ed by that of the ^Sth of March. £k.^ 
the inhabitants of this town (amount- 
ing to about 5000) had fnfficient 
warning, and had left their houfes » and 
taken to barracks on the firH ihock, the 
5th of February, the mortality on 
the 28th of March was inconiiderable; 
hut, from: the barracks, having been 
ill Gonilrufbed, and • many iituated ii| 
a very:con£ned, .Qnwholefome.ipDt,'>an 
epidemical diforder.had .taken place, 
and carried off.many, addwas.ilill in 
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fatal force wkilft I was there, in fpit6 
of the wife endeavoan of eovernment 
to ftop it^s progrefs. I fear, as the 
beats increaie, the fame misfortune 
will attend many parts of the unfortu- 
nate Calabria, as alfo the city of M ef- 
^a. The inhabitants of Pizzo feem- 
ed to me to have habitaated them- 
felres already to their prefent incon- 
venient manner of living, and (hops of 
every kind were opened in the ftreets 
of the barracks, which, except fome 
few, are bnt poorly conftrufled. I was 
a£ured here, that the volcano df 
StromboH,which is oppofite, and infuU 
view of this town, and at the diftance 
of above fifty miles, had fmoked.lefsu 
and thrown up a lefs quantity of in- 
Earned matter during the earthquake 
than it had done for fome years paft; 
that flight fhocks continued to be felt 
daily; and the night I flept here, on 
board the fperonara drawn on fhore, I 
was awakened with a fmart one, which 
feemed to life up the bottom of the 
boat, bat it was not attended with 
any fubterraneous noife. My fervants, 
in the other boat, felt the fame. The 
next day, I ordered my boats to pro- 
ceed to Reggio, and I went on horfe- 
back to Monteleone, about fix miles 
from Pizzo^ up hill, on a road of ioofe 
ftpnes and clay, fcarcely pa^ble in 
this feaibn, but through the mod beau- 
tiful and fertile country I ever beheld; 
a perfe^ garden of olive-trees, mul- 
berry-trees, fruit-trees, and vines ; and 
under thefe trees the richeft crops of 
corn or lupins, beans, or other vege- 
tables, which feemed to thrive per- 
fedly, though under a thick fhade. 
This is the ftile of the whole plain of 
Monteleone, except that here and 
there are vafl: woods of oak and olive 
trees mixed, and their olive trees are 
of fuch a fize as 1 could never have 
conceived, being half as big as the oaks 
themfelves, which are fine timber- 
trees, and more than treble the dze of 
the olive trees of the Campagna F<elice. 
The olive woods, in fgrne parts of the 
plain, are regularly planted in lines, and 
in others grow irregularly. Though 
the obje^ of my prefent JoMrney was 
meirly to take a hafty vievv of the fpots 



which had fuffered fo much by the 
calamity, my attention was continually 
called away, and I was loft in the ad- 
miration of the fertility and beauty of 
this rich province, exceeding by many 
degrees (as to the firft point) eyery 
country I have yet feen. Beiides the 
two rich produds of iilk and oil, in 
which this province furpafles every , 
other, perhaps in the whole world, it 
abounds with corn, wine, cotton, li- 
quorice, fruit, and vegetables of every 
kind; and if it's population and in- 
duilry kept pace with it's fertility, the 
revenue of Calabria Ultra might fur^- 
ly be more than doubled in a (hort 
time. I faw whole groves of mulber- 
ry-trees, the owners of which told me 
did not let for more than five Hiillings 
ati acre, when every acre would be 
worth at leaH five pounds, had they 
hands to gather the leaves and attend 
the filk-worms. The town of Monte- 
leone, anciently Vibo Valentia, is 
beautifully fituate on a hill, overlook- 
ing tlie fea, and the rich plains above 
mentioned, bounded by the Appenines, 
and crowned by Afpramonte, the high* 
eft of them all, interfperfed with towns 
and villages, which, alas! are no more 
than heaps of ruins. The town of 
Monteleone fuifered little by the RrA 
fhocks of the earthquake; but wae 
greatly damaged by that of the zSth 
of March, (though only twelve lives 
were loft) and all the inhabitants are 
reduced to live in barracks, many of 
which are well conftrufled with either 
planks or reeds, covered with plaifter 
on the ou tilde. As this country has 
eyer been fubjedi to earthquakes, the 
barons had ufually abarrack near their 
palace, to retire to on the leaft alarm 
of an earthquake. 1 inhabited here a 
magnificent one, confifting of many 
r^oms well f^rnifhed, which was built ' 
by the prefent Duke of Montelebne's 
grandfather. I owe the fafety and 
the expedition of the very interefting 
journey which I have taken through 
this province, to this duke's goodnefs, 
a^ he was pleafed„ at Naples, to furniih 
me with a letter to his agent; in con- 
fequence^f which, I was not only moft 
hpfpitably and e}egantly treated in his

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birractt, and Aipplied with excdlent 
fare-fboted horns for myfelf and {er^ 
rant, but alfo with two of his horfe*. 
gnaids, well acquainted with the orofs* 
roads of the coantry, without .which< it 
would have t^en impoflible, with any 
degree of fafety, to have vifited every 
curious fpot between Monteleone and 
Reggio, as I did, in four days. No 
one, that has not had the experience, 
-can conceive the horrid ftate of the 
roads in Calabria, even in thia feafon, 
nor the Aiperior excellence of the 
horfes of the country. • All agreed 
liere, that every (hock of the earth- 
quake feemed to come wltha rumbling 
noiie from the weftward, beginning 
uiually with the horizontal motion, 
and ending with the vorticofe, which 
is the motion that has ruined moft of 
the baildings in this province; The fame 
obfervation I found to be a general 
one throughout this province. 1 found 
it a general obfervation alfo, that be- 
fore a ihock of an earthquake, . the 
clouds feemed to be fixed and motion- 
lefs; and that^ immediately after a 
heavy (hower of rain, a fiiock quick- 
ly followed. I fpoke with many 
hereu and cHewhere, who were thrown 
down by the violence of feme of 
the (hocks; and feveral peafants in the 
country told me, that the motion of 
the earth was Co violent, that the heads 
of the largeft trees almoft touched the 
ground from iide to iide; that, during 
a (hocfe. Oxen and horfes extended their 
legs wide afunder, not to he thrown 
down; and that they gave evident 
iigns of being fenfible of the approach 
of each ihock^ I myfelf obferved, ' 
that in the parts that have fuffer^d 
jnoft by the earthquakes, the bray- 
ing of an afs, the neighing of a hoHe, 
or the cackling of a goof<$, always 
drove people out of their barracks, 
and was the occaiion of many Pater* 
noflers and Ave-Marias being repeated 
in expcflation of a (hock. From Mon- 
teleone I'defcended into the plaint 
having paKTed through many towns and 
villages which had been more or lefs 
ruined, according to their vicinity to 
the plain. The town of Mileto, fitu- 
aM in th« bottO(Q« I faw was totally 



deflroyed,. and not a> houfe* ftanding* 
At ibm'e diftance I faw Soriano and - 
the noble Dominican Convent a heap 
of ruins: but, as my object was not to 
vifit ruins, but, the greater phznome- 
na produced by earthquakes, I went 
on to Rofarno* I rauft, however, firft 
mention the mod remarkable inftance* 
I met with of animals being able to live- 
long without food, of which there have- 
been many examples during theft » 
prefent earthquakes. At Soriano tw^^ 
fattened hogs, that had remained bu- 
rled under a heap of rains, were taken • 
out alive the forty-fecond day; thef 
were lean and weak, but ibon reco-- 
vered. One of his SiciHan Majeily's - 
engineers, who was preient at the 
taking them out, gave me this infor- 
mation. It was evident to me, in this 
day's journey, that all habitations 
iituated on high grounds, theioil of 
which is a. gritty iand-ftone, fomewhat 
like a granite, b,ut without the conitf- 
tence^ had fuffered lefs than thofe 
fituated on the plain, which are uni* 
verfally- levelled to the ground. The : 
foil of the plain is a fandy clay, white^ 
red, or brown; but the white .prevails 
nK>ft, and is full of marine- fhells, par* 
ticularly footlop-ihells. This valley 
of clay is interfeCted in many places by 
rivers and torrents coming from the 
mountains, which have produced wide 
and deep ravines all over the country. 
Soon after v^e had pafTed through the 
ruined town of St. Pietro, we had a 
diftant view of Sicily, and the fummit 
of Mount Mttiz, which fmoked confi- - 
derably, Jnft before we arrived at 
Rofarno, near a ford of the River 
Mamella, we paiTed over a fwampy 
plain, fn many parts of which I was 
fhewn fmall hollows in the earth, of 
the ihape of an inverted cone; they 
were covered with fand, as was die foU 
near them* I was told that, during > 
the earthquake of the 5 th of February, 
from each of thefe fpdcs a fountain of 
water mixed with fand had been drives ' 
up to a confiderable heightt I fpoke 
to a peafant here, who was prefent, and 
was covered* with the water and fand; 
but afiured me, that it was not hot^^ 
a$ had becil' reprcfi»t«d% Aefor^ thia.

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appAearanCe, he faid, the river waa dryt' 
bat foon. after returned and overflowed 
it's banks. I afterwards foand> thai 
the fame phsnofflenon had been con« 
ftant with refpedt to all the other 
rivers in the plain during the formi- 
dable (keck of the 5 th of February. 
I think this phaenomenon is eafily ex-' 
plained, by iappofmg the firflfimptilie 
of the earthquake to have come from 
the bottom upwards, which all the 
inhabitants of the plain atteft to be 
h&; the furface of the plsun faddfin- 
ly ariling/ the rivers, which are not 
deep, would naturally difappear, and 
the plain, returning with violence to 
it's former level, the rivers muft natu- 
rally have returned, and overflowed at 
the fame time that the fudden depref- 
^on of the boggy grounds would as 
naturally force out the water that lay 
hid under their furface. I obferved- 
in the other parts where this phaeno- 
menon had been exhibited, that the 
ground was always low and rufliy. Be^ 
tween this place and Roiarno we paf- 
fed the River Meflano, or Metaoro, 
(which is near the town above-men- 
tioned) on a ftrong timber<4)ridge, 700 
palms long, which had been lately 
built bytheDuke of Monteleone. From 
the cracks made on the banks and in the 
bed of the river by the earthquake, 
it was quite feparated in jone part, 
and the level on which the piers were 
placed having been varioufly altered, 
the bridge has taken an undulated 
form, and the rail on each fide is ca- 
rloaHy fcolldped; but the parts that 
were feparated having been joined 
again, it is now paflTable: the duke*s 
bridgeman told me alio, that at the 
moment of the earthquake this great 
river was perfectly dry for fome fe- 
conds, and then returned with violence 
and overflowed, and that the bridge 
nadulated in a mod extraordinary 
manner. When I mention the earths 
quake in the plain, it muft be always 
lufder Hood the firft ihock on the 5th of 
February, which was by far the mpft 
terriUt, Und ^as the one that did the 
whole/ mifchief in the plain, without 
having ginren any previous notice. The

It had been remarked at Roftrm^ (avd 
the fame remark has been conCbuitljr 
repeated to ne in every mined towft 
that I have viflted) that the male dead 
were generally fbnnd imdey the ruins 
in the attitude of flvoggling^ againft 
the danger; but that the female atti* 
tude was ufually with hands clafpeii' 
aver their heads, as giving themfelves 
up to defpair, unlefa they had children 
near them, in which cafe they aiwayi 
were found clafping the children - is 
their arms, or in fome attitude which 
indicated their anxions care to protet^ 
them*— a flrong inftance of the mater- 
nal tendemefs of the fex! The onlj 
building that remained unhurt atRo-. 
farno was a ft rong- built town -gaol, ia 
which were three notorioas villains/ 
who would probably have loft thek 
lives had they been at liberty. Aft^r 
having dined in a barrack, the owner 
of which had loft Ave of his fanuly bf 
the earthquake, I proceeded to Las- 
reana, often crofling the wide-extend* 
ed bed of the River Metauro. 

The environs of Laureana, which 
ftands on an elevation, is the garden 
of Eden itfelf; nothing I ever faw cam. 
be compared to it. The town is con* 
iiderable; bat as the earthquake did' 
not come on fuddenly , as in the plai«» 
not a life was loft there; but, from 4' 
ficknefs occafloncd by hardfhips an4 
fright, 52 have fince died. I lodged^ 
in the barracks of a fenflble gentlemait 
of Mileto, Don Domenico Acqua* 
netta, who is a principal proprietor of 
this town. He attended mc the next 
day to the two tenements, called the- 
Macini and Vaticano, mentioned in 
the former part of this letter, and 
which were faid to have changed their 
iituation by the earthquake. The 
fad is true, and eafily accounted for. 
Thefe tenements were fitaated in a' 
valley furrounded by high grounds; 
and the furface of the earth, whtcfe 
has been removed, had been probably

which come from the moontains, and 
now are in full view on the bare fpot 
the tenements had deferted. Thefe 
rivulets have a fufiiciently rapid courfe 
down the valley, to prove it's not be- 
ing a perfedt level , as was reprefented. 
I fuppofe the earthquake to have open- 
ed lome depoiitories of rain*water in 
the clay-hills which furronnd the val- 
ley, which water^ mixed with the loofe 
foilf Caking it's courfe fuddenly through 
the undermined furface, lifting it up 
with the large olive and mulberry trees, 
and a thatched cottage, floated the en- 
tire piece of ground, with ail it's ve- 
getation, about a mile down the val- 
Jcy, where it now flands, with moft of 
the trees erefk. Thefe two tenements 
may be about a mil6 long, and half a 
mile broad. I was ihewn feveral deep 
cracks in this neighbourhood, not one 
above a foot in breadth; but which, I 
was. credibly a/Tared , had opened wide 
during the earthquake, and Avallowed 
tip an ox, and near an hundred goats, 
but no countrymen, as was reported. 
In the valley above-mentioned I faw 
the fame fort of hollows in the form of 
inverted cones, out of which, I was 
afTured, that hot- water and fand had 
been emitted with violence during the 
earthquakes, as at^Rofarno; but I could 
not find any one who could pofitively 
affirm that the water had been really 
hot, although the reports which go- 
vernment received affirm it. Some of 
the fand thrown out here with the wa- 
ter has a ferrugineous appearance, and 
&ems to have been afted upon by fire. 
I was told that it had alfo, when frefh, 
a firong fmell of fulphur, but I could 
not perceive it. 

' From hence I went thro ugh/ the fame 
delightful country to the town of Po- 
liilene. To pafs through fo rich a 
country, and not fee a fingle houfe 
Handing on it, is moil melancholy in- 
deed ! Wherever a houfe ftood, there 
you fee a *heap of ruins, and a poor 
barrack, with two or three miferable 
Jliourning figures fitting at the door, 
and here and there a maimed man, 
woman, or child, crawling upon^ 
crutches. Inftead of a town, yon fee a 
confttfedhei^bf ruins^ and round about 



them numbers of poor huts orbarracks, 
and a larger one to ierve as a church, 
with the church-belts hanging upon a 
fort of low eibbet; every inhabitant 
with a doleful countenance, and wear* 
ing foihe token of having lod a parent. 
I travelled four days in the plain, 
in the midft of fuch mifery as cannot 
be defcribed. The force of the earth- 
quake was fo great there, that all the 
inhabitants of the towns were buried 
either alive or dead under the ruins of 
their houfes in an inltant. The town 
of Poliftene was large, but ill fituated 
between two rivers, fubjeft to over- 
flow. 2100 out of about 6000 loft 
their li\^es here the fatal 5th of Febru- 
ary. The Marquis St. Giorg^, the 
baron of this country, whom I found 
here, was well employed in affifting 
his tenants. He had caufed the fireets 
of his ruined town to be cleared of 
rubbiih, and had eredted barracks on 
a healthy fpot near it, for the remain- 
der of his fubjeds, and on a good plan. 
He had alfo conftruded barracks of a 
larger fize for the filk-worms, which I 
found already at work in them. This 
prince's a£kiVity and generofiry is rooft 
praife- worthy ; and, as far as I have 
feen hitherto, he is without a rival. 
I obferved, that the town of St. Gior- 
gio, on a hill about two miles from 
roliftene, though rendered uninhabi- 
table, was by no means levelled like 
the towns in the plain. There was a 
nunnery at Poliftene: being curious to 
fee the nuns that had efcaped, I afked 
the marquis to (hew me their barracks; 
but, it feems, only one out of twenty- 
three hadx been dug out of her cell 
alive, and flie was fourfcore years of 
age. After having dined with the 
marquis in his humble barrack, near 
the ruins of his very magnificent pa- 
lace, I went through a fine wood of 
olive, and another of chefnat*trees, to 
Cafal Nuovo, and was ihewn the foot 
bn which flood the houfe of my unror- 
tmiate friend the Princefs Gerace Gri* 
malcH; who, with more than four thon- 
fand of her fubjedb, lofi her life fay the ' 
fndden explofion of the 5 th of Fdiro- ' 
ary, (for fo it appears to have been) .

From Terra Nuova I went -to Op-> 
pido. This city is iituated on a mOun* 
tain of a ferrugineous fort of gritty 
ftone, unlike the clay foil of it's neigh- 
bourhood, and is furrounded by two 
rivers in ja ravine deeper and broad* 
er than that of Terra Nuova. Inftead 
of the mountain on which Oppido was 
iituated having fplit in two, and by- 
it's fall on the rivers flopped their 
courfe, and formed great lakes, as we 
are told, it was (as at Terra Nuova) 
huge pieces of the plain on the edge 
of the ravine, that had been detached 
into it, nearly filled it up, and flopped 
the courfb of the rivers, * the waters of 
which^re now forming two great lakea. 
It is true, that part of the :rock on 
which Oppido flood , was detached with 
feveral houfes into the ravine; but 
that is a trifling circumflance, in com- 
panion of the very great tra£h of land, 
with large plantations of vines and 
olive trees, which have been detached 
from one fide of the ravine clear over 
to the other, though the diilance is 
mare than half a mile. It is well at- 
teHed, that a countryman, who was 
ploughing his field in this neighbour- 
hood widi a pair of oxen, was tran- 
fported, with his field and team, clear 
from one iide of a ravine to the other, 
.and that neither he nor his oxen were 
hurt. After what I have feen, I verily 
believe this may have happened. A 
large volume might he compoied of 
the curious fads and accidents of this 
kind, produced by the earthquakes in 
the valley; and, I fuppofe, many wil 1 be 
recorded in the account of the late for- > 
midable earthquakes, which the Aca- 
demy of Naples intend to publifh, the 
prefident having already fent into Ca-

confiderable) great lakes are already 
formed, and, if not affifted by nature 
•or art, -fo as to give the rivers their 
due courfe, muft infallibly be the 
caufe of a general infeftion in the 
neighbourhood. Sometimes I met 
with a detached piece of the furface 
of the plain, (of many acres in ex- 
tent) with thp large oaks and olive- 
trees, with lupins or corn under 
them, growing as well, and in as 
good order, at the bottom of the ra- 
Tine,as their companions, from whom 
they were feparated, do on their na- 
tive foil in the plain, atleaft 500 feet 
higher, and at the diilance of about 
three quarters of a mile. J met with 
whole vineyard sin the fame order in 
the bottom, that had likewife taken 
the fame journey.

ed t(j be recorded, but is not eafily 
defcribed by words. When the draw- 
ings and plans of the Academy are 
publiflied, this account (imperfcft as- 
it is) may, perhaps, have it's utility; 
had my time permitted, I would cer- 
tainly have taken a draftfman with 
me into Calabria. In another par^ 
of the bottom of the ravine there is 
a mountain compofed of the fame 
clay foil, and which was probably 4 
piece of the plain detached by an 
earthquake at fome former period^ 
it is about 250 feet high, and about 
400 feet diam^er at it's balls : thi$ 
mountain, as is well attefted, has 
travelled down the ravine near four 
miles, having. been put in motion 
by the earthquake of thfe 5th of Fe>. 
bruary. The abundance of rain 
which fell at that time, the great 
weight of the frefh detached pieces 
of thQ plain, which I faw heaped up 
at the back of it, tlic nature of the

From Oppido I proceeded through 
the fame beautiful country and ruin- 
ed towns and villages to Seminara 
and Palmi.

1400 lives were loil at Palmi, and all 
the dead bodies have not been re- 
moved and burnt, as in mod other 
parts I vifited ; for I myfelf faw two 
taken up whilil I was there:, and I 
fliall ever remember a melancholy 
figure of a woman in mourning, fit- 
ting upon the ruins of her houfe^^ 



ber trees alfo, with a lump of their

He (hewed me two girls, 
one about fixteen years of age,, who 
had remained eleven days without 
food under the ruins of a houf^ at 
Oppido: (he had a child of £ve or 
fix months old in her arms, which 
died the fourth day. The girl gave 
me a clear account of her fufferings:

fied. She did not feem to be in bad 
health, drinks freely, but has yet a 
difficulty in fwallowing any thing 
folid. The othergirl was.about ele- 
ven years of age: (he remained under 
the ruins fix days only ^ bat ia fo very 



From Palmi I proceeded through 
the beaatiful woody mountains of 
Bagnara and Solano; noble timber 
oak-trees on high rocks> narrow valt 
lies with torrents in their bottoms^ 
the rpad 49A2«rpus both on account 

of 
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t)f robbers and precipices. My two 
guards, inftead of leading the way, 
as ihey had hitherto done, now fepa- 
rated, ^nd fqrm^d an advanced and a 
rear-guard. The narrow road waB 
often interrupted by the fallen rocks 
and trees during the earthquakes, 
and obliged us to feek a new and flill 
more dangerous road; but the Cala- 
brefe horfes are really as fure-footed 
as goats. In the micift of one of thcfe 
palTes we felt a very fmart ihock of 
an earthquake, accompanied by a 
loud explofion, like that of fpring- 
ing a mine : fortunately for us, it did 
not, as I expected, detach any rocks 
Or trees from the high mountains 
that hung over our heads. After 
having palFed the woods of Bagnara, 
Sinopoh, and Solano, I went through 
rich corn-fields and lawns, beauti- 
fully bounded with woods and fcat- 
tered trees, like our fincft parks, and 
which continue varying for fom^ 
miles, till you come upon the' top 
of an open plain on a hill, com- 
manding the whole Faro of Mellina, 
the coaft of Sicily as far as Catania, 
with Mount JEina. rifing proudly be- 
hind it, which altogether compofcd 
the fined view imaginable. .From 
thence I defc ended a horrid rocky 
I'oad to the Torre del Pezzolo, where 
there is a country-feat and a village 
belonging to the Princefs of Ba^- 
nara. There. I found that an epi- 
demical diforder had already manl- 
felled itfblf, as it probably will in 
many other parts of this glorious hut^ 
unhappy country^ in proportion as 
the heats increafe, owing to the 
hardfliips fuiFered, and the air hav- 
ing been fpoiled hy new-formed 
lakes. Several filhermen afiiired me, 
that, during the earthquake of the 
5th of February at night, the fand 
near the fea was not, and that they faw 
fire iflUe from the earth in many, 
parts. This circumftance has been 
often repeated to me in the plain;. 
and my idea is, that the exhalations 
which iiTued during the violent com- 
ihotions of the earth, were fall of 
eleftrical fire, iuft as the fmoke of 
volcanoes is conltantly obfervcd to be 



during violent eruptions: for I faw; 
no mark in any part of my journey 
of any volcanic matter having iffuei 
from the fiiTures of the earth; and 1 
am convinced that the whole damage 
has been done by exhalations and 
vapours only. The firft (hock felt 
at this pla<^e, as I was aiTured, was 
lateral, and then yorticofe, and ex- 
ceedingly violent; but what they call 
violent here mufl; have been nothing 
in comparifon of what was felt in the 
plain of Cafal Nuovo, Poliftene, 
ralmi, Tprra Nuova, Oppido, &c» 
Sec, where all agreed in affuring me,- 
that the violence of the fatal ihock 
of the 5th of February was inftan- 
taneous, without warning, and frome 
the bottom upwards ; and, indeed, ia 
thofe places where the mortality haa 
been lo great, and where nothing ia^ 
to be feen but a con fu fed heap o^ 
ruins, without dillindlion of either 
flreets or hbufes, the violence of that 
fhock is fuiHciently confirmed. Front 
this place to Reggio the road on eack 
fide is covered with villas and orange- 
groves. 1 faw not one houfe level-, 
led to the ground; but perceived, 
that all had been damaged, and were 
abandoned; and that the inhabitants^ 
were univerfally retired to barracka^ 
in thefe beautiful groves of orange,, 
mulberry, and fig-trees, of whict 
there are many in the environs., qf 
Reggio. One that I vifited, and. 
which is reckoned the richeft in aft 
this part of Magna Grecia, is about 
a^ mile and half from the town .a|; 
Reggio; and, wtat is remarkable, be*- 
long^ to a gentleman whofe chriflian 
name is Agamemnon. Tl^e be^ty 
of the argrume (the. general name ot» 
all kind of orange,, lemon, cedrat^^ 
and bergamot-trees) is not to be de+ 
fcribed; the foil being fandy, thedx-, 
pofition warm;r and great command of, 
water, a clear rivulet being introdu^j 
ced at pleafure in little channel. toui 
the foot of each tree, are the.rfiafpny> 
of the wonderful lux uriancy of tlxoiV, 
trees. Don Agamemnon aiTured me 
it was a bad year when he did not 
gather from his garden (which is pjf 
no great extent) 170^000 lemons,

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200,000 oranges, (which I found as 
, exccHcnt as ttfofe of Malta) and ber- 
gamots enough to produce 200 quarts 
of theefTence from theirrinds. There 
is another fingularity in thefe gar- 
dens, ais I was affdred tvery fig-tree 
affords two crops of fruit annually; 
the firft in June, the fecond in Au- 

But to return to my fubje£V, from 
which my attention was frequently 
called away by the extraordinary and 
uncommon beauty and fertility of 
this rich province; I arrived about 
fuff-fet at Reggio, which I found 
lefs damaged than I expected, though 
Hot a houfe in it is habitable or in- 
habited, and all the people live in 
barracks or tents: but, after having 
been feveral days in the plain, where 
every building is 'levelled to the 
ground, a houfe "tvitb a roof, or a 
church with a fleeple, was to me a 
new and refrefhing objedl. The in- 
habitants of the whole country that 
has been fo feverely afllifted with 
earthquakes, fecm, however, to have 
fo great a dread of going into a' houfe, 
t^at when the earthquakes (hall have' 
ceafed, I am perfuaded the greatell 
part of them will ftill continue to live 
m barracks. The barracks here (ex- 
cept fome few that are even elegant) 
are ill conftrufted,, as are in general 
throughout the country all barracks 
(of towns that have been fo little da- 
imaged as to allow the inhabitants to 
flatter themfelves with a hope of being 
able to return to, and occupy, their 
iioufes. again, when the prefent ca- 
lamity is at an end. Reggio has 
Ween roughly handled by the earth- 
quakes, but is by no means deftroy- 
ed. * The archbifhop, a fenfible, 
wftive, an^ humane prelate, has dif- 
ttiiguiflied himfelf from" the begin- 
iring of the earthquakes to this day, 
having immediately diipofed of all 
the "fuperfl no lis ornaments of the' 
churches,* and of his'own horfes and 
furniture, for the fole relief of his 
dirtrefled flock, with whom hechear- 
fully bears an equal Ihare of every 
. incouveniencennddiftrefis which fuch 
a calamity has naturally occafioned. 



Except in this inftance, and very few; 
others, indeed, I obferved through- 
out my whole journey a prevailing 
indolence, inaftivity^,, and want of 
fpirit, which is unfortunate, as fuch 
a heavy and genera! calamity cats 
only be repaired by a difpofition di- 
reftly contrary to that which prevails r 
but as this government is indefati*. 
gable in it's endeavours at remedy- 
ing every prefent evil, and preventing 
fuch as may naturally be erxpeA- 
ed, it is to be hoped that the generous 
and wife difpofitions lately made, will 
reftore the energy that is wanting; 
and withost which one of the richell 
provinces in Europe is in danger of 
utter ruin. Silk and eiTcnce of ber- 
gamot, oranges and lemons, are ths 
great articles of trade at Reggio. I 
am afTured, that no lefs than 100,000 
quarts of this effence are annually 
exported. The fruit, after the rind 
is taken off, is given to the cows and 
oxen; and the inhabitants of this 
town afFure me that the beef, at that 
feafon, has a (Irong and difagreeabfe 
flavour of bergamot. The worthy 
archbifliop gave me an account of the 
earthquakes herfe in 1770 and 1780, 
which obliged the inhabitants (in 
number 16,400} to encamp or remain 
in barracks feveral months, without, 
however, having done any confider- 
able damage to the town. I was af- 
furedhere, (where they hare had fuch 
a long experience of earthquakes) 
that all animals and birds are in a 
greater or lefs degree much more 
lenfible of an approaching fhock of 
ah earthquake than any human being; 
but that geefe, above all, feem to be 
the fconell and moft alarmed at the 
approach of a fhock; if in the water, 
they quit it immediately, and there 
are no means of driving them into 
the water for fome time after. 
' The mortality here, by the late 
earthquake of the 5th of February, 
correfponds with theapp'arent degree 
off damage done to the town, and 
does not exceed 126. As it happen- ' 
ed about noon, and came on gently, 
the people of Reggio had time to 
cfcape ; whereas, as I have often re- 

marked^ 
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jnarked/ the (hock in the unhappy 
plain waLS as inftantaneous as it was 
violent and deftruftive. Every build- 
ing was levelled to the ground^ and 
the mortality was general, and in 
proportion to the apparent dcflruftioa 
of the buildings. Reggio was de- 
ftroyed by an earthquake before the 
Marfiaa war, and having been re- 
built by Julias Caefar, was called 
Reggio Julio. Part of the wall ftill 
remains, and is called the Julian 
Tower; it is buil't of huge mafTes of 
ftone without cement. - Near St. Pe- 
ruto, between Reggio and Cilpe Spar- 
tivento, there are the remains of a 
foundery; his pre fen t Catholic Ma- 
jcfty, when King of Naples, having 
worked iilver muies in that neigh- 
bourhood, which were foon aban- 
doned, the profit not having anfwer- 
^d the expence. There are fome 
towns in the neighbourhood of Reg- 
gio that ftill retain the Greek lan- 
guage. About fifteen years ago, 
when I made the toiii of Sicily, I 
landed at Spariivento in Calabria 
Ultra, and went to Bova, where I 
found that Greek was the only lan- 
guage in ufc in that diftrift, On^the 
14th of May I left Reggio, and was 
obliged (the wind being contrary) to 
have my boats towed by oxen to the 
Punta del Pezzolo, oppofite Meffina, 
from whence the current wafted us 
with great expedition indeed into the 
port of Meilina. The port and the 
town, in it's half-ruined ftate, by 
moon-light, was ftrikingly pidu- 
refque. Certain it is, that the force 
of the earthquake (though very vio- 
lent) was nothing at Meftina and 
Reggio to what it was in the plain. 
r vifited the town of Meffina the next 
morning, and found that all the 
beautiful front of what is called 
the Palazzata, which extended in 
very lofty uniform buildings, in the 
ihape of a crefcent, had been in fome 
parts totally ruined, in others lefs; 
aiid that there were cracks in the 
earth of the quay, a part of which 
had funk above a footbelow the level 
of the fea. Thefe cracks were pro- 
bably occailoned by the horizontal 



motion of the earth, in tbe fame 
manner as the pieces of the plain were 
detached into the ravines at Oppidd 
and Terra Nuova; for the £t$b at the 
edge of the quay is fo very deep^ 
that the largefl fhips can lie along-' 
fide; confequently the eart]^, in k'i 
violent commotion^ wanting fupport 
on the fide next the fea, began to 
crack and feparate; and as where 
there is one crack .there are generally 
others lefs conilderable in parallel 
lines to the firft, I fuppoib the great 
damage done to the houfes neareft 
the q uay has been owing to fuch cracka 
under their foundations* Many 
houfes are ftill ftanding, and fome 
little dstnvaged, even in the lower 
part of Memna; but in the upper and 
more elevated iituations^ the earth, 
quakes feem to have had fcarcely an/ 
effed, as I particularly remarked* 
A ftrong inftance of the force of the 
earthquake having been many de- 
grees lefs here than in the |rfain^ of 
Calabria, is, that the convent of Sante 
Barbara, and that called the Novi— 
ziato de Gefaiti, both on an elevated 
Htuation, have not a crack in them^ 
and that the clock of the latter has 
not been deranged in theleaft by the 
earthquakes that have afRidted this 
country for four months paft« and 
which Hill continue in fome degree.. 
Befidos, the morulity at Meffina 
does not exceed 700 out of upwards 
of 30,000, the fuppofed population of 
this city at the time of the £rft 
earthquake, which circumftance is 
concluiive. I found that fome houfes, 
nay a ilreet or two^ at Meffina, were 
inhabited, and fome ihops open^ in 
them; but the generality of the in« 
habitants are in tents and barracks^ 
which, having been placed in three 
or four different quarters, in fields 
and open fpots near the town, but at 
a great diftance one from the other, 
niuft be very inconvenient for a mer- 
cantile town; and, unlefs great care 
is taken to keep the ftreets of the 
barracks, and the barracks them- 
felves, clean, I fear that the uiifortu- 
nate Meffina will be doomed to fufer 
a freih calamity from epidemical dif- > 

orders 
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vders daring the heat of rummer. 
Indeed, many parts of the plain of 
C^ilabria feem to be in the fame alarm- 
ing iitaation, particularly owing to 
tke lakes which are forming from the 
conrfe of rivers having been flopped^ 
Ibme of which, as I faw myfelf, were 
already green, and tending to pu- 
tTefa£kion. I could not help remark- 
ing here, that the nuns, who like- 
wife live in barracks, were conflant- 
hf walking asbout, under the tuition 
of their confeffot, and feemed gay, 
Sttd to enjoy the liberty the earth- 
^ttake had afforded them, and I made 
ite fame obfervation with refped to 
lbkoel-boy& at Reggio ; fo that in my 
JDBrnal, which I wrote in hai^e, and 
horn whence I have as hadily tran- 
icixbed the jiirperfe£l account I fend 
jtm, the remark ftands thus : ' Earths 
•. fuakis partuularfy pUafing to nuns 
* MniJcbMl-bvyiJ* Out of the cracks 
on the quay, it is faid that, dur- 
ing the earth^aakes, fire had been 
fecB to ifiue, (as many I fpoke with 
attefted;)but there are no vifible figns 
csFit, and I am perfuaded it was no* 
SHOTV than, as' ii^ Calabria, a vapour 
charged with ele£lrical fire, or a kind 
<if xnftammable air. A curious cir- 
curailance hapiitened here alfo, to 
prove that animals can remain long 
alive without food : two mules be- 
longing^ to the Duke of Belvifo re- 
matnea under a heap of ruins, one of 
&em twenty- two^ and the other twen- 
ty-three days: they would not eat 
inr fbme days,lHiir drank water plen* 
tifally, and arc now quite recovered. 
Thete are numberlefs inftances of 
dogs reftiaining many days in the 
fame iituation ; and a hen belonging 
to the Britifh vfce-conful at MeSna, 
tbat had been elofely ihut up under 
the ruins of his houfe, was taken 
CEat die twenty-iecond day, and is now 
recovered; Hie did not eat for fbme 
days, but drank freely; (he was ema- 
ciated,' anid (hewed little figns of life 
at flrfl.' From thefe inftances, from 
thoferelftM^ before of the girls at 
Oppido, and the hogs at Soriano, 
flcnd from- feveral others of the fame 
kind that^ have been related to mc» 



but which, being lefs remarkable, 1. 
omit, one may conclude that long 
fafting is always attended with great 
thirft, and total lofs of appetite." 
From every enquiry I found that the 
great (hock of the 5 th of February 
was from the bottom upwards, and 
not like the fubfequent ones, whicH 
in general have been horizontal anci 
vorticofe. A circumftance worth re- 
marking (and which was the fame on 
the Whole coaft of that part of Cala- 
bria that had been moft afiMcfted by 
the earthquake) is, that a fmall fi(Ti 
called cicirelli, refembling v^hat we; 
dall in England white-bait, but of a 
greater fize, and which ufually lie at 
the bottom of the fea, buried in the- 
fand, have been ever fince the com- 
mencement of the earthquakes, and 
continue flill to be, taken near the 
fur face, and in fuch abundance as to 
be the common food of the pooreft 
fort of people ; whereas, before the 
earthquakes, this fi(h was rare, and 
reckoned amongft the greateft delica- 
cies. All filh in general have beeft 
taken in greater abundance, and with, 
much greater facility, in thofe parts, 
fince they have been afliifted by 
earthquakes, than before. I conftant- 
ly a(ked every fi(herman I met with 
on the coaft of Sicily and Calabria, 
if this circumftance was true, and 
was as conftantly anfwered in the af- 
firmative; but with fuch emphafis, 
that it muft have been very extraor- 
dinary. I fuppofe, that either the 
fand at the bottom of the fea may 
have been heated by the volcanic fire 
under it, or that the continual tremor 
of the earth bias driven the fifh out of 
their ftrong holds, juft as an angler, 
when he wants a bait, obliges the 
worms to come out of the turf on a 
river-fide by trampling on it with his 
feet, which motion never fails in it's 
eflfc^, as I have experienced very of- 
ten myfelf. I found the citadel here 
had not received any material da- 
mage, but was in the fameftate as I 
had left it fifteen ' years ago. The 
lazaret has fome cracks in it like thofe 
on the quay, and from a like caufe. 
The port has not received any da- 
mag: 
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mage from the earthquakes. The 
officer who commaixded in the cita- 
del, and who was there during the 
earthquake, afTured me, that on 
the fatal <;th of February, and the 
three following days, the fea, about 
a quarter of a mile from that fortrefs, 
role and boiled in a moft extraordi- 
nary manner, and with a moft horrid 
and alarming noife, ' the water in the 
other parts of the Faro being perfeft- 
ly calm. This feems to point out 
exhalations of eruptions from cracks 
at the bottom of the fea, which may 
very probably have happened during 
the violence of the earthquakes ; all 
of which, I am convinced, have here 
z volcanic origin. 

On the 17th of May I left Meffina, 
where I had been kindly and hofpi- 
tably treated, and proceeded in my 
fperonara along the Sicilian coaft to 
the point of the entrance of the Faro, 
where I went afhore, and found a 
priefl: who had been there the night 
between the 5th and 6th of Febru- 
ary, when the great wave pafTed over 
that point, carried off boats, and 
above twenty-four unhappy people, 
tearing up trees, and leaving fome 
hundred weight of fifli it had brought 
with it on the dry land. He told 
me he had been himfelf covered with 
the wave, and with difficulty faved 
.Ms life. He at firft faid the water 
was hot; but, as I was curious to 
come at the truth of this fadl, which 
would have concluded much, I alked 
him if he was fure of it: and, being 
preffed, it came to be no more than 
the water having been as warm as it 
nfually is in fummer. He faid the 
wave rofe to a great height, and came 
on with noife, and fuch rapidity, 
that it was impoffible to efcape. The 
tower on the point was half deftroy- 
cd, and a poor prieft that was in it 
loft his life. From hence I crofl<^ 
over to Scilla. Having met with my 
friend the Padre Minafi, a Dominican 
Triar, a worthy man, and an able na- 
tur^lift, who is a native of Scilla, 
and is ^dlually employed by the Aca- 
demy of'Niples to give a defer iption 
pf the pk^enomena that have attended 
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the earthquake in .thefe pa4:t84 witk 
his affiftance on the fpot, I perfe^ly 
underftood the nature of the formi- 
dable wave that was faid t0 hare 
been boiline-hot, and had certainly 
proved fatal to the baron of the coun- 
try, the Prince of Scilla, who wa« 
fwept off the fliore into the fea by 
this wave, with 2473 of his unfortu- 
nate fubjefts. The following U the 
fa£l: the Prince of Scilla having re- 
marked, that during the firft horrii 
fhock, (which happened about nooft 
the 5 th of February) part of a rock 
near Scilla had been detached into 
the fea, and fearing that the rock of 
Scilla, on which his caftle and towa 
isjituated, might alfo be detached, 
thought it fafer to prepare boats, 
and retire to a little port or beach 
furrounded by rocks at the foot of 
the rock. The fecond (hock of the 
earthquake, after midnight, detach- 
ed a whole mountain, (much higher 
than that of Scilla, and partly cal- 
careous, and partly cretaceous) iitn- 
ated between the Torre del Cavallo, 
and the rock of Scilla. This having 
fallen with violence into the fea, (at 
that time perfedly calm) raifed the 
fatal wave, which I have above de- 
fcribed to have broken upon the neck 
of land, called the Punta del Faro, 
in the ifland of Scilly, with fuch fury, 
which returning with great noife 
and celerity diredlly upon the beach, 
where the prince and the unfortunate 
inhabitants of 8cilla had taken re- 
fuge, either daflied them with their 
boats and richeft effefts againft the 
rocks, or whirled the'm into the feaj 
thofe who had efcaped the firft and 
greateft wave were carried ofFby a fe-? 
cond and third, which were lels con- 
■fiderabie, Und immediately followed 
the firft. I fpoke to feveral men, wo- 
men, and children, here,who had been 
cruelly maimed, and fome of whom 
had been carried Into the fea by this 
unforefeen accident. * Here,* faid 
one, * my head was for^ced through 
' the door* of the cellar,* which he 
ihewed mewas broken. ^ There,' faid 
another, * was I drove into a barrel.* 
T]ien a womau would fhew me her

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child, all over deep wounds from the 
.Hones and timber^ &rc. that were 
nixed with the water^ and dafhing 
about in this narrow port; but all 
aiTured me they had not perceived 
the leaH fymptom of heat in the wa- 
tcr, though 1 dare fay. Sir, you will 



dropped oiF, and the wound is per- 
feftly healed without any other affi- 
flance but that of nature. If of fuch 
extraordinary circumilances, and of 
hair-br'eadth efcapes, an account was 
to be taken in all thedeflroycd towns

tead many well-atteiled accounts of would, as I faid before, compofe a 
this water having been hot; of many large volume. 1 have only recorded 



dead bodies thrown up, which ap- 
peared to have been parboiled by it; 
and of many living perfons who had 
evidently been fcalded by this hot 
wave; fo difficult is it to arrive at 
truth. Had I been fatisfied with the 
firil aafwer of the pried at the Punta 
del Faro, and fet it down in my 
Journal, who could have doub^ted but 
that this wave had been of hot water? 
Now that we are well acquainted 
with the caufe of this fat^al wave, we 
know it could not have been hot; 
iut the tcftimony of fo many unfor- 
tunate fttfferers from it is decifive. 
A faft which I was told, and which 
was atteiled by many here, is vtvy 
extraordinary indeed: a woman of 
Scilla, four months gone with child, 
was fwept into the fea by the wave, 
and was taken up alive, floating on 
Jierback at fome diilance, nine hours 
after. She did not even mifcarry, 
and is now perfedily well; and, hud 
Ihe not been gone up into the country, 
they would have fliewn her to me. 
They told me fhe had been ufed to 
fwim, as do moil of the wonien in 
this part of Calabria. Her anxiety 
and fuiFerings, however, had arrived 
at fo great a pitch, that, juft at the 
time that the boat which took her 
jBp appeared, fhe was trying to force 
lier head under water, to put a period 
to her miferable exiftence. I'he Pa- 
dre Minaii told me another curious 
xircumflance that happened in this 
neighbourhood » which to his know- 
Jedge was flridlly true: a girl about 
J 8 years of age was burled under the 
ruins qf a houfe 6 days, having had 



a few of the mod extraordinary, and 
fuch as I had from the moil undoubt* 
ed authority. . In my way back to 
Naples, (where I arrived the 23d of 
May) along the coafl of the two Ca- 
labrias and the Principato Citra, I 
only went on (hore at Tropea, Paula, 
and in theBay ofPalinurys. I found 
Tropea (beautifully firuated on a 
rock overhanging the fea) but little 
damaged: however, all the inhabi- 
tants were in barracks. At Paula 
the fame. The fifhermen here told 
me they continued to take a great 
abundance of £fh, as they had done 
ever iince the commencement oT the 
prefent calamity. At Tropea, the 
15th of May, there was a fevere fhock 
of an earthquake, but of a very ihort 
duration. There were' five fhocks 
during my flay in Calabria and Sici- 
ly; three of them rather alarming; 
and at Meffina, in the night-time, I 
conftantly felt a little tremor of the 
earth, which has been obferved by 
many of the Meffinefe. I am really 
afhamed. Sir, of fending fuch an un- 
connedled, hafly extradl of my Jour- 
nal; but when I refled, that unlefs 
I fend it off diredlly, the Royal So- 
ciety will be broken up for the fum- 
mer-feafon, and the fubjeAtwill be- 
come flale before it's next meeting;

their birth, tothe Appennines in Ca- 
labria, or to veins of minerals in the> 
bowels of the earthy and under the^bot-** 
tom of the fea? Strom boli, an adlive 
volcanAi and probably the ydungelt 
of thofe iflands, is not above 50 miles 
from the parts of Calabria that have 
been moft affeded by the late earth- 
quake. The. vertical fhocks, or, in 
other word S;( thofe whofe impulfe wa^ 
from the bottom upwards, have been 
the mofl deftrudlive to the unhappy 
towns in the plain; did they proceed 
from Monte Dejo, Monte Caulone,, 
or Afpramontc? In fhort, the idea I 
have of the prefent local earthquakes 
is, tliat th^y.havc been caufed by the 
farife kind of matter that gave birth 
to the ^olian or (lipari iflands; that^ 
perhaps, an opening may have befen 
made at. the bottom of the fea, and 
mofi probably between Stromboli and 
Calabria Ultra, (for from th^ quar- 
ter all agte^' that the fubterraneous 
lioifes feem to ha:ve procee4^) and 
that the foundation of a! new ifland 
or volcano may have been laid,, though 
it ma^ he ages, which to natu;^ are 
but moments, before' it is compTeat'- 
ed, and appears above thefurface of 
the fea. Nature is ever, aftive; but 
her* aftiotfS ^re,'. ill general, carried 
on fo very flowly, as fcarc6ly to be 

fimo moveat, qu^d, 4qC« . Hmp ex quiU^s^cauAs acGi- 
VQry applLcRbl&here. JSencca. NA.t«^u^A. Lib. Vt. 
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pcrecivod hy mortal tje, or recorded 
IB the very ihort fpace of what we 
call hiftory, let it be ever fo ancient. 
Pcrhapif too» the whole deflrudion I 
Kave been defcribing, may have pro«^ 
creded fimply from the exhalations 
of confined vapoars, generated by the 
fermentation of fuch minerals as pro- 
duce volcanoes, which have efcaped 
where they met with the leaA reftft* 
aace, and muft nataraUy in a greater 
degree have affeAed the plain than the 
liigh and more folid grounds aroand 
it. When the account of the Royal 
Academy of Naples ispubUflied, with 
maps, plans, and drawings, of the cu- 
rious ipoc I have defcribed, this rude 
and imperfedl account will, I flatter 
myfelf, be of ufe; without the- plans 
and drawings, you well know. Sir, 
the great difficulty there is in making 
one's felf intelligible on fuch a ful;^

author. The fubjta of Orlando In nav 
morato is his falling in love with 
Afigeliv:a, foi- wh^m he performs ma- 
ny greJataaioasin variou* parts of tht 
World, the dcfcriptiofts- of which are 
interfperfed with the adventures of 
many other perfonages, moll of whom 
afterwards make tfieia* appearance in 
Orlando Furiofo. 

^ The poems of Bbyardo and Ario- 
fto,' fays Mr. Hoole, in his preface," 
rtaken 'together, form a compleat fe- 
rie« of efenti, and. .require little or 
no refirencO'fb other romance writers/ 
tO'giVe the reatdera perfeft knowledge" 
Of th^\ ftory. AHofto, indeed, is in. 
timatelyconnedled with the narrativb' 
offeoyardb in the general plan of his 
potehi; and in .the contintiJ^tion of fe- 
vertoi lyidcr pa^is:*(ikt fioyardo does' 

not 
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sot appear, in one inftance, to have 
taken Dp and continued any fingle 
Aory from another. It is* however* 
certain, th«t theie poets have derived 
their general fable Irom various books 
and poems on the warsof Charlemainj 
and the adlions of his Paladins, and 
ether fubjeds of chivalry; and that 
both have freouent allnfions to inci> 
dents reoorded in thefe books.' 

With refpefi to the feparate nkeritt 
ef Boyardo and Ariofto, the celebra- 
ted LeSage, author of Gil Bias, who 
in the year 1 7 1 6 publiihed in French 
a proie tranflation, or rather para« 
phrafe, of the Orlando Inaamorato* 
under the title of Raland L'Amo- 
tevLX, has furniihed us with the fol* 
lowing character of thefe two poets* 

• Thefe authors have given a free 
fcope to their imagination^ which in 
both was equally noble and iiv,ely: 
if Boyardo has the merit.of invention^ 
Ariollo, in return* has crery advan- 
tage of flile and manner, and the copy 
is doubtlefs greatly fuperior to the 
criginal. Arioilo.is far more polifii- 
fdpjiis diftion is chafter, and he pof- 
(eiies all the elegance of language: 
his verfes are Urong, and fonorous; 
his defcriptions are admirable, and 
often fubhme. On the contrary, Boy- 
]ardo is always grovelling and feeble. 
Arioilo, whether ferious or pjeafant^ 
js every where entertaining, and pre- 
ferves a degree of majefty evei\ in his 
pleafantry : he is the only author who 
has found out the arjc of blending the 
ferious with the comic, and the heroic 
with the fi^niiliarf by which ipeai) s he is 
truly original, and fpch an original as 
Hip one has yet fuccefsfully imitated/ 

On examining the poems of Boyar- 
do and Ariofto,it will appear that the 
laft, with refpe^ to the Epic part, the 
wars of Charlemain. and Agramant, 
fs not defeftiye in point of unity, as 
it fets forth o^e. great 9^ion« the in*. 
vafion of France ky the Saracens, 
a'ndconclucies with the yidory of the 
Chriftians l^y the death^ pr defeat of 
all the Pagun leaders, thpugh this 
great ad^ion is interrupted pccafion-?

B at Boy^ 
ardo has no pretence to unity in any 
part of his Tad and heteroeeneoas 
cpmpoiitions which, befides tne letter 
incidents, confifts of three . diftin^. 

treat adious: theinvafion of France 
y Grada£b, for the conqueft of Da- 
riadana and Boyardo; the iie^eof AU 
bracca, by Agricaa Kiuj^ oiTartary 
and the other enemies of Galaphron 
and his daughter Angelica; and the 
invaiion of France by Agramant, ,to 
revenge the death-of Troyano. How- 
ever, though Arioilo has undoubtedly 
a better claim to unity of adUon, and 
regularity of defign, than his prede- 
ceSbr, it IS very plain that he never in- 
tended to write a regular Epic poem, 
but that he adopted the fafhionable 
mode of that time, when the wild and 
defultory narratives of romance were 
prevalent. From the romantic tnrn^of 
his fable, and the motley charader 
of his writing, many of the French 
critics, and fome others, .have been 
induced, in the cool phlegm ofcriti- 
cifm, to pafs the fevereft cenfures. on 
Arioilo; out fuch cenfures are in ge-- 
neral futile, being founded on themif. 
taken opinion, that the Orlando is to 
be tried by the rules of Ariftqtle and 
the examples of (Corner and Virgil. 
An Italian critic of great taile and 
judgment gives the following opinion 
of Arioilo. 

* After Boyardo, Arioilo took up 
the fame ilory, but in a far more ex- 
alted ilrain of poetry, and gave acom- 
pleat ending to the unfiaiihed itiven* 
tion of his predeceflbr, interfperfing; 
every part of his narrative with ftron^ 
and maHerly pictures of the paffion« 
and habits of mankind, infomuch that 
the Furiofo may be coniidered as an 
aiTemblage pf all that aAuates the hu- 
man mind, We, hatred, jealoufy, 
avarice, anger, and ambition, in their 
natural colours, with an infinity oF 
examples of the puniihments atten- 
dant upon vice, In Boyardo and 
Arioilo is to be feen the tri^e fyftem 
of honour known by the naille of chi* 
valry.

To fuch a divcrfity 
of matter muft be joined a diverfity of 
ftile; which Ariofto has properly ob- 
ferved. In defcriptions of dignity, the 
dignified ftile muil be ufed; but where 
the paflage approaches to common 
life, an humbler phrafe is required. 
In this refpedt Arioflo is fup erior to 
many, always rifing and (tnkmg with 
his fubje£t. He is, indeed, repre- 
heniible for the difagreeable breaks 
in his narrative, and for mingling 
fometimes, injudicioufly, ludicrous 
reflexions or licentious allufions with 



of fpbrtive negligence; he fays the 
ittblimefl things with the utmoft eafe« 
and often concludes them with a ftroke 
of refined and well-timed pleafantrv« 
The Orlando Furiofo is at once tho 
Iliad, the OdyfTey, and the Don 
Qiiixote; for the prindpal knight«« 
errant runs mad, like the Spanifli hero^ 
but is infinitely more entertaining* 
We are interefted for Orlando, but 
we take no part in the fortune of 
Pon Quixote, who is reprefented by 
Cervantes as a madman expofed td 
univerfal derifion. 

' The Orlando furiofo has a merit 
altogether unknown to the writers of 
antiquity; which merit is exhibiteil 
in the openings of the feveral cantos« 
Each canto is an enchanted palace, 
the veftibttle of which is always in 4 
difiFerent %lc; fometimes majeftie, 
fometimes itmple, and fometimes gro* 
tefque. The poet is, by turns, mo

rality : but the greateft art of the poet 
appears in his interefting us fo ftrong« 
ly for his heroes and heroines, though 
they are fo many and various.

It is true we fee, in every daily paper, acknowledg- 
mcpts of the Jjf>irit and tiberality of Manager«y 
(it IS to be remembered, that editor t 9/ tittv/fnf' 
fers art r a E t of the theatres) for their great at- 
ttation to the entertainment of the public, in en- 
gaging fuch vaft numbers of new ferformtrs^ 
at fo prodtgiaus an rx^rffcf*— but, as we chufe to 
judge for ourfelws, and are not afraid to fpeak 
out, we (hall make no fcruple to affert, that the 
Managers are, in our opinion, very far from be- 
ing fo liberal as it pretended. 

True dramatic genius was formerly confidered 
as the certain iecurlcy of a refpeftable eflabliih- 
ffient during lifet and this comfortable confide- 
ntion prompted thofe genuine exertions, the want 
of which Is at prefentio much lamented. Will 
men and women of real go«d fenfe, and fine ge- 
nius, turn tlie>r attention to a profrfli m fo preca- 
rious as that of the dramatic performer of the 
prei^nt day? 

On the altar of novelty fom^ olf the beft per- 
formers who ever trod the Britiih ftage are facrl- 
.ftced; and others, or we are mlfinformed, on 
Oiofe of avarice and illlberality. 

Lee the uAprej|udiced man of fenfe decide, , if 
the new performers which have lately been added 
to the ftage will compenfate for driving from it-^ 
Mrs. Yates, Mr. Yates, 

Mrs. Abington, Mr. King! 
With many others $ inferior to thefe, it is true, 
hat in general far fuperior to thofe who are def- 
tieed to fupply their places till c/{>^/i/>^r iabourevs 
in the dramatic vineyard (hall appear. 

As this is certainly a melancholy fitaation fov 
perfons of real genius \ it muft afford fome fatiC> 
h^on to every feeling mind, to refi.'d that there 
are 4o very few who come under this defcription 
at prefent on the i^age! 

If the warmth of our feelings has led us into 
ftri^tures of more feverity than might be wi&ed, 
we beg it may be fully onderftood that they ori- 
ginate in our feelings alone. 

We know nothing of Managers, and but littte 
of Performers, more than In** their public capaci- 
ties t when they do their duty, we refpeA them 
as feUow-citi2enS| and worthy memberi of fo- 
ciery \ when they do not, we think it our duty to 
fay fa. 

As men,' Horn every thing we have heard, the 

inaAagers of our theatres are worthy and reipec>- 

table^^but as fuperintendants of what ought to 

^ be the moft rational of all public amufements, we 

* are unable to conceal that we th'>nk them iham^ 

iUliy deficient* 

There cannot be a doubt, that dnmatic a^ 
fairs ihould be condu^d by liberal, intelligent 
and ingenious men ; men who themfelves podeia 
tiue gcoluSf aad vVho can therefore form iomp 



idea of the refpe^ ^> which It is entitled : if ths 
fiage is in fuch hands, we may yet hope to fee iC 
fiouri(h ; if it is not, Aill lower, if po/fible, is ft 
likely to fink in the e^mation of every judicious 
perfon. ' 

Mr. Garrick, whatever might be his faults^ 
(and we believe he had as few^ to the full, aa 
thoiis who do not poilUs a fingle ray of his unrW 
valled merit to throw iafio theoppofite fcaie) cet^ 
tainly carried the readability of the ftage to a 
b'gher pitch tbaa k had ever known : he was tbe 
Chatham of the dramatic ftate^ and, like that 
great minifttr, with whom he was vM>r(hily in the 
habits of friendHiip, he furvived but aihert time 
the firft appetfraacei gf it's evidently dedininy 
fpicodor! . .

To aflert that chit gentlemah pofleiles drama- 
tic merit equal to that of his celebrated (iftef, 
would dpubtldfs be laying too much; but he cer- 
tainly bids fair to become a very accompltfhdd 
. a€lor« By greatly magnifying his abHrtles, pre- 
vious to his appearance) maAy were led to make 
comparlfoos which mufb of neceffity prove preju- 
dicial to^ny younl; performer *. xhn circumftanc^y 
Kowever, fhouM rather be rqgiftered in the lift of 
bis^ misfortunes, than in that of his faults. 

Few chafa&ers rfequi^ Co many requifites to 
finable a performer to rife above mediocrity as 
that of Hamlccs Mr« Keinble, however, was on 
the whole very vefpcf^U^, if not great, and gave 
much fatisfa^ion td all thofe who had not ct' 
pe£ted too much. 

His perfotf is geftteifel, afid his %tire elegant and 
engaging} but though there is a ftrong> family- 
Kkenefs between him and Mrs^ Siddons. his face 
wants fymmetry, and his features are often de£- 
cientin exprcilion. His voice, whjich is cle^r ami 
diftin^, has a variety of tones, with the modula- 
tion of whfch he in general feems well acquainted ; 
but his a^on is rather too artificial, and we were 
lorry to feethechara^^er of Hamlet too often 
iunk* in ftage-tricks and laboured ornaments. 

It hasbeen obferved that the eyes of the audi- 
^»cc gave but few tokens of Mr. Kemble^s power 
to reach the heart: this circumftance, however^ 
,is perhaps rather to be aicribed to the part,(]t^an 
to the performer. At any rate, it will be pro- 
-pet to fee him in fume charaAer better adapt- 
ed to exhibit this eflfefl, before we decide againft 
lilm in fo elTential a point. Indeed, as we aj;e 
Convinced he has real abilities, we think it would 
lie uncandid too minutely to enumerate fuch lit- 
tle defers as experience will in all probability 
noder every day lefs neceflary to be excufed* ..

Having declined an- 
fwering the fifth queftion, becaufe it was not ap- 
plicable to the caufe, and had not been argued. 
Lord Thurlow ftopped Sir Francis Buller, and 
faid, that in his opinion it was neceffary that the 
queftion fhould be anfwered. It had application 
to the caufe, and had been put for the fake of 
the conclufion. If their lordfhips thought pro- 
per to afk for the advice and counfel of the judges 
op this Or any cafe, he thought that they were 
to determine whether the queftion was proper or 
fiat. He by no means wifhed to be peremptory'; 
but he defired to know whether their lordiKips 
would not, for their own dignity, maintain the 
power of deciding on the propriety of their 
queftions. 

The Earl of )^an«ifield faid, it was not ufual 
to enforce their queflions. ^e had never feen an 
jnftance in which their lordfhips had determine4 
to abide |t>y the queflions which they put to the 
judges, if they declined \o, a^fwer theirs. Thqn 
frequently did decline to anTwe'r queitions, and 
the Houfe confirantly acquietced.

conftitution of our courts of equity was bujlt# 
He had other objeftions: thefe commillioners 
were not appointed in thefime manner, nor ha4 
they the independence of the judges in the courrs 
of law. Every judge held his commiillon undiAc 
the Condition oi quam diu fe bene gcjferitt while 
the, condition of the appointment of the com- 
mifnoners of the Great Seal was durante bent 
plaiitoj a diftinftion of which he profeffed he 
could not perceive the neceffity or the Ccn^Q, The 
judges inequity ought furcly to be as independent 
as the judges in law. Another clrcumftance was 
obfervable in this commiflion alfo, that the junior 
commiflioner fhould deliver his opinion firft. But 
he would rcferve the whole of the dlfcuffiyn of 
the fubjedt until it fhould come before them 011 
due notice.

determined to bring it on without delay. The 
Solicitor- General, at the fame time, pledged 
i^mfelf that nothing flxould prevent fuch a profe- 
cution from being commenced as fpeedily at 
poflible. 

Mr. W. Pitt declared himfelf fatisHed with this 
(declaration of the two crown-officers; but added, 
that he hoped the Houfe would not be prevented 
by it from taking into confideration the minute 
of the Treafury Board relative to the difmiifion of 
the two clerks in queftion, as it would not inter- 
fere with the profecution. 

The Houfe then proceeded to hear counfel in 
behalf of Sir Thoma»Rumbold, after which they 
adjourned.

The Houfe refolved itfelf into acommhtee on 
l»ord Mahon^s bill for preventing bribery and ex* 
pences at ele£kions for members to ferve in par- 
liament. Mr. Alderman Sawbridge having taken 
the chair, the Aril claufe was read, which en- 
abled, that, under a penalty to be (peciiied, no 
fum or fums of money ihould be given to any 
dcAor, under any colour or pretence of defraying 
lus expences at the place of ele^ion. 

Mr. Powys moved an amendment, to exempt 
from the penalty all perfons not interefted in the 
fuccefs of any candidate; it being reafonable, that 
>ivkenever an improper perfon lliould become a 
candidate, the independent freeholders, who had 
nothing at heart but the good of their country* 
Ihould be permitted to defray the expences of fuch 
voters as they fhould find inclined to oppofe the 
improper candidate. 

Loitl Mahon faid the amendment would en<« 
tirely defeat the principle of the bill ; for if the 
law ihould permit any perfon to give money to the 
electors, except the mere candidates, it's end 
would be foon evaded, and the candidates become 
the real corruptors. He did not want to prevent 
• candidate from paying the expence of carrying 
ctedlors to the place of eledlon; his objeA was 
to prevent any money from finding it's way into 
the pockets of the voters : poft- chaifes and coachea 
iDight be hired, and the money (hould be paid to 
the owoers* but not given to the voters to pay It 
(hemfelves. 

Mr. Barrow approved of the claufe vnthout the 
amendment) and thought it vi^ould be proper to 
ftibjed to a penalty all who ihovld confine or take 
•way voters, in ele^oneering language called 
Settling the dedlors. This pradice, he faid, pre- 
vailed much at Gloucefter; and he gave a re- 
narkable inftance of it. The voters ufed to go 
to fome friend of the candidate, before the election 
came on, and tell him they intended to vote for 
Us friend; but as they might be intoxicated, 
they were afraid they might be carried away in 
that ftate to vote for the other candidate. To 
prevent this, they defired to be accommodated 
with bcdi at hit hottTe* A couple of cledon 



having done this fome time ago, were provided 
with beds ; but not getting as much liquor as thef 
expected, they became diifatiified; which clrcum- 
ftance reaching the ears of a friend to the oppo* 
fite candidate, he procured a ladder to be fet up 
to the window of the room where they were, an4 
got them out: a poft-chaife being in waitings 
they were crammed into it, and carried to a gen- 
tleman's houfe about five miles difiant; but, otk 
the door of the chaife being opened, they were 
both found dead, being fat men,- and a&ually 
fmothered. ' 

Mr. Martin condemned the pra€tice of defray •• 
ing the expence of electors; they ihould, he 
thought, travel at their own charge ; the ele^or, 
wfaofe expences are paid for, not being a free- 
man, but the bondman of the perfon who paid 
for him. 

The queftion being then put on Mr. Powys^a 
amendment) it pafled in the negative without a 
divifion* 

Mr. 'Barrow then moved the amendment he 
had fuggefted for fubje^ing to a penalty thofe 
who ihould confine or carry away ele^ors. On 
this queftion the committee divided, when the 
amendment was carried, there being 
For it _ - - 55 
Againft it - - 47 

Went afterwards through the other daufeij^ 
and adjourned* 

MAY 15. 

Heard counfel in behalf of Sir Thomas Rum* 
bold. Several witnelTes were examined in favour 
of Sir Thomas; after which the Houfe adjourned* 

MAY 16. 

Mr. Alderman Sawbridge made his annual 
motion for ihortening parliaments. Having fo 
often explained his intention on the fubjed, and 
fo frequently urged the arguments which occur- 
red to him in fupport of his opinion, he laid he 
fhould not now trouble the Houfe with a repeti- 
tion of them: all he ihould add, therefore, for 
the prefent, was, that if his motion mifcarried 
this year, he was neverthelefs determined te 
perfewere in making it annually, as long as he 
ihould have a feat in the Houfe, or till the met* 
fure ihould be adopted by parliament. Haviox 
gained experience by pail defeats, he intended 
his motion for, this year ihould be as little liable 
to obje^fcion as poffible, and would move only 
for leave to bring in a bill for ihortening the du- 
ration of parliament. 

Mr. Martin feconded the motion; faying, he 
hoped to fee it carried, if not this year, at leaft 
atfoiHie futupperiod; as coni^itutional focieties 
"tfctt forming; in every part of the kingdom| 
which, notwithibnding the contenipt fome 
members afftCttd to hold them in^ wbuld^ hp 
trailed, at IzSk give efficacy to the attempt for 
ihortening the duration of parliaments. 

Lord Surrey fupported the motion^ ohferving 
6\at feven years was too long a period for eny 
lAait to be entruiied with thcexerdfe of the 
power of his conlHtu'ents. 
^ Sir P. J. Clarke declared alfo for the mot!b«i 
which, he.iio^d w^ould not be oppoi^ by t itil* 
niftry who wottU bctjhovgkt f^itfulft tQ tht cop* 
ftiCuUoa* ' ^ 
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Mr. BaiTow oppofed the motion; faying, he 
could not confent to have more frequent elec- 
tions, till he. ihould fee fome bills carried into a 
law for preventing expences at eledlions. 

Mr. Penruddoclc feconded the motion. 

Sir Edward Aftle^ oppofed the previous quef^ 
tion; faying the worthy alderman merited thanks 
lor his perfeverance in endeavouring to ihorten 
parliamonts. Our anceftors, at a critical period, 
agreed to the appointment of feptennial parlia- 
ments; but the fame political reafon no longer 
exifting, they ought to be fliortened. 

Mr. Alderman Sawbridge faid, he ihould not 
iufier gentlemen to ikulk behind a previous 
queftioo^ for if by means theifeof his motion 
flu>uld be loft for that day, he would renew it 
every day till gentlemen ihould give it an open ne- 
gative Oc«£iHrmattve. 

Mr. B arrow on this agreed to withdraw his 
motion; which being done, the Houfe divided -on 
the alderman*s motion, when there appeared 
Againft it • - - - - 123 
for it ------ 56 

Majority - - - 67 

MAY 19. 

Ordered feveral private bills to be engrttfled, 
and deferred feveral orders of the day. 

General Smith made a motion relative to the 
refolutions of the feled committee, and prefented 
fome of them to the Houfe. A ihort converfation 
Cook place concerning the propriety of producing 
thofe refolutions, and about the time of taking 
tltem into consideration; when it was agreed that 
they Oiould be confidered on Wednefday. 

Lord Newhaven then rofe; and, after a few 
words, expreffing his fatisfa^ion at the informa- 
tion lately received from the crown-lawyers, re- 
fpe^ng the unfortunate affair of Meflrs. Powell 
niui Bembridge, moved, that the order for pro- 
ducing the minutes of the Treafury relative to 
Ithe cond\i€t of Mei&s. Powell and Bembridge, be 
liifcharged. This ftep, at prefenty he apprehend- 
ed, wouM be very proper, as the crown-lawyen 
had informed the Houfe, that a profecution was 
Aow carrying on againft thefe two gentlemen in 
th^ courts below. 

After a long converfation on the fubje£l, the 
i^ftion was put} un which the Houfe divided, 
and the numbers were.

Mr. Dempfter brought up the report from the 
committee appointed to try the merits of the con- 
tcfted eledion for Saltaih; by which Sir Grey 
Cooper, the fitting member, is declared duly 
deded. 

Mr. Maurice Lloyd moved^ that the governor 
and i\rtCton of the Bank of Enjgland do lay be. 
?ore the Houfe ^ ftate of their accounts. 

Proceeded to examine wifj^lTes in behalf of

adjourned •

read, agreed to, and ordered to be engroiled. 

Mr. RoUe requefted the Paymafter General to 
inform the Houfe, whether he fti.l perfevered in 
his intention of keeping MefTrs. Powell and Bem« 
bridge in office. 

Mr. Burke declared himfelf at a lofs how to 
anfwer the honourable gentleman's queftion; but^ 
as he had been called upon, he would endeavour 
to give the Houfe fatisfa^ion. He took God to 
witnefsi that, in reftoring MeiTrs. Powell and 
Bembridge, he was a6Vuaced by motives of jufticc 
only; and that, before he took thlsftep, he bad 
weighed all the confequences . Their reftor atloo^ 
in his opinion, was founded in juf^i(;e. Hewap 
not, however, wedded to his own opinion ; to ihaX 
of the Houfe he would ever bow, nor did he vn(k 
to take the fenfe of it by a divifion; it would be 
fufficient for him, if a few of the leading mem* 
bera would declare they thought the gentlemen 
in queftion ought not to be continued in office. 
It was neceflfary for him, however, to convince 
the Houfe, that it was not upon flight grounds 
he had reftored them, and that no injury could 
arife to the public from their reftoration. Meflrv 
Powell and Bembridge were his moft faithful af** 
fiftants; and, notwithftanding the hopes he enter- 
tained of reducing to pra^ice the reforms he had 
projeded, had it not been for the affiduity, fide- 
lity, and induftry of thefe two gentlemen, be never 
could have been able to introduce thofe which 
were now eftabliflied. He was not, indeed, fur- 
prized at any confefiion they might make; for, 
irom the condition in which he had feen Mr* 
Powell when he aiked him fome queftions, he 
was fo little able to fpeak to any thimg not wholly 
in the way of his buiinefs, that he was conTin* 
ced he could, by crofs queftions, have made him 
confefs himfelf guilty of treafons, rapes, and mur« 
der. He concluded by obferving, that notwjth* 
ftanding Melfrs. Powell and Bembridge had ren« 
dered him very effential fervice in enabling him 
to make the neceflary reforms, he would never- 
thelefs abide by the judgment of the Houfe. 

He was replied to bv Mr. RoUe, and Governor 
Johnftone; and,after fome defultory converfation^ 
the Houfe adjourned. 

MAY 21. 

Pailed the Hull, Gaol, and Scotch Jufticiaij 
bills. 

The order of the day being then read, counfel 
were called in on Sir Thomas Rumbold^s bill} 
after which the Houfe adjourned. 

MAY 13. 

General Smith prefented copies of minutes on 
India affairs, which were ordered to lie on the 
Uble. 

The Houie then went into a committee on the 
bill for making it penal for any one to be found 
at night with pkklock-keys, or other implemems 
for houfe -breaking. 

Mr. Selwyn moved, that he might be permitted 
to bring evidence to prove the necelfity of the bill. 
The motion hjiving been agreed to, three of the 
gentlemen of Bow Street were feverally examined ; 
after which the blanks of the bill were filled up. 
But, unfortunately for the tribe of thief-takers**- 

Mr. Powys moved an amendment relative to 
^ Z'% tie 
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th€ rewards to be given for spprehending pcrfoiw 
coming within the meaning of the bill. Af the 
claufe originally ftood, the mere apprehentioh of 
d perfon under this defcription entitled theappre- 
header to the reward j but this, Mr. Powys ob- 
ferved, was a dangerous daufe, as it made the con- 
ftaMe, in a great meafure, judge, jury, witnefs, 
and executioner: he therefore moved an amend ' 
ment, by which the reward was made payable 
only on convi£tion. This amendment was im- 
mediately adopted by the committee. 

MAY 26. 
The order of the day forgoing Into a committee 
of ways and means being read,thcfpeaker left the 
chair; and Mr. Ord having taken it- 
Lord John Cavendiih entered upon the bull* 
Siefs of taxation. The fum wanted, he faid, was 
560,0001. which he propofed to raife in the foU 
lowing manner. 

The tax upon bills of exchange he propofed 
/hould be doubled. Having laft year produced 
56,000!. the additional duty would amount to 
56,0001. more. To this he prdpofed to fubje£t 
all promtOTory notes, and bills of exchange drawn 
on foreign countries; which would raife at leaft 
44,.oool. 

The next tax was a ftamp on receipts. In fa- 
vour of the poor, he propofed to Exempt from this 
duty all bills for lefs than 40s. but on all receipts 
for more than 40s. and under 2oi. he would lay 
a ftamp-duty of 2d. and on all receipts for more 
than 20I. a duty of 4d. The produce of this tax, 
he faid, he would eftimate at 250,0001. 

The next articles he propofed to tax were, pro- 
bates of wills and legacies. On the former he 
propofed an additional ftamp-duty, which he 
reckoned at io,oool. and on the latter a duty of 
ll. per cent, with an exception in favour of wives 
'and lineal defcendants. , He rated the whole of 
this tax at 40,000!. 

On bonds, lavy-proceedings, admiffions to the 
the inns of court, &c. he propofed ah additional 
i^amp'duty, the grofs annual produce of which 
he eiiimaced at 6o,oool. 

The tax impofed laft year on ftagc-coacbes 
had been fo very productive, that he thought they 
Would be very able to bear an additional one of 
three hal'- cnce per mile; the produce of which 
he rdtcQ at 25,oool» 

By a fmali duty on contracts and inventories^ 
he propofed to raife Io,o©ol. 

Op all bills for appointing truftces for turnpike- 
roads, for making canals and navigable cuts, ice. 



he propofed a tax ; the annual produce of which 

he eftimated at 2o,oool* t 

Quack medicines he thought very proper ob* 
jedls of taxation. By laying a duty of 81. pe» 
cent, on medicines, he believed there would be 
produced annually a revenue of 1 5,000!. 

An univerfaJ regift^r of all carriages came next 
under his conflderation, which he fubmitted ta 
the committee as a matter very necelfary. He 
nnentioned the wheel-tax, and propofed a tax of 
IS. on every wheel, viz. 2s. on every cart, and 4s* 
on every waggon. By this he propofed to raife 
25,0001. 

He then propofed a tax upon all bills of births* 
marriages, and deaths^ which, at 3d. per head, 
would produce 15,000!. a year. 

All thefe fums put together would make juft 
560,0001. the cx..t\ fum neceflary to pay thein- 
tercft on the loan of i2,ooo,oooL 

Lord Mahon reprobated all thefe modes of 
taxation j faying they were done in a very flovenlf 
manner, and ihewcd mueh negligence and much 
ignorance. - _ . 

Mr. Fox,- Mr. W. Pitt, Lord North, and fevc- 
ral other men>bere, afterwards fpoke on the fub- 
jectj when the refolutions were agreed to by the 
iTommittee, and ordered to be reported to^e 
Houfe the next day. 

MAY 27. 

Read a firft time the bill to prevent bribery at 
elections, and ordered it to be printed. 

A fliort converfation then took place relative 
to the fubjeft of taxation j after which the Houfe 
heard counfel in Sir Thomas Rumbold^s cafe^ 
examined feveral witnefles, and adjourned. 

MAY 28. 

Faffed the St. Martin's Paving bill. 

Went into a committee on Bayntun*s Divorce 
bill, Mr. Penruddock in the chair; when coun- 
fel were called in, and feveral witneffcs examined 
to eftabli/h the proofs of adultery. 

The counfel having withdrawn, Sir Herbert 
Mackworth faid, he thought the fettlement on 
Lady Maria, which ihe was to enjoy after the 
divorce, toofmall j he therefore wiihed to increaie 
it, and as double the fum did not appear to him 
too much, he moved, that in the claufe which 
ftated, that one hundred pounds be fettled on the 
lady, the word one be left out, and the word /tiw 
inferted in it's ftead. The motion being agreed 
to without -oppofitien, a ftiort converfation fuc- 
ceeded relative-to Iiidia- affairs j after which thQ 
Houfe adjourned till Friday*

The Definitive Treaty with the United States 
■of America, has not yet been publifhed by au- 
thority; but there is no doubt that it is exadlly 
conformable to the Preliminary Articles, as it is 
fcarce poffible for any terms to be more advan- 
tageous to them, and the prefent is not the «era 
for fpirjted demands on our fide. Indeed, copies 
have been circulated in the newfpapers, probably 
tranflated from fojne of the foreign prints, where 
the Definitive Treaty with the American States 
appears almofi: verbatim the fame as the Prelimi- 
nary Articles, given in our Retrofpcft for Janua- 
ry. (See Vol.11, p. 75.) The negociation with 
the Dutch is, however, more honourable to us 
than might have been apprehended: and ad- 
mi nifiration will be entitled to the thanks of 
their country for the firmncfs they have fiiewn 
on this occafion — If they do not give up Nega- 
patnam for too flight an equivalent. 

As the Definitive Treaties with France and 
Spain, as well as the Preliminary Articles of Peace 
with the States General of the Seven United Pro- 
vinces, have already tranfpired, we ihall give our 
readers an opportunity of judjging for themfelvcs 
refpedllng the advantages or dil'ad vantages with 
which they are pregnant, by giving them at full 
length, ai tranflated by Authority.

In confequence 
whereof, the nrccflary orders fliall be fent by each 
of the high contracting parties, with reciprocal 
paflports for the ftiips which fliall carry them, im- 
mediately ifter the ratification of the prefent 
treaty. 

Art. XI. Their Britannic and Catholic Ma- 
jefties promife to obferve fincerely, and bona 
fide, all the articles contained and eftabHflied in 
the prefent treaty; and they wilF not fuffer the 
fame to be infringed, directly or indJreftly, by 
their refpe£l1<'efubje6ls: and the faid high con-- 
tradting partifes guaranty to each other, generally 
and reciprocally, all the ftipulationsof the prefect 
treaty. 

Art. XII. The folemn ratifications of the

By the Grace of God, we Catherine the Se- 
cond, Emprefs and Sole Monarch of all the 
Ruffias,of Mufcovy, Kiovia, Vlodomiria, Novo- 
gorod. Czarina of Cafan, Czarina of Aftracan, 
CiariQa* of Siberia, Lady of Plefcau, and Great 

» G Dutchefg 
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Dutchefs of SmolenflcD, Uutchefa ci/ESoamaLf of 
Livonia, Caxclia, Twer, Ingona,.Genma, Viat- 
kia, BuIgaiUy aad other countries^ Lady and 
Great DutcheCs of Low.er Kovogorod, of Cser- 
tiigovia, Refan, Roftow, JaroiloMTy Belo-Oforia, 
Udoria^ Obdoria, Condinia^ Ruler of all the 
Side of the North, Lady of Iverla, and Heredi- 
tary Princefs and Sovereign of the Czars of 
Cartaiinia and Georgia, as aifo of Cabardinla, 
of the Princes of Circa^a, of Goriki, &c. Being 
intent, during all the courfe of the late war, 
which had extended over every part of the earth, 
to teftify how much we had it at heart to fee the 
cnlamities thereof teknunated, we were inclined, 
in conjundlion with his Majcfty the Emperor of 
the RomanSj King of Hungary and Bohemia, to 
employ our good ofllces, in order to find means 
of « conciliation proper far re-eftablifliing peace 
and good underftandmg Between the belligerent 
powers. We have had the fattsfa^on to obferve 
that our comnK>n endeavours were not fruitlefs; 
and the pacific, fentiments, virith which the faid 
powers were happily ahimated, having ripened 
and ftrengthened fo far that tiliey proceeded to 
conclude Preliminary Articles, ferving as a bafis 
to the Definitive Treaties, they invited us, con- 
jointly with his Majefiy the Emperor of th« 
Romans, KJng of Hungary and Bohemia, to 
cacry our united mediation into full execution^ 
and to interpofe our good offices in this falntary 
work, by concurring to confolidate and fully 
eftablifik the peace, the foundations of which were 
laid by the aforefaid PreHsunary Articles, and 
thus to accompUih the bufiae^^of pacification 
fo. happily begun. W^ equally>indnced by the 
fentiments above ezpreficd, as by a Juft acknow- 
ledgment of thofe which vitn manif^ed to us 
on the part of the faid powecs, didtnot hefitate, 
in concert with his Majefty the Emperor of the 
Romans, to confirm their expet^afeion, aad to 
charge o«r£slfwith the important employment 
which was tendered to us . For this end, we have 
made choice of, named .and. deputed, and by 
thefe prefents do make choice of, name and 
depute, our mintilers plenipotentiary to his mofi; 
Chriftian Majefly, ouc beloved andlrufty Prince 
IvfAn Bariatihikoy, lieutenant-general of our 
forces, knight of. the order, of St. Anne; and 
the Sieur Arcadius de .Marco/F, our counfellor 
of.Ciiaoccry; giving them, full power, in our 
rnxrx^ and, on our behalf, In qustlity of media- 
tor, Jointly with him or tbem whoihall be named 
for th'ts purpofe and iikewife furmfiied with full 
powexiy'oh the part of his Maje% the Emperor 
of the Romans, King of Hungary .and Bohemia^ 
co^medialbr \» >nft:n ' as on the- part of the other 
powers interefted therein, to a6t or interpofe, and 
aflift with our mediation and good ofiifces, in the 
arrangement a»d completion of alliuch treaties", 
convention6, or other inilruments, ar fiiall be 
judged neccHary for the confolidation and entire 
confirmation ,of the work begunj and alfo to 
fign and deIlver,^on their pai;t, fach a€t or adts 
as may be required and deemed conducive to the 
attainment of th^t end: promifing, on our faith 
and imperial word, to approve and faithfully 
perform evt ry thing which fhall have been done, 
coacluded^ promifed and figned^ in virtue of the 



preleBtfuH power, by the faid Prince Bariatin- 
/koy and Sieur MarcofF, as alfo'to caufe our ra-* 
tifications thereof to be expedited in the time 
agreed upon. In witnefs whereof, we have 
figned thefe prefents with our o>vn hand, and 
have caufed the Great Seal of the empire to be 
fixed thereto.

PRELIMINARY ARTICLES OP PEACE, BE- 
TWEEN HIS BRITANNIC MaJeSTY AND 
THE STATES GENERAL OF THE UNITED 
PROVINCES. SIGNED AT FARIS, SEP- 
TEMBER 2, I7S3. 

In the name of the Moft Holy Trinity. 
The King of Great Britain and the States 
General of the United Provinces, animated with 
an equal defire to put an end to the calamities of 
war, have already authorized their.refpedtivemi- 
nifters plenipotentiary to fign mutual declarations 
for a fufpenfion of arms; and, being willing to re« 
eftablifli union and good underfianding between 
the two nations, as neccflary for the benefit of hu- 
manity in general, as for that of their refpe^ive 
dominions and fubjedts, have named for this pur- 
pofe, to wit, on the part of his Britannic Maje- 
fly, the moil illuftrious and mofi- excellent Lord 
George Duke and Earl of Manchcfier, Vifcount 

> Mandeville, Baron of Kimbolton, &c. his am- 
bafiador-extraordinary and plenipotentiary to his 

• moft Ghrittian Majeftyj and, on the part of their 
High Mlghtinefies, the faid States General, the 
moft excellent Lords Mathew Leftevenon de Ber- 
kenroode, and Gerard Brantfen, refpe^ively their 

> amhaiTador and ambafiTador-extiaordinary and 
plenipotentiaries: who, after having duly commu- 
nicated their full powers in good form, have agreed 
upon the following Preliminary Articles. 

Art. I. As foo'n as the Prelimin^aries fiiali be 
figned and ratified, fincere andconftantfriendihip 
fiiall be re-eftablifhed between his Britannic Ma- 
jefty, his kingdoms, dominions and fubjeds, and 
their Jligb MightinefiestheStates General of the 

• United- jProyinces, their dominions and fubjeds^ 
of .what <juality or condition foevcr^thay be, with?- 
dut exception eitlier of places or.perfonsj fo that 
the high contradUng parties /Bali give the greateft 
attention to the maintaining between themielv,es^ 
and their faid dominions and./ubj^dlsy this reci-

There ihall be z 
general oblivion of every thing which may have 
been done or committed, before or (ince the com- 
xnencement of the war, which is juft ended. 

Art. II. With refped^ to the honours of the 
flag, and the falute at fea, by the (hips of the Re- 
public towards thofe of his Britannic Majefty, 
the fame cuflom ihall be refpedlively followed, as 
was pra£lifed before the commencement of the 
war which is juft concluded. 

Art. III. All the prifoners taken on either 
fide, as well by land as by fea, and the hoftages 
Carried away or given during the war, and to this 
dayi ihall be reftored, without ranfom in fix 
weeks at lateft, to be computed from the day of 
the exchange of the ratification of thefe Prelimi- 
nary Articles j each power refpe£tively difcharging 
the advances which fhall have been made, for the 
fubfifteiice and maintenance of their prifoners, 
by the fovereign of the country'wherc they Hiail 
have been detaiAed,,accordingtothe receipts, at- 
teiled accounts, and other authentic vouchers, 
which (hall be furnifbed on each fide: and fureties 
ihall be reciprocally given for the payment of the 
debts which the prifoners may have contra^ed 
in the Countries where they may have been de- 
tained until their entire releafe. And all (hips, 
as well men of war as merchant-fhips, which may ■ 
have been taken fince the expiration of the terms 
agreed upon for the cefiation of hoftilities, by fea, 
ihall likewife be reftored, bona fide, with all their 
crews and cargoes: and the execution of this ar- 
ticle ihall be proceeded upon immediately after 
' the exchange of the ratifications of this Prelimi- 
nary Treaty. 

Art. IV. The States General of the United , 
Provinces cede and guaranty, in full right, to his 
Britannic Majeily, the town of Negapatnam, with 
the dependencies thereof; but in confideration of 
the importance which the States General of the 
United Provinces annex to the pofTeifion of the 
afofeikid town, the King of Great Britain, as a 
proof of his good will towards the faid States, pro- 
ihifes, notwithftanding this ceffion, to receive and 
treat with them for the rcftitution of the faid 
town, in cafe the States fhould hereafter have an 
equivalent to offer him. 

Art. V. The King of Great Britain ihall 
reftdre to the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, Trinquemale, asa'fo all the other towns, 
forts, harbours, and fettlements, which, in the 
courfe of the prefent war, have been conquered, 
in any part of the world whatever, by the arms 
of his Britannic Majefly, or by thofe of the 
£ngliih Eafl India Company, and of which he 
might be in pofleiHon ; the whole in the condi- 
tion in which they ihall be found. 

Art. VI. The States General of the United 
Provinces promife and engage not to obftru£t the 
navigation of the Britiih fubjefts in the eafiern 
^■ieas. 

Art. VII. Whereas differences have arifen 
between the Englifh African Company and the 
. Dutch Weft India Company, relative to the na- 
^ vigation on the coafts of Africa, as alio on the 
(\ih]t€t of Cape Apollonia; for preventing all 
caufe of complaint between the fubjedts of the 
two aattons ttfoii thofe coaftf^ it is agreed that 



commiiTaries ihall be named on each fide, to 
makefuitable arrangements on thefe points.^ 

Art. VIII. All the countries^and territories 
which Aiay have been, or which may be con- 
quered in any part of tjie world whatfoever, by 
the arms of his Britannic Majefty, as vycll as 
by thofe of the States General, which are not 
included in the prefent treaty, neither under the 
head of ceilions, nor under the head of rciftitu- 
tions, ihall be reftored without dllficultyy and 
without requiring any compenfation. 

Art. IX. As it is neceiTary to appoint a certain 
period for the reftitutions and evacuations to be 
made, it is agreed, that the King of Great Bri- 
tain fiiall caufe Trinquemale to be evacuated, as 
well as all the towns, forts, and territories, which 
have been taken by his arms, and of which he 
may be in poiTeffion, excepting what is ceded to 
his Britannic Majefty by thefe articles, at the 
fame periods is the reftitutions and evacuations 
ihall be made between Great Britain and France. 
The States General ihall reftore, at the fame 
period, the towns and territories which their 
arms may have taken from the Englifh in the 
Eaitlndies. In confequence of which,the neceiTary 
orders ihall be fent by each of the high contrad- 
ing parties, with reciprocal paiTports ror the ihips 
which ihall carry them, immediately after the 
ratification of thefe Preliminary Artides. 

Art. X^ His Britannic Majefty, and their 
High MightinciTes the aforefaid States General^ 
promife to obferve fincerely, and bona fide, 
all the articles contained and eftabliihed in this 
prefent Prelinlinary Treaty; and they will not 
fufier the fame to be infringed, diredly or indi- 
redly, by their refpedive fubje£b: and the faid 
high contraAing parties guaranty to each other, 
generally and reciprocally, all the ftipulations of 
the prefent articles. 

Art, XL The ratifitations of ^the prefent 
Preliminary Articles, prepared in good and due 
form, ihall be exchanged in this city of Paris be- 
tween the high cootra^ing parties, in the fpace 
of one month, or fooner if it can be done, to be 
computed from the day of the fignature of the 
prefett articles. 

In witn^fs whereof, yft the under-written, 
their ambafTadors and plenipotentiaries, have 
figned with our hands, in their names, and 
by virtue of 4>ur full powers, the prefent 
Preliminary Articles, and have caufed the 
feaJsofour arms to be affixed thereto.

have both requeued the faid Maha Rajah to be 
the mutual guarantee for the perpetual and in- >• 
variable adherence of "bo.h parties to the condi- 
tions of this treaty j and the faid Aladhoo Row 
Scindia, from a regard to the welfare of both 
flates, hath taken upon himfelf the mutual gua- 
rantee. If either ot the parties fliail deviate front 
the conditions of this treaty, the laid Maha Rajah 
will join the other party, and will, to the utmofl 
of hi>i power, endeavour to bring the aggreffor to 
a proper underflanding. 

Art. XVII. It is hereby agreed, that what- 
ever ten-itories, forts, or cities, in Guzzerat, were 
granted by Ragonaut Row to the Englifh, prc- 
vicus to the treaty of Colonel Upton, and have 
come intD their pjficili.vn, the rcffitution of 
which was flipulated in the 7th article of the faid 
treaty, fhall be redored agreeably to the ternuof 
the laid treaty. 

This treaty, confifting of feventccn articles, is 
fettled at Salbey, in the camp of iVlaha Rajah 
Subadah Madhoo Row ScinJia, on the 4th of the 
month Jcmmad ui Suany, in the year 11S7 
of the Hiegera, corrcfponding with the 17th of 
May 17SZ, of the Clinician $erd, by the fad 
Maha Rajah, and Mr. Divid Anderfon. A 
copy hereof fhall be fent, by each of the above- 
named perfons, to their refpe<Slive principals at 
Fort William, and Poonahj and, on bothcop^:a 
being returned, the one under the feal of the Ho- 
nourable the Eafl India Company, and fignature 
of the Honourable Governor General and Coun- 
cil of Fort W.iiiam, to be delivered to Maha 
Rajah Madhoo Row Scindia Behader j and the 
other, under the feal of tli£ Peihwa Madhoj Romt 
Pundit Purdhan, and the fignature of Bella- 
jee Pundit Nana Furnavefe, to 'be delivered to 
Mr. Anderfon j this treaty fhall be dcenfti 
compleat and ratified, and the articles herein 
contained fnail becume binding on -both the con- 
tracing parties.

The attempt of the Spaniards again(l Algiers 
fcas by no means been fuccefsful ; and they have 
returned into port with very little additional ho* 
BOiir* A report has been pretty freely circulated 



this month refpeding fome new difturbances m 
South America, but we can by no means voucll i 
foric*s authenticity. 

We have no certain Intelligence that Rufiia 
and the Porte have as yet commenced hoftilitles^ 
though news ta this e^edV feems to be hourly ex- 
pedted by all Europe. France and £nglaxul, it « 
is fald, are both determined to prfeferve a perfedl 
neutrality; but, though both thefe laft powers 
have, we bel'.eve, had quite enough of war for 
the prefent, we cannot bring ourielves to capedl 
that they will long remain Ina&ive, Aould this 
event take place. Indeed, the meditated contef^ 
between thefe powerful empires feems likely to 
involve all Europe j and it is from this confidera- 
tion alone, that we fllll think the Grand Seignior 
may be prevailed upon, by his ^European friends, 
to accommodate matters with the Emprefs. In 
the mean time, the Emperor of Germany keeps 
up a moi^ powerful army, and is daily making 
the greatest exertions pofllble for the cftablifli- 
ment of a refpcdable navy; the King of Pruffia 
Is ready to take the field on the flighted occa- 
iionj Poland is under perpetual alarm; Den- 
mark and Sweden are indefatigable in ilrengthen- 
Ing their marine; and even the little Republic of ^ 
Venice is likewife increafing her naval power. i 

Nor have France and Spain fo haflily diiband- 
ed their armies, or laid up their (hips of war, as 
might naturally have been expected, did there 
not appear at leaf^ a ilrong probability that their 
afliAance would foon be wanted.

where he had been but a few days, when he was 
fthtd and dragged to pcifon, charged with being 
a criminal named Durand, who had been con-^ 
v}£^ed or having committed a murder on the zid 
of September 1782, and fentenced to die,, but 
had efc9ped from gaol. What is moft remarka- 
ble, the judge who tried Durand fwore to Mr. 
Barolett's being the identical perfon whom he 
tried J the gaoler and five other pcrfons corro- 
borated his teftimony, and the unfortunate Mr. , 
Barolett was confcquently ordered for execution, 
which would have taken place next day, not- 
'withftandlng all his declarations of innocence, 
had it iiot i)ccn far Lord Torrington, who pro- 
cured a refpite, and fumifhed Mr. Barolett with 
Vneans of fending to England for evidence. The 
very inffant the alarming news arrived, Mr. Cot- 
ton pfocure4 feveral affidavits, all clearly proving 
that Mr. Barolett was at Yarmouth when the 
murder was committed at Bruges, and that he 
had remained at Yarmouth till th« dme he was 
Cent to Bruges on bufinefs. Thefe affidavits, 
^however, "were not fufficient to procure the re- 
leafe of the unfortunate man, for the judge de- 
clared they only went to prove that a Mr. Baro- 
lett was at Yarmouth, and by no means fatisfied 
liim that the perfon in cuftody was not the cri- 
,ininal named Durand, who had efcaped. Lord 
Torrington then applied for a farther refpUe^ 
9nd, a few davs iincc, Mr. Gooch fet off* for 
Bruges, to produce the caHi-book kept by Mr. 
Barolett for months before and after the murder 
was committed, without afingle entry made by 
any other perfon. There is no doubt that Mr«. 
Gooch willprocure his releafe : but what recom- 
mence can be made to the unfortunate man, who 
has not only been chained down to the floor, and 
in every other rrfpedb treated as a criminal, but 
would certainly ha>'e fuffered death had not Lord 
Torrirgt'^n accidentally heard of the affair!

THE Right Honourable Augttftu$ 
Keppel, VircoujitKeppel, of £1- 
Teden in the county of Suffolk, Firft 
Lord of the Admiralty^ was born m 
the year iT^Jr 

• His lordihip is de&ended from Ar- 
nold Jooft Van Keppel, a member of 
the Noblefie of Holland, who accom- 
panied King William into England 
at the Revolution in 1688; and, after 
attending his majefty in feveral cam- 
paigns, with diilingurihed courage 
and ability^ was created a peer in 1 695 » 
hy the title of Baron Aihtord, of Afh- 
ford in the county of Kent, Vifcount 
Bury, and Earl of Albemarle. 

: This noble anceftor of Lord Keppel 
was held in the higheft efteem by King 
William, who bequeathed to him^ in 
a. codicil annexed to iis laft will, the 
Lordlhip of Breevofl, and a legacy of 
aoo,ooo guilders; bein^, indeed, the . 
only legacy left by the king from the 
Prince of Nafiau Friefland^ his jti%-* 
jefty's heir. 

The late Earl of Albemarle, fon of 
the £rft earl, and father tif Lord Kep- 
pei» warnamed William- Anne, from 
hfir majefty Queen Anne, who ho- 
noured his lordihip by ftanding god* 
iQiother in pexfon* 



Lord Keppel is the fecond fon of 
the fecond Earl of Albemarle, by his 
lady, Anne Lenox, fifterto his Grace 
the late Duke of Richmond. 
. His lordihip havinjg early conceiv- 
ed a very ftrone inclination forthe fea* 
fervice, was placed under the care of 
Lord Anfon> with whom he fail^ 
into the South Seas, and was at the 
taking of the town of Paita, (where he 
narrowly eftaped being killed by a 
cannon-ball, which carried away part 
of a jockey ^ap he happened to have 
on at the time, but did him no other 
damage) and at the capture of the fa. 
mous ihip Acapulco, m 1744. 

On the i6th of November, in the 
fame year, he obtained his comaiiEoii 
asacaptainofthenavy; and,ini7464 
being commander of the Maidftone 
man of war, he greatly difinguiflied 
himfelf, by takine, linking, and de- 
ftroying, many ofthe enemies priva- 
teers and frigates, fome of them of 
very confidcrable force. 

In the year 175 1, he was appointed 
commodore of a fquadron in the Me- 
diterranean; and, on the ill of May 
in the fame year, failed from Minorca, 
to accommodate the differences which 
then fttbfifted between the Englifh 
merchants and the Dey of Algiers; a 
bufin^fs whicb-he compieatly effedled.

This little body having thus profpe- 
rottfly gained the top of the hill, 
formed themielyes in good order, 
without delay, and were immediate- 
ly attacked by 300 French troops: 
^gaiaft thefe, however, they.refolute- 
ly maintained their advantage, till 
ike whole corps of Brigadier Lam- 
bert afcended in like msrnner, when 
the enemy were quickly repulfed. 

In a (hort time after, the landing 
of all the forces was complcatly efl 
feAed, with vtry inconflderable iofs. 
The enemy, in one or two places, 
feemed difpofedto make a Hand; but 
the lighf-horfe employed on this ex-, 
pedition fbon drove them into the 
^wn, and laid the whole way quite 

rn up to the entrenchments before 
citadel. 
. The very difficult tafk of bringing 
forward the heavy artillery, which was 
&T& to be dragged up the rocks, and 
afterwards £x miles farther along a 
rugged, broken road, neceflarily took 
up much time, and tended greatly to 
fatigue the men employed on this la-, 
bono us fervice. 

Tie fiege, however, was opened 
with tigour ; and the garrifoh, which. 
was commanded by the Chevalier De 
St. Croix, a brave and experienced 
officer, threatened a long and obili- 
oate defence. 

The enemy made fome fallies, one 
of them with confiderable eifecl, in 
which Majo/General Crawford was 
taken prifoner: thefe checks, how*- 
ever, ^rVed onlv to animate th( be- 
fiegers, who made a furious attack on 
tjie lines which covered the town, and 
cari'ied them without much Iofs, prin- 
cipally by the uncommon intrepidity 
of a newly-raifed corps of marines, 
whofe fpirit and gallantry on this oc- 
<;aiion had not been exceeded during 
the cdurfe of that fuccefsfnl v/ar. 
. The town being now wholly aban- 
doned, the defence was confined to 
the citadel; and, as his lordfliip had 
Rationed the fleet fo as to prevent 
every communication with the cpn-. 
tinent^ and of courle cut off all hope 



of relief, it was obvious that the place 
mnil necefiaril^ be reduced. 

The Chevalier de St. Croix, bow- 
lder, was refolved to fell it as dear as 
poiSble: and his garrifon according- 
ly, with wonderful expedition and 
perfeverance, continued nightly to 
repair the damages of the preceding 
day, though they faw the breaches 
made every day more and more con- 
siderable by the well-direAed effort* 
of their befiegers; till, at length, on 
the 7th of June 1761, a praflicable 
breach having been efl^e^ed, the go- 
vernor found it expedient to capitu^^ 
late, and he was allowed to march 
out with all the honours of war. 

Thus was Belleiile reduced under 
the Britiih government, after a fiege 
of two months, at the expence of about 
1 500 men killed and wounded. The 
Iofs moft regretted was that of Sir 
William Peere Williams, a young 
gentleman of great talents and ex- 
pedations, who had made a diftin- 
£ui(hed figure ~ in parliament, and 
had lately entered into thefervice? 
he was (hot by a centinel of the ene- 
my, whom he had, in the night, to* 
nearly approached; ^md was die third 
young man of faihion whom, durin^> 
this^war, the love of entcrprize, and 
of their country, had brought to an. 
honourable death in thefe expeditions 
on the coaft of France. 

The rejoicings in London, on this 
occafion, were extremely great; th6 
city addreffed his Majefty, and the 
land and fea-oflicers, who with fo nob- 
ble a perfeverance had ftrug^led with* 
and overcome fuch extraordinary dif-* 
ficuhies, were the fubjeds of univer-%- 
fal applanfe. 

In the celebrated expedition againft 
the Havannah, in the year 1762, hit' 
lordfhip bore a confiderable part: for,* 
though Admiral Pococke had the 
chief naval command, the three no* 
ble Keppels certainly flutred largely^. 
in the honour of that important con-* 
queflf; and the Earl of Albemarle, in 
particular, his lordfhip's brother, was ^ 
commander in chief i>f the land fbr-^

A body of the enemy's troops appear- 
ing near the fhore, his lordihip or- 
dered the Mercury and Bonetta (loop 
in.fliore* to fcour the beach and woods ; 
and a. more considerable force after- 
wards appearing as if they intended 
ta oppofe the £arl of Albemarle's 
paffing Coximar River, his lordfhip 
ordered the Dragon, Cap tain Hervey, 
to. run in and batter the caftle^ which 
was accordingly foon filenced, and 
the army pafled over unmoleiled. In 
ibort, hislordfiiip behaved with fuch 
propriety on- this famous occafion^ 
that Admiral Pococke, in his letter 
to the Admiralty, dated July 14,1762, 
obferved, that ' Commodore Kep^el 
executed the duty intruded to him 
with an aftivity, judgment^ and di- 
ligence, which no man could furpafs/ 
. At the latter end of the fame year, * 
his lordihip went on a truiz6 to the 
Weft Indies, where he took four 
French frigates, and eighteen mer- 
chantmen, all richly laden with fu- 
gar, coiFee, and indigo^ under tKeir 
convoy. 

Shortly after this event, his lord- 
ihip was promoted to the rank of 
Rear- Admiral, as a reward for his long 
and eminent fervices; and^ in the 
months of January and Febi-uary of 
the fucceedmg year, he captured fe- 
veral valuable Spanilh prizes^ which 
he fent into Jamaica. ^ 

The peace which was concluded 
with France and Spain on the loth 
of the month lad mentioned, put 'an 
end to thofe exertions^ the fuccefs of 
which enabled him to enjoys in* ho- 
nonrable afiluence, that tranquillity 
which he had fo well laboured to re- 
fiore to his country. 

From this period, till the com- 
lutiftcementof hodilixies with France, 
the brave admiral remained under the 
Ihwie of hi9 laurels ; unlefs he may 
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be faid occaiionally to hate auit-^. 
ted it, when he joined the oppoincioii 
in a certain aflemblv, to do what ho 
doubtlefa thought ierving his coimw 
try in the beft manner he was able. .^ 

Being now ^eneroufly called upoa 
by his fovereign to take the com- 
mand of the grand fleet intended to 
attack the force of France, he failed 
from Portfmottth with twenty fail of 
thelineinjune 1778, and made imme- 
diately for Bred; where information 
being received, that the enpmy had 
in that harbour, thirty.one fail which 
would be ready to put to fea In a 
few days, he thought it expedient to 
return for a fufHcient auementatiot^ 
to fecure the fuccefs of the bufineft 
he was commiiTioned to execute. 
. His lordfhip was accordingly re« 
inforced with ten Thips, and aga(n fail- 
ed in quedof the French fleet; which 
was at length difcovered on the 23d 
of July, about three in the after- 
noon, ofl^Bred, coniiding of thirt)r 
fail, under tjie Comte D'Orvillidrs. 

A general chace was immediately 
ordered ; but it was late in the even- 
ing before the Britidi fleet came up 
with the enemy. D uring the night, 
the Frenph had contrived to alter 
their pofition, and they were next 
morning found to windward : this 
circumdahce at once pleafed and furjr' 
prized our countrymen.; who con- 
cluded that the enemy meant fairly 
to try their drength on the occafion« 
fince they had unquedionably. quit- ,. 
ted a podtion in which they. might 
liave faved themfelves from the ne- 
ceffity of an engagement, by reti:eat- 
ing into port. It was not, however, 
till four days after— --the. execrated 
27 th of July — that the two fleeu fairly 
met. 

To enter into the difameable par- 
ticulars of that day, too deeply rooted 
in the memory of every Engliflimanj 
mud be as unneceflary to our readers 
as it would certainly be unpleafing 
to us : when we condder that a fuc- 
cefs at this critical jun6lur^> dmiiar 
to that which afterwards followed 
the unaiumous exertions of our fleet

SECOND. 

Th ^T, after the van and centre divi- 
iions of the Briti/h fleet paiTed the 
rear of the enemy, the Admiral did 
not immediately tack and double 
upon the enemy with thofe two di- 
viiions, and continue the battle; nor 
did hecolledl them together at that 
time» and keep fo near the enemy^ 
as to be in readinefs to renew the 
battle, as foon as it might be pro- 
per; but, on the contrary, he flood 
away beyond the enemy to a great 
dillance, before he wore to Sand 
towards them again, leaving the 
Vice Admiral ot the Blue engaged 
with the enemy, and expofed to b^ 
cut off.

fleet remained near the Britifh la 
the fitnation the whole had been in 
the night before, and that the refl 
wore to leeward at a greater dlf- 
tance, not in a line of battle but in 
a heap, the Admiral did not caufe 
the fleet to purfue the flyiogenomy, 
nor ^ven to chace the three fhtps 
which iSied after the reft; biit, on the 
contrary, he led the Britifh fleet ano* 
ther way direAly from the enemy. 
By thefe ini^ances of mifcondudt and 
neglefl, agloriousopportitnitywas 
loiT of doing ft mqft eifentiaLfervice 
tbtKe'ft'ale, a^d the honour of tho 
Britifh navy was tarnifhed. 

On the nth of February the Court 
pronounced the following fentence. 

This Court, pnrfuant to ah order of 
the Lords .Commifiioners of the 
.Admiralty, dated the 31ft of De^ 

cember 1778, anddirefted to Sir 
Thomas Pye, proceeded to enquire 
into a charojc exhibited by V^e 
Admiral Sirif ugh Pallifer, againfl 
the Honourable AuguftusKeppfl, 
for mifcondudl and negIe£lpFauty» 
on the 27th and 28th of July l&ft, 
in fundry inflanccf^ as inentioned 
i^ a paper that. accompanied the 
faid order, and for trying the fame; 
and the court having heard the 
• evidence and priforier^s defence, 
and maturely and ferioufly conii- 
dering the whole, are of opinion, 
that the charge is malicious and ill- 
founded, it having appeared tliat 
the Admiral, fo far from having by 
mifcondudl ahd negled of duty on 
the days therein alluded to, loft 
an^oppc[rt'uhity of renderin e efTen- 
tial lervice to the ftate, ancf there- 
by tarnilhing the honour of the 
Britifh liavy, behaved ^ became a 
judicious, brave, and experienced 
officer : the co urt do therefore una- 
nimoufly and honourably acquit 
the faid Admiral Auguflus Keppel 
of the feveral articles in the Qharge 
agaiajft him, and he is hereby fully 
and honoiirably acquitted aceord- 

■ After which the prefident. Sit 
Thomas Pye, returned the admiral 

;» K his 
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his fword, witK the following fhort 
addrefs. 

ADMIRAL KEPPEL» 

It is no fmall pleafnre for me to re- 
ceive the commands of the Court I 
have the honour to preiide at; that, 
itt delivering you your fword, I 
am to congratulate you on it's be- 
ing reftored ^o you with fo much 
honour; hoping, ere long, you will 
be called forth by your fovereign 
to draw it once more in the defence 
of your country. 

It may be proper jufl to add, that 
thecondudt of ViceAdmiral Sir Hugh 
Pallifef was afterwards, in April 1 779, 
fubmitted to a court-martial; when 
that gentleman, whofe ikill and bra- 
very nave never been doubted, re- 
ceived the following fentence on the 
5th of the fame month. 

The court having enquired into the 
conduA of Sir Hugh Pallifer,Vice. 
Admiral of the Blue, on the 27.th 
and 28th days of July ^ and heard 
evidence on the fame, are of opi- 
nion, that his behaviour on thofe 
days was in many in fiances highly 
meritorious and exemplary; but 
that he was bhmeable for not mak- 
ing the diftrefied fituation of his 
fhij^ known to the admiral, either 
by the Fox, or otherwife : yet, 
as he is cenfurable in no other 
part of his condndt, the Court are 
of opinion he ought, notwith- 
ftanding that, to be acquitted, and 
he is acquitted accordingly. 



The prefident then delivered to 
the Vice-Admiral his fword, with 
this fhort addrefs— 

I AM direded by this Coitrt to return 
you your fword. 

Perhaps, in moft other countries, 
"where ftridl difcipline is prefervcd, 
the fentences on both thefe occafions 
'might have been importantly diffe- 
rent. 

After his lordihip's ac(}uittal, he 
continued to join oppoiltion, under 
the banners of the Marquis oif*Rock- 
ingham; and, on the triumph of 
that party, in the beginning of the 
year 1782, he was appointed Firft 
Lord of the Admiralty, and compli- 
mented with a peerage: 

On the death of the marquis, how- 
ever, he went out with his colleagues; 
and came in with them again at the 
memorable coalition. 

It would be the height of injuftice 
not to obferve, that Lord Keppel, 
as Firft Lord of the Admiralty, has 
unremittingly exerted himfelf to in- 
creafe the refpeftability of the navy ; 
his condud in this high and impor-* 
tant office has given univerfal fatis-- 
fadion ; and if his lordihip has not 
been thought. remarkable for bril- 
liant oratorical talents, he is at lead 
allowed to poiTefs a native goodnefs 
of heart, beneath the not unpleaiing 
roughnefs. almoft infeparable from a 
true Britiih feaman.

CRYSTALifa perfe^ly colour- 
lefs, tranfparent, and very hard 
llon^, which generally grows from the 
rocks in a pyramidal (arm, thpagh 



it is ibmetimes found torefemble peb-i 
bles, as the Brazil pebble. Sec. 

Agate, which is for the mod part 
opake, and variegated in a cunoua 
and irregular manner, has alfo been 
ranked among previous ftones, though 
it is perhaps too common a fofGl tq, 
merit the appellation. 

Jafper is found in the ferm of a flint 
or^bblci ^BdJ when wfought, appears 

of 
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of a beautiful green ^ fometimes Ipot- 
ted with white clouds, but it is fcarce- 
ly pellucid, unlefs when very thin. 

Thie Emerald is fometimes found in 
the ihape of a pebble, and at others 
like cryftal: both forts, when poliflx- 
ed^ appear of the fined green in all 
it's di^erent (hades ; thofe of the peb" 
ble icind are very bright and tranfpa- 
reiit, but they are leis glolfy than the 
cryftalline. 

The Carnelian^ Sarda, or Sardius, 
are all names of the fame gem; which 
is found in the different (liapes of peb- 
bles, and, when polifhed, appears of 
a ile& colour: though fome carne- 
lians are whitiih, others blood-red, and 
fome beautifully variegated, and vein- 
ed with pale red and white. 

The Onyx is a precious ftone or 
gem, partly tranfparent, formed in 
semes about a central body, and is not 
inferior to other femi-opake gems« 
either in luftre or brightnefs. The 
rings of zones add a difcriminating 
beauty to this (tone, which admits. of 
a very high polifh. 

The Sardonyx is a femi-tranfparent 
gem', which partakes of the nature of 
thiefardius in it^s flefhcolour,and of the 
onyx in it's zoned or tabulated form ; 
being diftinguifhed into fpecies, ac- 
cording to it's great variety of tinges, 
zones, and other phaenomena. 

The Topaz, which is always found 
in an oblong pebble form, was an- 
ciently called the Chryfolite, becaufe 
of it's Golden Colour, in which it ex- 
cels every other gem : it has all the 
different tinges from deep to pale ; and 
is elleemed io valuable, that the Great 
Mogul poffeiTes a iingle topaz worth 
twenty thoufand pounds. 

The Sapphire is the moft.fingular 
and beautirul of all gems,for it's hoble 
azure or fky- coloured blue. Sapphires 
are fometimes found in the fhape of 
pebUes, and at others in that of co- 
lumnar cryftah, with fhprt pyramid 
dal tops: they are from the paleft tinge 
of fky -blue to the deepeft indigo. The 
pebble fort, in particular, are exceed- 
ttkf^jy valuable. 

The Ruby iyabeaiJtifttl gem,rcfflatk- 



able for it's fine glowing red colour 
and hardnefs : it is always found ia 
the ihape of fmall, oblong, flattiih 
pebbles. A ruby of ten carats, if of 
the beft fort and colour, is worth .up- 
wards of two hundred guineas. Thefe 
gems have frequently u> perfect a na- 
tive poli/h, as not to Hand in need of 
the fmalleft afiillance from the lapi- 
dary's art. 

The Carbuncle, fo called, becaufe, 
when held up to the fun, it refembles, 
in colour, a glowing Charcoal, is no- 
thing more than a fpecies of the ruby. 

The Beryl is a finer fort of colum- 
nar cryftal : it is, however, fometimes 
found in pebbles, but it is then of an 
inferior quality; and is remarkable . 
for a fine blueifh green colour, which 
it never in the flighteft degree lofes. 

The Jacinth, or Hyacinth, is a pel- 
lucid gem, of a red colour, with a mix- 
ture of yellow; and, like n^ft other 
gems of this fort, is found in the form 
of a pebble, or of columnar cryftal, 
having a great variety in it's* tinges, 
from the colour of the ruby to that of 
' amber. 

The Amethyft is a fione of a beau- 
tiful colour, being a mixture of red 
and blue, comprehending all the de- 
|;rees of a purple hue, and is fomid 
m the form of pebbles and cryftal. 

The Garnet is a gem of a deep red 
colour, with a caft of blue, but va- 
riable in it's tinges, down to a fiefli- 
colour. Though garnets are extreme- 
ly fubjedt to flaws and blemifties, they 
do notj like moft other gems, lofe 
their colour in the fire. Gai:nets are 
always found in the pebble form. 

The Adamant, or Diamond, which 
is the principal of all precious ftones, 
excels every other body in two eflential 
qualities; firft, in hardnefs; and, fe- 
cohdly,init's power of refra^ing light. 
The diamond is incapable of being cut 
or pOliOied by any other fubftance 
'than it'» own when reduced to a^ne 
powder; and it exceeds the power of 
refra£liog light in glafs or* cryftal, 
nearly in the proportion of five to one 
and a half, or of ten to three. No 
wonder, then, that this aftoniftiing

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power of jrefra£lion ihould m^ke it fo procef^, the ineltcd met^l &^ tlw; bottom 



brilliant tnd fparklinj^, and that it's 
nianileft fiipertority mould render it 
of fuch proainOils>alae. The Great 
Mogul IS {M'X6 be pbfleiled of the 
largeft diamond in the world, weigh- 
iiq; two bunxired and feventy^-nine ca- 
rata, or two ounces krid ia qaarter, 
worth 779,1441. Diamonds are found 
in TarioitS'foJftts of cryftal and cryftal- 
line pebbles* with feyeral . irregular 
fides oi* fsLcci, Which have often a na- 
tive polifh; and the heat of common 
fire has no efMt on them. This moft 
precious article is the produce of the 
iLaillndies; and other parts of , the tor- 
rid zone. 

'There.are many other Hones of mat 
note and nft ih medicine, arts> and 
trades; among which are the Lapis 
Lazuli; which is nfed to make that 
finift of«]l blue colours Pallid Ultra- 
marise; the TnrZpioiie ftone/ fome- 
tjimes, thotfgh improperFy, reckoned a 



IS drained off into proper veflfels, wheriA 
it 'gradually confdlidates into the hard 
maiiy fubllance of the metal, and takes 
the form of blocks, (heets, ingots, Sec. 

The ores of iilver and copper affprd 
exceedingly curious objedls.for the mi- 
crofcope: the various vegetation and 
ihooting of filver through the whole 
fubftance of the ore, in all forts of con- 
figurations, likefprigs, branches, fern- 
leaves, &c. are, aftonilhingly curious 
when beheld with the naked eye, but 
much more fo by the microfcope; and 
copper in general tinges moft mar.ca- 
fitesor m undies,' cryilals, gems, and 
precious Hones, with their richeH dyes 
of green, blue, and purple. 

Gold, filver, copper, iron, tin, lead* 
and mercury, are produced from. ores

Ore is a hard mineral flone, rock, 
or pebble, more of Icfs impregnated 
whbparticles of metal; thefe^ being fe- 
parated from the earthy part, are melt- 
ed into a foHd body or inzfs of pure 
metal* To «fe€t thii purpofe, miners 
mkke ufe of ftamping-mills, which by 
degrees break the mineral lumps into

The fingular properties of gold, 
which is the principal or mpR valuable 
of metals, are, that it is the moft 
pure as well as heavied^of all com- 
pound bodies, being . nineteen times 
an'd an half more ponderous thaj;i wa- 
ter.

Silver, di&OTcn more of > vesetablo 
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and arborefcent configuration, bothm « 
it*s native and difTolved ftate, than any 
other-metal ; and it is diffolvablc into 
a pellucid Huid by means of aquafortis. 
^Copper has only one property which 
principally diftinguiihes it; namely, 
found; being the moft fonorous of ail 
metals. It is of a red, or deep purple 
colour^ but gives a fine blue tea folu* 
tion of it, as well as to cryftals precipi- 
tated to the bottom. It's weight, com- 
pared with water, is nearly as nine to 
one, and it is for the mod part found 
in a very hard (lone of a dark colour, 
running in veins or loads between beds • 
or layers of rocky earth or ftone. Cop- 
per is fometimes found in it's pure na- 
tive form, and perfectly malleable, 
while at others it appears to have a 
vegetative: power of ihootiog twigs and 
branches; aTnd very commonly it ex- 
udes„in the mine in the /hape of blue«> 
pointed ftining cryftals, in large heads 
of fix or eight inches wide, very beau- 
tiful to the eye. 

Iron being the hardeft of all metals, 
is not fufible except with very intenfe 
heat; but it is malleable and dudile 
w^th a common red heat; and may be 
hammered till it becomes red-hot. Iron 
is.'th^ only metal fufceptible of the 
magixetic power: it's weight to that of 
ivater is nearly ^s eight to one; it dif- 
iblves in aqua fortis with a rapidity 
and efFervefcence beyond any other me- 
tal; and is corroded by the acid in the 
air very readily, fo as to become rufty. 
IrQn is of a whitifli glittering colour 
wl^en broken; and, when red-hot un- 
der the hammer, it fends o£F fcales or 
flakes of calcined iron highly magneti- 
cal» It is never found pure, but always 
in ore, either pebble or hard flone. 1 1 
may be extraded by the load-ftone 
from the a(hes, of plants, though it dif- 
covers lefs of a vegetable conJBguration 
inxryftalli^ing than any other metal. 

Tin is tlie lighteil of all metals: it's 
weight to that of water is little more 
thait as feven to one. , In colqur it is 
as Jraite as iilyer ; it is fofter than any ^ 
other metal, except lead; is malleable 
toacopiiderabk degree, melts with a 
fmall heat, is very little fubjed to ruft, 
aad not at all foAorous. Xt has. th« 



lesift fixation in €reofany m«tal, mims 
intimately, with tvsjy 6ther metallio 
fubftance, and renders them all brittle^ 
iron only excepted. Tin is found- ia 
ore of hard flone, and alfo in opake 
pebbles. • • 

Except mercury and gold. Lead it 
the heavicft of metals; it's weight, com- 
pared with that of water, being ne4rly 
as eleven to one. It is likewife the 
fdftell of all metals, and of courfc very 
dudile and flexible; it melts foon^« 
and is lefs fonorous than' any othei^ 
metal; has the leaft elafticity, and is the 
leaft fixed in the fire. It is fcldooi 
found pure, being generally in an ore 
of a glofly black colour. 

Mercury^ -though a fluid body, is 
alfo a folid one : this,, however in- 
confiftentitmay appear, isftridly true* 
Fluidity Is one ftate of all metals by 
means of a'certain degree of heat; aad 
fixity, or folidity, is another, by means 
of a degree of cold which our air always 
affords; but that degree is far from be- 
in^ fufficient to fix mercury, or convert 
it into a (olid body, nor yet is it cold 
enough at the Arftic Circle ; but, at 
Peter ftjurgh, an artificial cold has been 
made fufficient to fix it into a body as 
hard as lead, and whiter than tin when 
cut; and it was then alfo duftiie or 
malleable with the hammer, and had 
all the other properties common to 
metals. 

Brafs is a faditiou-s, not a natural 
metal:, and is made by putting* feven 
pounds of pulverized lapis calamiriaris, 
or calamine ftone,to five pounds of cop- 
per, letting the whole ftand in a wind- 
furnace eleven hours, in which time it 
becomes brafs, as we commonly fee 
that metal. 

Steel is not properly a different me- 
tal from iron; being only iron fo aU" 
tered by art as to become of a finer 
grain, and harder in various degrees; 
confeqaehtly more fit for edge -tools, 
and many other purpofes. 

Pewter is a compound of feveral 
metals and minerals, fuch as tin mixed 
with lead, brafs, bifmuth, &c. Tin- 
.plates,as they are called, are in reality 
iron plates tinned on both fides, and 
penetrated fo ftfongly by the tin, that 

they 
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tkey appear^ by their whitenefs when 
c«t» to be of that metal: but flill the 
iron retains it's prt>perty of magnetic 
▼irtue, and is as much attra£ted^ when 
tinned^ as before. 

Platina, a new mineral, has been 
of late years difcovered, which has 
ibme very remarkable properties ; one 
of which is, that, in it's pure f(ate, it 
is heavier than even gold. Accord* 
ing to the late celebatcd Muffenbroek, 
platina is heavier than gold, in the 
proportion of twenty-feven to nineteen 
and a half; confequently , it is by mach 
the heavief^ of all known bodies. It 
is alfo, like gold, of a yellow colour, 
bnt hard and brittle; and, together 
with gold and €]ver, makes very rich 
compounds, fuperior to anyBell-metal, 
Fiochbeck, or Prince's Metal. 

HHIJ.OSOPHICAL TRANSACTIOJ^S. 
AK ACCOUNT OF THE USEFULNESS 
-OF WASHING THE STEMS OF 
TREES. BY MR. ROBERT MAR- 
SHAM, OF STRATTON, F.R.S. 

THE following account is a kind 
of poftfcript to my letter to Dr. 
Mofs, Lord BifhopofBath and Wells, 
in 1775» which the Royal Society did 
me the honour to publifti in the Phi- 
lofophical Tranfadions in 1777. In 
tksu I Ihewed how much a beech in- 
creafcd upon it's ftcm being cleaned 
and walhed^i and in thfs I ihall fhew, 
that the benefit of cleaning the flem 
continues fevers 1 years: for the beech 
which 1 wafhed in 1775, ^^^ incrcafed 
in the Ave years fince the waihing 
eight inches and fix-tenths, or above 
an inch and feven-tenths yearly; and 
the ageregateof nine unwafhed beech, 
es of th^ fame age does not amount 
to one inch and three-tenths yearly 
to each tree. In 1776, 1 walhcd ano- 
ther beech, (of the fame age, viz. feed 
in 1741) and theincreafe in four years 
£nce the waihing is nine inches and 
two-tenths, or two inches attd three- 
tenths yearly, when the aggregate of 
nine unwafhed beeches amounted to 
bttt one inch and three-tenths and a 



half. In 1776,1 wafhed an oak which 
I panted in 1 7 20, which has increafed 
in the four years fince wafhing, feven 
inches and two-tenths, and the ag- 
gregate of three oaks planted the 
fame year, (viz. all I meafured) 
amounted to but one inch yearly to 
each tree. In 1779 1 wafhed another^ 
beech of the fame age, and the in- 
creafe in 1 780 was three inches, when 
the aggregate of fifteen unwafhed 
beeches was not full fifteen inches 
and fix-tenths, or not one inch and 
half a tenth to each tree; yet moftof 
thefe trees grew on better land than 
that which was wafhed. But I ap- 
prehend theAvhole of the extraordi- 
nary increafe in the two lail experi- 
ments fhould not be attributed to 
wafhing: for, in the autumn of^778, 
I had ereafy pond-mud fpread round 
fome favourite trees, as far as I fup- 
pofed their roots extended; and all 
though fome trees did not fhew to 
have received any benefit from the 
mud, yet others did, that is, an oak 
increafed half an inch, and a beech 
three-tenths, above their ordinary 
growth. Now, though the beech gain- 
ed but three-tenths, yet, perhaps, 
that mav not be enough to allow for 
the mud; for the fpmmer of 1779 ^** 
the mofl ungenial to the growth of 
trees of any fince I have meafured 
them, fome not gaining hilf their or- 
dinary growth, and the aggregate in- 
creafe of all- the unwafhed and un- 
mudded trees that I meafured (ninety 
three in number of various kinds) waa 
in 1779 but fix feet five inches and 
feven-tenths, or feven ty- feven inches 
and feven-tenths, which gives but 
eight-tenths and about one third to 
each tree; when, in 1778, (a very dry 
fummer in Norfolk) they increafed 
feven fee.t a\id nine-tenths, or near 
eighty-five inches,, which gives abpvo 
nine-tenths to each tree; and this 
fummer of 1780 being alfo very dry, 
yet the aggregate increafe was above 
half an inch more than in 1778. But 
the befl increafe of thefe three years 
is iow, as there are but twenty of the 
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ninety -three trees that were not plant- 
ed by me, and greater increafe is rea- 
fonably expeded in young than old 
trees ^ yeti have an oak now t>vo 
hundred years old*, (1780) which is 
iixteeh feet and five inches in circum- 
Terence, or one hundred arid ninety- 
feven inches in two hundred years. 
But this oak cannot properly becall- 
-ed old. The annual increafe of very 
oldtrees is hardly meafurable with a 
firing, as th€ flighteft change of the 
air will afFed the firing more than a 
year's growth. The largeft ti'ees that 
I have meafured are fo far from me, 
that I have had no opportunity of 
meafuring them a fecond time, ex- 
cept the oak near the Honourable Mr. 
Legge's lodge in Holt Foreft, which 
does not fhew to be hollow. In 1759, 
I found it was at feven feet, (for a 
large fwelling rendered it unfair to 
tneafure at five or fix feet) a trifle 
above thirty- four feet in circumfe- 
rence; and, in 1778, T found it had not 
increafed above half an inch in nine- 
teen years. This more entire remain 
of longevity merits fome regard from 
the lovers of trees, as well as the hol- 
low oak at Cowthorp in Yorkihire, 
which Dr. Hunter gives an account 
of in his edition of Evelyn's Silva, and 
calls it forty-eight feet round at'^three 
feet. I did not meafure it To lowj 
but, in 1768, 1 found it, at four feet^ 
forty feet and fix inches; and, at five 
feet, thirty-fix feet and fix inches; 
and, at fix feet, thirty-two feet and 
one inch. Now, although this oak 
is larger near the earth than that in 
Hampfhire, yet it diminiihes much 
fliOre fuddenly in girt, viz. eight feet 
and five inches in two feet of height. 
(I reckon by my own meafures, as I 
took pains to be exa£l.) Suppofe the 
jdiminution continues about this rate, 
(for rdid not meafure fo high) then 
at feVen feet it will be about twentv- 
eight feet in circumference, and the 
bottom fourteen feet contain fix hun- 
4rcd and eighty-fix feet round or 



buyers meafure, or feventecn ton and 
fix feet; and fourteen feet length of 
the Hamplhire oak is one thoufand 
and feven feet, or twenty- five toDi and 
feven feet, that is, thrde hundred and 
twenty. one feet more than the York-(> 
ihire oak, though that is fuppofed 
by many peopU the greatefl oak in 
England. 

I am unwilling to conclude this ac4 ^ 
count of wafhing the ftems of trees« 
witl>outobferving, that all the ingre- 
dients of vegetation united, which 
are received from the roots, fiem. 
branches, and leaves, of a mo^ ana 
dirty tree, do not produce hsUf the 
increafe that another gains whofe Hem 
is clean to the head only, and that ^ 
not ten feet in height. Is it not clear 
that this greater (hare of honrifiiroenc 
cannot come from rain? for the dirty 
ftem will retain the moiflure longer 
than when clean, and the nourifh^ 
ment drawn from the roots, and im« 
bibed by the branches and leaves^ 
mud be the fame to both trees. Then 
mufl not the great (hare of vegetative 
ingredients be conveyed in dew? May. 
not the moTs and dirt abforb the finelb 
parts of the dew? and may th^y not 
ad as a kind of fcreen, ^and deprive 
the tree of that ihare of air and fan • 
which it requires? To develope this- 
myilerious operation of nature would 
be an honour to, the moil ingenidas^ 
and the plain fad may afford pieafare 
to the owners of young trees; for if 
their growth may be increased by « 
cleaning their ftems once in &ve or fix 
years, (and perhaps thev will not re- ' 
quire it fo often) if toe increafe is 
but half an inch yearly above the or- 
dinary growth, it will greatly over- 
pay for the trouble, befiides theple^t^ 
fure of feeing the tree more flouriih- > 
ing. Although the extra increafe of - 
my firfl waihcd beech was but four- 
tenths of an inch, the fecond was * 
nine- tenths and a half,' and the tlurd 
near two inches ; fo the aggregate ex- - 
tra increafe is above one inch and one-

IMPERIAL CLEMENCY.^ 

AMOHALTALE* 

TH £ Marechal de Sabran Bad re- 
tired from the ferviceof his king 
and country at Ihe age of fixty-five, 
iiaving beQn equally diftinguiihed for 
undaunted valour, and the mod ex- 
tenfive knowledge of military affairs. 
The place of hi^ retreat was a folitary 
romantic chateau, the fplendor and 
hofpitality of which were every way 
worthy of £6 noble and illuflridus a 
goeil: to this abode Fame attended 
ker Koary warrior, after having led 
liim fecure, through a feries of^dan- 
gers, to the highef^ honours which 
a grateful monarch could bellow. 
Here he propofed enjoying the bright 
evening of that day, the meridian 
fplendor of which had never been 
obfcured by a cloud. Under this 
friendly roof, that cordial hofpitality 
ivas realized, which is now feldom 
heard of, but in times remote, or 
legendary tales. Ntf furly Swifs, in 
all the pride of upftart infolencc, was 
placed, like a dragon, before the gate 
of this feat of a^uence ; nor was it 
eyer clofed againll the foot of even 
vagrant mifer>^ Every eye invited 
theflranger with acondefcenfionfuit- 
ed to his rank and pretentions; amd 
the very dogs themfelves (as if in- 
fluenced by their lord's example) 
feemed to tell him he was welcome ; 
ivhilfl the board of plenty, at whieh 
he. was placed without ceremony, ef- 
fedlually convinced him he was fd. 

.Ye, whofedays flow on in one dull 
fcene of ufelefs ina^ivity, or roll in 
a continued torrent pf voluptuous 
enjoyment ; who balk in the fun- 
ihine of fortune due to virtues which 



can alone be traced in the annals of 
your fires; compare your frivolous 
exiflence with that of the old Mare- 
chal de Sabran, and whilfl ambition 
excites you to envy his fame, let rea- 
ion urge you to the imitation of his 
virtues. 

Of all thofe who from friendfhip 
or want fought his J)rote6lion, none 
were received with more apparent fa- 
tisfadlidn than thofe who, like him- 
felf, had devoted their lives to arms. 
Scarcely any diftinftion was known 
among perfons of this defcription. It 
was enough that the ftranger either 
was, or had been, afoldier: his ar- 
rival was announced ; the Mare- 
chal ran to meet him; and all his 
necefiities were relieved as foon as 
known. The account which his guefts 
had to give of their feveral exploits 
in the field brought back the remem- 
brance of what he had hinifelF been, 
and what he hoped his fon might 
prove when he mould Se no more. 
To educate this youth in the early 
knowledge and practice of true vir- 
tue and honour, was the chief plea- 
fnre and occupation of his age. This

The lily of the vale ferv- 
ed as an embleni of his purity,. and 
every fpontaneous note which war- 
bled from the fpray or grove, feemed 
to indicate, that praife is due to his fk- 
cred name. All dark and difcon folate 
ideas, by which fuperfiition is . too 
apt to caft a gloom over the prefent, 
or cloud the profpedl of futurity, 
were either wholly rejedled as dan- 
gerous, or referved till the powers of 
reafqu.fhoald be fufficiently flrong tq^ 
compare ideas with a proper degree 
ofjnft and philofof^cal dUcrimina- 
tion, By thefe cares aii4 attentions 

from 
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from a fond, but not a too' fond 'pa> 
rent^ the young Con>te de Sabran> at 
a very earl)v period, had acquired a 
fund of real knowledge which few 
others attain after all the labours of 
what is called a compleat fyftem of 
education. His ideas> ilaturally 
fluent and extenfive, were confined 
within proper bounds by the aids of 
a well-informed judgment : though 
a tenant of the lhade> he converfed 
with men ; nor, in his choice of a 
companion, gave that preference to a 
brute, which can only be fuppofcdto 
originate in a fimilarity of temper and 
manners. The enraptured Marechal> 
who faw this plant of his care Houriih 
beneath his foflering hand, already re- 
ceived the reward of his labours in the 
fhade he forefaw it would in time af- 
ford to the wretched, and the fruits 
it would in duefeafon bring forth to 
his country.

* Duty and fame are the two objcfts 

* he muft have in view; nor can he, 

* without forfeiting his claim to true 
f nobility, attend to any other, 

' Take,' added he, as he deli- 
vered his fword into hh haads, ^ (his 
* Vol. III. 



-faithful companion of thy father's 
labours; and with that keep clear 
the path to glory, which his arm 
. has hewn out fo'r thee : the fortune^ 
the rank, the titles^.it has gained 
me, muf^, I know, be thine; but 
Cthat is not enough, I expeft thee' 
to defervc them. Take, then, this 
truily fword; not to be polluted 
by the ilreams of private venge* 
ance: referve it, with thyfelf, for 
what alone has a claim to bothv-» 
thy country. Be this, in. a word, 
thy rule on every occurrence; never 
to unflieathe this fwordiut with 
. mercy, never to refign ift)ut with 
life!' 

The Comte received the prefent 
with eyes that for awhile alone fpoke 
the language of his heart : then^ 
drawing it on a fudden, and pointing 
to the blade, he exclaimed, with all . 
the fervour of youth, ' Let thaene- 

* miesof my country appear, and the 

* blood in which I hope to fee it ting-r 

* ed, ihall prove if yours has dege* 
'. nerated in my veins!' 

Every thing being prepared for th« 
young hero's equipment, he took 
leave of a parent from whom he till 
then had never been abfent a day, 
and joined the regiment in. which a 
commiflion was afligned him. 

Thiiee years of peaceful inadivity 
lingered away ere war gave fcope 
to his valour, and relieved the tor* 
i^ient of impatience.

tion flill allows too great an inlet ttt 
public profufion. Some men will think 
of their own welfare, when the weU 
fare of their country is the objed, and 
include their own fupport within the 
honourable ftipport of his Majefty'S 
government — ^I did hot, therefore^ 
think any man on the fide of admini* 
flration would have oppofed the mo« 
tion. I rather fuppofed they w.:nld 

have called out in triumph to let iwp:ift 
—that they would have exulted t^ feo 
the new commons, the new country, 
Ireland, in it's emancipated and dig. 
nified flate, tolerate the nonfenfe that 
was current in Lord Townfhend's ad- 
minifiration. I am as willing as any 
man to pay compliment to miniflry, 
both here and in £n|;land; to allow 
them every degree of credit for their 
honourable intentions : I have not the 
fmallefl ground of animofity or refent* 
ment to them; and when I hear Geco<*> 
nomy recommended from the throne^ 
almdit in the words of the honourable 
baronet, I am aflonifhed at aa oppo* 
fition to the motion. Indeed, I De« 
lieve the words of that recommenda^ 
tion were by fome accident mifplacedy 
or that government has not (Ugefled 
the plan of retrenchment-^they mould 
not have followed immediately the 
mention of the Genevan colony; a 
body of virtuous men, who, to avoid 
the mofl ignominious flavery, ha^e 
fought an afylum in the arms ofthii 
country. It was not the proper place 
to ufe the word ct^conomy; it there^ilt.

tcr int6adefenceof my charader, hav* 
ing never apoflatized. I think it not' 
necefTary for the Houfe now to inve-' 
ilieate what we know to be a fa£L I:

BOW, when England has adled juilly, 
1 will not fay generoufly— now, when 
fhe has loft her empire-— ^hen ihe dill 
feels the wounds of the lad unhappy 
war, and comforts herfelf only with 
the faithful friend (hip of Ireland < If, 
ik 1 769, when the liberties of Ireland 
were denied, and fhofe of America in- 
danger,' it was thought unadvifeable 
tbretren^hour army*— there can be no 
fnch reaion to redace it now, when 
both are acknowledged and conHrm-r 
ed« When we voted 4000 men to 
butcher our own brethren in America, 
the honourable gentleman fhould have 
©ppofed that vote; but perhaps he will 
beableto explain the pro|)rietyof fend- 
ing 4000 Iriftimen thither. But why 
not look for retrenchment in the reve- 
aue and other departments.

the voice of tbe people, which my 
egregious folly had faifed againft me 
—I am not thie gentleman who iab- 
fiils upon your accounts*— I am not tbe 
mendicant patriot, who was bought 
by my country for a fum of moneys 
and then ibid my country for prompt* 
payment — I am not the man who m 
this fioufe loudly complained of an 
infringement made in England, in in«^ 
cl uditig Iiieland in a bill, and then fent 
a certificate to Dunaannon that Ire-> 
land was not included-— I never watf 
bought by the people, nor ever ib]4 
them.

and improved. He has^ow likewife 

fiven a general view of Boyardo's 
lory, as connedled with Ariofto; 
which, indeed, is highly neceft*ary to 
be linderftood previous to the perufal 
of the latter. 

In a Poftfcript, Mr. Hoole makes 
Ills acknowledgments to a variety of 
gentlemen, for encouragement and 
aftiftance; among thefe names, we 
find the late Mr. Garrick, Br. War- 
ton ofWinchefter, Mr. Thomas War- 
ton, Dr. Burney, and Dr. Johnfbn; 
with the fallowing, no doubt, juft 
tribute to the late Dr. Hawkefworth, 
Which^may ferve tb account for the 
very material difference between the 
prefent tranftation and fome former 
works publifhed by Mr. Hoole.

THE author of this Effay begins

cnfconced in the brazen helmet of 
confcious fuperiority, rulhes into the 
peaceful ccmetary where ancient me- 
dical writers are depofited, and eutt 
up the more recent carcafes^ of poor 
Dr. Mead, and Dr. James, with as 
much pjbifeflional apathy as if he were 
a member of the Corporation! 

But, to be ferious, on a very ferious 
fubjed: Dr. Berkenhout has certain- 
ly dealt rather hardly with men to 
whoni mankind are largely indebted ;^ 
and, though modern improvements in 
anatomy and chemiftry have enabled 
him to attack them on advantageous 
ground, the brave man fhould always 
treat thofe from ivhofe refftance he can 
ha've nothing to fear, with all poffible 
tendernefs and humanity. 

With this exception to his manner. 
Dr. Berkenhout is a fenfible and 
manly writer : and' we, in general, 
agree with him as to the inefficacy of 
the feveral medicines ufually pre- 
fcribedfor this terrible difeafe. ^ Per- 
haps, however, he has not fuiEciently 
examined the power of common fait 
moiftehed with water or urine, and 
immediately applied to the wound, 
which we have reafon to think has in 
many inftances prevented the dread- 
ful efFefts of canine madnefs. 

As the prevention of a difeafe is In 
ail cafes to be preferred to the befl re- 
medies, we fhall give our readers the 
ufual fymptoms which indicate ap- 
proaching madnefs in a dog; premi- 
fmg, however, that thefii faithful 
creatures are ufually fuppofed to owe 
the fatal malady to extreme heat, 
want of water, and putrid aiiimal 

food. . . 1 

In the firft place, an evident dimi- 
nuiion of his keen ajppetite fox, food 
is apparent: he eats, indeed, and laps 
his milk Gi water, but with obvious 
indifFetence. His eyes have loft their 
ufual luftre; he drops his ears and 
tail, and Ihews no figns of hilarity at 
the approach of his maft^r; and his 
whole afpeft exhibits a piA'ure of me- 
lancholy, perfedlly intelligible to 
thofe who are accuftomed to obferve 
this animal with attention. . In a day 
or two more, he refufesboth meat an<J 

drinkj

drink, ftiuns the fociety of other dogs, 
and is equally, after a fhort reconnoi- 
tre, avoided by them. He now quits 
his habitation; rnns forward, evident- 
ly without having any thing in pur- 
suit; fnaps at every animal that comes 
in his way; and, within forty-eight 
hx>ui;s, dies con vulfed. Thefe fvmp- 
toms are fo conilant and unequivo- 
cal, that all danger might eanly be 
prevented by the fmaileft degree of 
attention; and as, in the iirft flage of 
the diforder, the animal has no pro- 
penfity to bite, he may be tied up 
>yith the utmoft fafety. 
, But as, notwithilandin^ every hu- 
man precaution, this terrible difeafe 
is likely occafionally to prevail ; we 
ihall, perhaps, rend.er an acceptable 
ftrvice to our readers in general, by 
cjctra^ing Dr. Berkenhout's mode of 
cure, thepraftice of which we fcruple 
not to recommend, 

* The perfon bit muft immediately 
apply his mouth to the wound, and 
cbntinue tp fijck it durihg ten mi- 
nutes or a quarter of an hour, fre- 
quently {pitting out, and wafhing his 
month after each time with water, 
warm or cold, no matter which.- If 
the wound b? in a part of his body 
whichhccannotreach with his mouth, 
poffibly he may prevail on fome ra- 
Honai friend to do him this kind of- 
£ce; efpecially when I affure him, 
pofitivefy aflnre him, that it may be 
done without the lead danger. My 
own fon, then about eight years old, 
in returning from fchool, was bit by 
a doe in the thigh. My eldeft daugh- , 
ter, oeing informed of the accident, 
without the lead hefitation immedlr 
ately fucked the wound, She heard me 
fay it might be done with fafety. The 
dog was certainly not mad; but I re- 
late the flory in juftice to Ker affec- 
tionate intrepidity, which, in a young 
girl, was fomewhat extraordinary. 

• Serioufly, I believe, that if this 
fimple operation were immediately 
and refoluteJy performed, no other 
remedy would b^ required . The beft 
medicines are often the moil iimple, 
and thofe which are nearefl at hand. 
Wear? t90 apt fupercilioufl^ to overii 



look the fimple dilates of nature and 
common fenfe, to thedifcredhofour 
profeifion, and* the lofs of >our pati- 
ents. Art, cKemiftry, compounds, 
and fyftcms, are the hobby- horfes of 
young phyficians; and it is not till 
they have grown old in the profef- 
fion, that they return to Nature' and 
Hippocrates. 

' But, though I have great depen- 
dence on this fimple prefervative-re- 
medy, we cannot be provided with; 
too many weapons^ offenfive and de- 
fenfive, againfl fo formidable an ene.1 
my. Thofe vyho want refolation to 
attack the foe perfonally, will be 
glad of a fubllitute. That fubfti- 
tute is a cupping-elafs, or any other 
veflcl that will aniwer the fame pur- 
pofe. Ifnofurgeon be orefent, take 
a pretty large piece of paper; twift 
it gently fo that it may eafily be 
thruft into a narrow- mouthed jug; 
light the paper well,' and, having put 
it into the veffel, fix it tight over the 
wound, and let it remain i;i thatpo- 
fition till it may be eafily taken off. 
Repeat this operation three or four 
times. 

• ^* Ancient and modern writers on 
this fubjeft have generally advifed 
fearing the wound with a hot iron; 
partly with adefign to deftroy the poi- 
fon, but particularly with an inten- 
tion to produce an ulcer. This I 
think not only an unneceffary, but a 
pernicious aft of cruelty. Let iis 
fiippofe that a particle of the poifon, 
Aifficientto<:odifnunieate the difeafe, 
is abforbed by a lymphatic vein, what 
will be the eifel of the application of 
a red-hot iron to theextremity of that 
vein, after fuch abforption? will it not 
immediately (hrink knd ihrivcl? and 
will not the reduftioa of the peifon- 
OVLS /omfs, by any external applica- 
tion, be thus effedually prevented? 

* The wound being now wiped dry 
with lint or tow, let two drachms of 
raereurial ointment be rubbed into it, 
and let the part be then covered by a 
bliftering plafter fomewhat longer 
than the wound. As fooR as a bladder 
is perceived to have rifen under the 
plafter, raifa the edge of it^ ttid let 
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outtKelyjnpkj ^id» in oxdertokciepit * 
running, let it bcdaily dreiTed duruig 
fourteen days or longer, with an oint- 
ment qompofed of equal parts of jE/k- 
flafirum %i^catoriu/m^ and lJ»g^Mtum - 
c^ruUum fortius ^ P, L. melted together 
in a very gentle heat. Let a drachm 
of mercurial ointment be rubbed into 
the fore^part of the legs of the ]\a- 
tlent every other night, and on the 
nights intervening let him take a 
bolus,comx>ofed ofthreeor four grains 
pf Calomel, fix grainy of Camphore, 
a^nd a drachm of Conferve of Rofes. 
1(f any figns of falivation fhould ap. 
pear, it muil be checked by a day or 
two's fufpeniipn, aQd ^ dpfe of Qlau- 
)}er's fait. 

' Every perfon who, from the bite 
of a dog really mad, has received the 
fatal poifon, whofe !Conflituti<}n is at 
that time difpofed fof fuchinfedlion, 
imd who has ignorantly depended on 
iea-b^thingj or on any fpeciiic taken 
internally, will mpft certainly, in the. 
ipace of a few we^k^, perceive fymp- 
toms of the app^gachipg cataftro- 
phe, called i&y</r^W/a. jTnthisilage 
of the difeaife I fear there is very lit- 
tle pipbabiUty oi itzwftvf. I have, 
perhaps rather wantonly, advi(ed in- 
toxication; I ai^flill of opinion that 
it is an experiment worth trying. It 
can certainly 4o no harm. J remem- 
ber fQi^ewherf to have read of opium,, 
in large dofe^s, being faccefsfully ad* 
:^iniftered ; i>ut J do pot £nd this prac- 
tice confirmed by experience. Power- 
ixjX anti-fpafmpdic^ ^a;^ certainly inr 
4icated.

WHEN we intimatedi on k former occa- 
fiony oar wifli to fee Tra^y pnponde^ 
rate, we neant Act chat Thalia ihould kick the 
^eam. Since our laftj we have had only fcencs 
of wot at both theatres. Indeed, thefe regrefen- 
tatioita have been managed with fo oiuch art, or 
rather artifice, that we hav^been almo^ tempted 
to fufpea that the great Katterfelto himfdf af- 
lifted h) the condu^ of our Theatres Royal. 
CertainJt is, that the moral aiid divine philofo- 
pher*6 method has been in part adopted: for, as 
he informs his audience, when they firft go to fee 
his Wonders ! wonders I and wonders ! that they 
snuftcome again, if they wifli to behold his fojar 
microfcope^^fo they, with precifely the fame view, 
inform thofe who go to fee Mr. Kemble, that 
they muft come again if they wifli to behold hit 
incomparable ftfter, Mrs. Slddons. Surely, this 
is a fpeciei of trick every way unworthy of the 
managers of a theatre^royal* Let the Dramatis 
Perfon« of many performances a few years fince * 
be examined^ and it will appear, that Mr. Powell, 
Mr. B9trfr*Mr. Holland, Mr. Reddtih, Mrs. 
Yates, and Mrs. Crawford, all firequently appear- ^ 
ed in the fame piece: and though the entertun- 
ment was, it is true, moft exqoiliteiy delightful, 
the managers thought it not too good for the pub* 
lie, nor were the^ublic backward in giving fuic- 
able encouragement \o fuch eiertions. ' There 
was, then, no necelltty, after the performaocea 
had once been announced as daily, for occafion- 
ally ihtttting up the theatreci, through the dread 
•f drawing up Uie curtain to empty benches. 

DRURY LANE. 

ON the 7th of this mmith, Mrs. Witt ok 
made her 6rft appearance on a Lon6on ' 
ftage, in the cbara^br or Phillis, ill the comedy 
••f the Confcioua Lovers. Her figure is genteel, 
and bcr deportment graceful, but ihe polleiies, on 
ikft whole, a Yery moderate portion of dramatic 
sbUity. 

On the 8th inftant Mrs. Siddoms made her 
Arft theatrical entr/e this fcafon, and performed 
the part of Ifabella. The dramatic excellence of 
this lady is (o well known, that we think it need-i^ 
lefs to enter into any difcuBion on the fubje^ of 
her reprefentation ; and ihall content ourfelves 
with obferving, that the audience ^ieemed to feel 
-the fame amaxement and admiration with which 
they were ftruck the firft time ihe appeared be- 
fore them, a peculiar advantage of fuperior ge-/ 
nios, which ever i)referves the mefit\f novelty. 
Their Majeftles, accompanied by the Prince qf^ 
Wales, the Princefs Royal, and Princefs Au-' 
Jgo&z^ honoured the theatre with their prefence. 
His Majefty was drelTed in a plain fuit of Quaker- 
coloured cloath^, wijth gold buttons^ the Queea 
in white fatdn, and her headrdrefs ornament- 
ed with a great number of diamonds. The 
Princefs Royal was drefled in a white and blue 
figured filkj and the Priaceft Augufta ia a rofe- 



coloured and. white filk ofthe fame pattern witk 
that of her fifter, both having their head-drcf- 
fes richly ornamented with diamonds. His Royat 
Highneis the Prince of Wales had a fuit of dark- 
blu: Geneva velvet, richly trimmed with gold laoe* 

On the iSth inft. Mr. Ward, ,from th« 
Theatre Royal in Edinburgh, foa of the weU« 
known Mrs. Ward, and who fome years ago ap* 
peared at Coveiit Garden Theatre In the chara^er 
of Romeo, venewed his acquaintance with a Lon* 
don audience in the part of Ranger, in die Sufpi* 
cious Huiband. Making proner allowances for the 
embarraflment infeparable from a firft attempt 
as well as fur the difficulty of the taik, no a^r 
fince Garrick having bgen found compleatly equal 
to it, we may with great iuftice amrm that hia 
exertions deferved the plaudits with which he was 
received. 

COVENT GARDEN. 

ON the jd of this month Mr. Joins T0NK9 
from the Theatre Royal, Dublin, made 
his firft appearance here in the charaAer of Lio* 
ncl, in the comic opera of Lionel and Clarifla* 
Mr. Johnfbne has a good figure. With an exccU 
lent voice, and promiles to be a confiderable fa« 
vourite. He is a native of Kilkenny:, in Ireland, 
and has been on the Dublin flage upwardaAf feven 
years. Mr. Johnftone has hSeen married about 
five years to his prefent wife, (formerly Mifs Poi- 
tiers) who appeared at this theatre en the tytk 
<ff laftmoatn. ' / " 

On the 9th ihft. a new PaiitMBiflaical Ballet^ 
called the Rival Knights, was exhibited at 
this theatre, the Story of which is as follows. 

Pierre de Provence, and the Princefs Mago* 
lonne, daughter of the King of Naples, are the 
hero and heroine of the piece. The Chevalier 
Ferriexes rivals Pierre in her aiTe^ioAs. The 
interpofition of her fatber^s authority caules much 
embarrafifment to the parties, and induces the 
princefs to make her eicape widi Pierre. In a 
foreft (he is' attacked by a lion; and, whilAber 
lover is employed in vanquiihing the beaft, Fer- 
rieres, in Pierre*a abfence, feites and carries her 
away. The princefs now believes that Pierre ia 
deilroyed by the lion; but, in a grand toorna-» 
ment, wherein it is declared that the vidor fliall 
be rewarded with the hand of the prfncefs, he 
^ps forward in difguife, at the moment that j^er^ 
riercs (who had previoufly vaAquifhed his oppo« 
nent] is clalmiug her as his promifed reward. 
Here a moil aftonifhing combat takes place be- 
tween the two rivals, which terminates in favour 
of the ftranger; and the king, charmed with'his 
addrefs and bravery, is about to prefent him with 
the princefs, who is prevented from killing her« 
felf by the unknown knight^s taking c3F his 
helmet, and proving to be Pierre de Provence* 
Mutual interceflions procure the king's cosfent 
to their Huoni and the piece concludes with the 
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▼i£tor*s coronation by the pnncefs^ who is faloted 
en militaire by all the knights. , 

This fpecies of perfonnance is by no meant 
defplcable. The principal performers have been 
imported from Paris^ where they belonged to the 
company of Monileur Audinoty who acquired a 
confiderable fortune with this kind of exhibitions 
on the Boulevards* 

We wifli not to prejudice ingenious men of 
any coimtry, but we thinka Britifh theatre ftands 
not in need of any foreign auxiliaries. The 
Opera-houfe is a very fufficient receptacle for fucb 
fingers> dancers, and other dramatic performersy 
as are not of our own country; and there, but 
there only, we are always happy to fee them tea- 
Ibnably encouraged. 

Mr. Chaklzs Bannx*> 
c T a a performed the part of Sanguino,in theCaftle 
of Andalufia; on which occajion the following 
new fongs, written by Mr. O'Keefe, and fet by 
Mr. Shields^ were introduced.

MAY 30, 

PAS SE D the Scotch JufHciary, Leeds Ca- 
nal, Birmingham Poor, Douglas Naviga- 
tion, Birmingham Canal, and Duke of Norfolk*s 
Eftates, bills. 

The order of the day for the farther confldera- 
tion of the caufe between the Bilhop of London 
and Mr. Ffytche being then read— 

The Eifhop of St. David^s expatiated on the 
dependent fituation the clergy would be thrown 
into ihould the decree be affirmed ; a fituation that,' 
on the flrft allowance of patronage to lords of ma- 
nors, and others of the laitj;, for building churches, 
and for other purpofcs, had never been thought of,^ 
^therwife it would certainly have been provided 

^ainft. 

The Biffiop of Llandaff faid, that with refpeft 
to the income of the clergy in general, it was 
needlefs to obfcrve, that any meafure to decreafe 
■ that income in the grofs would be highly injuri- 
ous to the community: it was, perhaps, moft in- 
adequately divided j bpt that was not for their lord- 
Ihips prefent confideration. They were now to 
weigh, whether the revenue of the church, upon 
the w.hule, was too much, and could bear to be 
4iBiinlihed: for his part^ he would 'ao( fa| it was 



fufficient to fupport the minifters of the church 
with that credit, refpe£l, and Independency^ the 
preachers of the Gofpel ought to hold. If, then^ 
It could not bear a diminution, their lordfliipa 
would forely oppofe refignation-boods, a pradic9. 
which, of all others, if allowed, would be moft 
capable of ihackUng it in the higheft degree; for. 
there were needy patrons always to be found, who 
would be glad to make the moft of their prefenta- 
tions; and ftill more needy clerks, whofe neceflia 
ties would oblige them to obtain a living, ovea 
at a price that would keep them in poverty for 
ever.^ The evil, however, would not end here; it 
would aflfe^them in a greater point, in their mo* 
ral charader} for while they were thus dependent 
on the will perhaps of a licentious patron, they 
muft not only negleft their duty in explaining to 
him his errors, but dare not, if againft his willj 
fully expound that doctrine they are bound to 
iupport; but he hoped he (hould never fee that 
time when a minifterof the Church of England 
ihould hot dare to tell any man breathing his er- 
rors. Thus far he confidered refignation-bonds 
an generd to be of the worft confequencesj and 
was forry to obferve ours was the only church in 
which they were ufed. 

Lord Thurlow condemned the pra£Hce of giv- 
ing refignation.bonds Under any circumflaoce 
whatever, and moved that'the decree of the Cour^ 

^QgfmooA Pleas be revafed* "^ 
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Tho Earl of Maasfield fai(l> that with refpedl to 
the equity of bonds uf refignation, be wasexa^y 
of the opinion of the noble and learned lord, and 
of che reverend prelate^ but they were clearly not 
confident with law 5 they were an ingenious eva- 
fion> which the practice of the courts below had ~ 
not touched, and therefore an aA of parliacnent 
was requifite to overturn tbero* 

The Duke of Richmond was of the fame 
opinion. 

The queftion being then put> t divifion was 
4emvided; when there appeared in favour of Lord 
ThurlowJs motion that the dtcree be revcrfed—

Majority —I 

After which the Houfe adjourned. .

Tbb motion being put and carried, a £ipilar 
petition was brought up by Lord Sydney from the . 
city and corporation of London; which Lord ' 
Fitzwilliam likewife moved ihould be rejected* 

Lord Sydney faid, that being the youngeil peer 
in the Houfe, it might appear prcfumptuous in 
him to arraign a (landing order of the Houfe | 
but he could fcarce believe that any fuch ordey- 
exiiled, as it would, in his opinion, be highly im* 
proper, as well as injurious^ for in what light 
mufl their lordfhips \^ coniidered by the public^ . 
when they underfbood that they were not to ex- 
peft redreh; nay, that the lloufe itfelf had m 
ftanding order againfl all fuch complaints ? It 
was certainly incumbent on- their lordfhips, when 
applied to by fo numerous and refpe^able a part 
of the community, to pay fome attention to theic - 
petitions, efpecially when worded with proper re* , 
fpe& to that Houfe; and neither to rejed them 
on the principle of their being contrary to a ftand- 
ing order, or from the idea which was pretty ge* 
nerally entertained, that their lordfhips were not 
competent to make alterations in a money-bill.

At Charing Crofs, Norroy, king of arms, read 
'the proclamation aloud; and *tbe proceftion 
moved oa in the fame order to Temple Bar; the 
gates of which being ^hnt. Rouge Dragon pur* 
fbmnt of arms left the proceHion, and, accom- 
panied by two trumpeters, preceded by two 
ffotfe Ouarda to clear the way, rode up to the 
fate; and, after the trumpets had founded thrice^ 
te knocked with his cane. Being afked by the 
^ty.marAa! from within, * Who comes there?* 
he repHed, «Thc officers orarms, who demand en- * 
♦"trance into the city to publi^ his Majefty's pro- 
' damation of peace.' The' gates bejng opened, 
he was admitted alone, and the gates were im- 
mcdiatriy fhut again. The crty-marihal, prc^ 
oeded by his officers, conduced ^m to the lord- 
mayor, (who, with the aldermen, recorder, and 
AeriflTs, attended within the gate) to whom he 
ihewcd his Majefty*s warant, which his lordihip 
having read, returned, and gave direftions to the 
city-marfhal to open the gates; who, attending 
the purfmvant back, opened tbein accofdingly; 
and, on leaving hin», faid, < Sir, the gates are 
*'6pened.* The tnimpcts and Horfe Guards being 
in waiting, conduded him to his place in the 
proceffion, which then moved on into the city, 
except the officers of Weftminiler^ who ^d oB^ 
and retired, as they came to Temple Bar. At 
Chancerjr Lane end, Somerfet HeraU read tho 
proclamation^ and the city officeta then falling 
. Into the proceiGon immediately after the offii^ 
la annt, it moved 00 to the endof WoodStreeQ 
.^^lecp^c Crofs formerly ftood in Cheapfid^s after 
tbe ptodamation had been lead there by Rich, 
.mond Henldythe proceffion moved oa to the 
Royal Exchange, where the pro^tamatioft was

A viliWe decreafel* 
the havock maJc by the cpntagton, joined to 
tome favourabfe'fymptoms which haid been oIm 
ferved amongftthc infcifted patienb in tfhe Chrif* 
tian hoff^itals, gave reafon to hope that the p«C* 
tileotial diforder was drawing to a cofidufion t but^ 
on the 26th of laft month, the mortality again in* 
creafed to an alarming height, parti ctrhn If aC 
the Port; and this unfavourable alterai;ion waa 
attributed to a fucceffion of iNifeafoBablfr aod^va* 
ri able weather. However, from the precautions 
which the Mofti has reeeoattieiided, afi^fted fer- 
haps by the lau high winds and abundant lains^ 
v^hich have dtftpcued the thick nifts and pviM ' 
the air, the mortality it now again feofibl^ diaoi- 
niihed. 

The laft leCteis fram Salonica avd Smyrna 
make no mention of the plague ; but both placea 
are aAli£ted with another malady, nearly as de« 
ilru£live, which is called a malignant fever. 

The plague alfo rages at Angora, a city much ' 
cbnne^ed in trade with Europe, from whence 
great quantities of yarn are imported by the waj 
of Smyrna.

4. This morning early the con vi As under fea- 
{ence of tranfportation in Newgate, about 80 in 
number, (upwards of 50 of whom had received the 
^oyal mercy on that condition) were taken from 
Newgate, and put on board a lighter at Blackfrtars 
Bridge, which proc^ded with them to Black- 
Wll, where they were fhipped on board the tranf- 
port-velTel provided by Meflirs. CampbelL In their 
way from the prifon. they behaved i^, a mod unru- 
ff and daring maaner* and, when put on board, 
began Co break the collars by which they were 
fattened, u^ich they did with much feemingeafe, 
declaring for liberty, and exhorting each other to 
refift lawful authority, and threatening deftruci 
tion to all oppofers j on which a fort of engagement 
begai^ in which three of the ringleaders were 
Jhot, two of whom aeefince dead, and the other 
wounded dangeroufly through the neck: the teft 
were with difficulty fecured under the hatches. 
The Sheriffs, with fome military, attended them 
from the gaol to the (hip ; and, by their care and 
clrcumfpedlion, the public are again refcued from 
the depredations of a lawjefs banditti. 

One of the convi&s who was foremoft In mak- 
ing a refinance during their removal to the tranf- 
port-vefTel, had the audacity to teU Mr. Sheriff 
iklttuer^ that if he could come at him he would 
tan his bide for him. 

This evening at half paft fix o^clock*, another 
meteor, equally beautiful with that which hap« 
pened on the xSth of Augufl-, but not near fo 
large, was feen in tiie air, and took almoft the 
fame dire^ion as the. former: the air was fo ex- 
ceedingly Tight, wbilft it lafted, as almoft totally 
to obfcure ^e moon. 

The above nuteor was very confpicuous ai Bar- 
net; where a gentleman, wIm was returning in a 
fingle-horfechaifefrom St. Albania, f aw it*s whole 
progrefs; which he defcribes as follows. The 
evening was clearer than for fome nights paft, there 
•Jieing no appearance of fog in the atmofphere *, the 
SDoon was wdil up« and ihone exceedingly bright. 
About ten minutes beforp (even, a fmall cloud, 
much like thofe fmall ones wfakh ik>at about the 
iky in fevere- weather, feemtd to defcend, when 
.^re broke from it a light as of a ftar falling, 
jvhicbgraduaUy incrcafedfor the (paceof amiautej 



when it feemed to have arrited at it*s meridian of 
brightnefs, and difpenfed fuch a vivid light, as not 
only totally toabfcuretheftar8,but the moon ap- 
peared of a dull white, as (he is feen when under a 
cloud. The duration of the light was near two 
full minates, when the vapour feemed to defcend 
in ftreams towards the earth tm it vvas wholly 
diffipated, and the moon and ftars immediately 
dione with the fame luftre as before. 

6. During the hurry of proclaiming the Peace, a 
perfon came to the Bank for caih for 14 fifty- 
pound notes, wliich wlis paid him.

zo. This morning, at feven o\k>ck, Mr. Monro, 
of the 1 6th Dragoons, and Mr. Green, with their 
feconds, met in a field near Batterfea Bridge, for 
the purpofe of fettling a difpnte which took'place 
a few evenings fince : they took their ground 'at the 
diftance of about fix yards, and fired three pi(h>la 
each, the laft of which wounded Mr* Green in the 
fide; upon which the feconds interfered, and a(ked 
Mr. Green if he was fatlsfied. He faid. No; un* 
lefs Mr. Muaro made htm a publk apology* 
Thati Mr. Munro replied, he now-would not do. 
Mr. Green replied, * One of us, then, muft fall.* 
They, thei«£i>re, again took their groand, and_ 
fired each two piftok more, when one ball entered 
Mr. Munro*8 knee, and Mr. Green received a 
mortal wound a little above the groin. He was 
taken to the Swan at Kmght&ridge, where he 
died next morning. 

The following are the particulars relative to the 
Cai(redTfcompte, at Paris. 

In the year 1776, thirteen bankers, the moft 
eminent in France, funded five and twenty mil- 
lions, for the eftabli(hment of a Caf fTe d^Efcompte, 
or Difcounting Bank ; the purport of which was, 
to difcount bills of exchange, partin cafil^ and 
part in notes, in imitation of dur bank notes, for 
the purpofe of facilitating trade, and at the fame 
'time fupplyihg the occafional wants of govern- 
ment. This fcheme had the defired pfftA, and 
anfwered the public expe^tion till the 25th of 
laft month, when an extraordinary and unexped- 
ed run of creditors^ut the di refers under the ne- 
ceility of ftopplng payment. The deficiency is 
not yet afcertained, but it muft be very con- 
fiderable, as they were hardly able to pay feven 
hundred ihoufand livres.. The event being fooa 
fpread abroad, occafioned an aniverfal alajrm j up« 
on which the mioiftry made ufe of every politi- 
cal meafure to prevent any bad ^ofe^uence* 
Soon after appealed four edi^ of the klngt which 
- a 3 » • > xhi^ 
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tbqr bad the precaaittfn of aQtedadog five days* 
Tb« firft forbidding all notaries to proteft th^ 
liotts liTued £roro the £iid Cajfle d^Efcompte, uq- 
^tt the peoalty of a Aiuld> btfides corporal po- 
niihiiMDt} the fecond fiopplo^ all the demands 
on the afeftiaid bank tiU the firft of Januaiy 
17842 the third enjoining all perions to receive 
the above notes in paymeiUt without any fort of 
difficulty; and the fourth laying a very heavy duty 
9n all the fpecie exported. In the mean time, 
orders were difpatcbed to all die mints throngh.> 
out the kingdom^ lo enable the hank to continue 
it*8 payments. 

A newedidiof the King of France afterwards 
•ppeaiedy dated the 4th inftant^ for opening a loan 
of four and twenty millions of livres, for which 
bb Majf fty oSers 6oyOOO tickets of a new lottery, 
price ^ur hundred Uvres each, which makes in 
all the four and twenty millions wanted. The 
purchaiers of the iaid tickets have the option of 
paying half the four hundred livres Ui notes, if* 
f ued £r4»m the late Cai& d'Efcompte. The lot. 
fery is to be drawn during the fpece of eight years* 
and the adventurers are to run no iffquci as the 
holders of blanks will be allowed the principal 
and tntereft of their money. 

21. The c«uv&'martial appointed to fit on the 
trial of Captain Sutten, late of the Ifis of 50 gunsy 
for the-a^ir of PoftPniYa* in the Ifland of St. 
j4go, after thef^adroo bad been attacked by Dc 
Suffrein'a Aeet^ ia to be held on board the Queen, 
of 90 giiAs, Admiral Montagu's ihip, at Portf- 
mouth. The charge againft him by Commodore 
JohofVone was a delay in joining the fquadron, as 
appears by the Admiralty difpatches, for which 
purpofe he was fuipended, and went prifoner to the 
^ailln4ies> where Sir Edward Hughes gave him 
ieave to coihe home, that he might clear up his 
coedud. 

This evening a powder-mill at Ewell, near 
Wey bridge, by fome misfortune took fire, an^ 
blew up. Tl]ie explofion was fo great, that the 
lioufes within the fpace of five miles, and even to 
the extent of ten, were fo ihook, that the people 
vitrt terrified vkith the appreheniions of an earth- 
qaake. One man was killed by the explofion, and 
Ibme others were flightly wounded. The fhock 
was felt in many parts of the metropolis.

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DR. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN. 

THIS renowned printer, philo- 
fopher, and politician, who has 
fo largely contributed to the difunion 
of the Britifh empire, is the fon of a 
tallow-chandler at Boflon in New 
• England, where he was born in Ja- 
nuary 1706. 

After receiving a very tolerable 
education, he was apprenticed to a 
printer atBoHon, by fome faid to have 
been his uncle; and foon began to 
manifefl that difdain of the eftablifh- 
cd government which has iince pro- 
cured him a name, by fcribbling in- 
flammatory e/Tays on the condud of 
the General Court, for which he was 
obliged to quit the province. Hav- 
ing for fome time wandered about the 
continent, he at length procured a 
' pafTage to England, and worked in 
London as a journeyman; particu- 
larly at Mr. Watts's, a celebrated 
printer, in Wild Court, Wild Street, 
where it i^ well remembered that he 
by no means difcovered the fmalleil 
trait of any extraordinary abilities. 

It was not for a man of his ambi- 
tious turn of mind to remain long in 
Z Situation where he was incapable of 
•btaining any prc-eminenQe; and^ as 



he foon difcovered that many hnadre<| 
men of more brilliant taleats than, 
thofe with which Nature had endued 
him, were in London deflined to re^- 
main in inferior conditions, he took * 
an early opportunity of recroffing th^ 
Atlantic. On his arrival in America, 
he contrived to eftablifli himfelf in sk 
fmall printing-office, and began to 
publiih a newfpaper, which he for 
lome years conduced. 
^ As the Dodor was always a moft 
rigid CBconomiH, he by degrees ac- 
quired a confiderable property; and' 
the nature of his prof^ffion gaining 
him credit for fcientific abilities, he 
became aconfpicuous member in the 
Philofophical Society at Philadelphia, 
which was honoured with the corre- 

ftondenceof the late Peter Collinfon, 
Efq. and a fe>y other members of the 
Royal.Society in London. By means 
of thefe gemtlemen, every Europeaa 
difcovery in the Arts and Sciences, 
as "well as every new literary perform- 
ance of eminence, was conftantly 
tranfmitted to America; and, as the 
Doftor firft took up his idea of elec- 
tricitv from produdions fent in thi$ 
way by Mr. Collinfon, who had pro- 
cured them from Germany, where the 
fubjeft was firft handled with fuccefs,

•t BoHon, and thus coQftao^yJnfprm- 
sng himfelf of the correfpondence of 
die friends of government^ many of 
whole letters*, the contents of which 
<ould in no other way have been ob- 
tained^ were occa^fionallj printed in 
Ae American newlpapers. 

0r. Franklin had himfelf not only 
fanned fome of the chief regulations 
Jbr the increafe of the American t^ofl- 
lax, bat had alfo made many fruitlefs 
^orts to overthrow the proprietary 
l^overnmentof Pennlylvania in favour 
^f a royal eftablifhment: he^ how- 
ever, warmly oppofed the StaiAp-a£l; 
fhottgh he had, at the fame time, the 
Andacity to folicit the place of flamp- 
Aafter for one of his adherents, who 
accordingly obtained the appoiat- 
jnent. This adherent, on the repeal 
^ the Stamp-a^l^ was provided for 
in the American Cuftoms through the 
podor's intereft, and is fuppoied 10 
ihave been advifed to fell his place, by 
th^ perfon who procured it for him, 
l£he moment it ilras conltdered as cer« 
tain that it would in a (hort time be 
of no value. 

On the reduQion. of Canada, Dr.* 
Franklin came over to England, and 
frtfuUy, endeavoured to demonftcate 
Cjhe fuperior importance of that pro- 
f ince to all our Weft India poiTeffions; 
i^ad it is not uncertain that this man, 
ihrignificant as he might a|>pear, in- 
ftttcac$4 (he pacific aegociati9i^ af, 



hai turned Out to nave hteti as impo* 
litic as it wa^ then a npojpnlar^ Every 
intirffij^t, unprq'ndTced j^li^TcTalit 
plainly forefaW. that wheft Canada 
ihdttld ceafe to o^in the hands of the 
Rrenchi and of cdurfe be no longer a 
check on the neighbouring colonies, 
the termination, of the fi^itifh power 
ia America wifuld not be very remote. 

Among other means employed by 
Pr. Franklin to promote his yiewt 
refptding Canada on this occa^fion, 
was. the |^.ttb)ication.of a pamphlet, in 
1761, en titfed, 'The litterfcft of Great 
Britain cbnfidered, with regard to her 
jColov^es^ i^nd the Acquiiitions of Ca-» 
liisktaandGuadalonpe;* to which were 
added, 'Obfervations concerning the 
Jnqnpxfe of Mankind, Peopling of 
Coiintriei, &c.' written in PennfyU 
vania, in the year 1751. To fay no-^ 
thii^of invuQifrabie eiTays in newf* 
papers and other f>erio<iicai prints, 
continually promuiged by the Do6lor 
and his aiibciates; the managemeni 
of which no persons better underdood. 

When the American Stamp- a£t was 
Sr& agitated, he procured the pro* 
tince of Pennfylvania to appoint mb^ 
their Agent in England, where h« 
Uroogly remonilrated againft the mea- 
fure. He publifli^d his Examinatioa 
at the Bar of the Houfe of Commons 
on this occafion, in 1766; and it has 
been aflerted,^ that he had the auda^ 
city to introduce into his printed ac« 
counti queftions which had never 
been afked, and anfwers which wero 
never given. 

Fn the capacity of an American 
agent he contrived to remain fome 
years in London; and though, during 
his refidencein the metropolis, mock 
of his artifice was fufRciently apparent 
CO the adminiftration for the time 
being, and indeed to all well- inform* 
ed unprejudiced men, fnch was th^ 
temper of the times, and fuch th« 
moderation or timidity of minifters^ 
that he ftill continued to hold the 
office of American poft-ma'Her, undef 
de ytty government he Was every 
way feekin^ to fufavert, till he found 
higifelf obliged opeoly la^wrow Kav-^ 
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ihjg tt-ahfthtltri the Itf^H of Gover- 
nor HutchMvfoh, &c. which had been 
ftolen from Mr. Vfhzxtly. 

The cruc! iiiiarignity of Dr. Fl^ttfe- 
lin's miiid ilrongly ihanifbfted itielf 
on this occasion : for thoash fevetal 
letters had paiTed hi the public prints 
between Mr. Whately and Mr» Tem- 
ple, previoos to their ^uel, concern- 
ins the manner in which the letters 
alfaded to had eksped lirom among 
the papers of die forhier's deceafed 
brother, who had been fefcretary <o 
the late Mr. Grenville, (oneof thefe 
^entienea labouring under the ftifpi- 
irion orhaving given them, the other 
of having taken them) it was not till 
fome days^after that defperate mode 
of terminating the difpute had been 
adopted, in which Mr. Whately near-^ 
jy loil his life for complaining of the 
theft which had been committed upon 
him^ that Dr. Franklin thought pro- 
j^r to publiih a declaration excul- 
jiatlng both th^fe ^entldmen. 

On tbe enquiry into this bUjOnefs, 
^mbng other tranfad^ions with too 
tnany fimilar featuiHe^, before the 
Lords of the trivy CoanciU it ^as 
contended by Mr% Wedderbame, 
(now Lord Longhborough) that no- 
thing could acquit Dr. Franklin from 
t^e charge of obtaining th^fe papers 
by fraudulent or cdrropt nieans, for 
the fiioft mallgnaLnt of pi^rpofes, un- 
lefs he dole them from the perfoh Who 
idole them: to which their Icrdihips 
aiTenting, he was ^accordingly dif- 
mifled from his [ll^ice in the Poll- 
office, January 1774. 

Jn March 1774, the Upper Hou& 



of AiTembly in Georgia rej^fted the 
re-appointment of l)r. Pranklinf's 
j^ehtv in England; but It was con-* 
firmed for another year by the Lower 
Houfef with an annual jillowauce of 
150I. beiides expences. 

Abont March 1775* ^® p^wod of 
the commencement^f hoftihties with 
Atnerica^ Dr. Franklin quitted £ng« 
land; and> on his arrival at Phil*, 
delphia, the General Aflembly beia^ 
then fitting, he was chofen one of the 
delegates to Congrefs, and took hia 
feat accordingly, on the 21ft of Majr 

>775- 

In the fame year, the refolstron ta 
eftablifh an independent government 
being pubttihed by.the CoBgrefs, I>r^ 
Franslin was appointed plenipoten- 
tiary to the court of France; and, on. 
the recal of Lord Stormont, the Bri- 
tiih ambaflador at that court, he had 
the addrefs to fucceed his lordfliip la 
his houfe at Paris^ where he Hill r&» 
fides. X 

Doftor Franklin was never mar- 
ried; but he has one fon,late governor 
of the Jerfeys, who was taken prifon- 
er by the Americans at the beginning 
of thecooteil, and remained two ye%r% 
in confinement at Connedicut. This 
gentleman has fince refided in Lon« 
don, as an American loyalifl; nor is it 
to be wondered that Governor Frank* 
lin ihoold not be greatly attached to 
his father^ when it is confidered that 
the bumant dodor fuifered the iin« 
happv woman who^ave him birth ta 
penlh unaffifted in the ftreets of Phi- 
ladelphia** .

In this citpacity he was confufted by the late Mr. G. Grenville^ on the pro« 
prietyof the Stamp- aft, .which he not on)y ippwred of, but recommended feverAl of his. friendai fo^ 
^a'Yip-nrjaflers. He furnlfhcd at the fame time his correfpondents with arguments to oppufe it, an4 
raifed^ asfar as in him lay, the commotions that followed in America. Many thoufand copies of his 
•KaAwacioB u^oA that Cicii»fi<?a before the Houfu of CommoiV, were fil^tei a&d difpeifeU by ever/ 

^ • • pedlar 
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mentioned to have been conferred on 
Dr. Franklin, he is a member of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences at Paris, 
<Qf the Royal Society atGottingen,and 
of the Batavian Society in Holland: 
but whether he is moft indebted for 
the(e and other diftindlions to his me* 
chanical, literary, philofophical, or 
political charafter, may perhaps baft 
appear from the following brief flate- 
mentofhis'iz/j/^ talents ineachof thefe 
departments. 

As a mechanic, he is well known 
to have made a variety of attempts to 
improve the common printing-prefs, 
which has con (lantly turned out much 
lefs efficient for the adoption of his al- 
terations. 

A^ a fcholar, he has propofcd a new 
alphabet, and a reformed orthogra- 
phy ; neither of which any man in his 
lenies will ever think of adopting. 

As a philofopher, he has comment- 
ed on German eleftricity, and recom- 
mended conductors for lightning; 
though his pointed iron-rods were in- 
capaWe of protedling Harvard Col- 
lege, the Alma Mater of his native 
province, from it*s moft pernicious 
eflfeas. 

As a politician, he has certainly fuc- 
ceeded ; but to thereader we willingly 
leave the decifion, whether his fuc- 
cefs has been chiefly owing to extra- 
ordinary fagacity in Dr. Franklin, or 
to the total want of that q^uality in 



thofe who were unhappily employed 
to counteract the effedts of his perfi- 
dious machinations. 

The foll6win|; epitaph, which is faid 
to have been written by himfelf, is by 
much the moft compleat literary com^ 
pofition we ever faw from Dr. Frank- 
lin's pen.

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tieman of the nameof Crockatt, from 
whom it was afterwards purchafed by 
Sir Edward Wajpole. This laft gen- 
tieman for fome time refided at Lux- 
borough; but having, as it is faid, in 
vain endeavoitred effedlually to drain 
the furroundine land, which was oc- 
cafionally flooded, he difpofcd of it 
to Mr. Samuel Peach, who purchafed 
on fpeculation, and by whom it was 
again fold in Auguft 1782, through 
the medium of MefTrs. Chriilie and 
Anfell^ to Lady Hughes.

FLUIDS, 

A Fluid is defined to be a fub- 
ilance, the parts of which may 
be pat in motion oy any the fmalleft 
force imprefled upon them, as is the 
:cafe with reiped to water, and all 
other proper fluids.' 

The particles of all fluids being in 
their very nature moveable, they will 
always be in a voluble ftate when 
any partial force is imprefTed upon 
their farface, which is not the cafe of 
a fixed body; and as thefe particles, 
as well as thofe offolid bodies, are 
equally aFeded by the attradion of 
gravity, they muflof courfe be equal- 
ly ponderous: hence it is, that fluids 
prefs upon the bottoms of veiTels 
which contain them, with a force al- 
ways proportioned to the quantity of 
matter^, and confequently proporti- 
onably to their height above them. 

Fluids^ from thhr uniyerfal equi. 



librium, or that Hate In which they^ 
mutually equipoife and fupport each 
other, exert a force of preffiire equal 
to their gravity in all direftions, anS 
thereby produce a ftate of reft through 
their feveral parts. This being evi- 
dently the cafe with all perfe(a fluids, 
it is certain that every partijrle of the 
fluid mafs muft have a force equally 
affeding it on every fide; fmce, were 
itgreater on one part than dn another, 
motion would be produced in that 
piarticle, and it's equilibrium or tran- 
quil Itate would be deftroyed; for it 
is a felf.evident axiom in philofophy, 
that a body urged equally in every du 
redlibh, wilf be as perfedly at reft as 
if it were not at aJl affeftcd bjr any- 
force whatever. 

That a&ion and relation are e<}ual 
between any two bodies, in contrary 
dire^ions; is another axiom 'equally 

true; and will be almoftasfelf.evident; 
if we only confider that, when one bo- 
dy ads upon anothjcr, that aftion is 
but one and the fam^ thing between 
both, and confequently muft affeft 
them equaHy: thus, ff one ftone^ falls 
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upon another^thereis an 46Uon, which 
we call collifion or flriking, between 
l>oth, hut the force of this flroke 
equally affeds each ^one. 

With regard to prcffure, it is cvi^ 
dent J that if a Hone is preiTed by g 
£nger^ that finger is equally preiied 
hy the ftone, as appears by the dent 
cr imprelTion which it makes in the 
"fiefh. If a horfe draws a ftone by a 
cord, the ftone re-ads, and draws the 
. liorfe as much in a contrary diredioa; 
for all the force by which t bey ad upon 
each other, is the teniion of the cord, 
which is every where the fame, at one 
vnd upon the horfe, and at the other 
qpon the ilone. If a man in a bo^t 
throws his hook over a poll, and pulls 
it, the poil equally puUs the boat, as 
appears by it's approaching towards 
'it; or when an oar ilrikes the water 
one way, the water re-ads, and moves 
the oar in another diredion* 

There is not, perhaps, a fyftem of 
principles fraught with more inte- 
reftinff and ufeful inventions, arts, and 
madunes, than thofe of hydroAatics; 
the aniverfal bleffings of this fcience 
lieing known in daily experience, an(l 
ifeU in every department of life^

fovid-be no pt^bility of rivers at all 
an fuch a fpherical earth; .for rivers 
fire only waters defcendiAg, by meant 
of their gravity, from Migher to lower 
parts of it's furface, in proper chan- 
nels; whereas, iQji globular furfacet 
ithere are no hi^h ^na low parts, fo 
admit of any iuch defcent : and as 
rivers and moving waters are necef- 
fa^y /ox mankind in their preicQt^tCi 



there Is no doubt that they were foa< 
well before as fince the Deluge. 

The great quantities of water on 
the tops and fides of mountains, and 
other high lands, which arc colleded 
from rain, fnow, fogs, flews, and evcjfi 
c]ouds,andrun through various chin lif 
and crannies into their internal cavi* 
ties and bafons, are the true caufes of 
rivers and Jakes: after which, the fu- 
perfluous water flows from thofe cif* 
terns, through different ere vices,te tkf 
iidcs of the mountain, .where they ap« 
.Dear as bubbling fprii^s, and Hand iH 
hollow places in form of pools4>opd.% 
and lakes, 

> MEDICINAL AND HOT BAT.H8. 

Thb mountainous and rocjcypany 
of the earth greneratly abound with 
air^kinds of mineral fiib^ai^cts, f/ovi 
.which hath? derive.their medioii^lgni 
healing q ualities. The internal parti 
alio abound with numberlefs unfeen 
C^ver4s,ci((^rns, ftreams and rivers of 
water, running every way through 
beds and ftrata of mineral, metallic* 
fulphttreous, faZine, mercurial, bitu* 
minous, and oleaginous fubftances^ 
abforbing and carrying with them all 
the foluble parts of thofe bodies; and, 
wherever they rife in the form of 
Springs, ;p€Aefs a variety of medicinal 
qualities. 

The lava, which runs in. red-hot 
ilreams/or many miles together, from 
the Jmrible volcanoes ofMount^Stna 
in Sj'cily, Vefuvius in Italy, Hecla i|t 
Jcelaod^ and other parts of the earth'a 
iurface which conunually breathe Ax^ 
and fmok»,aiidipread defolation over 
ihe adjacent miierable countries, be<« 
hg the effeds of the great and afto* 
niSiing powers and opera^ns of na* 
tural chymiftry in the interior parta 
of thcctATth; it is no wonder if ftreamt 
of ijibteiirancotts running waters, paf«- 
fing by thofi&ignited pasta of theearth^ 
;fltOiild be thus heated in various de^ 
grees, and produce all theicacieuea 
of wasm and hot baths; fuch as thofe 
of JSdiftol,.Bath, and other parts of 
the< world. 

On iShe ptiaciplfiof fob^cnuieous 
CttiTCQts^ wc majr Ukewife »09Otint for 
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handle of the cup reprefcnting the du6l 
or canal by which the water is con- 
veyed from the refervoir to the fidtf 
of the hilL Here it is neceflacy to 
confider this duil»as coming from 
the bottom of the refervoir, and gra- 



the manner in which water comes in- 
to walls, as there is clearly no other 
way iit which thefe receptacles can 
poiCbly be filled, all the fuperficial 
parts near the earth's furface being re- 
plete with canals and currents of wa- 
ter, in .feme meafure refembling the 
circulation of the fluids in an aniilial 
body. 

PERIODICAL SPRINGS. 

Perennial fprings are fuch as flow 
conflantly from year to year: they are 
.found in the iides of all high moun- 
tains, and in the vallies and Tow- lands 
between them. Thefe mountainous 
ridges fupply with abundance of wa- 
ter all the fprings and lakes they feed; 
and, indeed, allour common fprings, 
fountains, and iifh-ponds, areoftnis 
fort. 

Intermitting fprings are fuch as do 
not always flow, but llop feme times, 
and afterwards flow again; but their 
intermiffions are perfectly regular and 
conftant. 

As the origin of fprings and foun- 
tains lies out of fl^'hc, this phasno- 
^enon may^ be elucidated by what is 
ufually called the Cup of' Tantalus: 
this cup is in the form of a coinmpn 
qiiart-pot, having a hollow handle; 
one part of which is infcrted into the 
£de of the cup at the bottom, rifing 
on the outfide near to the top, where 
it turns down, and reaches a little be- 
low the bottom; and, when water is 
poured into the cup, itvrifes in the 
bandle at the fame time equally, till* 
the water in the cup is as high as the 
curved part of the handle*, and, if 
continued, overfl6ws the curve, and 
defcends in theouterpartof the han- 
dle to the orifice, where it continues 
to run out till all the wajter in the cup 
Sa carried off. 

This experiment is alfo adapted to 
.explain the nature of reciprocating as 
well asofintei'mitting fprings. The 
body of the cup gives the idea of fome 
lar|re refervoir or bafoh of water in 
ike interior parts of a mountain, fup- 
plied by feeding ftrearos, or dn&s, 
irom all the circumjacent parts $ tlic

dually rifing, in it's 'progrefsj to a 
height a little lefs than the level bt 
the water in the bafon ; where, taking 
a turn,' it defcends to a part in the {id6 
of the mountain below the level o{ 
the bottom of the bafon ; afld there it 
breaks but in form of a fpring, fup^ 
plying a pool or foantaifl with water^ 
till it has drained off all that is in the 
refervoir; and then the fpring ceafes^ 
or intermits^ till the bafOn is again 
filled, when the dud again begins to 
work, and brings a frefh fupply to th0 
fountain. Thus the water mufl flov^ 
while the fubtertaneous flream works^ 
and ceafe while the refervoir is re<« 
cruiting; and if the time taken to re- 
fill it be coniidcrabie, the pool on the 
hill may become dry, and then be filU 
ed again^ and Co a tide of flood and 
ebb will alternately fucceed each othei^ 
with the UtmoA regularity^ 

There are, doubtlefs, many reci* 
procating fprings difperfed through 
the world;, but a very extraordinar/ 
one, named Lay Weil, is to be met 
with near Brixham, in Devonfhirej 
the water of which is inclofed in a fort 
of ilone well above ground, of nearly 
a rotmd form. This, fount feeds a 
large flream about five feet wide, with 
a fandy bottom beflrewed with large 
and tmall pebbles: it's time pf ebbing 
and flowing, which is uniform and 
regular, is fix minutes. The difFe-< 
rence between high and low water-< 
mark in the fountain is an inch and 
an half; and the very dream it fup-* 
plies alfo ebbs and flows about half 
an inch, as is evident from the iides 
of the large pebbles, which are never 
dry. If holes about a foot deep are 
dng in the earth, at a diflance from 
the well, it is equally furprizing and 
pleafant to obferve the water rife 
bubbling in|p thofe holes by many 
imall Daflages; which holes being fill- 
ed aa4 emptied alternately, U&e wa- 

a U tcr 
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ter at ebbin? gradually Aibfides, and 
is feen mnoing down into the earth 
(y a number of little du£is or holes 
at the bottom* The reciprocations 
^f this rpring are, perhaps, the quick- 
tdt of any yet known; nor can there 
be a more' confpicuoas view of the 
♦rigifl of rivers, generated by the 
anion of many fuch llreams and rivu- 
letSj than that here produced. 



AIR - BALLOONS. 

A DREAM« 

IT frequently falls out, by fomc 
flranee concatenation of ideas, that 
what makes a llrong impreflion on the 
anind in our waking, is in a manner rea* 
lized in our deeping moments. 

I had been reading an account in the 
public papers^ of the extraordinary 
phsnomena of air-balloons, when a 
thought immediately ftrnck me, that 
as the French were always fuperior to 
MS in flyings this new difcovcry might 
in time induce them to challenge us to 
flghtin^ir, and their fkill and dex- 
terity would unqueftionably enfure 
them fuccefs. 

With thefe chimerical notions in my 



my cxadlly over the Britifh ChanneU 
ivhile they occupied that fpace in air 
which covers their own fhore. Thus 
Rationed, the uncommon fight began, 
while the nation^ below trembled with 
appreheniion. Moniienr Montgolfiec, 
who had . been created Mareichal of 
France, led his army on with the i^t- 
moft regularity to the attack* The 
fird onfet of the Engliih, (whofe com- 
mander's name I could not learn) as 
ttfual, was fpirited and furious : their 
blows were well aimed ; but the French^ 
in general, by either (inking or afccnd- 
ing, eluded their force, and the Eng- 
li(h balloons of courfe having overfhot 
the mark, were thrown into fomc con- 
fuiion ; and, before they could recover 
their ranks, I could fee feveral of them 
drop into the Channel, where the waves 
foon fwallowed them up. 

However, gaining refblution front 
this difappointment, the 6riti(h legions 
renewed the charge with double impe- 
tuofity; when avail nui^ber of French 
balloons fell plump upon the chimnies 
of Calais, and threw the whole town 
into a dreadful panic. 

The religious orders immediately 
began proceffions, and invoked their 
faints in fupport of their aerial hofts ; 



kead^ I fell afleep; when, lo! before- but a wounded balloon pitching on the 



my eyes was difplayed an engagement 
between the two rival powers, as fierce 
as it was new and unprecedented in the 
annals of ages. Methought the troops 
cf both nations were mounted on air- 
kalloons, and armed only with fpears, 
with which they did not attempt to 
wound their advcrfarics, but only to 
perforate the baHoons/which inevitably 
brought the philofophic foldie'r to the 
ground, by giving a free vent to the 
air that buoyed him up. 

TheEnglim and French generals were 
clevatedfeveral hundred feet abovetheir 
refpedtive hofts, that they might mar- 
ihal them the better^ and with greater 
facility deliver their orders, which were 
conveyed by feveral balloons of obfer- 
ration to the inferior ranka.^ After 
performing a variety of evolutions and 
revolotion8,wheeline this way , and then 
that way, the Frcncn, by dintoffupe- 
rior iiian€inTripg> got the Engliih ar» 



head of the prior of a convent, knock- 
ed the crofs out of his hand, which dif- 
afler was interpreted by his followers 
as an unpropitious omen. 

To return, however, to the fight : 
never were more fkill and agility dif- 
played than on that day; and never 
did the world behold a more ftrange or 
ftabborn conflift. The French, ani- 
mated with the hopes of viftory, and 
warmed with the originality of their 
invention, manifefted prodigious power 
and aftivity; while John Bull, eager 
to fupport his national charadler, fought 
like a lion, and fcorned to yield to the 
French, even in their own element. 

After the engagement had been kept 
up with unremitted fury by both fides, 
for near fix hours, and neither dould 
claim the viAory, although the French 
regiments of Meffieurs Ch irlesandRo- 
bertg diftinguiflied themfelves much; 
Marefchal Montg«l£er finding that thv 

• Eng^ilh, 
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Englifti; though more flow in their mo- 
tions, were more fure in their aims, let 
fall a fignal,on which the whole French 
army aiiappeared in an inftan t ; but like 
kites hovering over their prey, they in- 
ftantly defcen Jed again with incredible 
velocity, and pierced almofteveryEng- 
lifli balloon bf'fore they fufpefled any 
danger. The numbers who Itrewed the , 
Channel were then "immenf^ I was 
filled with forrow and vexation for the 
fate of my countrymen. Fame blew 
her trumpet, and proclaimed a com- 
plcat vidory ; at the found of which, 
Louis and his courtiers, who were 
watching the engagement with optic 
tubes, let up fuch a horfe-laugh for 
joy, that they awaked me from my 
(leep, and with pleafurelrefledled that 
what I had beheld was only a dream.

A MORAL TALS. ^ 

ELIZA was the beauteous ofF- 
fpring of a fond but whimfical 
couple, whofe peculiar abfurdities 
were long the j eft, as fhewas deferved- 
ly the aomiration^ of Bath and it's po- 
li (bed environs. Though her educa- 
tion had4>een confined, and regulated 
6n a plan of uncommon ftupidity,yet 
fp lavifh had Nature been of every 
toental endowment, that very little aid 
was required from art to give each it's 
full degree of brilliancy and eiFe^i. 
Thofe who beheld her could not but 
admire the graceful eafe of her deport- 
ment, and wondered whence fhe drew 
thofe large fupplies of reafon and hu- 
mour which enriched and enlivened 
her converfation . With all thefe marks 
of fuperiority, Eliza had none of that 
frivolous vanity which feems almoft 
infeparable from female excellence. 
If ihe at times converfed with free- 
dom on the moil interefting topics, it 
was evidently rather to gratify the in- 
clination of others, who never could 
liften to her but with pleafure, than to 
Indulge 4 volubility of fpeech^ from 



which few of the amiable fex can plead 
an entire exemption. This obferva- 
tion,however,is by no means intended 
as farcaftic, fince it is to that circum-' 
fiance we owe more than three-fourthf 
of the charms which embellilh few 
ciety. 

The parents of EH2a,as it has already 
been mentioned, pofTcfled very few, if 
any, ofher amiable qualities: they were, 
however, what the world would have 
ftiled good fort of people, had they con^ 
tinned to aft that part in it with whick 
they began their career, and for which 
alone nature had evidently defigncd 
them. But, if what Pope fays be tru^, 
that * men would be angels, angeli 
• would be gods,' and by that afpiring 
prefumption throw every thing into coni 
fufion ; we may with equal reafon affert. 
that all is nonfenfe and ridicule, when 
the illiterate vulgar rufli from their nar- 
row fphere,and make aukwardattemptl 
ta move with eclat in that of fupenor 
beings. This was literally thecafe with 
our prefent couple, from the time of 
their quitting their (hop in Cornhilf, 
to their retiring to a fuperb villa in the 
vicinity of Bath, and thus exchanging 
the centre of bufmefs for th«t of qua'- 
lity and diflipation. The hufband 
having once conceived this fage idea^ 
was notunder the necefltty of enfor- 
cing compliance with his cara fpofa 
on this a? on fbme former occafi* 
ons: the purpofc in view had been 
the primitive and glorious objed of 
all her exertions and ambition; for 
this flie had toiled and ceconomlzed 
with unexampled frugality, whilft her 
no lefs afliduous partner was driving his 
bargains at 'Change, or negociating 
loans in the Alley. An additional plumb 
to that of which they were already pof- 
feiTed would fcarcely have afforded her 
more real fatisfadlion than the arrival 
of that period for which (he had fo long 
iigh«d. 

Having fixed on their place of rcfi- 
dence, and made an ample provifion of 
whatever was necefl^py to the very fplonr 
did figure they were now deteriiiined to 
make in the world, they were conveyed 
thither in the full triumph of a coa,cH and

fix, attended by a numerous retinue, to 
the great furprize and amulement of ail 
who knew or beheld them. Their mode 
of life did not difgrace their equipage; 
and their Bath villafoon became the re- 
fort of all who thought proper to regale 
and divert themfelves at their expence. 
The wines and viands were greatly ex- 
tolled by thofe who piqued themfelves ' 
On Epicurean taile^and their excellence 
was Aill more effectually proved by the 
jnoft aftoniihing confuroption of both at 
^ery quick- repeated entertainment. 
The table converfation was fuch as 
might naturally beexpe^ed from gueils 
whofe chief deiign in refor ting thither 
was to difplay their wit in ironical 
compliments to the mailer and miilrefs 
of the banquet, who fwailowed the bait 
with equal fimplicity and fatisfadion. 
The peculiar grace of the latter, in her 
inethod of carving, was never fuiFered 
to pafs unnoticed; and when, as was 
frequently the cafe, a diih or a fauce* 
boat was overturned in the operation « 
ibme perfon was ever ready to obferve 
that accidents of that nature might hap- 
pen to the moil alert and experienced, 
jfhefe fallies andinuendoes being per* 
fe£lly underftoodby the parties pre fen t» 
nfually produced convulfive fits of 
mirth; in which Eliza was the only per 
ion who did not take a part ; and on 
this account (he was frequently re* 
proached for her want of tafle and fpirit; 
whillUacit difapprobation was the only

The family name was originally Nid- 
rom, which, by an apt tranrpofitioh of 
the two letters m and d, was now 
changedinto Nimrod, as he proved him- 
felf to a demonilration lineally de fee nd- 
ed from that celebrated hunter, which 
was alfo a fufficient authority for a 
flag's head, by way of crefl, in his 
arms, and two bucks for fupporters* 
To NiMROD, Ejq^. wasinvariaixly add- 
ed; and ^ir was not unfrequently pre- 
fixed to A L H X A N D £ R ; though he was 
prudently filent as to the time and oc- 
cafion of his obtaining the honour of 
knighthood. My lady might have 
been equally puzzled to account for her 
title, had not the politenefs, or rather 
policy, of her vifitors, made them wave 
all difagreeable quefllons whilil in her 
prefence, and thus rivet ted both in the 
iilly delufion. Eliza,whofe tender heart 
was wounded by the daily repetition of 
this farce in high life, was often tempt-

The delicacy of filial piety 
made her feemingly acquiefce in what 
fhe knew to be pregnant with abfurdi- 
ty; efpecially as fhe clearly fawthat the 
feeds of folly were too deeply fbwn to 
be eradicated by her feeble exertionsi 
fhe therefore gave up the point as ab- 
folutely defperate, and waited with re- 
fignatiun, till death, or more welcome 
Hymen, fhould remove her from a fcene 
fo irkfome and painful to her feelings* 
Alas! how vain and precarious are moft 
of our wifhes ! and how often do wa 
look forward to fome diftant point with 
eager defire, which when attained only 
leaves room for deeper regret, and more 
heartfelt forrows | 

Had Eliza been left by her parents, 
as fhe was by Heaven and Nature, free 
in her choice of a partner for Iife» 
her good fenfe and penetration would 
doubtlefs have been the guide to her 
a£Fed)ons, and fixed them on an obje^ 
deferving of fo much lovelinefs and 
perf9£Uo9; ^ttt even in this point 

(whicl^ 
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(which was to determine nothipg lefs 
than her happinefs or mifery for ever) 
was Eliza doomed to be the (lave of pa- 
rental authority, at the expence of every 
fuggcft ion of reafon, every fentiment 
and feeling of her foul. 

And will Eliza fubmit to this moft 
unnatural ft retch of power ? No: Na- 
ture (lirinks back at the gloomy profped 
which muft then be opened to her view; 
fhe fees it in all it's horrors; duty for 
one moment keeps reafon in thoughtful 
fufpenfe. 'Tis pad ! her refolutions are 
taken; and much is her fpirit to be com- 
mended for thus claiming thofc facred 
rights which cruel oppreflion would 
have extorted from her. This was done 
by a timely elopement ; for which no per- 
ibn will, I believe, be inclined to blame 
her, who attends to the following faith- 
ful portrait of her intended huiband. 

This very hopeful youth had Jittle in 
his form, and nothing in his fentiments, 
to diftinguifh him from the brute crea- 
tion; though his manners had received 
every aid from cultivation, and at firfl 
fight fpoke too much in favour of his 
charader. Never, perhaps, were the 
fool and villain morecompleatly blended 
than in his compoiicion; and the too par- 
tial i ndulgence of a fond mother corref-

The moft un- 
reftrained prad^ice of every fpecies of 
gaming was admitted oi> the plea of 
gentility, and all his vices were excuf- 
ed becaufe they were not of a vulgar 
caft, but thofe of a gentlemanr. Thus 
was he early initiated into irregulari- 
ties; and feldom, if ever, retired from 
fcenes of nodurnal riot but in a ftate 
of wretched intoxication. Woman, 
that laft and beft gift of Heaven to 
jnan ! that lovelieft image of his kind- 
nefs, and faireft work of his creation ! 
woman was only prized by this intem- 
perate fon of lewdnefs, as fhe fubmit-

pleafures ; and all thafhe knew of coiu 
jugal felicity was, that it would be his 
province tocommand— -thatof his pai^ 
five confort to be filent and to obey. Hi# 
heart had never been warmed by one 
generous feeling ; brutality was the tt& 
of his focial ties; and his haughtincfk 
to thofe beneath him was only furpaT? 
fed by his fervility to fuperiors whea 
fubmiilion pointed out the obvious patk 
to intereft. 

Such was the man feleded by thf 
parents of Eliza from a numerpos 
train ofadmirers. Shpuld it be alkedi 
what could ..pof&bly induce them to 
give him the preference, the onl/ 
reafon that can be affigned is the ex« 
tentof his influence, the number of Jus 
titles, and that alluring. ignis fatnus, 
his pedigree. Thefe were to fuppl/ 
the want of fcnfe, honour, and fUdi 
other requifitesascan alone in any de- 
gree indemnify the tender fexibr t\m 
refignation of liberty and that in«- 
iiftible empire which beauty coAires 
to them over every fobjed heart. De» 
termined not to be the prey of fuch « 
monfter, Eliza fled, taking with heria 
money and jewels what would provide 
decently for her future fopport, and 
fought an afylum in the houfe of a 
friend and diftant relation, who lived 
retired from the world in a very re- 
mote part of the country. 

Misfortune, however, attended her 
to this retreat; for, having depofited 
her little property with a merchant 
at the ufual rate of intereft, he foon 
became a bankrupt, and ilie was left 
with no refources but fuch as muft 
flow through the narrow channels of 
what is improperly called friendly 
benevolence.

Among others who were prefent at 
this ceremony, was a flranger of gen- 
teel appearance, and who feemed 
greatly interefted in what had engag- 
ed all his attention. The youth, the 
beauty^ and perhaps more than all| 



the peculiar Atuation of Eliza, had 
made the deepeft imprei^ons on his 
mind, and produced a mod: effedual 
revolution in his heart. To feel for 
the dillrefs and injuries of the fofter 
fex is a fentiment fo efTential to the 
idea of true courage and honour, that 
we may in general pronounce that man 
every way unworthy of life who hc- 
iitates one moment to facriiice it for 
their defence or refcue. Horatio was 
not a perfon of fo daftardly a foul; and, 
yet uncertain whether the interell he 
took in Eliza's fate proceeded from 
compaffion or love, he refolved, at 
all events, to redrefs her wrongs with- 
out delay. But before the means he 
adopted to efFe<5l this purpofe are de- 
fcribed, it will be proper to give the 
reader a juil idea of his rank and 
chara^er. Both thefe were fuch as to 
entitle him to univerfaleflcem,though '' 
the latter was remarkable for one 
trait, which was rather extraordi- 
nary in a perfon of his flrong fenfe 
and manly benevolence. This wa$ 
nothing lefs than a rooted prejudice 
againfl the female charader, as ne- 
cefTarily fraught with levity, incon- 
llancy, and deceit; To that, though 
he was really the friend and advocate .. 
of the fex in one fenfe, he might- be 
confidered almofl in the light of an 
enemy in another. His misfortune, 
it feems, had been, at an early age, to 
be familiar with none but the mofl 
abandoned of the fex; and fuch \/ere 
the difgufts excited in him from thefe 
juvenile fcenes of indelicacy, that he 
nad formed a refolution never to make 
the happinefs of his life depend on a 
female who might probaMy be tinged 
with fome portion of thofe vices which 
had infpired him with fuch horror 
and deteflation. Though a man of 
perfeft candour in other refpeds, in 
this he proved himfelf mofl illibe- 
rally unjuil; condemning, like many 
others, the whole for the errors of a 
few, when even they perhaps ought 
father to be confidered as objeds of 
compaffion than contempt. 

Dear, tender, yet too often injure4 
woman! never let me lofe an opportu* 
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nity of aflerting thy worth, or of vin- 
dicating thy charader. To thee wc 
owe whatever can tend to refine the 
jx)ys , and foothe the cares of life ; and 
if, in the general diftribution, a few 
flight imperfeclions may have fallen 
to thy fhare,* let them not be feei^ 
through the microfcopic eye of ma- 
levolence^but rather loll in thebright- 
ncfs of thy perfedlions. Too well can 
I account for all thy feeming foibles 
in the tyranny of that ufurper wha 
would gladly mark thee for his flave> 
and often do I blufh for the brutality 
of my ruder fex, when I fee it infuU 
the cafe and gentlenefs of thine! 

Had Horatio given way to fenti* 
ments like thefe, he would doubtlefs 
lievcr have determined, in the full vi- 
gour of youth, to relinquilh thofe 
charms which can only be found in the 
focilty and alFeftion of a viituous fe- 
,jnale, without conlidering that life, 
devoidofthat invaluable blefling, is at 
beftbut a cheerlefs and dreary fcene. 
A Ihort experience, however, had 
taught him,whilil he languiihed in the 
^'profufion of fortune, that there is a 
void in the human heart which woman 
alone was made to fill, without whom, 
pleafurc, and even repofe, muft be 
banifhed from it for ever. Thuscon- 
-^vincedof his error,Horatio only wait*- 
cd for a proper oppo;rtunity of re- 
trieving it; and he thought he faw in 
the perfon of Eliza what he had fo 
long defpaired of ever being able to 
iind. There is a native eloquence in 
the female eye, that fpeaks convidion 
more feelingly to the heart than all 
the powers of didion combined, and 
this had in one glance fpoke oriacle^ 
to that of Horatio. 

Having determined on his plan 
of operations in the conquefl he had 
-in view, which, as the reader will 
obferve, was literally a coup de main, 
he went unattended to the houfe 
of old Nimrod ; and with as little 
ceremony as Aim well in the Strata- 
gem, told him he was come to take 
away his daughter. * Ayel* faid the 
father, in a confounded pafTion; ' and 

* what right have you to claim my 

• daughter^ Sirr— ' That/ replied 



Horatio, ' which I derive from love^ 
' and which this fword,' added he, 
drawing it, ' is ready todifpute with 

* any human being I' The figlit of 
a drawn fword in the kandsof adeC« 
perate and Hout young fellow, fuch 
as was Horatio, effedually cooled 
old Nimrod's rage and courage: he 
therefore only faid, with a faltering 
voice, that £nce flie had refufed to 
marry the man of his choice, he would 
notgiveheraihilling« < Itis not joor 

* purfe,' anfwered Horatio withdtf- 
dain, 'but your daughter, that I come 

* for!' and, gently leizing her kandji 
he led her with him out of the apart^ 
ment, without farther explaaations; 
leaving the parents to make what 
comments they might pleafe on his 
mode of proceeding. 

Eliza, who at firft had followed her 
new lover with fome miflruft and re* 
lu Glance, was foon convinced of his ho- 
nourable intentions, by the pfopoi(alsof 
marriage which he made to her, and 
which were brought to eScEk in a few 
days after this their firft aufpicious in* 
terview« Never, I believe, had aof 
man more reafon to blefs the name of 
Hymen than Horatio, or woman more 
caufe than Eliza to revere that of her 
huiband« The yawning £end Eantsi 
never once waslcnown to break in on 
their felicity ; nor was the voice of dif- 
content ever heard within their doorsi 
Every action was fpontanedos, and 
the idea of unlimited obedience cotild 
not poflibly find admittance in mind« 
which feemed only to vie in efibrt* of 
mutual kindnefs and condefcenfion. If 
Horatio indulged in the fport« of the 
field, it was chiefly in the hope of re- 
turning with fpoils which might fait 
the talle of Eliza ; whilfl fhe in the 
mean time was preparing, * afeaftfor 
die man ihe loved.' Juft Heavens I of 
what importance do the moft trivial oc* 
currences in life become, when confe* 
crated at the fhrine of love and "fide* 
lity! 

Three years had iofeofibly fleeted 
away in this blifsful union, when the 
fenfible heart of Eliza was deeply 
wounded by accounts which ihe had foe 
feme time had reafon to apprehends 

Since 
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Since her recefs from her parental 
abode> the old couple had determined, 
in mere fpite» to be revenged of her ob- 
ftinacy, as they termed it, to (pend eve- 
Tf ihilling of their property ; and the 
Ifceps they took towards it were fo ef- 
ledually forwarded by their numerous 
train of fycophants^ that they were al« 
Xeady reduced to the humiliating ne- 
ceffity of univerfal retrenchments, in 
Older to preserve the wreck of their 
CHice ample fortune, for future fubiif- 
tence« It was now that every face came 
Ibrward from behind it's mafk, and the 
fiibtle fneer of irony was fucceeded by 
the broad laugh of public derifion . 
' Unable either to fupport their ufual 
expences, or to bear up againft the 
Hingsofdaily ridicule, poor old Nim- 
jnod and his conibrt were forced to hide 
tiieir diminifhed heads in the bofom 
of obfcurity, and the Bath villa was 
difpofed of to as little advantage as 
Credit. 

Forgetful of all the injuries (he 
had received, the ever>dutiful Eliza no 
Iboner heard of this cataftrophe, than 
ihe determined to ily to their relief. 
Horatio accompanied her on this occa- 
fion ; nor could ihe be prevailed oh to 
leave behind her the blooming pledge 
Ihe had bore him of f heir mutual and 
faithful loves.

* nour by your words, but be cautious 

* how you fay any thing to injure the . 

* feelings of this lady, who has too long 

* been the viAim of your folly. You 

* are now. Sir, to confider her in the 

* double capacity of your daughter and 

* my wife; and I expeft to fee her treat. 
' ed with becoming refpeft in botk 
' thofe characters.' 

• True, fon-in-Iaw; true!' anfwered 
Nimrod, trembling in tytry limb; * I 
< believe I am to blame, as well as 
' my lady here; and I humbly aik yoa 

» and my daughter pardon. As t live, g^^* 

* now, you feem to be a clever fellow; • * 

* and had you but a pedigree——* 

' iTuih! tuih!' faid Horatio fmiling, ' 
producing one which he had purpofely 
drawn up at the requed of Eliza, in 
compliance with her father ^s humour; 

* here. Sir, is a pedigree every way au^^^ 

* thentic, of which the iirft peer of the 

* land need not be aihamed!* 

Old Nimrod ijpread the vellum oa 
the table by the fide of that which al« 
ready lay there; and, embracing Ho- 
ratio with the moil eager tranfport, 

* ByHeaven!' he exclaimed, * youmuft 

* be a clever fellow; for your pedigree 

* is within a foot of being as long as 
' my own.* 

Horatio foon gave the old couple 
more fubitantial reaibns for being fa« 
tisiied with the condu£l of their fon-in- 
law, by allowing them an annual fli- 
pend, adequate to all their exigencies, 
tor the reil of their days. They botk 
lived to fee and corred the extrava* 
gance of their former follies; whilft 
the example of Horatio taught them to 
fet a juil value on thofe virtues whick 
'ftin continue to embelliik their amia« 
bl€ daughter. y

wa$ 64 degrees, according toFahrea«> 
heir's thermometer* and m which th^ 
air was gently ventilated, I obrerve4 
the efFeds produced by various ii uids 
when thrown upon the ball of a ther- 
juometer. The oallof this thermome* 
ter was quite detached from the ivory; 
piece upon which the fcale was engra v« 
ed. The various fluids were throwa 
upon the thermometer through the ca** 
pillary aperture of a fmall glafs vefTel^ 
Ihaped like a funnel, and care wag 
taken to throw them {o ilowly upo9 
!che bulb of the thermometer, that a 
drop might now and then fall from the 
-under part of it; except when thofe 
-fluids were ufed, which evaporate very 
ilowly, in which cafe it was fufficient 
to keep the ti^all of the thermometer 
only moid, without any drop falling 
from it. Puring the experiment the 
thermometer was kept turning very 
gently round it's axis, in order that 
the fluid ufed might fall i^pon every 
part of it's bufb. This method I £na 
to aBfwer.nfkuch better than that of 
dipping the ball of the thermometer 
into the fluid and removing it imme* 
diately after, or that of wetting the 
^hennoneter with a feather. The 
evaporation, and confequently the 
cold prodiiced by it, may be increaied 
by ventilation, viz. by blowing with 
9l pair of bellows upon the thermome-i' 
fer; but this was not ufed in the foU 
lowing experiments, becaufe it is not 
ea&iy performed by one perfon, and 
alfb becaufe it occasions very uncer* 
taiarefuits. 

With the above defcribed method I 
(>egan to examine the effects of water^ 
and found; that the thermometer was 
brought down to 56 degrees, viz. S de^ 
grees below the temperature of the 
rooni in which the experiment was 
made, and of the water employed* 
This effedl was produced in about two 
minutes time, after which a larger 
continuation did not bring the mer* 
curv lower. 

By means of fpirit of wine the ther* 
aoiQeter was brought down to 48 de* 
ffrees, which is only 16 degrees below 
2>e tsmperature of the room, and of 
the fpirit employed. When the fpi- 
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^N ACCOUNT OF SOME THBRMO- 
METRICAL EXPERIMENTS RE- 
LATING TO THE COLD PRODU- 
CED BY THE EVAPORATION OF 
VARIOUS FLUIDS, WITH A ME- 
THOD OF PURIFYING ETHERJ 
EXPERIMENTS RELATING TO 
THE EXPANSION OP MERCURY; 
AND A DESCRIPTION OF A 
THERMOMETRICAL BAROME- 

TER. BY TIBERIUS CAVALLOy 
F.R.S* 

IT is at prefent well knoWn, that 
by the evaporation of various R uids 
e fenfible decree of cold is produced; 
and that by the evaporation of ether, 
which is the mofl volatile fluid we 
are acouainted with, water may be 
^Bgealed, and the thermometer may 
be brought feveral degrees below the 
freezing pointy But as various ther- 
mometrical experiments, which I late- 
ly made, have exhibited fomenewphe'' 
nomena, and as I have contrived an 
eafy and pleaiing method of freezing 
e fmall quantity of water in a ihort 
time, and in every climate ; I think it 
not improper to jg;ive an account ef 
thefe things in the firft part of ^s 
ledure. / 

My firft experiments wereintended 
to difcover, if poffible, a Jiiid cheaper 
than ether, by the evaporation of 
which a degree of cold fufificient for 
ibme ufefuT pur^ofe might be gene* 
fated. But m this my expedatuMi 
was difappointed, as I fonnd that 
ether was incomparably fuperior to 
^ny ether fluid, as the cold it pro- 
duced was feveral degrees greater than 
that occafloned by any other of the 
molt volatile fluids whatever. Being 
therefore obliged to ufe ether, i eh- 
deavottred to contrive a method by 
which the lead poffible quantity of it 
jnig^ht be wafted in the produdion of 
a degree of cold fufficient to fireet 
witter, and in this I met with fuccefs* 
But before we come to the defcrip^. 
tion of thu method, I fliall bHefly Ve- 
lete fome obftrvations made on tlif 
cold produced by the etttpeottOK' df 
^€tktr fluids befides ether. 
Vol., III. 
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rit of wine IS highly reAified, the cold 
produced by it's evaporation is cer- 
tainly greater than wnen it is of the 
common fort; but the difference is 
not fo great as one who never tried 
the experiment might expe6t. The 
purer ipirit produces the-effedl much 
quicker. 

' Ufing various other fluids, which 
were either compounds of water and 
ipiritous fubftances, or pure elTences, I 
^und that the cold produced by their 
evaporation was generally in fome in- 
termediate degree between the cold 
produced by th^ water and that pro- 
duced by the fpirit of wine. 

Spirit of turpentine brought the 
thermometer only 3 degrees lower 
than the temperature of the room ; 
1>ut olive oil and other oils, which 
evaporate either very flowly or not at 
all, did not fenfibly affed the ther^^ 
mometer. 

Willing to obferve how much elec- 
trization could increafe the evapora- 
tion of fpirit of wine, and confeqnen t- 
ly the cold produced by it, I put the 
tube containing the fpirit into an in- 
fulating handle, and connected it 
with the condudor of an eledrical 
machine, which was kept in adion 
whilft the experiment was performed; 
by thefe means the thermometer was 
brought down to 47 degrees. Hav- 
ing tried the three mineral acids, I 
found that, inftead of cooling, they 
heated the thermometer, which effe& 
I expelled; iince it is well known, 
that thofe acids attract the water from 
the atmofphere, and that heat is pro* 
duced by the combination of water 
and any of them. The vitriolic acid^ 
which was very ftrong and tranfpa- 
rent, raifed the thermometer to 10a 
degrees; the fmoaking nitrous acid 
raii'ed it to 71^ degrees; and the ma- 
rine acid raifed it to 66 degrees; the 
temperature of the room, as well as of 
the acids, being 64 degrees, as men- 
tioned above. 

The apparatus which I contrived 
for the purpofe of ufing the leaft pof- 
fible quantity of ether m freezing wa.. 
ter. Sec. coniifts in a glafs tube, termi<» 
netting in a capillary aperturci YfbhA 



tybe is to be fixed upon the bottle 
that contains the ether. When the 
experiment is to be made, the ftopper 
of the bottle containing the ether is 
rwnoved^ and the above-mentioned 
tube is fixed upon it. The thread 
round this tube ihould be moiilened 
a little with water or fpittle before it 
is &xed on the bottle, in order to pre- 
vent more effedlually any efcape of 
ether between the neck of the bottle 
and the tube. Then holding the bot- 
tle byit*s bottom, and keeping itin- 
clined, the fmall itream of ether ifiTu* 
ing out of the aperture of the tube is 
direded upon the ball of the thermo- 
meter, or upon a tube containing wa^ 
ter or other liquor that is required to 
be congealed. 

Ether being very volatile, and hav- 
ing the remarkable-property of in- 
creafing the bulk of air, does not 
require any aperture, through which, 
the air might enter the bottle, in pro^ 
portion as the ether goes out: the heat 
of the hand is more than fufficient to 
force the ether in a flream from the 
aperture. 

After this manner, throwing the 
ilream of ether upon the ball of a ther- 
mometer in fttch quantity asahat a 
drop, of ether might now and then, 
for inftance tvtry 10 feconds, fall 
from the under part of the thermo>^ 
meter, I have brought the mercury 
down to 3 degrees, viz. 29 degrees 
below the freezing point, when the 
atmofphere was fomewhat hotter than 
temperate, and that without blowing 
upon the thermometer. 

When the .ether is very good, viz, 
is capable of difiblving elailic ^um, 
and the thermometer has a fmall bulb> 
not above twenty drops of ether are 
required to produce this effef^, and 
about two minutes of time; but whea 
the ether is of the common ibrt, a 
greater quantity of it, and a longer 
time, are necefifary to be employed, 
though at laft the thermometer is 
brought down very nearly as low bjr 
this as by the beft fort of ether. 

In order to freeze water by the eva* 
poration of ether, I take a thin elaft 
lube «bottt four iiichet long and about 

mom 
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Gne.fif;h of an inch in diameter, her-^ 
ipetically clofed atone end, and put a 
little Water in it, fo as to fill aboqt half 
an inch length of it. Into this tube- 
a ilender wire is alfo introduced, the 
lower extremity of which is twifted in 
a fpiral manner, and ferves to draw 
up the ice, when formed* Things 
being thus prepared, I hold the glafs 
tube by it's upper part with the fingers 
of the left-hand, and keep it conti- 
nually and gently turning round it's 
axis, firft one way, and then the con- 
trary; whilft with the right hand I 
hold thephiaJ containing the ether in 
fuch a manner as to diredl the ilream 
of ether on the outfide of the tube, 
and a little above the furface of the 
water in it. The capillary apei:ture 
fhould be keptalmoflin contaAwith 
the furface of the tube that contains 
the water. Continiyng this opera- 
tion for two or three minutes, the wa- 
ter will be froac as it were in an in- 
flant; fince it will appear to become 
opaque at the bottom, and the opa- 
city will afcend in lefs than half a 
iecond of time, which exhibits a beau* 
tifnl appearance. This congelation, 
however, is only fuperficia), and in 
order to congeal the whole quantity 
of water, the operation muft be con- 
tinued one or two minutes longer; 
after which the wire will be found to 
be kept very tight by the ice. Now 
the bottle with the ether is left upon 
a table or other place, and to the out- 
iide of the glafs-tube the hand muft 
be applied for a moment, in order to 
foften the furface of the ice, which 
adheres very firmly to the glafs, and 
then pulling the wire out of the tube, 
a folid and hard piece of ice will come 
out, faftened to it's fpiral extremity*. 
• Inftead of the wire, fometimes I put 
a fmall thermometer into this tube fo 
as to have it's b«lb immerfed in the 
water. With this thermometer I hav^ 
obferved a very remarkable phenome- 
non, which feems to be not explicable 
in the^refent ftate of knowledge con- 
cerning heat and cold« This is^ that 
water will freeze in the winter with 
a lefs degree of cold than it will in 
ike (tti^mer, or whtn the weather i^ 



hotter: for inflance, in the winter, the 
watei* in the tube will freeze wheri the 
thermometer is about 30 degrees; but, 
in the fummer, or even when the tern- 

Serature of the atmofphere is about 60 
egrees,the quickfilverin the thermo- 
meter muft be brought ten Or fifteen^ 
Or even more degrees below the freez- 
ing point, before the water which 
furrouhds the faid thermometer wilt 
be converted into ice, even fuperfi- 
cially; hence it appears, thaf in the 
fummer- time a greater quantity of 
ether and longer time are required to 
freeze a given quantity of water thaii 
in thewinter, not only becaufe then a 
greater degree of heat is to be over* 
come, but principally becaufe in the 
fummer a much greater degree of cold 
muft be adtually produced befbre the 
water that is kept in it will afTume a 
folid form. When the temperature 
of the atmofphere has been aoout 401 
degrees, I have froze a quantity of 
water with an equal weight of good 
ether; butat preient, being fummer, 
between two and three times the quan- 
tity of the fame ether muft be uled to 
produce the fame elFeft. 

There feems to be fomething in the 
air which, befides heat, interferes 
with the freezing of water, and per- 
haps of all fluids, though I cannot fay 
from experience >yhether the- above- 
mentioned difference between the 
freezing of water in winter and fum- 
mer, takes place with other fluids, 
as milk, and other animal fluids, oils, 
wines. Sec. 

The proportion between the quan-» 
tity of the ether and of the water that 
may be frozen by it, feems to vtLry 
according to the quantity of water; 
for a larger quantity of water fe^ms 
to require a proportion ably lefs quan^ 
tity of ether than a fmaller quantity 
of water, fuppofing that the water i^ 
contained in cylindrical glafs ve£ek; 
for I have not tried whether a metal 
veftel inftead of a glafs one, and whe- 
ther fome other (hape befides the cy* 
lindrical, might not facUttate ' the 
congelation. In the beginning of 
the fpring, I froze about a quarter of 
an ounce of water with nearly half an 
2X2; ounce 
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ounce weight of ethei*, the apparatus 
being larger* though iimilar to that 
defcribed above. 

Now, as the price of ether, fuffici- 
cntly good for the purpofe, is gene- 
rally between eighteen-penceand two 
fhillings per ounce, it is plain that* 
with lefs than two (hillings, a quarter 
of an ounce of ice, or ice-cream, may 
be made in every climate* and at any 
time; which may afford great fatis- 
fadlion to thofe perfons who, living 
in places where no natural ice is to 
be had, never faw or tailed any fuch 
delicious refrefhments. 

When a fmall piece of ice, for in- 
itance, of about ten grains In weight* 
is wanted* the neceilary apparatus is. 
very fmall, and the expence of the 
ether not worth mentioning. I have 
ill fmall box» which is four inches and 
a half long, two inches broad, and 
one inch and a half deep, which con- 
tains all the apparatus neceflary for 
this purpofe, viz. a bottle capable of 
containing about one ounce of ether* 
two pointed tubes, (in cafe that one 
' fhould break)a tube in which the water 
is to be frozen, and the wire. With 
the quantity of ether contained in this 
fmall and very portable apparatus^ 
the experiment* when carefully per- 
formed, may be repeated about ten 
times. ^ A perfon who wi(hes to per- 
form fuch experiments in hot climates* 
and in places where ice is not eaiily 
procured, requires only a large bot- 
tle of ether, beiides the fmall appara- 
tus defcribed above. 
, It is a known fadl, that the moment 
a quantity of water becomes ice* a 
thermometer kept immerfed in i(* 
rifes a few degrees; and accordingly 
this is obferved in our experiment* 
viz. the mer<:ury of the thermometer* 
which U immerfed in the water of the 
tube, will fuddenly rife* fometimes 
^s much as ten degrees, when the wa- 
ter becomes firft opaque. Eledlriza- 
tion increafes very little the degree of 
cold produced by the evaporation of 
ether. Having thrown the eledlriii- 
pd* and alfo the unele6lrified, flream 
pf ether upon the bulb of a thermo- 
meter* the mercury in it was brought 



down two demes lower in the former 
than in the latter cafe. 

As various perfons may, perhaps^ 
be induced by this paper to repeat 
fuch experiments* and as ether is a 
fluid which can with difHculty be 
preferred* it may be ufeful to men- 
tion, that a cork confines ether in a 
^lafs bottle much better than a glafs 
nopple, which it is almoft impomble 
to grind fo well as entirely to pre- 
vent the evaporation of ether. When 
a flopple made very nicely out of a 
uniform and clofe piece of cork, 
which goes rather tignt, is put upon 
a bottle of ether, the fmell pf that 
fluid cannot be perceived through it;' 
but I never faw a glafs ilopple that 
could produce the fame fefFeft. By 
opening the bottle very often, or by 
'long keeping, the cork becomes loofe, 
in which cafe it mull be changed; and 
thus, ether, fpirit of wine, or any 
fluid, excepting thofe which corrode 
cork, may be preferved. 

I fhall now defcribe a method of 
purifyihe vitriolic ether, which ia 
very eafy and expeditious, though 
not very profitable; Fill about a 
quarter of a flrong bottle with com- 
mon ether, and upon it poar about 
twice as much water, then flop the 
bottle, and give it a fhake, fo as to 
mix for a tune the ether with the 
water. This done, keep the bottle 
without motion, and with the moutH 
downwards, till the ether is feparat- 
ed from the water, and fwims over it^ 
which requires not- above three or 
four minutes of time; then open the 
bottle, and keeping it flill inverted* 
let the greatefl part of the water come 
out very gently; after this the bottle 
being turned with the mouth upwards* 
more water mufl be poured in it* and 
in fhort the fame operation muft'bd 
repeated tluee or four times. Lattly; 
all the water being feparated frCm'the 
ether by decanting it with dexterity, 
the ether will be found to be exceed* 
ingly pure. Ry this means I have jju- 
rined common Vitriolic ether, wHicA 
could not afFedl efaflic |^um, and have 
reduced it into fucli a flate as that 
elaitic gum waj eafily difiblved % ir. 

Indeed, 
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Indeed, this parlfied ether appeared 
by every trial to be purer than I ever 
faw it, even when made after the befl: 
ufual method, and in the mod careful 
manner. The only inconvenience 
attending this procefs is; that a vaft 
quantity of ether is lofr. Not above 
three or four ounces of a pound of 
common ether remain after the puri- 
fication* As the greateft f>art of the 
ether is certainly mixed with the wa- 
ter that is ufed in the procefs, it may, 
perhaps, be worth while to put that 
water into a retort, and to diftil the 
ether from it, which muft come fuffi* 
ciently pure for common ufe. 

It is commonly believed, that wa- 
ter combines with the pureft part of 
ether, when thofe two fluids. are kept 
together;, whereas, by the above de- 
fcribed procefs, the contrary is efla- 
bliihed: perhaps when -ether is kept 
in con tad with water for a long time, 
the purefl part of it may appear to be 
loft, becaufe the ether may be com- 
bined with, and' may retain fome wa- 
ter in itfelf, at the fame time- that the 
Water combines with and retains fome 
ether ; whereas the cafe may be diffe- 
rent when the ether is quickly wash- 
ed in water, and is immediately after 
Separated from it: but in refpeft to 
this I have yet not made any experi- 
ments, fo as to be able to decide the 
matter. 

EXPERIMENTS RELATINO TO THE 
EXPANSION OF MERCURY. 

The difficulty and uncertainty at- 
tending -the various-methods hitherto 
propoiedfor inveftigating the expan- 
fion of quickfilvcr, or it**s i'Acreafe of 
bulk when, rarifiexl by a given degree 
of heat, determined me to contrive 
f6me method by which this purpofe 
might be efFeAed with more certamty 
and preciiion. After various expe- 
riments, I hit upon the following m&r 
thod, which to me feems both new and 
capable of great accilracy, though in 
this I may Die dexieiVed". 

f irft', liavihg broWn,a ball to a ca«^ 
fitlaty tube, luch as ar^ commonlj 
MM ht xhtfpattiH^fh 1 migTHei it« 
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and found ^at this empty tiermomew 
ter was equal to 79,25 grains. Thri 
empty glafs, previous to it's being 
weighed, was rendered as perfcftly 
clean as poffible, which is a neceffary 
precaution in this experiment, which 
depends upon a very great accuracy 
of weight. Then I introduced fom« 
mercury into the item of this thermo* 
meter, taking care that none of it en» 
tered the ball, and by adapting a fcale 
of inches to the tube, obferved that 
4,3 inches^ length of the tube was filU 
ed with the mercury. The thermo- 
meter wa» now weighed again, and 
from this, weight, the weight of the 
glafs found before being iubtra6led> 
the|remaioder,viz. 0,24 grains (hewed 
the weight of fo much quickfilver as 
filled 4,3 inches of the tube. Now 
the ball of the thermometer, and alfo 
part of the tiibc, were entirely filled 
with quickfilver: then, in order to find 
out the weight of the mercury con« 
. tained in it, the thermometer was 
weighed* for the laft time> and from 
this. weight the weight of the, glafs 
being fuotraded, the remainder, viz. 
3205 grains, (hewed the weight of the 
whole quantity of ' quickfilver con- 
tained in the thermometer. ^ 

By compariibn with a graduated 
thermometer in hot and cold wate/^ 
I made a fcale to the new thermonle- 
ter according to Fahrenheit's, and 
by applying a fcale of inches found 
thatjhe length of 20 degrees in thi> 
fcale was equal to 1,3-^ inches. But 
o, 24 grains was the weight of fo much 
mercury as- filled- 4, 3 inches length of 
the tube; therefore, by the rule of 
proportion, it will be found, that the 
weight- of (b much quickfilver as fil]s 
1,33 inches- of the tube, viz. the length 
of 20 degrees, is eqo^ to 0,074a grmti 
nearly, and that t^e weight o£ fo 
much quickfilver as fills the length of 
the tube that is equivalent to one 
degree, is equal to 0,00371 grainil 
Now it is. clear, that the weight^f 
the whole quantity of quickfilvercOfli- 
tained in the thermometer is to tHi 
weight of fo much quickfili^er as fJ^lft

difference is fo exceedingly fmall as 
not to be perceived by our exaded 
weighing and meafuringinArumentSi 
For clearnefs fake,Iihall fubjoin the 
calculation of the above related expe- 
riments, difencumbered from words. 
Here the decimals are not computed 
to a very large number, that being 
unneceiTary ^rthis purpofe. 



periment, it appears that 1 degree of ^l^er in the temperature of 5 1 degrees^ 

will be equal to 100,009 cubic inches. 

It is almoft fuperfluous to mention,^ 
that the cavity of the tubes employed 
for thefc experimes^ muft be perfcd- 
ly uniform throujg;hout. The fcales 
io be ufed for this method ihould be 
fo exa£l as to be turned by the hun- 
dredth part of a grain when charged 
with about half an ounce weight. . 

From thefe obfervations the method 
of graduating, or of determining th^ 
length of a degree in a new thermo?. 
meter, is eafily deduced, the only re«r 
quiiites for the calculation being the 
weight of a quantity of quickfilver, 
which HIls aknown length of the tube* 
and the weight of the whole quantity 
of quickiilver contained in the ther- 
inometer when filled. Suppoie, for 
inilance, that, in making a new ther- 
mometer, it be found that the weight 
of fo much quickiilver as fills fiye in- 
ches length of the tube is eaual to ten 
grains, and that the weignt of thQ 
whole quantity of quickiilver contain- 
ed in , the thermometer weighs 300 
grains; it is plain that if the whole 
quantity of quickiilver weighs 300 
grains, j . ^ 0^0 00 ths parts of it will weigH 
0,027 gi'^ins. But the weight of A> 
much mercury as fills five inches of 
the tube is equal to 10 grains; there- 
fore, 0,027 grains weight of quickiil- 
ver muil iill 0,0133 inches of tne tube^ 
and this is equal to the length of i de* 
gree, or the'double, treble, &c. of it it 
equal to two, three, &c. degrees. 

By this means the fcale may be 
made, that is, it may be divided into 
degrees; but the numbers cannot be 
added to them without finding which.

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DESCRIPTION OP A THERMOMB- 
TRICAL BAROMETER. 

- The determination of the various 
*4cgrces of heat (hewn by boiling wa- 
^er under diiFerent preffures of the at. 
niofphere", has been attempted by va^ 
rious perfons, but it was lately com- 
pleated by the accurate and numerous 
experiments of Sir George Shuck- 
burgh, member of this Society. His 
valuable paper is inferted in the 
LXlXth vol. of the Phil.Tranf. Up- 
on coniidering this paper^ I thought 
it poffible to conflru^l a thermometer 
with proper apparatus, which, by 
means of boiling water, might indi- 
cate the various gravity oPthe atmo- 
fphere, viz. the height of the baro- 
meter. This thermometer, together 
with the fuitable apparatus^ might> I 
thought, be packed into a fmall and 
very portable box, and I even flatter- 
ed myfelf, that with fuch an inilru- 
snent the heights of mountains, &c. 
might perhaps be determined with 
'greater ' facility than with the com- 
mon portable barometer. My ex- 
pe£tations are far from having been 
^ifappointed; and although the m- 
'ftrttiiient which I have hitherto con- 
ftrufted has various defers, I have, 
however, thought of fome expedients 
*which yill undoubtedly render it 
:inuch more perfedl: I iliall then pre- 
sent to this Society a more particular 
account of it, and alfo of the experi- 
ments which I intend to make with it. 
^he indrument in it's prefent flate 
coniifts of a cylindrical tin vefiel, 
about two inches in diameter and five 
inches high, in which vefle] the wa- 
ter is contained, which may be made 
to boil by the flame of a large wax- 
candle. The therinbmtti^r is faften^ 
Jed to the tin Veflel in fuch a manner 
tu that it's bulb may be about on^ 
inch above the bottom. The fcale of 
this thermometer, which is of brafs^ 
exhibits on one fide of the glafs tube k 
/ew degrees of Fahrenheit's fcale, viz'. 
jFrom 200 deetws to z iS degrees . Oh 
•the other fide of the tube are marked 
4he various barometrical heights, at 
whicb the boiling waUf ik§Wi thoft 



particular degrees of heat which are 
let down in Sir George Shuckburgh'a 
table. With this infh-ument the ba- 
rometrical height is fhewn within on^ 
tenth of an inch. The degrees of 
this thermometer are fomewhat long« 
er than One- ninth of an inch, and 
confequently may be fub-divided into 
many parts, efpecially if a nonius is 
ufed. fiut the greateft imperfedioa 
of this inftrument arifes from the 
fmallnefs of the tin-vefiel, which'does 
not admit a fufiicientquantityof wa- 
ter: and I find, that when a thermo- 
meter is kept in a fmall quantity of 
boiling water, the quickfilvef in it^a 
ftem does not ftand very fteady, fome- 
times rifing or falling even half a de- 
gree; but when the quantity of water 
18 fufiiciently large, for infiance is tea 
or twelve ounces, and is kept boiling 
in a proper veffel, it's degree of heat 
under the fame prefiure of the at« 
mofphere is yery fettled.

fi aron Hargrove was defcended from 
an ancient Umily of that name and 
title in the county of Norfolk; and it 
was his fate to live in an age when ig* 
norance^ and, dill more, fup^Hition* 
left very little fcope for the exertion 
of ^genius ^ or even for the free ufe of 
realon.

and the blood which Howed plentiful* 
ly from the wound was no incon-< 
iiderable addition to the oddity and 
terror of his appearance; The pil- 
grims having with infinite difficulty 
made their way to his cell, were fo fai* 
from recolledling the features of iheiif 
old friend, in his prefent conditioni 
that they could hardly be fatisiied that 
he was a human being, and attributed 
his feeming anger to the pain occafion-i> 
ed by the wound he had received : they 
therefore began by apologising for th^ 
Tnvoluntary injury, whilil he gazed on

To difiipate his griefs, he made oc- 

cafional excurfions among the neigh*, 
bouring hamlets, where refpedl and 
veneration attended his fleps, and La^ 
bour fufpended his tafkto fall on his 
knees, and humbly crave a benedic- 
tion . B ut his principal fource of con- 
folation was in a convent €kf female 
votaries, who regaled him with excel- 
lent cordials,, and were never mor^ 
happy than when Father Nicodemu^ 
was announced. 

In this manner had iiyt years lin- 
gered away without his ever receiving 
the fmallefl intelligence refpeding the

THOUGH we Arc racki;ng; nattire 
in all h^r departments, m order 
to waort her fecrets from her; I think 
it will be granted me, by every un- 
prejudiced enquirer after truth, that 
ours is an age for inventing; and fup- 
porting hypotheies; and it is much 
t»be feared that, in many inflances, 
wea^e contritinge?tperimeirts to prop

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To prevent our running too far 
into the errors of our forefathers » 1 
fliAll beg leave to place before yoixr 
philofophical readers fome of the 
ieemingly ft range contradidlions. and 
iaconfiilencies which have been pro- 
pagated,, and are Aill fupported> by 
the Franklinilts; who think their the^ 
ory of eledlricity, like the Newto- 
Bian philofophy^ aimoft ceafes to be 
an hypothefis*. 

Pr« Franklin^ fpeakiog of elec- 
tric atmofpheresy fays, * An eledlric 

* atmofphere not only repels ano- 

* ther efedric atmofpheret but will 
' alfo repel the ele^ric matter con- 
' tained in the fubilance of a body 
' approachmg it; and, without join- 

* ing or mixing with it, force it to 

* other parts of the body contained 

* in it.t' 

At the head of the firft experiment, 
to (hew how the eledlric fluid a^, 
he adds, ' Pafs an excited glafs- tube 

* near the end of the prime conduc- 

* tor, fo as to give it fome fparksj*' 
From thefe words I am led to conclude, 
the dodor did believe the excited tube 
communicated the electric fluid to 
the infulated condudior. 

If we examine the fimilar expeii- 
ments made by his folio wers» in order 
to fupport their theory, we are taught 
to believe quite the reverfe.

He 
tells usf), if an excited eledric of ei- 
ther kind be brought witJiin half an 
inch of one iide of a pane of glaiis,

But admitting for a minute,what I 
do not in both cafes allow, that an 
excited elcAric ads by communica- 
tion in contaft, and by preflure at 
the diibince of half an inch, can an^y 
of the friends and fupporters ofth^^ 
Franklinian dodrine aflign any pro^ 
bable reafon why the very elaflic 
particles-of the eledb-ic fluid do not re^ 
afl!ume their firit ftation as foon as 
the prcfl"are is removed? 

if I underfliand Dr^^ Franklin accu- 
rately, when fpeaking of furfaces, he 
does not mean a mathematical fur- 
fact; and he fays, the pores of the 
glafs are as full of the fluid air they 
can hold, and that they. repel the par- 
ticles of the eledric fluid fuperittdu* 
ced upon the furface of the glai^. 

How the particles of the eledric 
fluid are removed out of the pores of 
the glafs by prefling upon them by a 
force fupcrior to their repelling power 
without being driven through the 
glafs, may be, perhaps, difficult to 
determine; but furely the friends to 
this theory ought to tell us how it is 
done. At prefent we. are taught to 
believe, that the laws of motion of 
the eledric fluid are different from all 
other laws of matter ; and yet we have 
no better rule it is fo, but becaufe it 
is fo; which is with many perfons a 
very forcible argument. 

But, if I admit that an excited elec- 
tric ads by communication in cotttad, 
and by prefloire, at the fmall diflance 
of half an inch, the Franklinifls will 
not grant mt even this, if I give it 
them to help out with an inconfif 
tency.

ftand him, is not by communication, 
but by preflure< He explains all his 
•experiments on the eleflrophorus, by 
what he calls the two well-known 
principles; which is, in effect, deny- 
ing that excited electrics a£l by com- 
munication, even in con taA with the 
Xover of the ele&rophorus. 

If any of the tenacious fapporters 
of the Franklinian fyftem will fo far 
condefcend as to reconcile the fore- 
going apparent con traditions and in- 
. ci^nitftencies, and to fofye the diffi- 
culties I have pointed out, I fhall be 
much obliged to them ; and I promife 
them, for the favour, 1 will next go 
into their do6lrine of influence, and 
of bodies acting upon bodies through 
impenetrable fubftances, where they 
cannot pafs. If thev chufe rather tp 
retire iilently behina fyftems, to co- 
ver their errors and inconfiflencies, 
they m\i& not think the world will 
much longer implicitly follow them; 
for truth, though long and anxioufly 
fttpprefled by prejudices andintereft, 
Will finally prevail.

Now the reafonine faculty is effected 
by combination of ideast For inflancei 
a man prdviouily perfuaded that there 
is a God, when he fur^eys the won- 
ders of creation, is-by that combina- 
tion reminded of God; or, in a low- 
er example, a child having once feeA 
and felt the rod, is for the, fame rea- 
fon afterwards efFeflually icared by 
the fight of iC.

Who will doubt that he pofiTefied 
all the emotions, in a degree, whick 
fill the human bofom, both fierce and 
tender, joy, forrow, hope, fear, rage, 
pride, envy, who has obferved one dog, 
or the different fpecies, in diiferenC 
fitnations f What animal can more ex- 
preflively iignify his joy, by the fpark- 
ling of his eye, the fportivencfs of Kfs 
gambols, his brifknefs, his agitation, 
and (not to mention the fyraptoms of 
joy peculiar to the kind) the eredlion 
of his ears, and the chearfnl tones of 
his barking? 

On the contrary, what appearance, 
and what founds, are more poignant, 
and expreflive demon (Orations of for- 
row, than the downcafl eye, the (low 
and lowly motions, the crouched tail, 
the fallen ears, and the whining or 
melancholy howling ? 

If you give figns of again receiving 
liim into favour, how do his eyes and 
motions refume their former alacrity, 
until you again figni fy your difple^* 
fure, which finks him into his form^f 
fituatibn!

What, then, is the caufe of that vafi 
and eminent fuperiority of reafoning 
in man, the exercife of which elevates 
liim fo prodigioolly above other ani- 
mals; wiiich renders them fubfervient 
to Lis pleafure, and enables iiim to 
Cilltivate arts and fcicne^s? ^ 

If you admit that all thia is don? by 
the faculty of reafoning, I reply, that 
fince dogs fhew undeniable proofs that 
they can reafon after the fame manner, 
though in inferior degree, and fince 
they are fufceptive of the fame fenfa- 
tions, therefore the caufe of man's pre- 
eminence is his fuperiority in degree 
us to reafoning ; that the faculty in 
dogs of reafoning is limited to a con* 
fined degree; and that fo far as man 
exceeds them in that foale or gradation 
of reafon, fo far he will exceed, them 
in the eSeSts and operations of that 

/acuity.

Now, as all the fagacious anions and 
obfervations of a dog will probably be 
allowed to be praflicable by corpo- 
real organization, and as the fuperio- 
rity of man arifes only from pre-emi« 
nence in the fame power of reafoning^ 
why may not that fuperiority of rea- 
foning be eSedled by a fuperiority of ' 
corporeal organization ? For how do 
We know of what degree of refinement 
matter is fufceptive? fiecauie we have' 
been pleafed to term matter inert, ftu- 
pid, and inanimate, therefore fhall wt 
deem it impoffible to be modified or 
impregnated with perception and in* 
formation? If the immaterialift argoea 
thus, he confutes himfelf: for can 
he conceive mere matter to be fo ex- 
quifice^y modified as to form ike power 
of perception in brute animals? And 
yet, if he does not grant that all their 
intelligence is effe&d by mere Hupid 
matter, he mud allow it to be proau- 
ced by a foiritual immaterial power, 
iimilar in Kind to the coxhpofition of 
his own foul. 

Btit perhaps he will argue, that cor- 
pore«^l organization cannot be wrought 
to a i^ore exquifite degree than in the 
brain of brute animals, and that to thia 
refined modification in the brain of 
man the power of an immaterial fo^^ 
is fuperadded, which creates the vaft 
difference between men and dogs.

Animals kept in iuch fubjedion 
and reftraint, liable to ill-treatment 
and miferv from their earlieft days, 
feared by the brntality of man, and not 
permittedtoholdfriendlyintercoarfe, 
op learn to nnderftand his meaning by 
gentle n;^etho!ds,becomein a few gene* 
rations foilupid and indifferent, that 
they attend to nothing bat the mere 
calls of nature, and reeard only the 
fevereft menaces and the harflieft of 
treatment* B ut there is reafon to be- 
lieve that, were the)C treated with hu- 
manity, and with as much reafon as 
we can fnppofe them capable of> were 
we purpofely to try to make them by 
gentle vfaee as intelligent as we could, 
they' would far furpafs in perception 
^nd in a£iion what we now think theni 
capable of. 

That animals habituated to human 
fociety, are by means of that inter^ 
courfe more rational than their fellows 
of the wood, is univerfall/ apparent; 
and, for that reafon, why fhould we 
not fuppofe them capable of liill high- 
tr intelligence, in projportion to the 
gen tleneis and rationality with which 
we might treat them; efpecially as we 
iee that, among thofe who are enrolled 
in the lill uf civilized and domeftic 
animals, fuch are the moil cunning 
and obfervant at are ufed with the 
greateft tendernef^ and reafon.' 
" We know not,therefbrc,of what re^ 
£nei|ient the animal faculty of think- 
ing is in general capable/ If it were 
carefully cultivated in an animal na- 
turally acute, as a dog or horfe, it 
would probably far exceed what we 
have now an idea of. Moil people 
liave fepn fuchfurprizinginftancesof 
fagacity in thffe animals as they 
could not have before imagined 6t 
perhaps credited. 

So clofcly imitative, then, of man's 
, is the animal reafon, that it is difficult, 
and, I had almoft (aid, unphilofophi- 
cal, to fuppofe that the fuperior de-* 
gree of foul is to be immortal, and tha 
Inferior, though of the fame kind and 
matufp^ to periih and be ^nnihilati^dy 



Bat that brute animals are fufcep« 
tiveofthatfpecies offuturehappinefs 
which is the objed of our ambition, 
or that they are qualified to behave 
in fuch a manner as to be worthy of 
it, is an opinion that none but a mad- 
man could maintain. The intentions 
Cff Divine Wifdom in the delignation 
of many animals, are dark and in- 
fer utable. Man is too apt to fet him-r 
felf up as the only grand objeA of the 
creation, to whom all things were to 
be fubjed, for whom alone the ftart 
fhine, and the earth pours forth her 
increafe: whereas, philofophy teachea 
us that n umber lefs worlds are recipro*. 
cally benefited by thefe apparent 
points, without particular regard to 
this individual planet; and that hoft^ 
of animals, for whom we have not 
even names, profit equally with our-r 
felves by the gracious fertility of 
earth and heaven. 

It is prefumption, therefore, to fay, 
'This animal Ihall exift for ever, an4 
that (hall be annihilated;' feeing both 
are of the fame texture, as well the 
organs of thinking as of ading; and 
if either are to rife again, and live for 
ever, the whole glory is to be afcribed 
to the Aim) eh ty Fountain ofexiftence. 

If animals are to exift in a future 
ftate, it is perhaps impoffible for us to 
determine or conjedure their condi* 
tion. They are, as far as we can ob-* 
ferve, governed by no laws, excepting 
fuch as relate to the prefervation of 
the fpecies, and therefore we can^ 
not conceive them morally accounta- 
ble. But if they are to exift again, 
it by no means follows that they are 
t6 be fubjedls of reward and punifh- 
ment. JF'e are not to afftmilatt the term 
and condition of every being to our own » 
They may, for aught we know, be in 
a future ftate made fubfervient to 
the unfearchable porpofes of Om* 
nipotent Providence, in fome way 
which our finite compreheniions can? 
not imagine. 

Let us, then, treat theie humble 
partakers of our exiftence, who enioy 
their being under the fame merciful 
and gracious Power as ourfelves, witk 
^9mi^XW/9^ becpming our brethren 
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of the daft> and alleviators of the bur- 
den of life. Let usconfider that they 
have feeling and reflection as well as. 
ourfelves ; and that cruelty of all kinds 
mufl be difpleafing to God, as it is 
difgracefui to our nature. 

Having mentioned, in a former parr 
of this eflay, the inferiority of a dog 
to a man, as to the refinement of his 
faculty of thinking, I think it juft to 
aiTert his fuperiority toman, in qua- 
Kties which, evenamongit men, are 
, efleemed moil laudable and amiable* 
Vigilante, fidelity, and gratitude,per- 
vade the whole fpecies: no ill ufage' 
or barbarity, however unprovoked, 
ean extinguiih thofe fenfations; and 
they fet an admirable example of Imi- 



tation to their oppreifors, in theii'un- 
fhaken perfeverance. No poverty or- 
dillrefs drives from his haplefs mafter 
the follower of his broken fortunes;^ 
noprofpedt, nor hope of better livings 
feduces him from his ferv ice: hei» 
bound to him by a fecret tie, as fine 
and as noble as any imaginable mo- 
tive of human reafon ; for he difdains 
better food, and better fervice; and* 
in remembrance of the kird and gen^ 
tie treatment of his once happier pro^ 
tedor, he adheres to his perfon is

THESE difTertations ^ere ori- 
ginally compofed in a different 
form ; being part of a coiirfe of pre- 
le^ions, read to thofe young gentle- 
jpen whom it is Dr. Beattie's bufinefs 
to initiate in the elements of moral 
fcience. This, the author hopes, 
will account for the plain nefs of his 
fiile; for t^e frequent introdudion of 
pradical and feriovs obfervations; for 
a more general ufe of the pronouns

lic; and for a greater variety of il- 
Juftration, than would have been 
jrequiiite, if his hearers had been of 
ripei* years, or more ^^oftoiacd to 
iU^firaCt in^uirpr. 



Dr. Seattle has been defired to 
publifti his whole fyftem of Le&ures^ 
out he thinks (we know not why) 
that fuch a work would be too vola- 
miiious for his ability to perform, 
and for the patience of the public to.

fiven a few detached palTages; ami 
egs they may be confidered as fc- 
parate and diHindt elTays on the feve- 
ral fubjefls mentioned in the title. 

To fpeak generally of this work,, 
it certainly contains a large fund of 
knowledge and in formation for youth- 
ful^ minds ; occafionally blended, 
however, with fuch unphilofophical 
and puerile remarks, as fee m to us by 
no means likely to add to the literary 
reputation of the really learned and 
ingenious author. 

Whether the powerful importuni- 
ties of friends, or the perhaps ftiH 
more powerful ones of bookfellers, 
gave birth to the publication of thefc ^ 
and certain 6ther northern Ledures 
which have already come under our 
confi deration, we are not qualified to 
decide; but certain it is, that what-

Bat» to proceed to the buiinefs 
More particularly before us; a brief

We have obferred, that t^iis work 
if in many places unphilofophical 
and puerile: highly as we refpedi 
Pr. Beattie's talents as awriter> and 
Ikis amiable character as a man» thia 
afiertion is the due of the public; to 
the worthy profeiTor, however, it is 
equally due» that we produce a few 
ittftances of thefe defe£U.

* Thacydides, in his account of the 
ptaffiie at Athens, relates, that feme 
perlons furvived that dreadful difeafe, 
with fttch a total lofs of memory,, that 
they forgottheir friends* themfelvea, 
and every thing elfe. I have read of a 
perfon, who, falling from the top of 
a hoofe, forgot all his acquaintance^ 
and even the faces of his own family; 
and of a learned author, who, on re- 
ceiving a blow on the head by a folio 
dropping from its (helf, loft all his 
learning, and was obliged to ftudy the 
alphabet a fecond time. There goes a 
ftory of another great fcholar^ who, 
by a like accident, was deprived, not 
0t all his learning, but only of his 
Greek. One may queftion fome of 
thefe fa^s; but what follows is cer- 
tainly true* Iknow a clergyman, who, 
upon recovering from a fit of apoplexy 
about fixteen years ago*, was found to 
Ikave forgotten all the tranfadiions of 
the four yearsimmediately preceding; 
but remembered, as well as ever, what 
bad happened before that period. The 
newfpapers of the time were then a 
Igreat amufement to him; for almoft 
myery thing he found in them was 
natter of lurprize; and, during tl^e 
period I fpeak of, fome very impor- 
tant events had taken place, particu- 
larly the acfreffion of his prefent ma- 
jefty, and many of the vi^ories of the 
laft war. By degrees he recovered what 
be had loft; partly by the fpontaneous 
/evivai of his memory, and partly by

informatioo. He is ftill alive, dioagb 
old and infirm; and as intelligent aa 
people of his age commonly are.'

Thus we remeaiber 
mofe exadly what we have feen thaa 
what we have only heard of; and that 
which awakened any powerful emo- 
tion, as joy, forrow, wonder, furpiiae* 
love, indignation, thaa that which 
we' beheld with indifiference* Here 
we difcern the reaibn of a crndi piece 
of policy> which i& faid to be prac- 
tifed in fome communities, and waa 
once, I believe, in this; that of go- 
ing round the lands once a year, and, 
at trery laad-mark, fcourging (me or 
two boys, who were taken along for 
that purpoie : for it was prefumed that 
thofeboys could neverforget theplaqei 
where they had fuftered pain; and 
would of courfe be able, when j^rown 
up, or grown old, to give teftimeny 
concerning the boundaries, if any <Uf« 
pute fhould arife on that fubje^t.'

' We find that whelps, as well at 
children, once burned, avoid the Rre; 
and that horfes, oxen, and dogs, and 
many other animals, not only have 
their knowledge of nature enlarged 
by experience, but alfo derive froat 
man various arts and habits, whereby 
they become ufeful to him in war, 
hunting, agriculture, ^nd other em* 
ployments. Moft of thefe creatures 
know their fellows and keepers; nay, 
dogs and horfes learn to io certaia 
things on hearing certain words arti- 
culated: beagles obey the voice of the 
hitnter,aad purfue, ordefift from par« 
fuit, as he commands; and the war- 
horfe is acquainted not only with the 
voiceof his rider,but alfo with the fum- 
monsofthedrum and trumpet; ashu^t- 
ing-courfers are with the opening of 
the hounds and' the found of^the horn; 
Goats, iheep, and oxen, and evea 

poultry, of their own accord; repair 
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in the evening to their homes: parrots 
acquire the habit of uttering words; 
and finging-bivds of moduhting 
tunes; and bees, after an cxcurfion 
of fcveral miles, (as naturalift's affirm) 
return each to her hive; nor does it 
appear that they miflake another for 
their own, even where many are Hand- 
ing contiguous. Lions fparehim who 
attends them, when they wotild teat 
ill pieces every thing elfe; doves fly 
to the window where they have been 
ied; and the elephant is faid to pof- 
Teft a degree of rcmembrantic not 
many removes from rationality. I 
-might mention, too, the dog of Ulyf- 
fcs, who knew his matter after twenty 
years abfence*; (for the ftory is pro- 
Dable, though it may not be true) as 
well as what is recorded in Anlus 

^ OelUos of Androclus and his Hon-f , 
who, having received mutual civili- 
ties from each other in the defarts of 
Africa, renewed their ^qnaintancc 
when they met in the Circus at Rome*, 
and were infeparable companions ever 
after. That the inhabitants of the 
water have memory we cannot doubt, 
if we believe what Pliny, in his Na- 
ttira4JEiiftory, Bernier, in his account 

_ of Indoftan,* and Martial, in fome of 
his epigrams^y have mentioned of 
aihcs Kept in ponds that had learned 
to appear, in order to be fed, whea 
called by their refycAive names* 
Whether iheli-fiihes, and fnails, and 
worms, and other torpid animals^ 
liave at any time given iigns of me- 
mory, I am not able to determine. 

' In fome particulars requiiite to 
the prefervation of brutes, inftind 
ieems to fuperfede.thc neceflity of re- 
membrance* Young bees, on the 
£rft trial, extrafl honey from flow- 
ers, and fafhion their combs as fkil- 
fttlly as the oldeft; and the fame 
thing may be remarked of birds 
1)QtIaing their neHs; and of brute 
animals, in general, adbptin?, when 
full grown, the voice and the man- 
' jxer of life which Nature has appro- 
^riated to the fpecies. Some late au- 
thors pretend that birds learo to iing 



from their parents ; and that a lark# 
for example, which had never heard 
the lark's fong, would never fiiig it; 
but this I cannot admit* beca»fe mf 
experience leads to a different eoncln- 
iion; though I allow that many ani« 
mals have the power of imitating^ 
by their voice, thofe of another ipe- 
cies. If this theory be juft, then 4

The mariner, who lands in a^defart 
ifland, is cautious of tafting fuch un- 
known fruits as are not marked by 
the pecking of birds t dogs and Other 
animals majr be poJfoned by the fn- 
perior craft of men; but leave them 
to thomfelves, and they are feldom in 
danger of taking what is hurtful, 
though they fometimes fuffer from 
fwallowing too much of what is good; 
and fome of thefe creatures, when 
their health is difordered, are direded 
by inftinft to the proper medicine.

' Some people cojitraftilrange ha- 
bits of what may be called external 
aflbciation. I call it fo, becaufe the 
body is more concerned in it than 
the ^iind, and external things than 
ideatf: they conrieA a' certain a^ion 
with' a certain objeQ fo, that without 
the one they cannot eaiily perform the 
other; although, hidependently on 
habit, there is no connexion betweeit 
them.

SUCH is at prefent the flate of 
our Eaft India affairs, that every 
thing relating to that country muftbe 
particularly acceptable. 

Colonel Capper's Obfervations are 
thofe of an intelligent and well-in- 
formed gentleman, who fpeaksof what 
he knows in an eafy and familiar man- 
ner^ and whofe remarkstire always li- 
beral and juft. 

It is well known, that the Turks, 
during' the late war, publilhed a fir- 
maun, prohibiting Europeans in ge. 
neral, and our countrymen in parti- 
cular, from going to India by the way 
of Suez; but the true nature and caufe 
of this prohibition has not, we believe^ 
been hitherto very generally under- 
ftood. 
It feems> that there is a fort of annual

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fair held at <3edda,.afea- port within, 
fixty miles of Mecca^ by the Mah'om- 
medan pilgrims $Liid others, who pay 
s duty often per cent, on all imported 
goods, to the Sherreef or High-prieft 
of Mecca, in whom the governmenc 
of Gedda is in faft Vefted; though, 
to obtain the proteftion of the Turlcs, 
lie allows the Grand Signior to fend 
a Bafiiaw there, and fometinnes tranf- 
snits a few purfes to Cbnftantinoplt, 
to keep tjie Qttoman PQrtc iind i^is 
ihjniilers In good humpur. 
* ' In the year 1774, the Governor 
General of Bengal propofed to fome 
merc^iants in Calcutta to fend a ihip 
to^the'RedSea, loaded with aproDer 
iiflbrtment of good^s for the Turkifli 
mar]^ets, and inftead of landing th^m 
' it Gedda* to proceed with them di- 
fcftly to.Suez; by which means he ex- 
p.eded to eftab|im a new trade equally 
beneficial to us and to the Turks in 
general, and alfo to open a new chaur 
net fortranfmitting intelligence back- 
wards and forwards, between India 
and Europe. It is not neceffary in 
this pface toconfider the merits of the 
commercial part of this plan; fof- 
£ce it to fay, that the Sherreef .of 
Mecca y^ry foon took the alarm, and 
ufed ajl his influence both fpiritual 
and temporal to put a ftop to it^s con- 
tiauance : in his negociatioa at the 
Porcein thisbufinefa^ he was alio s^a- 
loufly affiile.d by a larg^bodyof Turjtr 
ifh merchants, who were ^prchenliye 
of fuffering by the prices of India 
goods being lowered in their maii^etSj 
which mufl have totally put an .end 
to the old eflablifhed trade of Bo^ora 
.»nd Aleppo. By fuch a weighty con- 
currence pf intereft,afirmaun was ob- 
tained from theGrandSignior,whichj 
ftrlpped of it's official tautology, ai{d 
oriental hyperb^e^ contains no more 
than what follows. 

*' Hiflorians inform us, that the 
Chriftian^, an enterprizing and art- 
ful race, have from the earliefl times 
^ond^tly made ufe of deceit and vio- 
lence to effc&. their . ambitious pur- 
poies. Under the difguife of mer- 
chants they formerly introduced thcQu

' It is univerfally knowji, that the 
dogma of their religion, and the prin- 
ciples of their government, inculcate 
in them a fpirit of conqueft and op- 
preffion ; in fom uch , that Wherever their 
religion and goverani.ent are efla-. 
blimed^ the firft fubjeftisonlv the firfl 
flave in tKe empire, and conieqneiltly 
any one of them mny te deprived 
either of his property or life without 
the leaft form of a trial :^ how ridicu- 
lous then does it appear, to hear a 
M^homedan defpot lament^ that the 
inhabitants of any country fhould be 
reduced to Havefy? But the Qrand 
Signior's hiftorians have \nlfled him 
ftrangeiy concerning the proceedings 
of the Mahomedans and theEnglim 
in Hindoftan, or he woufd hardly 
have ventured to make a comparifon 
between them. 

• Both parties are equally Grangers 
in that country; the MahpmecUui$ 
firft appeared there with an avowed 

^ intetttioil 
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intention of makingconquefts^where^ 
as the C.ht-illiaas in gen^i'al, bdt the 
Ehglifh*in particular, never commit- 
ted any aft of violence in India, un- 
til they w'ere compelled to take up 
arms in felf-dfefence. After parage 
111 Dowla had unjuftly put a norfiTaer 
^f our couiitryinen to death in 'Cal- 
cutta, can we be blamed forrefenting 
filch cruelty and unmerited ill-treats 
mentf And, having drawn the fword 
|n a juft caule, and puni^ed the 
aggrefibr, would it have been prudent 
fti us to have quietly laid down Our 
arms again, and fubjefted ourfelve^ 
fo the oppreffions of the new Nabob^ 
who very early betrayed a treacherous 
and hoftile difpofition towards us? 
Surely nOr! It would have been^folly 
in the extreme to have depended 
upon the good faith of thofe who v^^ere 
not to be retrained by the ties of ho- 
nour and gratitu'de*. 

* Th us then it appears, that avarice 
and ambiticJn brought the Mahome- 
Hans intoHindoflan: but the hope of 
Iioneft gain acquired by a fair trade in- 
troduced us there; and that if we after- 
vt^ards flept out of that line, it was at 
irft only on the admiffible principle of 
felf-preffcrvationf . It mull be acknow- 
ledged, fince that time we have, like 
Others, been infcfted with the vice 
of ambition: ftill, however, no charge 
£an be brought again (I us of having 
educed the inhabitants to fla,v6ry; 
(hey have been Haves to the Moguls, 



but are,oot fp to -as. It is truCtlHS 
country has be&n tnore impoyeriHxe4 
under our government tfiasi it wjpi 
under thpirs; b.at that I3 bepauf? wf- 
have brought away the rpex;ie tp ^H- 
jope^ vyhereas they required m,ovejc/i/9^ 
'ney from the people; but then^ 9tSfik^jf 
never quitted Ifindo&a,n, that fftim? 
money, in the regalar courfe of 
things, returned into circulation wlthj- 
in the bounds of the empire. Othfi^ 
caufes alfo have concurred to Xft^i^fr 
our govern rne^nt more prejudiciaj Xf 
the country,, although lefs .opprejt^ii 
"to thepcop,le; but, not to wander Jt<)fi 
far from the fa bje6l of the firmauBi^ 
the Grand Signior evidently declare* 
in it the fentimentsof oth^s, audaot 
his own; for did he tJunJc is »^iir 
vourably of us as he there ^xprcflijp 
'hin[i.felf, he would not o^nly excUidp^ 
from the port of Suez, but alfo obnjie- 
pel us to leave every other part of .bii 
dominions; but, on the contrary, it.^f 
well-known, that -he allows us toh^ve 
fa(5lories at Conftantinople, SmyxM^ 
Aleppo, and many other places j|i 
Turky, without iHevving the ie.ajl: 
apprehenfion of our feizing on .}ii» 
cities, or enflaving his people. W^e 
may therefore reafonably cdnlider tfc 
'Sherreef of Mecca as the pxhACifii 
author of this fcurrilous lipel, who 
hoped thereby to keep the J:rade of 
the Red Sea in it's old channel.

opened again. During the latter part 
of the late war, after the firmaun was 
ifliied, the French regularly tranfmitted 
adrices by Suea^, to and frcr India; by 
.which m*»ans they frequently anticipa- 
ted us in . r. iclligence, and thereby coun- 
tcradked our operiticns. It is not ne- 
ceiTary tt) particularize e\Try inllanceof 
it; but it will doubtlefs be well remem- 
l)ered, that the news of the unfortunate 
defeat of Colonel Baillie came to Eng- 
land through France; where it was 
taown in February, time enough to en- 
able them to fend out reinforcements to 
Hyder vAlly, before the beft feafon for 
pailing the Cape of Good Hope was 
elapfed: whilil we> who were ignorant 
cf that difafter until April, could not 
lend out any flnps before the return of 
the cufuing ieafon^ near fix months a^ 
^erwards. 

• Since, then, nothing lefs than iheex- 
•iftence of our fettlements in India may 
Ibme time or other depend upon our 
pofkBng a right of pafling unraolefted 
through Egypt, and the prohibitory 
£rmai]n was only intended -to prevent 
the trade of Gedda from being trans- 
ferred to Suez, furely no time fliould 
be loft in demanding another firmaun 
explanatory of the firlt, and declaring; 
that no perfon depend.ent on, or cpn- 
jaefled with, the I'urkiOi government, 
Ihall impede or moleft any Britifh fub. 
jtGt in paffiag up tho Red Sea, or 
through Egypt, provided they have 
aotliiag bot papers, and fuch baggage 
a5 travellers may be fuppofed to have 
occafion for on iuch a jouniey. The 
Sherreef of Mecca may probably at 
firft oppofe our en/oying this privilege; 
in which alfo it is likely he willl>e fe- 
cretly fupported by the French : but 
can it be thought prudent in us to fub- 
^il to the controul of the one, or to 
be dupes of the fecret machinations 
of the other, efpeciaHy when, cobM- 
cntly witlt juftice, wc xan eafily get 
the better of both. 

« The tenorof the firmaun eflentially 
afre6ts our intereft, and the language 
4>fititCxuemeIyinfolting: nor mould 



it be forgotten that it was ifTued in the 
hour of bur deepell diflrefs. Happily 
the fcene is now fcverfed; of which, if 
we are too generous to talce advan- 
tage, Q\\\ however it is to be hoped we 
(hall at leaft oblige the Turks to ad- 
mit our claims, if iiot apologize for 
their infolence and injuflice. 

' The feafon for undertaking this 
journey commences caiiy in April, 
and ends er.rly in June; during which 
time a perfon accuftomed to travel 
will eafily arrive at Alexandria from 
London in about a month; that is^ 
fuppofing he has previously determi- 
ned what route topurfueto the Medi- 
terranean, and alio has caufed a vef- 
fel to be prepared for him on his ar- 
rival at the place where he intends to 
embark. Thenortherly and wefter-. 
ly winds prevail in the Mediterra- 
nean in May, June, and July; and 
there/ore in thefe months the paf- 
fage from Marfeilles, Leghorn, or 
Venice, to Alexandria, in a tolerable 
good failing veiTel, feldom exceeds 
eighteen days, and is often perform- 
ed in ten or twelve: from Alexan- 
dria he will eafily get to Suez in eight 
days; and from thence to Anjengd 
is a voyage of twenty-five days, to 
Bombay twenty- eight, to Madras 
thirty- five, and to Behgal forty ;.mak- 
ing the journey from England to In- 
dia, at the moft, feventy-eight days> 
at the leaft fifty -nine, and at a me- 
dium fixty-eight and an half.' 

The way to India by Baifora, Cc^o- 
nel Capper obferves, is fatiguing, and 
rather dangerous ; but, as fome of the 
company's fervants may be obliged to 
pafs over the Great Defart on public 
bufinefs, he ha,s furnifhed them witb 
fttfficient information to enable them 
to execute the orders of their employ- 
ers with fafety and difpatch, by giv- 
ing them the copy of a Journal he huxir 
feU kept whep going that route, ja- 
dicioufly interfperfed with amufing 
and ufefnl anecdotes. ^

of Good Hope, Suez, and .BafTon^

they anfwered that they fhould not 
interfere with him, and wentforward% 
at a brifk rate^ Mr. B Orel's people 
then fufpe€led them of fome horale 
deiign, and told him to be upon his 
guard. In the everting, between four 
and five, o'clock, he obferved them 
halted, and drawn lip as if to oppofe 
him; and, in a few miniates, three other, 
parties, confining alfo of about thir- 
ty each, appeared in fight, in oppofite 
diredions, feemingly inclined to fur- 
round him: from theie appearances^ 
very naturally concluding their inten- 
tions to be hoilile, and confequently 
his fituation defperate, he thought 
only of felling his life as dearly as poi^ 
iible. He was armed with a double- 
barrelled fuzee, a pair of piftols, and 
a fabre: as he kept marching on, he 
firfl fell in with the party in fronts 
who fired at him, which he returned 
as foon as he came within muiket-ihot 
ofthem, andkilledtheSheick. Whea, 
he had difcharged his fire-arms, be-^ 
fore he could load them again» fereral 



eft route all the reft of the year. To 
have a conftant fucceifion of intelli- 
gence eftablifhed almoft as regular^s 
our pofts at home, would be but a 
very trifling, if any expence; would 
afford general fatisfa&on to every 
perfon concerned in India afifairs ; and. 
at the fame time be productive of in- 
numerable advantages both to go- 
vernment and the £aft India com- 
pany.* 

The following anecdote, extrafted 
from Colonel Capper's Journal,. can- 
not fail to intereft our reader^. 

* January ,24th. In the morning 
Captain Twyfs came and told us he 
ihould fail for BaiTora the next dayi 
He had fix Englifti gentlemen paflcn- 
gers with him, that. were going over 
the Defart, and alfo Mon fie ur Borel 
de Bourg, the French officer who had 
been plundered and wounded by the 
Arabs on the Defart. Monfieur Borel, 
wiftiing to hear the lateft news from 
Europe, and perhaps alfo being defi- 
rbus of cbnverfing with a. perfon who 
had lately travelled the fame route as 
himfelf, came and fpent the evening 
with me at the broker's houfe. I told 
him that I was no ftranger to what had 
befallen him on the Defart, and ea$ly 
prevailed on him to give me an ac 
count of his adventures. 

'The particulars of the bufinefs 



npon which he was fen t, he.of courfe ^ of the Arabs broke in from different 



concealed; but in general terms he in- 
formed me, that foon after the engage- 
ment between the two fleets near 
Breft, in July 1778, Monijeur de Sar- 
tine, his friend and patron^ ordered 
Jiim to carry difpatches over- land to 
India. I think he faid he left Mar- 
feilles on the third of Auguft; but 
(hat, owing to the llupidity of the 
captain of hisvelTel, and to contrary 



fides, and cut him down. Stunned 
with theviol«nceof theblow, he knew 
nothing that pafTed afterwards, until 
about an hour before day-break the 
next morning, when he found him- 
felf entirely naked on the ground, « 
quantity of blood near hhn; and par^ 
of the fleih of the fide of his head hang- 
ing upon his cheeky In aiew minutes 

he recoU^ftcdwiiatba^ paired; biitaa 
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IM- ednU fed no fra {hire or contailoh 
ifrtfte ftiilK he began to hope his 
itf^iHhis were not mortal: this however 
#si8 only a tranfient gleam of hope> 
Ibr it HnmecKately .occurred to him> 
Iteaifwkhotit cloath^, or even fbbd^ he 
«rto Kkely to fuffer a much morejpairt- 
AiMeath. The firft ol)3eds that ftrutk* 
Mtii, when he be^an to look about him* 
we^e t))K>fe who had! been killed on 
both fides in the adtion; but, at the' 
diftance of a ftw hundred vards, he 
fcbti afterwards perceived a great 
tf *mber of Arabs fcated round a lArge 
fce: tkeie he naturally fuppofed were 
Mff enemies; he ncverthelefs deter-' 
Allied to go toiJhem, in hopes either 
Hb ^rihrail on them to fave His life> of 
^ftf to provoke them to put an im- 
Ihedtatb end to his miferies. Whilft he 
frtw fMnrking in what maimer, with- 
^ttttheaffiftanceofIanguagc,hefhould 
he able to excite their conipailioii, and 
to ibften their re/entmcntagainll him 
fer vke death of their companions, 
Which thefe peon)e he had heard fel- 
4oih forgive, it occurred to him, that 
thtey paid great refped to age, and 
jtffo that they feMom deftrOy thpfe 
who fnpplieate mercy; /rom whence 
he eonckded^ that if he could throw 
ilmfeff u-rtder the prote£lion of the 
didei! perfbn amongd them, he might 
p^b^lbly be feved. In order to ap- 
ffoTtA theitt unperceived, he crept 
towards- them upon his hands and 
inees ; and When arrived within a few' 
^aces of their circle, having fiagled 
ont 01^ e who had the moil venerable 
^pearance, he ruflied forwards, and, 
springing over the head of one of thtf 
circle, he threw himfelf into the arms 
ijf Aim w'Kom he feleifted for aprotec- 
ibr. The whole pai'ty were at liril ex- 
ttemcly alfonlfhed, not having the 
lead notion of his being alive; but 
#Ren Aeir furptiid fublided, a debate 
irofe whether or not they mould al- 
lov^htm to five. One of them, who 
llad prd^ably loff a fri^end or relation, 
Aro# his fwprd in a great rage, and 
w'a^ g6ittz to put hiin to death; bui 
his p'oteSor flood up with great zeaf 
ki his-dcftnce,, and would not fuffef 
Uffr t6 be h^jiired: in toirfequence cf 



which', ifs adverfary hnmediately; 
mounted his ''camel', amd^^ with a law 
followers^ wedtaway. '^hea this con- 
teftWasoVef, the Sheicft, fbr fo he 
happened to be, perceiving Monfieu^. 
Boreh entirely without c^oaths, pre- 
fented him with his abba or oatei 
cloak,inVited him to approach the Are,. 
iad gsCve him coffee and a pipe, which 
an Arab, when he is not on the march,- 
has always prepared. The people; 
finding Mon fie iir Bofel did not under- 
hand Arabic, enquired for his intejU 
pretet, who was found aileep, and 
nightly wounded • » 

' * The Erft demand the Arabs made^ 
was for his money and jewels, which, 
tlicy obferved, Europeans always have 
in great abundance, but which are 
concealed in pdvate drawers, that 
none excepting themfelves can diico- 
ver. tic afiured them thefe opi* 
nions were erroneous with refpeft to 
him, fbr thit he w^s not a rich mer* 
chant, but only ayoang foldier of 
fortune,' employed' to carry orders 
fVom his government in Europe to 
their fettlements in India; but thjit' 
if they would convey him to GraioeA 
a place near Baifora, on the fea>coat> 
on their arrival there, and on the re- 
ceipt of his papers, he would engage 
to pay them two' hundred cheqainsj 
about one hundred poiinds ftefUng. 
After a few minutes confultation with 
each other, they acceeded to his.pro- 
pofals, returned him his oldt& Ara- 
bian drefs, and, during the relt of his 
journey^ treated him with tolerable 
kindnefs and attention. 

' After Mr. Corel's arrival at 
Graine, he eaiily prevailed on an Ar- 
menian to advance him the nioney to 
fulfil his engageni^nts with the A4:abs» 
and alfo to fend the FriSBch refident 
at Baffora an account: of what had.be« 
fallen him on the Defart, defiring to 
be fu|>plied wit4i money and oSier 
neceil^ries to enable him to proceed 
to Pondichcrry. His letter, vfiry for- 
tunately for us» fell into the han^s of 
the Englifh reiidfent \t BaAbrii; who^ 
havinj^ heard of our rupture with 
Prance, inftahtly determined to arres 

hiia, b^ing^ convinced &e mail be 

' charged 
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charged with p^blic lUfpatcbfts . of 
coikiSlueiice. Ertry g«iietiM» mind 
muft lament the neccAty there was of 
adding to tke diftreiTes of this fplrit- 
ed and . nnfertanate youth; but the 
lives of thoufands, and perhaps the. 
Ihfety of our fettlements in Ittdia, de- 
pended upon his being intercepted^ 
but to prevent his being treated with 
anyrigour, or fuffering any indig*' 
ty, Mr. Abraham, thefecond incoun- 
cil oT the fadory, was emf4oyed to 
ftize him. 

' The town of Graineis about feyen- 
ty miles from Baflbra^ and is governed 
by an Arab Sheick, whoia very much 
attached to us; bat Mr. Abraham knew 
it would be very difficult to prevail on 
him to violate theri^t^f hofpi^ality 
toa ilrangex; and without the Sheick's 
connivance, the execution of the pro- 
jed would have been abfolutely im- 
pra£iicable. The better to conceal his 
defign, Mr. Abraham, at night, went 
to Graiae in a country-bo^t, accom- 
panied by the captain of one of our 
ihips then lying at fiaiTora, and imme- 
diately proceeded to the Sheick's 
hottfe, to whom he immediately cam* 
» unicated his bufiaefs. The Arab at 
£rft violently oppofed the meafure; 
bu| being mollined by prefents, and 
alfo afTured that Mr. Borel fhouldnot 
receive aoyperfonal injury, he at laft 
tacitly confented. When Mr. Abra- 
ham knocked at the doqr, Mr. Borei 
was retired to reft; but he inflanUy 
got up to admit him^ thinking he was 
a perfon fent from the French refi* 
dent with an anfwer to his letter : as 
fbon* as he difcovered his miftake he 
attempted to defend himfelf; but he 
was inftantly overpowered, and con- 
veyed to the fea-fide, where he was 
St on board the ihip that had been 
^t from Baflbra, and was juil then 
cowft to an anchixr oiT ti^e place. He 
hijfd two pacquets, one for Pondi- 
cherry, aim anodier ior Maaritius, 
which werefdand; but Monfieur Borel 
obfefved to me that they miiTed the 
key of the cypher ia which the dif- 
patchctwere wxittea, by neglefting 
to fearch the Hning of his doaths. It

for Monfieur Sorel that he was takea 
prifoner by us; for his wound, through 
unikilfu! management, and the want 
of proper remedies, was grown ex* 
tremely bad ; nor is it improbable, if ha 
had attempted to proceed in a country* 
boat, the only conveyance he could 
have got at Grainie, that his wound 
would have occafioaed his death long, 
before the boat could have arrived aa 
any French fettlement in India. I 
made ufe of thefe arguments to con- 
fole him for his mistortunes; but the 
zeal for his country, the natural en- 
thu^Tafm of his di{pefition> and the 
hopes which had been givea him of 
promotion had he executed his com- 
tnidion, made him deaf to every thing 
I could fay to afford him cpniblatian: 
difappoiated, bat act difcouraged, b^ 
his former fufferings, he was then on 
his way to Bafibra, to proceed over the 
Great Defart a fecond time; which, I 
was afterwards informed, he paiTed 
with every affiilaace he could receiva 
from the gentlemen of our fadory/

Mrs. CaAwroan appeared 
on this ftage in the chara^er of Lady Randolph in 
the tragedy of Douglas. Her manner of per- 
forming this part Is too well known to need de- 
fcription. It was evident ihe had ftudied it with 
more than common attention; and the effed of 
that ftudy on her a^ion and recitation was fuch 
as might be expe^ed fi-om her judgment and tafte* 
There is yet room for improvement, as there is 
in all human perfoimances . Mrs. Crawford has 
been ever lefs attentive to the mechanic manage- 
ment than to the emotions and pailions of her 
chancers : ihe is, therefore, lefsftrikinginher 
movements and attitudes than Mrs. Siddons} 
but ft&e leaves the whole ftage at this day greatly 
behind her in that enthufialm which is the charm 
of dramatic performance. 

The diftingu i fliing ftile and manner of perform-* 
anee in Mrs. Crawford and Mrs. Siddons are 
ftrongty marked, and the comparifon is obvious*. 
Mrs. Crawford approaches nearly to that manner 
in which real paftions are exhibited in life: her 
character is, therefore, an incorred vigour, which 
may often ftiock the nerves of effeminate critics 
—Mrs. Siddons's manner conlifts of infinite at- 
tentions to the flighteft movement of her mufcles, 
and the minuteft fub-divifions of notes in her 
pronunciation. The former is true, fpirited, and 
forcible, but fometimes harih, in the genei;al out- 
line of her reprefentaciew^ the latter is care- 
fully corred, fmooth, and inftn^^ating, but (ome* 
times weak and affe^ed. 

The houfe feemed to be in tranfports, and Mrs« 
Crawford^s reception was fuch as muft have filfed 
her with aftoni/hment at her own importance. 

Mr. Henderfon performed the part of Old 
Norval with great excellence ; as did Aickin that 
of Glenalvon. The whole play was caft and 
ftudied with great care; but almoft all the cha* 
radera were improperly drefledt . 

KINO'S THEATRE, HAYMARKET. 

SU CH IS the fate of human viciftitudes* tha^ 
good is often feen to rife from evil^ and evil 
frongood. TilftiU (iiccefi of OirlaCi stager

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has thrown the dircaion of the Opera-houfe Into 
the hands of Signor Gallini, who is perhaps the 
only pcrfon in this country fit to conduft Italian 
operas with any'<icgree of propriety. Under the 
airfpices of this gentleman, the King^s Theatre 
was thrown open laft Saturday night, when a fe- 
rious opera called Sill a, was reprcfented for the 
firft time. We fhall not trouble our readers with 
the plot nor the poetry of this ferious piece, which, 
toufe a poor pun, defcrves rather the appellation 
of Siify, than of Siiia. It was originally written 
about fix years ago at Milan, by one Signor Ca- 
mera, a difciple of Metaftafio, but whofe poetical 
talents are not much fuperior to thofe of the fa- 
mous pott of Matera,whovf tsCtntto the gallies— 
aUa galera^^hy Pope Scxtus V. for the fake of the 
rhyme. Silla in the Haymarket has been diflied 
up in the form of a pafliccto-^ui harmonical fntJ' 
dmg-'-mzdt up of various tunes, introduced ad 
rtbitum by the performers. It is not a little 
ftrange, that the fole objedion which can be 
urged againft this opera, with regard to the mufic, 
lies in it's fuperlative excellence. When the au- 
thor of Pajior Fido fubmitted his poem to the 
opinion of Cardinal Gonzaga, he compared it to 
a feaft, where the viands were entirely of fugar, 
and therefore difguftful. The obfervation of bis 
eminence is applicable to all the operatical pa- 
fliccios in general, where the fingers, regardleft 
of the necelTary interpofition of the fliades, the 
cblarefcuro have no other gim but to elevate and 
furprize, not knowing that a cbanfen a bolre will 
fooner gain the favour of an audience, than all 
the elaborate di\ifions and fub-diyifions of their 
arte di bravura* As to the particular merit of 



the fingers who appeatedlaft Saturday nighty the 
mttfical accomplifiiments of Signora Lufint, the 
firft woipin, deferve the higheft encomiums, and 
do great credit to the mufical tafte of Signor GaU 
liniy who engaged her in Italy. She is a good 
ftage figure, and not only a moft delightful warb- 
ler, but alfo an excellent aArefs: ihe was uoiver* 
fally encored in the rondeau, in the fecond aft* 
In the vocal powers of Signor Uttini, the tenor 
feemed rather deficient, though evidently dire^- 
ed by the precepts of the beft fchool. Signora . 
Catenacci is very well for a fecond part. As to 
Signor Pacchierotti, and Bartolini, their mufical 
fame is too well eftabliflied to need any panegy^ 
ric at our hands. The ballets confifted of twa 
light but interefting dhutrtifemetits compofed by 
Mr. Daubervall, and executed in a fuperior ftile, 
as ufual, by Le Picq, Sliogiby, and Madame 
Rofii. It is worth obferving, that no theatre 
in Europe ever muftered at once fuch a fet of ca- 
pital dancers as the Opera-houfe this feafon; for^ 
befides the three we have juft mentioned, Veftris 
will make his appearance next Saturday, and 
Pitrou^s daughter is foon expc£ied from Italy* 
The decorations were for the greateft part new^ 
and produced a ftrikiog eik&. We certainly do 
not mean this as any compliment adequate to 
the deferts of Mr* Novofielflci, the triumphs of 
has genius having flione forth in objed^s of much 
greater confequence. His Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales fat in his ufual box, with the 
French ambafTador. We had an opportunity of 
remarking a confiderable fall in the ftocks of the 
impwres, Perdita, Bridget, and Mrs. L« bamg 
given up their boxes*

cere Inclination to keep the calamities of war at 
a great diftance. 

* The obje^s which are to be brought under 
your deliberation will fufficiently explain my rea* 
fons for calling you together after fo (hort a re« 
cefs. Enquiries of the otmoft importance have 
been long and diligently purfued, and the fruit of 
them will be expe&d. The fituation of the Eaft 
India Company will require the utmoft exertions 
of your wifdom, to maintain and inoprove the va« 
lu4>le advantages derived from our Indian pof- 
feflions, and to promote and fecure the happinefs 
of the native inhabitants of thofe provinces.. 

' The feafon of peace will call upon you for an 
attention to every thing which can recruit the 
ftrength of the nation, after fo long and fo ex- 
penfive a war.

Lord Temple faid be had no intention to oppofe 
the addrefs, though in many parts it did not meet 
his approbation. In the firft place, he did not 
conceive that part, which alluded to the royal 
perfon, fufiiciently exprefllve of the loyalty and 
aff^ion which every peer in that Houfe felt on 
the occafion, and in every circumilance which gave 
happinefs to thefovereign: he alfo difapproved ai 
other parts, from different reafons, but ihould not 
then oh)t€t to them. His motive for troubling 
their lofdfhips was to advife them to watch the 
prefent adminiftration with a wary eye: he knew 
how difagreeable a talk it was to behold every pro- 
ceeding with fufpicion; but as he had no confi' 
dence in the miniftry, he ihould endeavour to 
point out every a^ion that tended to injure the 
conftitution— -a conflitution, which was greatly 
infringed but a few months back, when the cabi- 
net was befieged, and an arrangement forced upon 
the crown. Where was then the power, the ho- 
nour, the dignity, of that Houfe?

He lamented that no fpeciiic re* 
medy had as yet been applied to the peculiar evils 
which prevailed in our Afiatic affairs, and hoped 
not a moment would be loft in making the whola 
of that buflnefs an objedt of enquiry. 

Sir Francis BafTet feconded the motion. Ht 
was certain every man who had any regard for 
the welfare of his country, muft rejoice, with him, 
that peace was now finally eftabliftied ; but regrets, 
ted there was ftili fo much neccflity for the exer- 
tions of parliament to retrieve the credit, the 
confequence, and the profperity, of the nation* 

Mr. W. Pitt approved offhe addtf fs ; and con* 
gratulated the Houfe, his country, and his friends^ 
on the event of a peace which opened a thoufand 
profpe^s of returning profperity. He was happy 
that the Eaft India affairs were fo foon to occupy 
the deliberations of parliament; as nothing, he 
apprehended, called more immediately for dielr 
interference and decifion. The honourable gen- 
tleman then obferved, that the fituation of na-

Mr. Secretary Fox, in a long fpeech, deliver- 
ed bimfelf with his ufual flow of oratory; in the 
CDurfe (^ which he paid feveral compliments to 
the honourable gentleman who fpoke laft, whofe 
Opinion refpe^ing India affairs perfe&ly coincided 
with his owni he lamented that the confideration 
srf* them had been deferred fo long ; and fo far was 
he from juftifytng miniftry on this head, that he 
was himftlf ready to pkad guilty; and pledged his 
bonoor* that on that day fe*ennight he would 
make a motion to fettle that matter, and requeued 
tile alliftance of parliament on a queftion of foch 
importance. He alfo perfeAly agreed with the 
honourable member's idea rcfpettng the public 
funds; and obferved, that whether minifby were 
called upon to reduce the public expenditure by 
obvious retrenchmentS9 or to impofe new taxes, 
thdr dtity was plain, and muft be performed at 
tiie rifi^tte of popalavity, perfoAal eafe, and every 
Other confideration; that our debts, dif&ctlties,

He 
faid, that it was not a meafure of choice, but of 
neceftity; no idle fpeculation on his part, but a 
bufinefs which forced itfelf upon him, and upon 
the nation, and of which he could not defer the 
difculfion. The many abufes in the government 
of the territories under the management of the 
India Company had been fo fevcrely felt, that 
parliament had found it neceifary to inftitu^ en- 
quiries, by which the fource of thcfe abufes might 
be found out, and proper remedies applied: com- 
mittees had been appointed; their refearches had 
been purfued with uncommon induftry; and their 
reports contained information fo compleat, that 
perhaps the like had never been laid before par-, 
iiament. He obferved that the ftate of the fi- 
nances of the Eaft India Company was truly de- 
plorable; that the Company had laft year applied 
to parliament for pecuniary aftiftance; that they 
had afked leave to borrow 500,0001. on bonds; 
had petitioned for 300,0001. in Exchequer bills | 
and for the remillion or fufpenfion of a demand 
upon them on the part of government for 700>oool.' 
due for cuftpms: that they owed ix,200,oooK 
and had ftock in hand only to the anwunt of 
about 3,aoo,obol. which, when deduced, there 
would ftill remain a debtof e^ht millions; afum 
to the higheft jlegree alarming, when compared 
with the capital of the proprietors:* therefore it 
was evident, thateither government muft inter- 
fere, or the Company muft be annihilated. He 
farther obferved, that the profperity of the Com- 
pany was fo iatJAatiiy cojuie^d with tiw^t of 
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the ftatCi that the credit of the former could not 
be injured without giving a ihock to that of the 
kingdnm; that if the bills for two millions, which 
were ihortly cxpedted, fkould return protefted^ 
what would the world fay, but that the people 
of BngUnd were bankrupts, or they would not 
have fufFered the bankruptcy of a Company 
which paid them 1,300,0001. a year? The con- 
clufion would be natural, and therefore the credit 
-of the nation was deeply interefted in their fup- 
port. He the« faid, that it was his intention, in 
the bill or bills which he (hould move for leave 
to bring in, to authorize the Lords of the Trea- 
fury toconfent that the directors (hall accept the 
bills which are now on their way to England, 
though the nation by that means would be liable 
to pay the whole, if the Company (hould not be 
able to take up the debt: thus he hoped to fave 
the finking creidit of the Company. The hn« 
nourable gentleman then went largely into the 
conduct of the Company^s fervantsin India, par- 
ticularly that of Governor Haftings, on which he 
refle^d, in feveral inftances, with much feveri* 
' tyt after which he pointed out a plan for remedy- 
ing the various grievances ^nd abufes in the go- 
vernment of India; which was, tu eftablifli a 
board, confining of feven perfons, who fliould be 
veiled with full power to appoint and difplace 
officers in India, and under whofe controul the 
whole government of that country (hould be placed} 
ftlTo another clafs, confifting of eight perfons, 
to be called Afliftants, who (hould have charge 
of the fates, outfits, &c. of the Company, and 
in general of all commercial concerns j biit fub- 
je^ to the cofitroul of the firft feven. This board 
ihould be held in England, under the very eye of 

' parHament: their proceedings (hould be entered 
in books for theinfpedionof both Houfes; their 
fervanfs abroad (hould be obliged to make mi- 
nutes of all their proceedings, and alfo enter 
diem into books, to be tranfmitted to Europe j 
and if ever they found themfelves under the ne- 
cc(!ityof difobeying any order from the board, 
(and he was ready to admit fuch cafes might oc- 
cur) a minute (hould be entered, dating the rea- 
fon of their difobedience. There were other 
points on which he had alfo intended to touch; 
the devifing of means whereby criminals in India 
might be brought to juftice in England; and the 
abolition of monopolies, which, by experieDce« 
had been found highly pernicious. After la- 

' menting the lofs of that fupport wh>cH he ffaould 
haTe found in the eloquence and abilities of his 
noble friend. Lord North, then abfcnt through 
indifpoficion, Mr. Fox concluded with a mot'ion 
for leave to bring in a bill for veiling the affairs 
of the India Company in the hands of certain 

' commiAioners, for the benefit of the proprietors 
and the public. 

Colonel Ndrth concurred with Mr. Fox in

Mr. W. Fitt faid, that the whole of the right

POLITICAL RETROSPECT. 



NOVEMBER 1783. 



THOUGH the great national council has 
novv fome time met for the difpatch of bu- 
finefs, nothing has yet tranfpired refpefting the 
fo long talked of commercial regulations with 
America, or the conclufioa of the Definitive 
Treaty with the Seven United Provinces. In- 
deed, the whole attention of minifters appears to 
be concentereJ in one grand objeft— the eftablifh- 
m?nt of fuch a m:)de of governing our Eaft India 
pofTeilions, as may tend to check thofe fhameful 
depredations on the lives and property of the op- 
prcfTed natives, which have fo notorioufly dif- 
graced this country in general, and the fervantsof 
the Company in particular. 

The introduction of a bill to break through 
the chartered rights of the Eaft India Company, 
fo lately recogpized and extended by Parliament, 
was certainly a bold undertakings and, whatever 
may have been Mr. Secretary Fox's chief motives 
for the adopiioii of fuch a meafure, the fortitude 
he has evinced on the occafion confirms us in the 
idea we always entertained, that this gentleman 
h capable of being a great minifter. It was not 



by the dull, regular routine of bufincfs, that th« 
Earl of Chatham rofc to fame: his purfuits were 
calculated at once to attract the attention and to 
command the approbation of the whole world. 
The private virtues of that great man have per- 
haps been equalled by fucceeding mini(}:ers, but 
when {hall we fee a ftatefman whofe public cha- 
raAer will alike bear comparifonl 

The melancholy news which has juft arrived 
from the Eaft Indies is certainly favourable to 
Mr. Fox's defigns, and we have no doubt that the 
bill will pafs into a law. Whether that law will 
ultimately moft tend to the honour or advantage 
of the Britiih nation, the emolument of the Com- 
pany, the comfbrtof the injured Gentoos, or the 
aggrandizement of individuals in favour with mi- 
nifters, Timf , the only certain developer of ftate 
myfteries, muft one day reveal. In the. meati 
while, we are not without hope, that thcfcanda- 
lous peculations of adventurers to our Oriental 
poffeffions may be happily checked by the re- 
gulations which the bufinefs in queftion muft nc- 
cefTarily produce*

Mr. Fit«herbcrt, the 
lEfigli& ambaiTador, has had his firft audience of 
the Emprefs. 

Prin(;e Gallitzin, knight of the diffisrent orders, 
^eld-raarihal, adjutant- general, &c. died lately, 
«ged 60 years. 

Paris, 03. 29. The Abbe Beaochamp, vicar- 
genera) of Baby Ionia, has tranfmittcdto the Aca- 
demy of Sciences the obfervations he has had an 
opportunity to make in his pafTage through the 
defarts between Aleppo and Bagdat, in the months 
of 0£bber and November 1782. He has fixed the 
latitude of Bagdat to be in 33 degrees 20 minutes, 
tnd the longitude he eftimates at % degrees 50 mi- 
nutes to the eaft of Paris. His intention is to pro- 
ceed to 6a{rora,and then to the Cafpian Sea, in or- 
der to determine thequeftion now agitated by the 
geographers— *the real Situation and courfeof that 
fea. 

JtoM^, Nov, I . We have accounts that the 
EmiMvfs of Ruifia has given leave to the arch- 
bi&op of Mohilow to publifh the bull of Pppe 
ClcmcAt XIV, relative to the fuppreflion of the 
Jefuits. Thofe monks will ftill be permitted to 
remain in Ruflia, but they are to be habited like 
other priefts, and are in no wife to renew their for- 
mer inftitution. 

Daatmici, Nov, 4. The £tuation of this city 
is fl^ili the fame; the blockade becomes daily more 
clofe, and the moft advanced of the PruiHan 
troops are not now above 100 paces from the 
walls; but they obferve the ftn^eft difcipline, 
•lid do nothing that bears the lead appearance of 
hoftilities . As the laft propofals from the King 
of Pruffia are rather more favourable than the 
foregoing ones, we are in hopes that things will 
be amicably fettled. 

Ecivfe, in Flandcrt, Nov, 4. This n^oming 
at four oMock a detachment x}f about jooo Im- 
perial infantry, with drums beating and colours 
nying, appeared before the fort of St. Douaes. 
The centinel prefented his mulket with the bayo- 
net fixed to defend the entrance, but not being 
able to refift a great number, he was made pri- 
foner, as well' as the Major Commandant of the 
fort, with all his men, which were only three. 
The Auftrians alfo took polTeffion of the forts of 
St. Paul and Job. After having kept the Dutch 
foldiers fome time under arreft, the Auftrian 
troops fet them at liberty, and they are returned 
to TEclufe, where preparations are making agtiiift 
any farther furprixe. 

Dantzicky Nov, ix. In the night of the 8th, 
we were much alarmed by the firing of fmall- 
arms at a diftance^ which gradually approached: 
we at firft thought the Prufllans had attacked 
fome of our oBt^poftsf and the Piuffian6> ima- 



gining we had made a fally, beat to arms. In 
(he morning, however, we found that five fiihing- 
boats (three of which were Prufiians) had with 
a fair wind endeavpured to gain an entrance in- 
to our port, laden with provifions, the Prudiana 
X firing at them all the ways happily, only two 
men were flightly wounded, but the fails were 
ihot through and through. The Pruflians would 
certainly have made themfelves mafiers of thefe 
barks, if one of our officers had not threatened to 
fire upon them if they fired once more at the 
boats: upon this the Pruflians ceafed their fire^ 
and the boats entered our city. 

Some public prints fay, that the Prufiians pay 
ready- money for all they cunfume on our terri- 
tory ; but, fofar the contrary, itcofts the territory 
of this city every day yoo ducats for the fupport 
of the Prulfian foldiers and horfes. 

The courts of London and Vienna have chained 
their refpe£live minifters at Petcrfljurgh to make 
the ftrongeft reprefentations in our favour to the 
Emprefs of Ruflia; in confequence of which we 
hope for the powerful mediation of that court ia 
our prefent critical fituation. ^ 

Romtf Nov. II. Letters from Naples give an 
account of frefii earthquakes inCalabria, where 
a contagious dif^emper is likewife broke out, at- 
tended with great mortality. 

Utrecht, Nov, 13. We have accounts from 
DantzJck, that the people of that city (fill con- 
' tinue to refift the demand of the King of Pru^^a* 
Some days ago the magilhacy were afiembl«d to 
deli^rate, whether, in their prefent diftreffed fi^u- 
ati/>n, it would not be better to confent to the re- 
queft of the King of Pruflia; the people, who 
fufpe^ed the fubjed of their deliberation, aflTem- 
bled about the town-houfe, and threatened the 
two burgomafters in the fevereft manner, if the/ 
(hould dare tq make the leaftcefiion to the Pruf.. 
fians. The DantMckers flatter tbemfdves with 
the hopes of fome ^afliftance from the court of 
Warfaw, to which they have lately fent a courier. 
The phrenxy oftbe populace isfo great, that they 
lately fired at a Pruflian dragoon, and wounded 
his horfe. 

M4inbei/n^ Nov, %^, The letter^ from My- 
nich cannot fufiiciently extol the polite and affa- 
ble condudt of the King of Swrdcn during his 
abode in that city. On his arrival, the monarch 
alighted at the city gate, and walked up to the 
houfe ytjnttt he was to lodge. On calling for the 
hoft, he a&ed for the apartments intended for 
the king and his fui^e. Being infornjed of the 
price, * You aik too little,' faid he; < kings do 
' ftOt «)in« every day to lodge with you.' Upon 
this the hoft replied, < The honour done me by 
* the monarch fills my heart fufficiently j why 
< fhould I make him pay more than another V Sor^e 
perfons who occupied the firft and fccond Joora 
of that houfe, were preparing to quit them; which 
the king perceiving, prevenued, faying, that his 
majf fty had g^od legs, and could very well get up 
to the third ftory. Ac the fame time, the mo* 
narcb's retinue arrived; and honeft Albert (the 
hofl) found with furpriase, that be had beenfpeak- 
ing with the king in pcrfon. The k ng went t;0 
the play; the h«ft gave a ball, at which wcrcpre-

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font upwtrds of 200 perfons. The king fpoke 
with grrat af}^*ability to the widcw of the learned 
Oofterwalt, who was prefent. On his departure, 
his majelly made a prefent to the hod of a gold 
v^atch and chain, befides 24 ducats, with leave to 
put up his picture or arms for his fign. 

FartSf N(n/, 16. This day, between eleven 
and twelve oVlock, M. Montgolfier^s aeroftatic 
globe was let go at the Caftle of LaMuette, car- 
rying with it, unretained by any cords, the Mar- 
quis d^Arlande, a major of foot, who is to fail 
through the air as long as he plea fes, having car- 
lied up with hira the means of furnifliing ali- 
ment to the ftove, which is fufpended at the lower 
part of the machine. The aerial courfe of this 
officer fuppcfes either an ind forest courage, or 
the difcovery of fome new method of dire^ng 
the globe. 

Utrecbt, Nov. 17. Their High MightinefTes 
baving received a memorial from the government 
of the Auftrian Low Countries relative to the tak- 
ing pofleffion of certain forts by the Auftrians, 
liave refolved to propofe to the court of BruiTels 
the nomination of certain commiiTaries to regu- 



late every thing amicablyt thus we flatter our- 
felves that this occurrence will not difhirb the 
good harmony which fubfifts between this Re- 
public and the Emperor. The above memorial 
fets forth, that the Fort St. Donat, St. Paal, 
and St. Job, as alfo the village of Doel, are all 
fituated m die limits of the Auftrian territory, 
according to the regulation of 1664; and that the 
convention of December 22, 17 18, never took 
place.

Ova laft letter left General Matthews, with 
his whole force coUeded, in poi&flion of Onore, 
vui oader pofitiYc orders to make ao immediate 



attempt upon the city of Bednure, in c«|e ^ 
intelligence then juft received of HyderU deatk 
proved well founded. In purfuance of tbefe or- 
ders, the general proceeded to Cundapore, which 
he reduced after fome flight refiilancc, aii4 from 
thence reprei'enKd, in very ftrong terms, that the 
condition of the army was not fuch at would 
warrant the attempt upon Bednure, but that ne- 
vertheiefs he ihould make the trial ; and thia ^• 
vice of his intention was conveyed in a letter froni 
Cundapore, dated the 19th of January, and re- 
ceived here the 8lh of February. 

The general's reprefentation of the danger tf 
the enterprise, and fatal confequences of a failure, 
was cxprefll'df fo forcibly, that we did not think 
it proper, after an opinion given in fuch ftroog 
terms by the officer who was to execute~the (ej- 
▼ice, to perfill in exaOing a compliance with on 
above-mentioned orders) and we therefore, thpuf^ 
with r^l advance, difpatched difcretionary orden 
to the general to defer the attempt, at the fama 
time lecommending to him to give due weight 
in the fcale to the advantages Hyder*a <deadi 
would alford him, which in our o|)ini<m moie 
than counterbalanced the obje^ions which mig^t 
in ftridl prudence be urged againft the attempt* 

The fervice, however, had been perfarmtd 
before the difpatch of our orders } and, on the 
14 th of February, the preiident received advkeia 
a note from Captain Torriano, commandaat jet 
Onore, of our army having forced the Ga«tt, 
and gained podeflion of the city of Bednure. 
Advice of this important event was iboftly aftiev 
communicated to you by the preiident. 

Subfequent reports, and intelligenoe colled«4 
from private tetters, made us very impatient to 
receive a relation of his fuccefs from the general 
himfelf, as we foon underftood that a treaty of a 
particular nature had been concluded with Hyut 
Saib, the governor of Bednurc^nder Hyder AUy» 
and that he was continued in the government of 
that city with an authority litde inferior to 
what he held before we had become mailers of 
the place. 

On the 26th of February, Colonels Macleod 
and Humberfton, and Major Shaw, the principal 
G^ers of his Majefty*s troops, arrived hme from 
the army, which. they left fame days aftct the 
furrender of Bednure, but we had ftill no letteia 
from Brigadier General Matthews. Thcfe gen- 
tlemen, on their arrival, each gave in memoDals, 
ftattng their reafons for quitting the army. 

Mangalore furrendered by capitulation the 9th 
of March, after a pradttcable breach had been 
nearly effeAed. Carwar, and other forts in the 
■Soundah country, had been like wife reduced hy 
a feparate detachment under Captain Carpenter; 
and fome forts inland, a confidcrable dimince to 
the eaftward of Bednure, by other detachments. 

In the letter from die general abciwe — ^ 
tioned, dated the 4th of March, he taxea the 
whole armyin terms the moftfevere and unquali- 
fied, but altogether general and indifcrimiafttet 
with offences of the higheft criminalihr. Hefays, 
that after the furrender of Bednure, the Asme of 
difcontent broke out amoi)gft the officers, which 
rapidly fpread from thofe in the immedials £rr- 
vice d his Majefty to the Hooouitble Company's 

fervanttA 
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fenr«nts, and that this flame being blown ^by a 
few f ealuts for plunder and booty, he was apt to 
thSnk was one caufc of depriving him at that 
critical tlm^ of the fervicc of Lieutenant Colo- 
ffds Macleod and Humberfton* He rtientloned, 
in very concifc terms, fome points of difference 
betwixt himlislf and Colonel Macleod, re fpe^ing a 
cUim of rank, and the mode of fup plying his 
Majcfly*s ti-oops. That the agents for the cap- 
ton had been loud in their reprefentations of 
the fuppofed r'ght of the army, and they and tjie 
officers had done every thing that was difrefpe^- 
ful and Injurious to him j which circumftances, 
fo con^ary to good order and diicipline, could not 
farl to idcreafe the fpirit for plunder in the fbl- 
jdi€ry, who, encouraged by the pra^ice of officers, 
were become loofe and unfeeling as the moll li- 
ceiitious freebooters. 

The general farther fatd, he fuppofed Colonel 
MacIeo4 would deliver tht papers on the fubje^ 
of thefe difputes, and called upon iis to take 
mtafures to prevent fuch dangerous proceedings: 
that the troops in Bednure were almofl in a flate 
of mutiny; the enemy coUcdtirtg a force within 
thirty miles; the proTpe£t of refettling the city 
^cry moment more diftant, owing to the dejec- 
tidn of tlie Jeraautdar Hyat Saib) who, from the 
iUtberal and indecent expreflions of officers, was 
filled with apprehendons that made him utterly 
defpond, and rendered him incapable of any ex- 
ertion. 

Such Was the accufation againfl the army, and 
foch tJie mate/ials afl^brded by the general as 
grounds upon which government were to take 
their meafures in fo delicateand critical an emer- 
gency. Colonel Maclecd had not delivered tlie 
papers^ as fuppofed by the general! he had only^ 
on his arrival, as mentioned in a former para- 
^aph, given in a memorial* ailigning his reafons 
for quitting the army, and ftating, with candour 
and moderation, the circumflances of his own 
rank and fervices, and the complaints of his Ma- 
jefly*s troops, which had rendered it impoflible 
for him to continue to ferve under command of 
Brigadier General Matthews. Thefe circum- 
ftances, as well as ourrefolutionsin confequence, 
will be communicated by a future conveyance, 
only deObing it material to mention at prefent, 
that being of opinion the fervices of an officer of 
Colonel Macleod^s ability and experience were 
abfoIut(ly requifite at fo critical a period, we had 
made a requeft to him, on the 7th of March^ to 
continue to ferve on this coafl until We could re- 
ceive the determination of the Governor Gene- 
ral and Council, or General Coote, regarding 
his cafe$ giving liim aiTurances, that we would 
endeavour in the mean time to plate him on a 
footing that might be fatisfadtory, in any prac- 
ticable manner he could point out. 

Colonel Macleod fhewed a readinefs in com- 
plying With our requeft that entitled hijn to every 
fnark of attention from the Company. . He re- 
called to our attention his difficulties in ferving 
wkh General Matthews; (till, however, offering 
to ferve Wherever and in what, ver ihape We might 
' command; but in drder lo avoid all difputes te- 
latiogto King*s and Company *$ troaps^aad to en- 



able him to ferve with more efficacy, he fuggef):<* 
ed the neceffity of our befbwing Company^s rank 
upon him. 

In confequcnce of the generaPs reference, vre 
called upon Colonel Macleod the iSthof Miux:h^ 
for the papers alluded to ; who,in return, demanded 
from our jufttce an extraft of the generaPs let- 
ter, in which thofe difputes on his condu^ were 
mentioned. 

Colonel Macleod being furnifhed with the defire^ 
extra6t, delivered the papers required^ accom- 
panied with a letter from himfelf in vindicatioA 
of his own character, and of the other officers in* 
volved in one general accufatlon. Thefe paper* 
are of too great length to be fent by aft over-lanl 
difpatch; but they contain imputations agaiafl 
the general of a very feriovs nature, and fupporCed 
by ftrong tef^imony. 

Our want of information fromGeneralMatthew(» 
laid us under a neceffity of applying to Colonel 
Macleod to furnifh us with a detail of the opera* 
tions of the army from their leaving Cundapect 
to the furrender of Bednure, and any informa- 
tion he could affi>rd refpeCting the nature of the 
treaty with Hyat Saib, and the proceedings in 
confequence. 

Colonel Macfeod in confequence fent la the 
journals kept by himfelf and Colonel Humber- . 
flon, and gave us all the information in his power 
relative to the furrender of Bednure and the trea- 
ty with Hyat Saib. When the rcfpeSivc details 
of thefe gentlemen and General Matthews of the 
fame event fhall come before y^u, you will doubt* 
lefs make due comparifon. 

We are informed that the general, ootwlth- 
(landing the capilulation, immediately on ga- 
ting pofteffion of Bednure, confined Hy£.t Saib a 
clofe prifoner, and that many bad confequencea 
refulted from the alarm and impreffion given by - 
this proceeding* That very great treafures were 
found in the Durbar, amounting to 14 lacks and 
upwards, befides much other treafure and jewels 
not expefed, which were at firft publicly (hewn 
to the officers by the general, and decUred to be 
the property of the army. That the breach be- 
tween the general and Hyat Saib was foon after 
made up; and, in a few days, the army were aRo^ 
nifhed to hear that Hyat Saib had claimed all thi* 
money, which evidently belonged to the govern- 
ment of the country, as his private proper Ly, and 
that the general had reftored it to him on that 
plea. Colonel Macleod had been detached at thia 
time; but this tranfa&lon reviving a d.fcontent 
and fufpicion, occafioned by a former affair at 
Onore, fome of the other principal officers wei« 
carried to Hyat Saib by the general, who pre- 
vailed upon him to make a donation to the army 
of half a lack of pagodas. 

We took the general's condu£t and the ftate of 
the army under coiifideration on the 27th of 
March, and now tranfmit a copy of our proceed* 
ings on this very difficult and difagreeable occa* 
fion. 

Feeling the ftrongeft convidlion that the fcrv!0« 
could norprofper in his hands, wa thought it our 
indlfpenfableduty not to continue him any longer 
in coiamand of the army la. :hefisdiiur« country i 
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and we accordingly came to a refolvtion to re- 
jBiove him therefrom, and to fufpend him from 
the Honourable Company*s fcrvice, until he can 
clear up the feveral charges againft him. 

We appointed Lieutenant Colonel Madeod, of 
Ills Majefty*8 forces, the officer firft in rank upon 
this coaft, aod who had dlAinguifhed himfelf by 
the defeat of Tippoo Saib, atl'anany, to fucceed 
Ceneral Matthews in the command of the army 
ia the Bednuiv countr}'; and wc alfo defircd Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Humbcrfton and Major Shaw to 
yejoln the army* 

Wehadfome days before,onthei7th of March, 
received advice from Mr. D. Anderfun, in a let- 
tO: dated the loth of February, of the Mahratta 
tzeaty having arrived from Poonah. 

The peace had been duly proclaimed at Bom- 
bay, and every neceffary ilep taken on our part 
for the performance of the treaty. The Ranger 
Jhad failed the 5th of April witii Colonels Mac> 
Ipod and Humberllon, Major Shaw, and other 
officers, to join the army. Lieutenant Pruen, the 
commander of the veflTel, ha\ing been prcvioufly 
apprized of the peace, and furniflied with the 
iame orders as had hetn circulated to all .the ma- 
rine, not to commit hoftilities againft the Mah- 
Vcittas j when on the i8th of April we were alarm- 
ed by an account given by a Lafcar, who had 
dcapcd, that the Ranger had been attacked on 
the 8ch, three days after leaving Bombay, by the 
Mahratta fleet, and after a mofl defperate re- 
£ilance of near five hours was obligea to fubmit 
to fuperior force, and, with the whole convoy of 
Wats, had been carried into Gheriah* 

We were under great anxiety and uncertainty, 
for a confiderabre time, regarding the fate of 
Cclonel Macleod and the other ofHcers, which was 
not entirely removed till the ajd of May; when 
the prefident received a letter from him, dated at 
Gheriah the 5th of that month. In this letter the 
colonel mentions be had made feveral unfuccefs- 
fol attempts to convey advice of his misfortune; 
and then relates fome circumftances of the en- 
Igagement, referring for a more particular ac- 
count to Lieutenant Pruen, The account Colo- 
nel Macleod gives is, that tin the morning of the 
Sth of April, they found thcmfrlves near the 
Mahratta fleet belonging to Gheriah; which^ 
without fpeaking or ceremony, attacked the 
Ranger with great fury. Lieutenant Pruen fought 
his veflel with the greateft courage. Their de- 
fence was defperate, and ceafed not till they were 
almoft all killed or wounded. Major Shaw was 
ihot dead ; Colonel Humberfton was Oiot through 
tiie lungs; Lieutenant Stuart, of the jooth re- 
giment, was almod cut to pieces 00 boarding: 
Lieutenant John Taylor, of the Bombay troops, 
was fliot through the body; Lieutenant Seton,of 
the Bonibay artillery, ar.d Lieutenant Pruen, 
commander of the veflcl, were wounded with 
iWords on boarding* In the beginning of the 
adlon. Colonel Macleod received two wounds in 
hiSlcft-hand and flioulder; and, a little before it 
was over, a^ufquet-hall pafled throughhis body, 
which pierced his lungs and fpleen. Lieutenant 
Pruen's account likewlfe proves, that the Mah- 
rattas began th^ attack, and that he received a 
number of fhot before he returned a gun. Their 
foTcCconfifted of Xwg large flups, a ketgh; an^ 



eight gallivats, with which the Raager, carrying 
only tcvelve guns twelve pOunders, fuftained a 
clofe engagement of four hours and a half; aod 
for the laft hour the two fhips and the ketch 
were laHied along- /ide of the Ranger, in which 
fituation the engagement was continued with 
mufijuerry only; and the brave defence of the 
oiiicers and crew prevented the enemy from en- 
tering the veflu-1, till, from the number of kill- 
ed' and wounded, and moftof the mufquets being 
rendered unferviceable, the fire of the Ranger was 
fo much reduced, that the commander was under 
. a necelVity of ftriking; and the inftant the colours 
were down, the enemy rufhed on board, and cru- 
elly cut and wounded feveral of the officers and, 
men, while others jumped overboard to avoid im- 
mediate death. The fame night the Ranger was 
carried into Gheriah, where the Subadar and of- 
ficers difowned all knowledge of the peace, and 

• rcfufed to releafe the veflel and officers without 
orders from Poonah. 

We are concerned to add, that Colonel Hum- 
berfton died at Gheriah the 30th of April, of the 
wound he received in the aflion. Colonel Mac- 
leod*s recovery was long thought impoffible, but 
he is now perfeftly reftored to health. Lieute- 
nants Stuart, Taylor, Seton, and Pruen, are alfo 
recovered* 

The Ranger, with Colonel Macleod and the 
otlicr furviving officers, arrived here the 29th of 

• May, having been releafedfromGheriah the 27th, 
in too difabled and defpoiled a condition to make 
her way to the fouthward. 

Our laft letter from Mr. Anderfon Ts dated the 
19th of May, upon receipt of the intelligence of 
the caplure of the Ranger, which he immediately 
communicated to MhadajeeScindia, and requir- 
ed him in ftrong terms to give fome explanation 
with regard to this outrage, and the meafures 
which he intended to purfue in vindication of ' 
his own honour, which was thus brought into 
queHion. Scindia declared, that none of his late 
letters from the miniAer gave him the leaft rca- 
fon to apprehend any finifler intentions in the 
Mahratta government; and he aflTured Mr. An- 
derfon, that he had written in ftrong terms to the 
minifter to punifh with death the perfon who 
committed this a£lof hofiility, and to make full 
reftitution of the ftores and effects taken; that if 
they complied with thefe requifitions he would 
undertake to reconcile the Englifii government, 
but if they refufed, they muft take the confc- 
quences: that, for his part, fince fo enormous an 
outrage bad been committed after the conclufion 
of the treaty, he mufl confult and ado|)t the in- 
clinations of the Englilh. 

So far from puniihing the officer who com- 
mitted the aft of hoftllity, we are affured by Co- 
lonel Macleod that he received from the minifter 
public marks of approbation and honorary rewards 
for his condufl. Colonel Macleod was invited 
to the^ ceremony held upon this occafion, and 
fome of the officers were adlually prefcntwhen the 
Subadar exhibited in public Durbar, according 
to the cuftomof the country, the honorary orna- 
ments which had been feiit to him from Poonah. 

By this time matters to the fouthward had 
taken a very urifavourabls turn. The latter end 
of April wc rscwv^tl . :' '. ' :<, ff om the Sclcft Com- 

xaitc«« 
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ipittee at Midras^ in a ktterd^ted the 12th o^ 
March, that Tippoo had feat tliegreateft pjtrtof 
his army out of the Carnatic through the Clian- 
gamah Fafs, and that they concluded he himfelf ,' 
would foon follow^ in order (o ufe his utmoft ef« 
((Mrts to rscover his valuable po^ei&ons in the B^- 
|Uire country. 

General Matthews fent repeated advice of the 
^emy^s approach in force, and requifitions for 
(einforcexnent. Under the zoth of March) he 
vrrites from Mangalore of a body of 50,000 men, 
yith 25 pi -ces of cannon, being to the eaftward 
9f Bednure, and that he ihould fet off for that 
place next day, when he fald he might pofiibly 
coiie<^ ixoo iepoys and 400 Europeans, with 
£ve pieces of cannon, to meet the enemy in the 
^Id. His next letter is dated the zytb, at Cup- 
dapore^ in which he repeats his intelligence, and 
requefts for a reinforcement, without which, he 
pblerves, it will be next to a miracle if he can 
preferve his footing. He then mentions, as a cer« 
tainty, that a very large force was arrived withia 
35 miles of Bednure* His next letter, and the 
laft we have received from him, was dated the 
jft of April, at Bednurej and advifedythat Tip- 
poo Saib, with xboo French, xz,ooo horfe, and 
as many infantry, with a few guns, was arrived 
within 45 miles, and purpofed puihing on with- 
out delay. We foon after received an account 
from Captain Matthews, the gencrars brother, 
dated at Candapore, of a fmart a/6tion having 
happened, in which the Cooipany*s troops gained 
cqnliderable advantage. This account was not 
diftin^, and only colle^ed from the country 
.p^ie. 

Our next accounts informed us of the lofs of 
the two pofts the general had eftabliihcd at the 
Gauts, by which the communication between 
£eiinure and the fea-coaft was cut oiF. The 
principal poft,' which had been reprefented as very 
ftrong, appears to have been loft, after a very flight 
defence, by the mifcondu^ of the officer in coxjd- 
xnand. ~The fugitives who efcaped from the 
Gauts conunanicated fuch diforder and panic to 
^e garrifon at Cundapore, that little elfe but an 
TTbape was thought of j in attempting which, num- 
bers of men and horfes were drowned. Large 
magazines of ftores and provifions, which wete 
depofited at Cundapore, were immediately fet 
fire to in the confufion, and a large ^Id of artil- 
lery difabled or left to the enemy, who, it is to 
beobferved, had not even made their appearance 
when this (hameful flight and- deftraflion of a 
poft, faid to be tenable, took place. A part of the 
garrifon efcaped to Onore, which is under the 
command of Captain TorrianO) who, by his re- 
foluts and prudent condu^, prevented the panic 
from infediDg his garrifon, and made an effort to 
recover the pofi at Cundapore, in which he d|d 
not fuccced . 

Thcfe accounts were foon followed by others 
ftill more unfavourable, of the lofs of Bednure, 
and that part of the army which was above the 
Gauts, under the command of General Mat.hews 
in perfon. The moft authentic information we 
have received of this diiafter is from M ajor Camp- 
bell at Mangalore; and the particulars given by 
blm are as foaow.«^The 22th gf May, the Xa- 



^pid had hardly failed, when a fepoy anived 
from Bednure with the diftrcffmg^ accounts of the 
general, after fix days emp1o>ed in fettliog arti- 
cles of capitulation, having marched out o( the 
fort the 3d inftant with his whole garrifon, with 
all the honours of war, in expedtaiion of being 
allowed in the fame manner to come herej but» 
9S naturally might be expc^ed from an enem]f 
by whom faith is fo feldom kept, the brave buc 
unfortunate garrifon was no fooner gut out of the 
gates, than they were furrounded by both horfe 
and foot, and forced to lay down their arms, and 
are now detained prisoners . The melancholy 
account is again confirmed by another perfon, 4 
(epoy, who was alfo in Bednure fort when it wa^ 
given up : he corroborates every part refpe^in|^ 
it; both fepoys agree there was a conflderabl^ 
quantity of water and provifions in the fort. 

Under the 19th of May, Major Campbell 
writes— < I have nothing farther to add to my lait 
difpatches than a painful confirmation of the fur* 
render of Bednure; the caufe unknown: but the 
ponfequence is, that Tippoo Saib is now encamp* 
ed with his whole ar^ny in our front; his rear i« 
juft arrived; fo that I expert an attack to-mor- 
row morning. A Madras foidier has come in to 
us, and fays the number of the French Tippoo 
has with him does not exceed 300; tlie re(l of 
jiis army not lefs than 100,000 fighting men** 

Theforce General Matthews had with him at 
Bednure, and the pofts above the Gauts, confift* 
ed of detachments of the 98th and ro2d regi- 
ments, and of the looth regiment of his Majefty's 
troops, the greater part of Bombay infantry, ori- 
ginally 300 rank and file, the 2d grenadier bat- 
taliou of fepoys, and the 3d, 5th, nth, and 15th 
battalions, except fome detachments from them 
and the Bombay Europaans, which were at Onore 
and other forts. According to Colonel M acleod^e 
.computation, (for we have no returns to guide us) 
our lofs in this unhappy affair amounts to about 
^co Europeans, and 1600 fepoys. We before 
mentioned the force the general fiippofed he ihuul^ 
be able to collet. 

It was (bme relief to us in this misfortune^ 
and gave us confidence and hopes of retrieving 
it, that juft at this time we received advice, by 
the way of BafTora, of the preliminaries of a. ge- 
neral peace having been figned at Paris the 20ch 
of January. 

There is ftill a very refpc£tablc force remain- 
ing at Carwar, Onore, and Mangalore. We ai^ 
apprehenfive for tlie fafety of Onoic in cale \t 
fhould be vigoroufly attacked; buttruft the troops 
at Carwar and Mangalore will be prefcrved. AC 
Carwar, and the pofts dependent, there is one 
battalion of fepoys; and at Mangalore, the ^^^A 
regiment, and fome fmall decachm>;nts from other 
regiments and Company's troops, amounting all 
together to about 400 men, boiidcs artillery and 
upwards of four battalions of fepoys, giving, on 
a return dated the 8ch gf May, near 3000 men. 
There is alfo a fufficicut ftockof proViflors, and 
a number of able odicers, in the place, which is 
under the command of Major Campbell; and we 
have fltong hopes that the ftrength of the garri- 
fon^ and the approach of the munioon, wih b^fiie 
the attempts of the enemy. 

$.£ Thif 
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This force Wilf prove a good foundation for a 
new army; and we trui^y notwithftandlng our 
late lofs, Wo (hall be able, whh proper alTiftapcc 
of money, and a body of European infantry, to 
tenew and continue a potrerful diverf^n o^^is 
coaft (Malabar) agalnft the dominions of Tlppoo 
Sajb. The peace in Europe, and with the 
Aiahratta*, will no%9 enable this prciidency, with- 
out danger, to furnifh a ftrong body of fepoys^ 
and a refpe^able detachment of artillery, in ad- 
dition to thofe now to the fouthward. 

Left you ibould not have received advice of the 
•arly return of the French fleet to the other coaft, 
and an account of their proceedings, we think it 
^ght to infert a paper tranfmitted to us by the 
§e\c€t committee at Madras, with their letter 
Cf the itth of March j being intelligence given 
by Captain Light, whofe- vefl'el had been made a 
prize of by M. SuftVein. 

The French fleet, confiftin^ of ii fail of the 
line, and the La Fine and Bellona frigates, left 
Acheeo the 20th of December; the Hannibal 
and Bellona were fent to cruize off the Braces. 
The 6th of January, the fleet arrived at Ganjam; 
the loth ditto, the Coventry was taken; (he had 
fpoke vnth the Blandford that morning, who in- 
formed Captain Wolf^^ey, that in the night he 
had engaged a privateer. The Coventry feeing 
a ihip at anchor at Ganjam Roads, fuppofed h 
to be the privateer, and ran clofe in before ihe 
difcovered the reft of the fleet. On the nth, the 
Blandford was taken by the Coventry. On the 
iSth, the Blake was taken by the Coventry. On 
the 20th and 21ft, three fmall veflfels in ballaft 
were taken and funk. 

We have not heard of any material captures 
made by the. French fleet except the Coventry 
Ipd Blandford. 

We have thepleafure to acquaint you, that the 
Meet under Vice- Admiral Hughes arrived at Ma- 
dras the 1 3th of April. The admiral faw nothing 
of the French fleet in the paflTage; and it feems 
doubtful whether they were to the northward or 
to the fouthward. ' Th» Briftol and her convoy 
arrived the 17th of April; and foon after, the 
Company's fliipD»ke of Atbol had the misfortune 
to blow up, by which a number of lives were loft, 
*rhe Fairiord was deftroyed by fire in this har- 
liour on the 5th inftant, as you will, be advifed 
by the board. The grand army had marched to 
the fouthward upon an expedition againft Cud- 
ilalore. The fleet was at Madras the 30th of 
April, and, we underftand, was fooii to proceed 
to the fouthward, to co-operate with the army 
againft Cuddalore. 

We are much concerned to acquaint you, that 
we have private advice, that Lieutenant- General 
Sir £yre Coote died at Madras the l6th of April, 
the day after his arrival from Bengal in the Re- 
folution country ihip.

ter, proceeding with dUpat<:hes for BaflR>ra, tv 
touch here for intelligence, I embrace the of- 
portttnity of acquainting you with the moft re- 
cent occurrences in tile Caruatic which hava 
come to my knowledge. 

General Stuart, with a powerful army, was be-- 
fore Cuddalore, when information was received 
of a treaty of peace having been concluded at 
London the 9th of February, between the belli- 
gerent powers; in confeqvence of which, a ceflTsk- 
tion of hcftilities immediately took place. It is 
imagined the garr^fon mnft have fhortly fubmit- 
ted, as we had fucceeded in the attack on their 
lines, and had carried their redoubts. In efte£t- 
ing this fervice, a very heavy lofs was fuftained 
on the pait of the Britifti forces, computed at 
616 Europeans, and 356 fepoys, killed, wound- 
ed, and miflfing. This happened on the I3thulr» 
On the 25th, the enemy made a Tally from the 
fort, and advanced clofe up to our works, com- 
mencing and fupporting the afTault with great 
fpirit and intrepidity ; but they were repulfedf wltk 
the lofs of about 200 Europeans, and their cola* 
nel D'Aquitaine taken prifonef. 

On or about the 2o:h ult. there was an en* 
gagement between the Britifh and French fleets 
near Pondicherry; but I do notlearnany deciflvc 
blow was ftruck by eicher flde. Monfieur Suf- 
frein returned to Cuddalore j and Sir Edward 
Hughes is fuppofed to have ftood on towards Ma- 
dras, as It was reported he was in want of water^ 
and his people were very (ickly. 

The ibuthern army, afting in the Carnatic, 
under the command of Colonel Lang, had made 
an irruption into the Coimbature country, fulv 
dulng Caroor and Dindegul, when the colonel 
was recalled to join the grand army before Cud- 
dalore, and Colonel Fullarton invefted with the 
command, who with great fpirit and activity had 
puihed on to Darampore, which fell to him the 
ift ult. He was then within fix days march only 
of Paliagacheri j towards which place his further 
progrefs was totally barred by an order from Ge- 
neral Stuart to move back to Cuddalore. He is 
now on his return again to the Coimbature coun* 
try, ftrongly reinforced. 

A detachment of 300 Europeans, together with 
a fupply of powder and proviflons, are fent from 
Madras to Mangalofe in his Majefty^s ihips Brif- 
tol and ifis. A farther reinforcement is deftined 
for the fame part^with an intention of enabling 
Colonel Campbell to take the field, in cafe it 
ihould be expedient. 

No accounts arc yet received of the expefted 
fleet, which was to have left England in Janua»y 
laft. 

I have the honour to be, with the greateft re-
